It  is  said  tliat  "an  uiigiateriil  t;Hiieiiitioii  neglects  the  memory 
of  its  lathers,"  but  J/wcv,  tlie  insiiiied  law-giver,  v.hefiiihed  the 
meniniy  of  his  fathers  and  made  a  leeord  of  them  and  of  liis 
people  for  the  benefit  of  fiitnre  generations      Lat  n.s  do  /.i/re/m.si:. 

The  people  of  the  United  States  of  America,  with  their  enter- 
prising and  iinpetiKnis  spirit,  ever  in  quest  of  new  discoveries  and 
greater  accpiisitions,  have  somewhat  neglected  the  things  of  the 
past,  but  a  new  era  is  now  being  inaugui'ated  of  Ndtioimi  v.rpannion. 
and  wi>fld-wi(Ji  iiiiprotehicidx,  an<l  it  beliooves  us  as  a  Christian  and 
a  progressive  peoi)le  to  treasure  up  the  caltiable  things  of  the  past 
and  make  provision  for  the  future. 

Among  the  leading  nations  of  Europe  genealogies  have  hjiig 
been  recorded  and  kept  while  in  this  country  they  have  been 
neglected,  but  during  these  latter  days  of  invention  and  discovery 
and  progress,  birth  records  are  being  made  in  the  States,  and  fam- 
ily genealogies  are  being  multiplied,  and,  since  the  Rosenkrantz 
family  is  a  titled  and  a  distin[iiitf<lied  one  in  Northwestern  Europe, 
and  is  at  least  hnnoraUa  in  this  country,  why  should  not  the  names 
and  doings  of  the  American  branch  be  recoi'ded  'f 

In  otfeiing  to  the  public  this  genealogy  of  the  Rosenkrans 
family  in  this  country,  the  compiler  does  not  claim  to  have  found 
and  recorded  the  names  of  all  the  descendants  of  Harmon  Hen- 
drick  Rosenkrans,  our  first  American  ancestor,  yet  he  hopes  in 
this  volume  to  contribute  materially  to  the  reader's  knowledge  of 
the  family  both  in  Europe  and  Amei'ica  from  the  beginning  of  the 
family,  1227,  A.  D.,  to  this  closing  year  of  the  nineteenth  century 
and  probably  near  the  elofiing  one  of  the  present  dispensation. 

The  information  concerning  the  family  in  Europe  having  been 
received  by  letters  from  public  ofhcials,  will  ai)pear  in  letter  form, 
followed  by  a  smnmdi'y,  and  the  genealogy  and  history  of  the  fam- 
ily in  this  country,  obtained  from  various  sources  will  appear  in 
individual  form,  generation  by  generation,  according  to  the  num- 
ber of  the  name,  while  that  of  the  children  and  grandchildren  of 
Rosenkrans  women  will  be  given  in  connection  with  their  parents. 
\n  giving  tlie  family  name  of  individuals,  many  of  wHom  have 
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changed  the  orthrogiaphy,  that  form  of  spelling  it  will  be  given  as 
far  as  known  that  was  last  nsed  by  the  person  mentioned. 

Some  mistakes  will  undoubtedly  appear,  as  some  have  failed 
to  answer  letters  of  inquiry,  and  reports  concerning  them  have 
been  received  from  others,  frequently  fragmentary  and  conflicting, 
besides  changes  have  taken  place  in  some  families  since  the  reports 
were  received.  To  the  many  who  have  courteously  and  kindly 
answered  letters  of  inquiry  and  have  thus  aided  in  the  formation 
of  this  genealogy,  the  writer  herewith  tenders  most  grateful  ac- 
knowledgments. In  the  undertaking  and  execution  of  the  work, 
covering  a  period  of  about  seven  yeais,  the  compiler  trusts  that  he 
has  not  been  actuated  by  uiercenary  motives,  but  has  had  in  view 
the  interests  of  the  entire  family,  as  well  as  his  own,  believing 
that  a  genealogy  and  history  will  not  only  afford  the  reader  a 
better  knowledge  of  the  family,  but  will  tend  to  produce  increased 
fraternal  relations  among  the  scattered  members  and  give  pleasure 
and  satisfaction  to  coming  generations. 

Having  completed  the  work  with  a  realizing  sense  of  the  Di- 
vine guidance  from  Beginning  to  End,  1  now  dedicate  this  volume 
to  "Sklah,'"  imploring  upon  it  the  Divinehhssing,  and  upon  all 
whose  names  are  herein  recorded.

FA>[ILY  TRADITIOXS. 


A  /nnHtiiiii  among  the  tlesceiulaiits  of  (Jolonel  .lolm  Rosen- 
krans,  and  ]ierl)a[)s  other.*,  is  that  our  Toteiathers  were  HoHanders, 
aii'l  that  our  first  Anieiicaii  ancestor  came  from  Amsteidam 

A  .^ecimtl  tiadition  in  tins  lirancii  of  tlie  family  is  that  a 
Rosenkrans  ancestor  died  in  Holland  leaving  a  tV)rtune  to  which 
the  American  branch  of  the  fannly  is  entitled  by  inheritance. 

A  /////v/tradiiion,  oi  legend,  regarding  the  origin  and  beginning 
of  the  Rosenkrantz  family  and  name  somewhat  mysteriously 
received  by  the  writei-,  ISSO.  is  in  substance  as  follows  :  "  A  b(jnny 
Scott,  by  the  name  of  Donald  Mack,  lOiiO  years  ago,  went  to 
another  country  and  married  a  fair  daughter  of  the  land.  He 
raised  a  family  of  seven  children  —of  sons  brave  and  daughters  true. 
A  descendant  of  his,  tlie  eldest  son  of  the  eldest,  whose  mother 
was  not  of  Scotch  descent,  went  to  war  and  by  his  bravery  won 
the  name  of  Rosenkrans.  He  was  afterward  crowned,  or  presented, 
with  a  gailand  of  roses,  which  he  added  to  his  coat  of  arms,  and 
took  the  name  of  Rosenkrantz." 

A  fourth  tradition,  coming  from  Steuben  County,  New  York, 
is  that  in  the  time  of  William  1st,  Prince  of  Oiange,  then  Ruler  of 
the  Netherlands,  a  celebrated  Swedish  military  olhcer  was  sent  by 
the  king  of  Sweden  to  instruct  Maurice,  the  son  of  Prince  William, 
in  the  science  of  military  engineering:  that  Maurice  became  a 
great  military  chieftain,  and  that  a  son  of  the  military  instructor 
in  Holland  came  to  this  countryand  was  the  progenitor  of  the 
Rosenkrans  family  here.  A  continuation  of  this  tradition,  received 
from  the  same  source,  and  which  has  found  its  way  into  Everett 
&  Peck's  History  of  Sussex  and  Warren  Counties,  New  Jersey, 
(p.  195)  is  as  follows;  One  '"Alexander  Augustus  Rosenkrans  came 
from  Holland  to  New  Amsterdam  in  1689,  accompanied  by  his 
wife  whose  maiden  name  is  not  known.  He  reared  a  family  of 
eons  and  daugliters  among  whom  was  John  Rosenkrans,  who  was 
born  May  18,  1724." 

EXPLANATIONS. 

Tradition  first :  —Regarding  Holland  as  the  former  home  of  our 
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Koscnlsians  anceytois,  is  undoubtedly  ti'ue,  and  is  corroborated 
by  tlie  Europpan  r«porrs,  as  luay  \m>  seen  in  the  iiistory  of  "The 
Family  in  Euroi>e,""  tlionoh  the  family  did  not  oii,<;inate  in  Hoi 
land,  nor  did  our  first  Ameiiran  ancestor  come  directly  from 
Amsterdam  to  tliis  country,  l)nt  from  Ber^-en.  Norway,  as  liis  mar- 
riage record  declares. 

Tradlt'ioii  .wen nil : — Concerning  the  fortune  left  in  Holland  aiid 
its  inheritance,  seems  founded  npon  facts  as  to  its  having  been  left 
there,  hut  not  as  to  its  inlieritance  by  the  American  branch  of  the 
family.  In  18!)."),  rlie  writer  made  incjuiiy  of  our  American  Minis- 
ter at  llie  Hague,  Hon.  W  E.  Qiiimby,  concerning  the  Rosenkrans 
family  in  Ilolhind,  and  also  concei-ning  the  fortune,  Imt  while 
I'eporting  concerning  the  family  in  Amsterdam  through  the  ofii- 
cials  there  lie  said  nothing  about  the  fortune,  and,  having  no  hojjfs 
of  receiving  any  benefit  from  it,  further  incjniry  was  not  made. 
Mrs.  A.  E.  White  ilOOi,  of  Sleuben  County,  New  York,  reports 
that  a  Hollander  once  in  the  empiloy  of  her  father  in  Hammonds- 
l^ort,  stated  that  in  a  newspaper  received  from  Holland,  there  was 
an  advertisement  for  the  heirs  of  a  certain  Rosenkrans  wlio  had 
died  tliere  leaving  a  fortune,  and  suggested  that  it  probably 
belonged  to  the  Rosenkranses  in  this  country.  This  was  probably 
the  origin  of  thn  tradition.  She  reports  also  that  subsequently 
upon  in(piii'y  a  relative  of  the  family  received  intelligence  through 
the  American  Minister  in  Holland,  that  one  '•Augustus  Adolphus 
DeRosenkrantz,"  a  bachelor,  had  died  there  leaving  a  fortune,  but 
as  no  heii's  had  come  to  claim  it,  it  eventually  reverted-  to  the 
Crown  or  State.  The  name  "  HeRosenkrant//"  indicates  that  he 
was  of  the  Baronial  line  of  the  Danish  noble  family,  and  if  so, 
the  American  branch  of  the  family  could  not  have  iidierited  the 
fortune,  as  it  did  not  come  from  that  branch  of  tlie  family,  but,  as 
indicated  by  the  European  reports,  the  American  branch  origi- 
nated in  a  (Ternuin  branch,  i)rior  to  the  time  when  the  Danish 
noble  family  adopted  the  name. 

Tradition  third : — Regarding  the  oriijin  of  the  Rosenkranty,  fam 
ily  and  iKdix;  is  remarkably  confirmed  by  the  early  records  of  the 
family  in  Europe,  as  shown  in  letter  20  and  in  the  mvuixtnj.  Erik, 
tlie  eldest  son  of  the  eldest,  was  presented  with  a  Rose-wreath, 
182.^,  which  he  added  to  his  coat  of  arms  and  took  the  name  of 
Rosenkrantz. 

Tradition  fourth  : — Has  not  oeen  corroborated  by  any  reports 
or  records  found,  except  that  Maurice,  son  of  Prince  William,  did 
truly  become  a  great  military  chieftain,  and  successfully  with- 
stood the  Army  of  Spain  under  the  able  leadership  of  Alva  and. 
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otlieis  wlio  suweerled  him.  For  continuation  of  this  tradition,  the 
writer  was  referred  to  Motley  on  Tlie  Netherhmds,  but,  after  a 
carefnl  readingof  all  Motley'. swoiks on  r lie  "Dutch  Republic,"  and 
the  "  United  Netherlands,"  and  the  "life  of  IJarneveldt,"  the  writer 
has  failed  to  find  the  mention  of  any  such  Swedish  instructor,  or 
the  Rosenkrans  name,  though  the  Amsterdam  records  show  that 
Jacob  Dirkson  Rosenkrans,  a  supposed  ancestor,  was  banished 
from  Holland  by  Alva.  IHOT,  on  account  of  his  Protestantism,  and 
that  his  son  Dirk  Roosecrans,  whose  ijic^ture  is  herein  presented, 
was  Captain  of  the  Civil  Uuard  of  Amsterdam,  when  Prince 
William  was  assassinated,  ir)84.  The  continuation  of  the  above 
tradition  concerning /I (fe.m/u/(/' ^l"(/«,y?'«,s' as  the  emigiant  in  1089, 
whose  wife's  name  is  said  to  be  unknown,  is  ninhily  erroneous. 
Authentic  recf)rds  have  since  been  found  as  related  in  "sources  of 
family  information"  showing  that  Alexander  {not  Alexander 
Augustus)  was  the  xon  of  the  emigrant,  Harmon  Ilendrick  Rosen- 
krans :  that  he  was  born  in  Kingston,  New  York,  about  16(30 ;  was 
mariied  to  Marretjen  DiiPuy,  17i:5:  purchased  land  on  the  Dela- 
ware in  Morris,  now  Susse.x  County,  New  Jersey,  1729,  and,  divid- 
ing his  tract,  sold  one-half  of  it  to  his  son  Haiiuen,  1742,  and  the 
other  half  to  his  son  .lohannis,  174.5. 

SOURCES  OF  FAMILY  INFORMATION. 

In  1866,  while  living  in  Newton,  New  Jersey,  the  writer  was 
visited  by  Selim  B.  Rosenkrans,  of  Webster  City,  Iowa,  for- 
merly of  Hamiuondspoit,  New  Y^ork,  who  rejiorted  that  the 
family  Bible  of  Col.  John  Rosenkrans,  with  its  family  records, 
was  then  in  possession  of  his  grandmotlier,  the  widow  of  Levi 
Rosenkrans  (45),  then  living  in  Hammondsport,  and  by  request, 
on  his  return  there,  copied  those  records  and  sent  thetn  to  me, 
These  records,  copied  into  my  family  Bible,  in  1866,  consist  of  the 
birth  of  John  Rosenkrans  1724;  his  marriage  to  Margaret  DeWitt, 
1751;  the  births  of  his  wife  and  fourteen  children,  and  his  own 
death,  1786.  These  were  the  earliest  records  it  contained,  though 
some  now  ImiMfuw,  it  contained  earlier  ones.  This  old  Bible,  Selim 
B.  informs  me,  went  among  strangers,  after  the  death  of  Col.  John, 
and  was  recovered  in  Pennsylvania  foity  years  later  by  his  Uncle 
Joseph  (89),  and  now  remains  in  his  possession.  A  few  years 
subsequent  to  this,  I  unexpectedly  came  acro.ss  the  family  Bible 
of  my  grandfather  Major  Benjamin  Rosenkrans,  in  possession  of 
Peter  Kintner,  the  son-in-law  of  Benjamin's  departed  widow  and 
second  wife,  vvhich  I  procured  with   the    family   records.      Tliese 
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Bible  records,  with  my  father's  and  my  own,  afiord  a  Ihhlc  fnm- 
«/y/-t'C()*v7  back  to  my  great  grandfather.  Col.  .lohn  Rosenkrans, 
born  1724. 

After  tile  death  of  my  uncle  Elijah  Rosenkrans,  of  Newton, 
November,  1885,  through  the  courtesy  of  John  S.  Howell,  admin- 
istrator of  his  estate.  I  received  a  roll  of  family  documents  found 
in  an  old  trunk  once  belonging  to  my  grandfather,  Major  Benja- 
min, which  i>:q)ers  have  come  down  from  Col.  .lohn  Rosenkrans, 
and  some  of  them  from  Alexander,  his  father.  Among  these  was 
the  original  deed  dated  March  2G  and  27,  ]72n-8(),  from  ,lohn 
Crook-^,  Jr.,  of  Kingston,  New  York,  to  Alexander  Rosenkrans, 
and  l^'iediick  Schoonniaker,  of  Rochester,  Ulster  County,  New 
^'ork.  for  nine  hundred  acres  of  land  on  the  Delaware,  in  \Val- 
pack,  New  Jersey:  also  a  deed  from  Schoonniaker  to  Rosenkians, 
1742,  for  his  one-half  interest  in  said  land,  and  a  deed  dated  1745, 
from  Alexander  Rosenkrans  and  his  wife  "Marriky"  to  their 
youngest  son  Johannis  for  one-half  of  the  tract  of  land,  they  hav- 
ing sold  the  other  half  to  their  eldest  son  Harmen  1742.  Tliese 
land  records,  previously  undiscovered,  since  the  death  of  my 
grandfather,  in  1848,  extended  the  ancestral  line  of  the  Rosen- 
krans family  back  another  generation  from  Col.  John,  of  Wal- 
pack,  to  Alexander,  his  father,  of  Rochester,  Ulster  County,  New 
York. 

These  land  records  entered  at  Kingston,  New  Y'ork,  and  at 
Burlington,  in  West  New  Jer.sey,  suggested  another  source  of 
family  information — the  land  records — and  from  the  counties  where 
the  early  members  of  the  family  settled  in  New  York,  New  Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  much  family  information  as  to 
names,  and  places  and  dates  has  since  been  obtained.  In  1892 
my  attention  was  called  by  Thomas  G.  Bunnell,  editor  of  the 
"New  Jersey  Herald,""  of  Newton,  New  Jersey,  to  a  copy  of  the 
"Church  Life,"  issued  by  the  First  Reformed  Dutch  Church  cf 
Port  Jervis,  New  Y'ork,  in  which  was  given  from  church  records 
by  the  noted  family  genealogist,  11"////"///  //.  Xearpafis,  editor  of 
the '"Gazette,'"  of  Port  Jervi.s,  New  York,  the  genealogy  of  the 
Rosenkrans  family  in  one  certain  line  from  the  emigrant  of  the 
family  Herman  Hendrickszen  Rosenkrans,  who  was  married  in 
New  York  1657,  down  through  Alexander  and  Col.  John  to  mem- 
bers of  the  family  still  living. 

This  church  recora  cari'ied  the  Rosenkrans  ancestral  line  back 
still  another  generation  from  Alexander,  of  Ulster  County,  New 
Y^ork,  to  his  father,  Herman  Hendrickszen,  of  New  Amsterdam, 
married  there  1057,  and  formerly  of  Bergen,   Norway.     Thus   the 
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family  record.  Providentially  received,  generation  by  generation, 
in  successive  order,  from  Bible.  Land  and  Cliurch  records,  was  ex- 
tended back  to  the  lirst  American  ancestor,  and  to  the  jdace  in 
Europe  whence  he  came,  revealing  the  names  of  himself,  his  wife 
and  children  and  some  of  his  grandchildren,  none  of  whom  ex- 
cept Alexander,  and  his  son  John  had  ev^r  been  heard  of  by  liv- 
ing members  of  the  family,  while  but  few  had  heard  of  Alexander 
and  that  merely  by  tradition  as  already  ivlated  in  "family  tradi- 
tions." 

These  church  records  of  the  early  Dutch  settlers  in  New  Yoik 
City,  Ulster  and  Oiange  Counties.  New  York,  Sussex  and  Somer- 
set, N.  J.,  and  Nortluimpton,  Penn..  where  the  early  members  of 
the  family  had  settled,  afforded  another  fruitful  s-ource  of  family 
information  to  learn  of  the  family  of  Harmon  Hendrick  Rosen- 
krans,  and  to  trace  bis  descendants  down  to  the  present  genera- 
tion. Having  eventually  received  from  this  source  much  infor- 
mation of  the  early  family  hitherto  unknown,  and  which  I  deem- 
ed too  valuable  to  be  lost  to  the  family,  the  writer  in  the  spring 
of  1893  commenced  a  correspondence  with  members  of  the  Rosen- 
krans  name  throughout  the  States  to  gather  what  information  he 
could  from  old  Bible  records  and  from  aged  members  of  the  fam- 
ily in  order  to  secure  the  genealogy  to  the  present  time,  that 
eventually  a  history  of  the  family  might  be  published,  either  by 
himself  or  another,  as  cii'cumstances  might  determine. 

During  this  period  of  1892-3  I  came  in  correspondence  with 
several  writers  of  genealogies,  viz:  Jeremiah  Pelton.  of  New  York, 
whose  family  is  connected  with  our  own;  J.  P.  Wintermute,  of 
Delaware,  Ohio,  likewise  connected,  and  O.  J.  Haivey,  of 
WilkesBarre,  Pa.,  who  was  writing  up  the  Nesbitt  family;  a 
member  of  which,  Phebe  Nesbitt,  wife  of  Timothy  Hopkins,  was 
the  mother  of  Jemima  (Hopkins)  Rosecrans,  the  mother  of  Gen. 
William  Stark  Rosecrans.  From  these  historians  the  writer  re- 
ceived some  family  information  and  a  stimulus  to  pursue  the  work 
to  completion. 

In  answer  to  a  letter  of  inquiry  directed  to  Elijah  Rosetikrati*, 
or  family,  of  Hohokus,  New  Jersey,  in  the  spring  of  1893,  I 
received  a  note  and  a  call  from  his  son.  William  D.  Rosencrantz, 
who  was  interested  in  the  family  history  and  gave  au  account  of 
the  titled  DeRosencrantz  family,  of  Norway,  from  which  family 
he  naturally  supposed  we  were  descended,  since  our  ancestor  came 
from  Norway.  He  had  some  personal  knowledge  of  the  family  in 
Norway,  having  been  a  military  student  and  a  witoess  of  the  bat- 
tles of  the  Franco-Prussian  war  of  1870-71,  under  the  prott;ctiou 
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of  Marshall  McMahon,  of  Prance,  in  whose  army  were  two  sons  of 
a  Baron  DeRosencrantz,  of  Norway,  with  wliom  he  became  ac- 
(juainted,  and  from  whom  he  received  a  history  of  the  Nor- 
wegian noble  family,  which  history  was  snbsequently  lost. 
While  the  Norwegian  family  was  a  titled  one,  he  represented  that 
the  Rosenkrans  family  was  also  numerous  and  influential  in  (ler- 
many.  Here  again  was  i)rovidentially  opened  up  another  field  for 
investigation  back  of  those  successively  found,  and  in  the  country 
whence  our  ancestor  came  inspiring  a  desire  to  learn  of  the  fam- 
ily there,  to  find  the  connection  between  the  European  and  Amei- 
ican  branches,  and,  if  possible,  to  search  out  from  the  records 
of  the  past  the  h6(/iniiing  of  the  Rosenkrans  ^a/////^  and  inline,  which 
in  accordance  with  the  legend  received  I  believed  to  have  originated 
with  the  reception  of  a  liim'-innath.  and,  perhajjs,  with  the  title  of 
nobility  at  the  same  time.  With  what  signal  success  my  efforts 
have  been  crowned  may  be  definitely  learned  by  a  perusal  of  "the 
Rosenkrans  family  in  Europe,"  and  especially  the  "summary.'" 

FORMATION  AND  ORTHOGRAPHY  OF  NAMES. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  race  names  were  signiticant,  descriji- 
tive  of  something  concerning  the  jierson's  birth  or  cliaracter  or 
surroundings.  Adam  signilies  earth  and  also  a  jirogenitor,  and 
primarily  includes  both  male  and  female,  the  latter  being  a  i)art 
of  the  former.  Adam  said  of  Eve,  "  This  is  now  bone  of  my  bone 
and  flesh  of  my  tlesh,"  and  said,  "She  shall  be  called  woman 
because  taken  out  of  man,"  and  "Adam  called  his  wife's  name 
Eve,  because  she  was  the  mother  of  all  living  "  The  Saviour  is 
called  ''./<'t<u»  because  he  shall  save  His  peojile  from  their  sins,'' 
and  his  followers  are  called  Christians  because  they  are  the  fol- 
lowers of  Chr'tM,  the  Saviour  of  the  world.  Names  were  singular 
in  primitive  times,  as  Adam,  Seth,  Enoch,  Abram,  but  as  the 
inhabitants  increased  in  numbers,  names  were  necessarily  multi- 
plied and  doubled,  in  order  to  designate  one  person  from  another, 
and  family  from  family.  Among  the  early  Hebrews,  the  people 
of  Heber,  as  seen  in  the  Bible,  one  was  designated  by  telling 
whose  son  he  was,  as  "Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,"  "Calel)  the  son 
of  Jephunneh,"  "James  and  John  the  sons  of  Zebidee." 

In  England,  at  a  later  period,  an  improved  luode  of  designat- 
ing individuals  was  adopted,  forming  a  family  name  by  adding 
son  to  the  possessive  form  of  the  father's  name,  thus  William's 
son  John  would  be  called  John  Williamson.  The  sons  of  Peter 
unci  John  would  be  called  Peterson  and  Jolinson.     In  tliis  manner 
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was  undoubtedly  I'oitued  such  Harness  as  Jackson,  Thompson, 
Richardson  and  Hendiicksoii.  This  improved  method  of  forming 
surnames  was  in  use  in  l)enniari\  and  Norway  perhaiis  earlier 
ihan  in  England,  and  it  is  said  to  havf^  l-.een  more  fully  adopted 
in  England  after  the  Norman  conquest.  Hut  the  surname  in  Den- 
mark in  early  times  usually  applied  only  to  the  sons,  thus  chang- 
ing every  generation,  and  since  family  names  have  become  fixed 
there,  as  in  the  Roseiikrant/,  family,  the  sons  are  still  designated 
by  the  fathei-'s  name  as  above  described.  Among  the  early  nota- 
bles of  Norway,  the  sons  of  Olaf,  the  Norse  Sea  King,  were  called 
Olafsson  ;  Olaf,  the  son  of  King  Harold,  was  called  Olaf  Harolds- 
son,  and  King  Haakon's  sons  were  called  Haakonsson,  thus  retain- 
ing the  double  s,  while  in  England  the  one  s  was  dropped.  This 
method  of  forming  names,  and  designating  individuals  may  be 
seen  in  the  list  of  names  presented  in  the  letters  received,  giving 
genealogical  lists  of  the  families  in  Euiope.  The  Holland  list  (ISJ) 
begins  with  Jacob  Dirksen,  which  denotes  him  to  have  been  Jacob 
the  son  of  Dirk.  The  next  is  Dirk  Dirksen,  and  following  these 
are  Jacob  Dirksen,  the  banished,  and  his  son  Diriv  Jacobsen,  the 
Captain  of  the  Civil  Guard,  wliose  picture  and  seal  are  herein 
given.  The  Norwegian  list  (14)  begins  the  noble  Danisli  family 
with  Niels  Iversen,  evidently  the  son  of  Iver.  Kiel's  sons  are  Erik 
Nielsen,  Iver  Nielsen  and  Jenseller  Johannis  Nielsen.  The  Copen- 
hagen list  (15)  begins  with  Erik,  the  lirst  known  member  of  the 
family.  His  son  was  Iver  Eriksen.  and  Tver's  son  was  Niels  Iver- 
sen, above  mentioned,  the  father  of  Erik  Nielsen,  the  Nobleman 
and  Knight  who  first  adopted  the  name  Rosenkrautz. 

FORMATION  OF  NAMES  AMONG  THE  EARLY   SETTLERS 
OF  THIS  COUNTRY. 

When  the  Hollanders  first  came  to  New  Amsterdam  and  to 
the  counties  of  I'lster  and  Orange  and  Sussex,  in  the  17th  and  the 
beginning  of  the  18th  century,  many  of  them  had  not  yet  taken 
family  names  but  adoi)ted  them  after  coming  here  from  the  names 
of  the  places  whence  they  came,  with  the  prefix  "Van,"  which  in 
Dutch,  signifies  from,  And  those  who  had  family  names  did  not 
always  write  them  in  their  signatures.  The  only  signature  found 
written  by  Harmon  Hendrick  Rosenkrans  was  in  1683,  in  which 
he  wrote  it  "Ilarmoun  Hyndrj'x,"  leaving  off  the  family  name 
Rosenkrans.  In  some  of  the  early  Holland  names  having  "Van" 
as  a  prefix,  the  "Van"  has  been  dropped  from  the  name,  while 
in  others  it  is  still  retaiijed,     Among  those  whp  tl;us   took   names 
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after  coming  here  may  be  mentioned  tlie  names  of  A^anAlien,  or 
Aalien,  VanGarden,  VanScIioonlioven,  VanOosterliont,  VanA'red- 
enburor,  A'anNimwegen,  N'anKampen,  VanWinkle.  YanNest, 
VanEtten,  Van  Westphaleii,  \'an  Knykendal,  \  anl^'leet,  Van- 
Benscoten.  From  six  of  the  above  names  mentioned  the  "\  an" 
has  been  dropiied  in  Snssex  and  Orange  Connties,  and  Tiearly  all  of 
them  have  been  somewhat  changed  in  form  and  sjjelling.  They  are 
now  nsiially  written  as  f(»lh)vvs;  VanAuken,  N'anGorden,  Schoon- 
over,  Oosterliont,  Fredenburg.  Xanlnwegt-n,  N'anCampen,  \'an- 
Winkle.  VanNess,  VanEtten,  VVestfall,  (A)yken(hill,  VanFleet, 
A^anScoten.  The  first  ten  of  tlie  above  list  of  names  liaving  mar- 
ried in  the  early  Rosenkrans  family,  will  be  again  noticed  in  their 
respective  places  where  first  found  in  the  Roseidirans  lecouls  and 
their  genealogies  in  most  cases  will  be  given  to  the  emigrant  of 
the  family. 

ORTHOGRAIIY  OF  NAMES— THE  ROSENKRANS  NAME. 

The  spelling  of  names  varies  in  different  countries  according 
to  the  different  sounds  and  usage  of  letters,  and  also  according  to 
the  different  ideas  of  those  who  change  them.  In  the  English 
formation  of  family  names  ending  with  son,  the  s  forming  the 
l)0ssessive  is  drojiped,  while  in  Scandinavia  it  is  usually  retained, 
forming  the  ss.  as  seen  in  the  names  mentioned.  In  Holland 
Dutch  son  is  spelled  sen,  and  also  /.en,  and  zoon.  I)ouI)]e  o  is 
common  in  the  Holland  huiguage  where  but  one  is  used  in  the 
English,  as  will  be  seen  in  tlie  following  names  from  which  one 
o  has  been  droi)ped  from  the  oiiginal  spelling  since  coming  liere, 
as  Kool,  or  Cool,  changed  to  Cole;  Iloornbeck  to  Ilornbeck;  Hoot- 
alen  to  Hotalen;  Roosa  to  Rosa;  Roosecrans  to  Rosecrans.  As 
reported  in  letter  (1 )  Rose  in  Holland  Dutch  is  spelled  Roost]!^ 
hence  in  the  Holland  picture  of  Capt.  Dirk  it  is  spelled  Roose- 
crans, and  in  one  report  from  Holland  it  is  written  Dirck  Jacobs- 
zoon  Roosencrans,  signifying  Dirck  Rosenkrans  son  of  Jacob. 

The  family  name  adopted  by  Erichs,  as  spelled  in  German, 
and  Erik,  in  Danish,  was  at  first  spelled  Rosenkrantz,  being  Ger-^ 
man,  as  reported  from  Germany,  and  Denmark  and  Norway,  but 
the  name  has  since  been  variously  spelled  in  Europe  as  well  as  in 
this  country  by  members  of  the  family.  The  report  says  that  the 
Danish  form  of  spelling  the  name  at  present  is  Rosenkrands;  the 
Norwegian,  Rosencrantz  ;  the  Swedish,  Ro.senkran.s,  and  that  the 
Danish  noble  family  still  residing  in  Holstein,  Germany,  where 
the  name  originated,  continue  to  spell  it  Rosenkrantz,  as  in  the  be-. 
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giiiiiinn-.  From  Coiieiihngen  it  is  reported  that  the  i'dliovving  spell- 
iugsofthe  name  are  t'uiiiid  written  ia  the  Danisli  Noble  Family,  viz: 
Roseiikraiiiz,  Ro>;enkrandts,  Rosenkrans,  Rosenkrands,  Rooszen- 
krautz,  Ro>eakraiiiits.  From  Sweden  Rntsencrants  is  added  and  from 
Ildlland  isiiddf^d  Rosenkrauntz,  and  Roosencrans and  Roosecrane. 
Among  the  (Ternians  in  this  country  is  I'onnd  the  added  forms  of 
Rosencrantz,  Rosencranz,  Roseiikranz,  making  thirteen  different 
forms  among  the  foreign  born.  It  is  said  in  Denmark  that  during 
thee;irly  times  very  little  writing  was  done  and  no  importancH  was 
attached  to  the  spelling,  luit  in  this  country  it  seems  to  be  other- 
wise;  that  tlie  changes  have  been  made  in  order  to  improve  the 
s[)e]ling,  whether  successful  or  ncjt. 

The  following  different  forms  of  spelling  the  name  have  been 
found  among  the  descendants  of  Harmon  Hendrick  in  this  country, 
written  by  themselves,  viz:  Rosenkrans,  Rosencrans,  Rosencrants, 
Rosecrons,  Rosecrans,  Rosenkrance,  Rosegrant,  Rosencrance,  Ro- 
sencrantz, Rosekrans.  Rosacrans,  being  eleven  in  number— seven 
being  new  forms— making  twenty-04it:  in  all. 

No  original  writing  of  the  family  name  by  Harmon  Hendrick  has 
l)een  found  and  theiefore  we  shall  spell  it  as  we  do  our  own,  the 
form  adoi>ted  by  Col.  John,  it  being  also  the  way  it  was  first  found 
written  in  Kingston,  1001.  In  the  case  of  others  the  name  will  be 
usiudly  wiitten  as  far  as  known  according  to  their  last  foini  of 
wilting  it.  A  (juoiation  mark  about  a  name  denotes  its  original 
form  where  spoken  ol.  The  tiist  original  writing  of  the  family 
name  found  in  the  line  of  Alexander  is  by  Harmen,  the  son  of 
Alexander,  in  a  deed  to  Isaac  VanCampen,  1754,  written  Rose- 
krans, and  by  his  brother  Col.  John,  it  is  so  written  in  a  will,  1756, 
but  in  his  last  will,  1886,  it  is  written  Rosenkrans.  In  deeds  given 
by  Alexander  and  Dirk  they  have  only  written  their  initials  as 
their  mark.  In  tlie  line  of  Dirk  the  first  original  spelling  found 
is  in  a  will  of  "Cathrintje  Rosencrants,"  widow  of  Capt.  Daniel, 
1803,  who  probably  spelled  her  name  as  her  husband  had  done. 
The  next  is  in  the  will  of  the  Captain's,  son  James,  1832,  written 
'■  Rosecrons."  The  name  of  the  members  of  that  family  in  Penn- 
sylvania,  from  1798  to  1804,  is  usually  written  '*  Rosecrants."  As 
reported  from  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  Daniel,  a  son  of  Capt.  Dan- 
iel,  in  a  deed  of  1825,  signed  his  name  Rosacrans,  as  did  his  son 
Crandall,  1831.  In  a  deed  of  1831  Daniel,  and  his  wife  Thankful, 
signed  their  name  Rosecrans,  which  is  the  first  instance  found 
where  spelled  by  one  of  the  family  in  this  manner,  and  this  is  the 
present  form  of  spelling  the  name  by  the  family  of  Gen.  William 
^tai'k   Rosecrans,  and  by  nearly  all  the  descendants  of  Dirk  west 
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of  Pennsylvania,  while  in  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey  there  are 
many  of  his  ilescemlants  who  spell  the  name  vvith  three  syllables, 
and  in  various  ways. 

The  writer  has  taken  pains  to  look  up  and  rejxirt  the  difTereiir 
formations  and  spelliniis  of  the  Roseidvrans  name  m  Europe  and 
America,  because  many  questions  have  been  asked  by  correspond- 
ants  how  and  why  the  name  has  been  differently  s^ielled  V  each  one 
believing-  that  his  own  way  of  spellino-  ir  is  the  correct  way.  Jos- 
eph E.  Rosecrantz.  of  Sjiarta,  Wisconf-in,  gitat  giandt-on  of 
Re^'.  Abram  Rosecrantz,  a  (lerinan  emigrant,  writes  as  follows 
concerning  the  name:  "I  spell  it  in  the  good,  old.  Dutch  way,  in 
which  the  Rev.  Abram  Ro.secranrz  inscribed  it  in  his  church  rec- 
ords, but  one  of  his  sons,  Nicholas,  I  think,  before  referred  to, 
perverted,  or  tians formed  it  to  Rosenkrans."  He  fuither  says: 
"Now,  in  your  historic  researches  I  trust  you  will  trace  the  pedigree 
and  also  be  able  to  account  for  the  change  of  name  and  ascertain 
if  your  branch  are  of  German  descent." '  All  this  I  have  now  done, 
as  the  foregoing  and  folhnving  pages  will  show,  after  a  long  search, 
getting  "here  a  little  and  there  a  little,"'  continually  seeking 
earlier  records  till  the  hiijiiniiiiff  of  the  name  was  found,  with  the 
particulars  in  which  it  originated,  and  the  times  and  ])laces  of  its 
adoption,  and  also  its  different  spellings  as  given  above.  But 
some  will  say,  "What  is  theiv  in  a  name?"'  My  answer  is, 
"Much  every  way.""  ".Vt  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee 
shall  bow  of  things  in  heaven  and  things  in  earth.""  In  His  name 
are  Reconciliation,  Redemption,  Salvation,  Eternal  lite.  Happi- 
ness, Heaven.  It  is  truly  said  that  "a  good  name  is  better  than 
riches,"  and  with  a  bad  nanie  come  disgrace,  discredit,  dishonor, 
"destruction,"  "death.""  The  name  remains  after  we  are  departed, 
and  inspires  to  good  or  evil  according  to  the  character  of  him  who 
bore  it.  The  name  of  Abraham  inspires  to  faithfulness ;  Wash- 
ington to  patriotism  ;  Lincoln  to  honesty  ;  Dewey  to  National 
greatness  and  thanksgiving;  while  Judas  and  Arnold  signify 
treachery  and  condemnation.  With  the  Ro.seukrantz  name  are 
associated  significance,  a  legend  and  romance ;  a  Rose-wreath  and 
Nobility  ;  Knighthood  and  Fame.  Let  us  then  as  members  of  the 
modern  Rosenkrans  family  do  nothing  to  sully  our  fair  name,  but 
let  us  not  depend  upon  our  surname  alone,  but  have  connected 
with  it  a  good  CJirhtimt  name  that  we  may  have  a  good  name  indeed 
in  '■'that  name  which  is  above  every  name;"  that  our  names  maybe 
written  in  the  Lamb's  "Book  of  Life,"'  and  we  find  acceiDtance 
with  Him  "Of  whom  the  whole  family  in  Heaven  and  Earth  is 
named,"" 
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llulland.  Scaiulinavia  and  (xeinuuiy  have  each  been  chiinitd 
by  individual  meniber.s  in  this  ('uiinti y  as  the  birth  place  of  the 
Ru.spnkians  family,  Imt  tlie  inajoiity  claim  Holland.  la  accord- 
ance therefore  witli  ihe  traditional  belief  that  our  ancestors  were 
Hollanders,  the  writer,  in  ISl*^,  began  a  course  of  in(|uiry  there  to 
learn  of  the  family  through  Charles  J.  Roe,  Attorney,  and  (xermau 
scholar  of  Newton,  who  for  the  second  time  visited  Holland  that 
year.  The  report  of  his  investigation  was  received  by  letter  from 
Belgium  as  follows  ; 

BmssKLs,  Kov.  2(tth,  1893. 

Allen  Rosenkrans,  Newton,  N.  .1. — My  Dear  Sir: — 1  bore  in 
mind  our  talk,  and  while  in  Holland  tried  my  best  to  lind  such 
facts  as  might  be  useful  to  you,  but  I  fear  liave  met  with  very 
poor  success.  *  -  •'  I  did  intend  traveling  through 
little  Holland,  which  1  have  done  quite  thoroughly.  The  name 
Rosenkrans  (a  wreath  or  crown  of  roses)  is  to-day  a  name  abso- 
lutely unknown  in  the  Netherlands.  People  who  should  know 
say  it  is  not  a  Holland  or  Dutch  name,  nor  never  was;  that  it  is 
jiure  and  simple  a  German,  or  high  Dutch  name.  It  is  a  fact  that 
the  dipthong — '///—never  does  occur  in  the  Flen;ish,  or  Dutch, 
language.  The  name  Rosenkrans  in  Holland,  Flemish  or  Dutch, 
would  be  Roos  Kruin — a  rose  wreath  or  rose  crown.  Besides  this 
name  Rosenkrans  is  now  never  met  with  in  this  countiy.  The 
name  Roos  and  Kruin  is  found  separate,  but  I  have  failed  to  find 
it  in  condiination.  At  Amsterdam,  among  the  portraits  of  the 
burgomasters,  or  mayors  of  tliat  city,  in  the  galleiy  there  is  one 
"  Rosenkrauntz,"  but  this  goes  for  little,  as  at  the  time  1530,  A. 
D.,  Holland  was  a  part  of  the  German  Empire,  and  it  is  very  like- 
ly this  buigomaster  was  a  German,  appointed  by  the  German 
Emperor  (Charles  V.)  The  fact  that  his  history  is  unknown  and 
his  descendants  untraced  points  strongly  to  that  view  of  the  case. 
Again  in  Berlin  and  throughout  German  proper  the  name  Rosen= 
krans  or  Ivrauntz  occurring  so  frequently  as  it  does — you  meet  it 
everywhere — seen^s  to  n;e  to  be  conclusive  that  it  is  derived  from 
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(Teriiiuny,  and  that  your  I'aiiiily  is  high  Dutch  and  not  low  Dutcii, 
as  you  imagine.  *  •■  *  My  own  opinions  are  that 
your  laniily  originated  in  Germany.  possil)ly  in  Saxony.

In  February,  18!)o,  I  wrote  to  the  Hon.  W.  E.  (^iiimhy,  the 
American  Minister  at  the  Hague,  for  further  information  regard- 
ing the  Rosenkrauntz  burgomaster  spoiien  of  in  tlie  al)0ve  letter 
and  of  tlie  family  in  Amsterdam,  also  concetning  the  records  of  a 
Rosenkrans  who  is  said  to  have  died  in  HoJhind  leaving  a  fortune 
belonging  to  the  Ameiican  branch  of  the  family.  In  due  time  the 
following  lettei'  was  received  :

Mr.  Allen  Rosenkrans,  Newton,  N.  J. — Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to 
your  letter  of  Feb.  21st  last,  I  Deg  to  enclose  a  letter  from  the 
Director  of  the  National  Museum,  at  Amsterdam,  and  to  add  that 
the  Archivist  of  Amsterdam  has  been  addressed  on  the  subject, 
but  evidently  cannot  (as  is  surmised  from  his  silence)  discover 
anything  more  definite  with  regard  to  the  Rosenkrauntz.  Should 
he  or  any  other  person  tlirow  any  light  on  the  investigation  started 
in  your  interests  you  shall  be  informed  thereof.

The 
date  and  place  of  his  birth  and  death  are  not  known  to  me,  but 
perhaps  the  Archivist  of  this  town,  Mr.  W.  R.  Veder,  will  be  able 
to  give  you  further  genealogical  particularities.

cipal pictures  of  the  National  Museum  of  Amsterdam,  can  procure

From  the  contents  of  this  letter  it  is  evident  that  Director  O. 
Creen  did  not  fully  undeistand  the  incpiiry  refiarding  the  burgo- 
master, but  mistook  the  (Japtain  of  the  Civil  (iuard  to  be  the  sub- 
ject of  inquiry,  in  due  time  came  another  note  enclosing  the 
report  of  the  Arcliivist  of  Amsterdam  as  follows  :

(5)  Sir  : — Tn  regard  to  the  Rosencrans  fannly,  I  can  inform  you 
that  Dirck  Jacob/,  R.  was  Commissary  of  Matrimonial  Affairs 
1589,  1603  I  found  Jacol)  Dircx  R.  in  the  list  of  the  banished 
persons  in  1507,  whose  projierty  was  confiscated  :  perhaps  he  was 
the  father  of  the  above  mentioned.  A.  Jacobs  R.  was  a  sexton 
in  the  old  church.  A  Jacob  Dircx  was  also  a  sexton  in  the  old 
church,  and  died  20  Dec,  155^.  That  is  all  that  I  find.  A  bur- 
gomaster of  Amsterdam  of  the  name  of  R.  does  not  appear  in 
Wagenaa's  list.

In  the  beginning  of  1896,  I  wrote  directly  to  Mr.  O.  Creen, 
the  Director  of  the  Museum,  making  special  inquiry  regarding 
the  burgomaster  of  1520,  spoken  of  in  letter  No.  1,  and  received 
the  following  reply  :

Mr.  Allen  Rosenkrans,  Newton,  N.  J.,  U.  S.  A. — Dear  Sir: — As 
far  as  I  know  Dirck  Jacobsz  Rosecrans,  or  Rosencrans,  has  never 
been  burgomaster  of  Amsterdam.  He  was  Captain  of  the  Civil 
Guards  and  is  reproduced  in  this  quality  on  two  pictures  in  our 
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museum  painted  by  Cornelius  Ketel,  in  IfiSl,  and  in  I088,  No.  754 
and  758.  For  any  further  genealo,ii,ifal  partinilarities,  I  should 
advise  you  to  apply  to  Mr.  \V.  R.  Veder,  Keeper  of  the  Town 
Archives,  Saint  Anthony  Poort,  Nieuvv  Market,  Amsterdam.

According  to  the  above  letter,  Director  O.  Creen  has  yet  fail- 
ed to  understand  that  my  inquiry  is  concerning  another  person 
as  burgomaster  and  not  Captain  Dirck,  of  1584.  Neither  he  nor 
Mr.  Vedei',  the  Archivist,  seems  to  have  any  knowledge  of  this 
Rosenkrauntz  burgomaster,  wiiose  jiicture  is  evidently  in  the 
gallerj'  somewhere  since  Mr.  Roe  rejtorted  in  letter  No.  1  that  his 
name  was  spelled  Rosenkrauntz,  and  in  answer  to  a  letter  of  in- 
quiry, in  1898,  as  to  whether  he  saw  the  jiictiire  and  the  name, 
Mr.  Roe  writes  that  the  picture  "was  pointed  out"  to  hiui  in  some 
gallery  in  Amsterdam. 

As  the  Rosenkrauntz  burgomaster  of  1520  was  probably  the 
beginning  of  the  family  in  Holland  and  was  evidently  of  Cerman 
ancestry,  I  wrote  in  the  beginning  of  1895  to  Hon.  Tiieodore  Run- 
ion,  of  New  Jersey,  Ambassador  at  Berlin,  to  obtain  information 
concerning  the  family  in  (xermany,  making  especial  inquiry  as  to 
the  origin  and  beginning  of  the  Noble  Family  in  Germany,  be- 
lieving that  in  accordance  with  legend  No.  3,  the  name  came  from 
the  crowning  of  a  warrior  with  a  Rose- wreath,  or  from  his  reception 
of  it,  which  event  was  probably  at  the  beginning  of  the  titled  fam- 
ily and  the  name.  I  also  made  inquiry  about  the  coat  of  arms  of 
the  family,  and  in  response  to  my  letter  received  the  following  :

My  Dear  Sir :— Referring  to  yours  of  Feb.  25  last,  it  has  given 
me  pleasure  to  make  the  desired  inquiiies  and  as  a  result  of  them 
I  hnd  that  there  are  many  persons  here  of  the  name  of  Rosen- 
krantz,  and  that  especially  there  was  a  family  of  that  name  in 
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Holstein,  hot  it  is  said  to  liave  died  out.  It  is  said  also  tliat  the 
head  of  tliat  family  received  his  name  in  the  way  you  mentioned, 
or  in  some  such  way.  The  description  of  the  coat  of  arms  of  that 
family  can  probably  be  got  at  the  Heraldry  office  here,  but,  of 
course,  it  is  not  worth  while  to  look  after  it  until  it  be  known 
whether  that  is  your  family.  I  do  not  find  that  the  other  families 
of  the  name  have  a  coat  of  arms.  Very  Truly,

Soon  after  receiving  the  foregoing  letter  from  Ambassador 
Runyon  he  died  at  Berlin,  which  event  ended  our  correspondence. 
I  next  wrote  to  the  Chief  of  the  Heraldry  mentioned  by  Mr.  Run- 
yon. lor  a  brief  report  from  the  records  giving  tbe  particulars  of 
the  beginning,  or  of  the  earliest  records  found  there  of  the  Rosen- 
krantz  Noble  Family  of  Gernuiny,  and  a  description  of  the  coat  of 
arms.  In  due  time  the  following  brief  note  was  received  from  the 
Herold  :

With  this  letter  from  the  Herold  came  enclosed  the  Pastor 
Lieboldt  letter  containing  an  account  of  the  beginning  of  the 
Rosenkrantz  name  followed  by  a  letter  from  "Von  Aspern," 
a  nobleman,  giving  a  report  of  the  titled  Rosenkrantz  branch  of 
the  Danish  family  still  living  in  Holstein.  These  two  letters  were 
written  in  German,  which  the  writer  could  not  read  or  get  trans- 
lated in  Newton  till  1898,  when  a  German  lady  teacher,  Miss  Marie 
Wahll,  was  found  at  the  Newton  Institute  who  translated  them. 
Meanwhile  the  investigation  in  Europe  was  continued  and  the  let- 
ters received  are  here  presented,  while  the  two  letters  mentioned 
will  be  presented  according  to  the  order  and  time  of  their  trans- 
lation. As  I  was  referred  by  the  Herold  of  Berlin  to  the  genea- 
logical Institute  of  Copenhagen  for  further  particulars  concerning 
the  early  history  of  the  family  Rosenkrantz,  I  wrote  in  October, 
1896,  to  Robert  J.  Kirk,  American  Consul  at  Copenhagen,  to  make 
some  inquiry  at  the  Institute  as  to  the  early  records  of  the  family, 
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and  to  re[)ort  such  information,  or  refer  me  to  someone  who  wou'd 
do  so.     The  following  is  his  reply  :

Allen  Rosenkrans.  Esq.,  Newton.  N.  J.,— Dear  Sir: — I  am  in 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  Oct.  12,  and  in  rejily  beg  to  refer  you  to 
(ienealogisk  Institute,  Vesterbrogade  111,  which  will  probal)ly 
make  the  investigation  for  you.  I  regret  that  I  cannot  undertake 
such  personal  matteis  as  the  tracing  of  genealogies  without  sui- 
table compensation  to  be  agreed  upon.  The  Rosenkrans  family 
being  a  very  large  one,  and  with  many  branches,  the  investiga- 
tion would  necessarily  be  long  and  tedious.  If  you  desire  my  per- 
sonal services  in  the  matter  please  communicate  further  with  me.

In  Septembei-,  18!)(j,  I  wrote  two  letters  to  Bergen,  Norway, 
one  to  the  P(jst  Master  to  be  directed  to  the  proper  official  and 
the  other  to  the  pastor  of  the  first  Protestant  Church  of  Bergen, 
making  incpiiry  concerning  the  Rosenkrans  family  in  Bergen, 
and  asked  for  information  regarding  tiie  ccuinection  of  Herman 
Hendrickszen  with  the  family  there  prior  to  his  marriage  in  New 
York  K')")?.  Tile  Post  Master  sent  his  letter  to  the  Archivist,  at 
Christiania,  who  reported  as  follows: 

(11)  Mr.  Allen  Rosenkrans,  Newton,  N.  .).,  U.  S  A.:  — Your 
letter  of  24th  September  this  year  to  the  post  master  at  Bergen 
is  sent  me  l)y  him  for  answering.  I  therefore  hand  you  enchtsed 
a  short  genealogy  of  the  Noble  Family  Rosenciantz  in  Norway. 
It  will  show  you  that  no  member  of  the  family  has  been  named 
Henrik  as  far  back  as  the  year  lOfn).  The  Hernuin  Ilendrickson 
that  you  mention  in  your  letter  can  therefore  probably  not  belong 
to  the  Noble  Family  Rosencrantz.  Mr.  Thiset,  Archivist,  at  the 
Royal  Archives  of  Copenhagen,  is  the  man  who  can  best  give  you 
information  about  the  Danish  and  Norwegian  Noble  Families.

In  Febrnary,  1897,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  Mr.  Tliiset,  Archi- 
vist of  the  Royal  Archives,  Copf^nhagen,  to  whom  I  had  been 
directed  by  the  Ilerold  of  I'eilin,  and  by  the  Archivist  of  Chris- 
tiania.  requesting  information  concerning  the  Noble  Family 
Rosenkrantz,  and  also  concerning  the  connection  of  Herman  Ilen- 
drickson  with  the  utitiiled  brancii  of  the  Rosencrantz  family  of 
Bergen.  Noiway.     His  answer  is  as  follows:

Mr.  Allen  Rosenkrans,  Newton,  N.  J  ,  U.  S.  A.— Dear  Sir: — 
Tn  answer  to  yonr  letter  of  the  3rd  of  February,  I  will  iniform  you 
tliat  yon  can  lind  everything  j^ou  wishes  to  know  of  the  old 
Danish  family  Rosenkrantz  in  a  printed  book — K.  Earner,  the  his- 
tory of  the  family  of  Rosenkrantz  I-II.  The  book  can  be  required 
at  every  bookseller  through  Reitzel's  book  trade  in  Copenhagen, 
and  it  can  tell  you  of  the  family's  origin,  arms,  genealogy,  etc. 
However,  I  will  not  recommend  you  to  buy  the  said  book.  There 
is  not  the  least  probability  that  your  family  is  related  to  this 
Noble  Family.  Your  ancestor,  Herman  Hendrickson.  is  no  doubt 
related  to  Henrik  Rosenkrans  who,  in  1(517,  1619,  1629  obtained 
permis-^ion  to  the  fishery  of  herring  and  whales  at  the  coasts  of 
Greenland  and  Norway,  and  whose  son  Henrik  Rosenkrans,  1657, 
was  Berggesell  in  Norway.  These  two  men  were  known  not  of 
the  Danish  Noble  Family  of  Rosenkrantz.  They  were  on  the 
whole  not  Noblemen,  as  their  business  shows,  but  it  may  be  pre- 
sumed from  the  lively  intercourse  which  took  place  at  that  time 
between  Holland  and  Norway  that  they  were  immigrated 
Dutchmen.  Surely  a  family  of  the  name  of  Rosenkrantz  lived  in 
Holland  and  Dirk  Jacobsen  Rosecraps  lived  in  Amsterdam  1580, 
Further  information  I  am  not  able  to  give  you.

This  letter  of  Thiset,  Archivist  of  the  Royal  Archives  of 
Copenhagen,  contained  the  first  authentic  evidence  received  that 
our  ancestors  of  Norway  had  emigrated  from  Holland,  and  encour- 
aged the  hope  that  the  family  connection  might  be  found  there, 
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as  the  book  "K.  Earner '^  was  said  to  coiitnin  the  desueil  infor- 
mation concerning  the  origin  of  tlie  family.  I  again  wrote  to  him 
for  information  concerning  the  book,  and  tliat  if  convenient,  he 
should  send  me  a  biief  statem.ent  from  it  of  the  beginning  of  tlie 
family,  promising  to  compensate  him  for  his  services,  bat  to  this 
letter  no  answer  came.  I  then  wrote  again  to  Consnl  Robert  J. 
Kirlv  asking  him  to  name  some  person  who  would  give  information 
wiiether  said  liook  conld  be  found  in  English  print ;  if  not  to 
make  a  brief  report  from  the  book.  In  due  time  I  received  the 
following  letter :

Allen  Rosenkrans,  Esq.,  Newton,  N.  J.— Dear  Sir :— Your 
favor  of  the  22nd  ultimo  addressed  to  Mr.  Robert  J.  Kiriv  has  been 
referred  to  me,  and  in  reply  I  beg  to  say  that  the  two  volumes 
exist.  They  are  in  Danish,  and  simply  give  the  history  of  the 
Rosenkrantz  family,  but  not  the  genealogy.  The  price  for  the 
two  volumes,  by  mail,  postage  paid,  will  be  at  $10,  and  would 
probably  be  of  no  use.  The  Noble  Danish  Family  Rosenkrantz 
originated  in  l?.")?.  The  Swedish  branch  in  17.-)(;.  The  latter  writes 
its  name  Rosencrantz.  In  all,  there  are  four  lines,  viz ;  the  -so- 
called  elder  Iiaionial  line  ;  younger  ditto  ;  the  Noble  Danish  line  ; 
the  Noble  Swedish  line.  I  will  send  you  correct  list  of  the  family 
records,  giving  dates  of  birth  and  death,  and  full  particulars,  also 
a  seal  of  the  Rosenkrans  family  upon  receipt  of  $5.

Mr.  Blom's  letter  giving  such  dates  of  the  beginning  of  the 
Noble  Family  did  not  impress  me  favorably  as  to  his  knowledge 
of  the  family,  and  I  did  not  want  a  long  list  of  names,  nor  a  book 
printed  in  Danish.  I  also  wrote  to  C.  A.  Reitzel,  the  book  agent, 
who  confirmed  the  statement  that  the  books  were  published  only 
in  Danish.  Another  letter  of  inquiry  had  also  been  sent  to  the 
Archivist  of  Norway  for  the  earliest  account  there  found  of  the 
family  in  Norway,  and  of  the  earliest  known  records  elsewhere, 
with  some  early  names  of  the  family.     The  following  is  his  report :

Mr.  Allen  Rosenkrans,  Newton,  N.  J.,  U.  S.  A.— According 
to  your  wish  I  send  to  you  a  short  genealogy  of  the  members  of 
the  Noble  Family  of  Rosenkrands  that  are  first  known  in  Den- 
mark.    The  origin  of  the  family  can  be  traced  no  longer  back. 
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About  the  year  U)23,  King  Frederick  1st,  of  Deiuiiaik,  demanded 
the  Nobility  to  take  family  names,  and  the  descendants  of  Niels 
1  verson  took  the  name  of  Kosenkrantz  after  a  wreath  of  roses  round 
the  crest  on  their  coat  of  arms.  I  enclose  to  you  a  sample  of  the 
coat  of  amis  of  tiie  family.  P''rom  Denmark  the  Kosencrantzs 
came  to  Norway  with  Ludviii-  Kosenkraiids,  a  descendant  of  llol- 
ger  Eriksen,  son  of  Erik  Otteson.  The  book  that  Mr.  Thiset  has 
mentioned— K.  Barner—No  I,  is  a  book  of  Hot)  or  GOO  images,  and 
IS'o.  II  also.  l)Oth  volumes  aie  written  in  Danish.  The  books 
describe  the  history  of  the  Noble  Family  of  Rosencrantz  from  the 
earliest  date  to  (J.  1600.  The  work  is  continued  by  Dr.  A.  Heise 
in  two  Danish  magazines,  "Dansk  Ilistorick  tidzkrift  "  and  "Per- 
sonal historic  tidzkrift."  For  any  trouble  with  informations 
about  the  family  of  Rosenkrands  I  should  be  satisfied  with  (HO) 
fifty  Kroner.  Youis  Truly.

ROSENKRANTZ. 

It  is  only  at  the  end  of  the  year  loS-t  that  King  Frederick  the 
First  of  Denmark  called  a  number  of  the  most  promineut  families 
in  Denmark  together  in  order  to  make  them  adopt  a  family  name 
which  was  entered  upon  the  Royal  Danish  Nolulity  books  to  be 
used  by  them  and  their  descendants.  Formerly  a  gentleman 
would  l)e  called,  for  instance  Niels  Iversen,  his  son  would  be  call- 
ed Iver  Nielsen  ;  his  son  again  Holger  Iversen  ;  his  son  Iver  IIol- 
gersen,  and  so  on.  The  name  of  h^iscnl-ranlz  appears  for  the  lirst 
time  on  the  6th  January  \^^'ii^  by  Royal  letter  addressed  to  Hol- 
ger Holgerson,  Knight  owner  of  the  estate  called  Boiler  in  Jutland, 
Denmark,  thereafter  the  name  Rosenkrant/,  ai)pears  often  l)ut 
although  of  the  sanu'  family  and  even  signed  by  the  same  name 
on  different  occasions  the  name  is  spelled  diffeienlly,  viz:  Rosen- 
krantz,  Rosenkrandts,  Rosenkrans.  Rosi-nkrands,  Riaszentkrantz, 
Rosenkraunts 

In  those  days  very  little  writing  was  done  and  no  importance 
was  attached  to  the  spelling.  From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that 
it  is  impossible  to  give  the  histoiy  of  the  name  Rosenkrantz  in 
1400,  as  it  did  not  exist  until  IS'Jfi,  although  the  family  which 
finally  took  that  name  existed  as  early  as  1227.  The  name  then 
was  Erik  to  Herringholm.  His  son  was  Iver  Eriksen  to  Ilerring- 
holm,  date  of  birth  unknown.  His  son  was  Mauritz  Iversen  to 
Herringholm.  He  is  known  to  have  lived  in  1270.  His  son  was 
Albert  Mauritzen,  date  of  birth  unknown,  and  so  on. 

The  first  seal  used  is  from  ISo.')  and  was  used  by  Erik  Nielsen, 
Knight.  His  brother  Iver  Nielsen  and  Johannis  Nielsen  also 
used  seals,  but  they  were  all  three  different.     Several  changes  and 
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additions  were  made  until  it  tinally   was  adopted   by    the   family 
Rosenkiantz.  in  l.Vjn. 

Allen  Rnsenkians"  ancestors  are  sniii)used,  in  the  Kith  or  17th 
centuries,  to  have  emigrated  from  Holland  to  Norway  and  they 
were  employed  in  the  mines.  One  of  them  was  called  Berggesell, 
which  means  a  positit)n  with  the  Norwegian  Mining  Company. 
In  the  17th  or  I8th  century  some  of  that  family  were  oflicers  in 
the  Royal  Danish  Norwegian  army.  One  of  Allen  Rosenkrans' 
ancestors  was  called  Herman  Hendrickson.  Tlie  names  Herman 
and  Henrik  were  used  l.y  this  HoUandish,  Danish,  Norwegian 
family,  but  they  were  not  related  to  the  Royal  Danisli  Noble 
Family  of  Rosenkrantz.  Herman  Hendriscksoiis'  ancestor  again 
must  have  been  Herman  Rosenkrands,  who  in  1617  was  permitted 
to  catch  whales  in  (xreenland,  a  Danish  possession.  The  Noble 
Family  of  Rosenkrantz  is  known  since  1535.

This  letter  of  Jules  Blom,  dictated  in  part  by  Thisit,  differs 
materially  fioni  his  other  letter  regarding  the  beginning  of  the 
Danish  Noble  Family,  and  correctly  gives  the  time  as  1525  when 
the  Danish  Noble  Fainily  adopted  the  name.  From  these  last 
letters  one  from  Norway  and  the  other  from  Denmark  we  learn 
that  they  had  no  knowledge  of  the  adoption  of  the  name  Rosen- 
krantz, by  Erik  Nielsen  Knight— only  that  his  coat  of  arms  con- 
tained the  Rose-wreath  and  that  the  Noble  Family  in  adopting 
a  name  in  lo25  took  it  from  the  Rose-wreath  on  the  coat  of  arms 
in  this  Dranch  of  the  family.  Through  the  two  lists  of  names 
which  they  have  given  us  we  are  enabled  to  follow  the  direct  line 
of  ancestois  from  Erik,  the  Knight  spoken  of  in  German  history 
(letter  20),  back  to  Erik  the  firstin  1227,  the  beginning  of  the  fam- 
ily in  Denmark.  This  Thisit,  Blom  I'eport  places  Erik  who  first 
used  the  seal  as  the  eldest  son  of  Niels  Iversen,  who  was  the  eld- 
est son  of  Iver  Eriksen.  This  corroborates  the  iruth  of  legend  3, 
which  declares  that  he  who  first  adopted  the  name  Rosenkrantz 
was  the  eldest  son  of  the  eldest. 

In  March,  1898,  I  applied  to  the  archivist  of  Stockholm,  Swe- 
den, for  a  report  of  the  Noble  Family  Rosenkrantz,  of  Sweden, 
asking  several  questions,  which  were  answered  as  follows; 

(16)  Stockholm,  March  30,  1898. 

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  14th  March,  I  have 
the  honor  to  inform  you, 

(1)    The  Noble  Family  Rosencraulz  being  Danish,  you  will 
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from  Denmark  get  the  best  information  on  its  origin.  Tlie  name 
was  assumed  l)y  Eriii  Rosenkrands  al>oiit  the  year  1500  ;  before 
any  family  name  was  used. 

(2)  When  tlie  Danish  province  Scania  in  1G58  was  ceded  to 
Sweden  a  branch  of  the  family  remained  in  Scania,  but  was  nat- 
uralized as  member  of  the  Swedish  Nobility  first  in  1^5.  In 
1805  Captain  P.  C  Sylvan  married  with  a  Rosencrantz  and  was 
adopted  in  this  family,  consequently  two  families  of  the  name 
Rosencrantz  are  now  existing  in  Sweden,  the  old  and  the  adopted, 
the  latter  being  the  most  numerous. 

(3)  The  coat  of  arms  of  the  Swedish  families  represents  in 
the  second  and  the  third  field  a  croinu't/  nsht(j  lio/i,  in  the  first  and 
the  fourth  field  a  cheeky  scene,  that  extends  obliquely  over  the 
whole  escutcheon. 

(4)  The  political  privileges  of  the  Swedish  Nobility  are  abol- 
ished, but  the  House  of  Nobles  continues  as  a  social  corporation 
with  particular  assemblies  funds,  etc. 

(5)  A  Baronial  family  Rosencrantz  does  not  exist  in  Sweden, 
but  in  Denmark.  The  Swedish  Rosenkrans,  Danish  Rosenkrands, 
German  Rosenkrantz,  is  Rose-wreath.

Having  written  in  March,  1898,  to  Jules  Blom,  Copenhagen,  tell- 
ing him  of  Pastor  Leyboldt's  letter  and  that  one  Erik  adopted  the 
name  Rosenkrantz,  1825,  which  name  is  German,  and  having  given 
him  the  name  of  the  German  author,  he  answered  as  follows :

Allen  Rosenkrans,  Escp.  Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your 
favor  of  the  25tli  March,  and  the  $5  with  thanks.  I  enclose  Mr. 
Thiset's  receipt  for  his  share.  The  German  family  Rosenkrantz. 
as  stated  by  Hellbach  is  identical  with  the  old  Danish  Noble 
Family,  of  Rosenkrantz,  that  the  family  in  Hellbach" s  book  is 
stated  as  German,  is  owing  to  that  family  having  lived  in  Schles- 
wig,  Holstein,  then  Danish,  but  in  1804  ceded  to  Germany.  That 
there  is  now  being  a  plebean  family  Rosenkrantz  in  Germany  is 
unknown  to  me,  and  nothing  is  known  about  it  being  of  Danish 
origin,  or  has  anything  to  do  with  the  Danish  Noble  Family  of 
Rosenkrantz.  It  is,  of  course,  not  impossible  that  one  of  the  young 
Danish  Noble  Rosenkrantzs  in  the  16th  or  17th  century  can  have 
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marrit-d  in  Germany  and  left  issue,  but  nothing  is  known  about  it 
here.  History  does  state  tliat  one  Erilv  went  to  Rome  and  by  the 
Pope  in  132r)  was  presented  with  a  Rosary,  and  the  name  Rosen- 
krantz  in  l.')24  is  sui)posed  originated  from  that  fact.  Nothing 
is  known  here  of  tlie  untitled  family  in  Germany.  The  Rosen- 
krantz  fishermen  in  1G17-19-26  one  was  called  Herman,  and  anoth- 
er Henrik,  but  which  one  of  them  was  your  ancestor  is  not  known. 
Mr.  Thiset  cannot  say  whether  Henrik  or  Herman.  He  has  no 
positive  fact  about  it  but  he  is  inclined  to  think  it  was  Herman.

The  letter  previously  mentioned,  sent  in  189G,  to  the  pastor 
of  the  first  Protestant  Church  of  Beigen,  making  inquiry  about 
the  baptism  and  parentage  of  Herman  Hendrickszen,  Rosenkrans, 
our  American  ancestor  who  came  from  Bergen,  was  answered  in 
1898,  as  follows: 

(18)  Bergen,  29  April,  1898. 

Mr.  Allen  Rosenkrans— Dear  Sir:--Il)eg  your  excuse  that 
your  letter  has  remained  for  so  long  time  without  answer,  partly 
because  that  I  have  been  occupied  by  dilfereiit  laliors,  and  partly 
because  of  the  difficulty  of  the  principal  (piestinn:  that  about 
you  ancestors.  Ileiman  Rosencrantz,  not  Henrik,  obtained  in 
year  1617,  together  with  Michael  Vibe  and  Clans  Coldevin  lights 
to  whale  hunting  by  the  coast  of  Greenland;  the  hunting  should 
be  made  by  their  managers  and  foreign  people  who  were  know- 
ing this  sort  of  fishing.  The  same  man  obtained,  in  1619,  rights 
for  four  years  to  fishing  herring  in  the  bays  and  gulfs  of  Trjndh- 
jem  (Dronthem)  with  Dutch,  or  others.  Probably  he  was  a 
Dutchman  and  a  rich  merchant,  what  the  names  of  his  two  asso- 
ciates indicate.  A  certain  Henricksen,  citizen  of  Amsterdam, 
was  charged  with  trading  unlawfully  in  Sundmor  in  Norway  in 
1613-14.  These  names  Hendrik  Hendriksen,  Hernuin  Hendrik- 
sen  and  Hendrik  Hermansen  are  often  to  be  found  in  the  city 
rolls  of  Beigen  in  the  years  1593-1652.  One  Hendriksen  became 
citizen  1593,  another  1596,  another  16()l-16()7-162()-1631-1680-]633- 

1651.  Herman  or  Harmon  Hendriksen,  citizen.  16i)7,  then  1614-1620- 

1652.  Herman  Hermansen,  a  citizen,  1617,  another  1618.  It  is  impossi- 
ble to  see  if  there  is  any  connection  between  these  persons,  spe- 
cially because  all  the  church  recoids  in  Bergen  from  this  time  are 
destroyed,  or  burnt,  and  there  do  not  exist  any  of  these  books 
before  1674.     In  the  long  list  of  members  of   the  Famous  Rosen- 
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krantz  Noble  Family  there  don't  exist  any  man  wliose  life  is 
proved  historically  of  that  name  Herman,  but  a  few  have  been 
named  Henrik.  I  think,  therefore,  that  Herman  Rosenkrantz 
cannot  have  been  a  descendant  of  that  family,  especially  since  he 
pursued  a  trade.  We  know  very  well  the  many  Rosencrantzs'  at 
the  j)eriod  in  question.  The  Rosenkrantz  family  is  perlia])s  the 
most  famous  of  all  the  Noble  Families  in  Denmark,  and  is  still 
flourishing.  Some  of  them  were  u:overnors  in  different  parts  of 
Norway,  where  they  had  by  marriage  iidierited  great  posses'^ioiis. 
Eiik  Rosencrantz,  who  has  binlt.  or  rather  reconstructed  thn  laige 
tower  in  Bergen  liiat  was  originally  built  by  King  Haakon  H^ak- 
onson  about  l2fH),  was  governor  of  the  vvestnin  and  the  noithein 
part  of  Norway  (the  present  diocese  of  Bergvn  and  Trompso.  and 
the  westein  shires  of  the  diocese  of  Krishansand)  loOo-iriGS  con- 
spicuous as  statesman  and  warrior.  Later  one  member  of  the  fam- 
ily, Ludvig.  married  a  Norwegian  Noblewoman,  Karen  Moriat, 
1637,  and  became  Baron  of  Rosendal,  but  this  branch  was  extinct 
already.  With  certainty  can  be  proved  to  e.xist  about  1350.  Its 
history  is  written  by  two  Danish  savants,  Mr.  KrBarner  ana  Mr. 
A.  Hise.     I  have  myself  described  the  Norwegian  branch.

The  ai)ove  letter  from  Reclor  Bendixeri,  of  Beigen,  establishes 
the  fact  as  declared  by  Mr.  Thiset,  of  Co|)enhageii,  tliat  many  of 
the  Rosenkrantz  family  left  Holland  and  went  to  Beigen.  Norway, 
between  15i>3  and  1652.  The  Herman  Hendriksen  who  went  to 
Norway  in  16;V2may  have  been  ourancestor  born  in  Holland,  who 
came  from  Bergen  to  New  York  and  was  married  thei'e  in  1057: 
or  as  Mr.  Thiset  imagines,  Heinian  Hendiickson,  our  ancestor, 
may  have  been  the  son  of  Henrik,  the  Burgesell  of  Norway,  who 
he  says  was  the  son  of  Herman  the  fisherman,  descendant  of  Capt. 
Dirk.  But  his  identity  before  reaching  this  country  cannot  be 
positively  determined,  as  the  early  records  of  Bergen  were  burned. 

Having  again  written  to  U.  N.  Veder,  archivist  of  Amsterdam, 
Holland,  and  sent  him  a  registered  letter  containing  a  remittanc^e 
for  services  rendered,  which  had  caused  some  dilficulty  on  account 
of  an  eiror  in  writing  his  name,  and  having  made  more  definite 
in  piiry  concerning  the  records  of  the  family  there,  he  wrote  me 
the  following  letter  : 

(19)  Amsti:i:i)AM,  Holland.  June  3,  1898. 

Dear  Sir; — I  wrote  you  already  that  there  has  been  a  mistake 
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in  rendering  my  name,  which  was,  as  it  seems,  written  by  myself 
in  a  way  that  you  saw  in  it  deRoever's  name,  instead  of  Veder. 
Now,  I  will  try  to  inform  you  on  the  questions  you  have  addressed 
to  me  in  your  letter  of  April  29,  1898.  The  tirst  record  of  Rosen- 
krans  is  that  of  the  name  of  Jacob  Dirks,  who  lived  in  a  hou.se  on 
the  VVarmoes  Street  and  that  house  was  labeled  "In  the  Rosen- 
krans."  In  former  days  many  houses  had  their  names  derived 
from  a  sign  hoard  or  marked  stone.  The  family  name  originated 
from  the  in,scription  of  that  signboard.  So  Jacob  Dirks  was  living 
■'In  the  Rosenkrans,*'  and  his  son  Dirk  Jacobs  tfiok  the  family 
name  of  Rosenkrans.  You  know  already  that  Dirk  Jacobs  was  a 
Captain  of  the  Civil  Guard  in  ir)81 -84-80-88.  His  portrait  I  see  is 
mentioned  in  the  MSS.  (of  Schaeys)  painted  by  Ketel.  The  father 
was  Jacob  Dirks.  He  also  was  a  chief  man  in  the  Hand  Book 
Docket  in  the  year  1553.  He  was  banished  for  the  state  of  his 
religion.  He  was  a  Calvinist  and  so  his  name  was  put  on  the  list 
of  fugitives  by  the  Spanish  Government  of  the  Duke  of  Alva,  in 
1567,  and  his  funds  were  confiscated.  His  wife  was  Adriana, 
Jacob,  Jr.'s  daughter.  So  I  think  for  I  see  the  name  written  on 
the  same  line.  But  I  don't  see  Jacob  Dirks  after  his  banishment, 
I5fi7,  on  tliH  list  of  burgomasters.  You  are  told  that  his  portrait 
hangs  in  the  gallery  of  the  burgomasters.  Please  be  so  kind  and 
tell  me  iclievfi  I  can  find  that  gallery  and  I  send  you  a  copy  of 
Jacob  Dirks. 

The  son  Dirk's  name  I  find  on  the  list  of  Magistrates  as  a 
Commissary.  Coat  of  Arms  (a  Rose-wreath)  I  found  in  the  MSS. 
of  Bendenery.  where  his  name  as  a  Captain  of  the  Civil  Guard  is 
mentioned.  I  am  sure  you  will  like  to  have  a  copy  of  it,  so  I  send 
you.  (See  title  page.)  In  the  city  accounts  I  find  the  name  of  a 
Jacob  Dirks  who  pays  for  his  citizenship  in  1533.  Perhaps  this 
J.  D.  is  the  same  who  lived  in  1552  in  the  Rosenkrans  in  the  War- 
nioes  Street.  The  tirst  Registers  of  baptisnuU  records  begins  1582, 
so  it  will  be  impossible  to  give  genealogical  statement  up  to  1520. 
A  Hendrick  R.  went  to  Norway  in  1617  (?)  (so  Thisit  said.)  Is  it 
a  fact  that  he  came  from  Amsterdam  ?  In  that  case  an  examina- 
tion can  be  made  to  find  in  what  year  he  was  baptized  Over  how 
many  years  do  you  wish  that  the  Registers  shall  be  looked 
through  ?     I  shall  be  glad  to  hear.     Reply.

Most  respected  Counsel : — It  has  given  me  an  extraordinary 
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pleasure  to  receive  a  few  lines  from  j'our  dear  hand  for  although 
I  have  in  the  week  Whitsemtide,  or  a  little  later  to  come  to  Berlin, 
will  it  be  doubtful  to  me  if  I  then  will  find  the  opportunity  of 
seeing  you.  Concerning  the  affair  itself,  am  I  indeed  not  prepar- 
ed to  give  you  enough  desired  information.  First,  it  appears 
without  doubt  that  the  mentioned  family  (  Rosenkrantz)  are  Ger- 
mans, for  never  do  the  Danes  write  the  name  Rosenkrantz,  but 
Rose  or  Rausenkrands.  Now  there  are  many  Rosen,  and  es- 
tates named  after  them  in  Schleswig  Holstein.  such  as  Rosendaal, 
Rosenhaf,  etc.  Rosenkrantz  only  occurs  in  Schleswig  twice. 
First  at  Eckernforde,  at  which  place  near  Gettorf  (not  Got- 
torf)  there  is  an  endowment  estate.  Second,  a  village  near  Ton- 
dem,  the  last  well  known  to  me.  It  belongs,  think  I  to  the  par- 
ish of  Aventoffr,  the  iniiabirants  speak  raren  Danish,  as  is  custo- 
mary, in  Schleswig  Holstein,  but  the}'  are  mostly  in  sympathy 
with  Germany,  in  spiteof  Mozeltondeen,  having  been  formerly  a 
■  liitlaud  [)ossession.  Biography.  Tliere  was  one  Schinkel  on 
the  banks  of  the  Eider,  two  miles  south  from  Eckernforde,  tlie 
estate  of  Gettorf,  pro|)rietor  since  182S,  Dr.  Weber.  The  estate 
with  Rathmannsdorf  was  entailed  1786.  Weber  bought  only  the 
principal  part. 

The  name  Rosenkrantz  was  more  widely  made  known  by 
Shakespere's  Hamlet,  the  events  of  which  occur  in  comparatively 
latter  days.  The  old  records  of  Schleswig  Holstein  "Lubeck's 
Hamburg"  know  this  race  not.  It  is  a  fact  that  to  the  oldest  famil- 
ies of  nobility  the  Rosenkraniz's  do  not  belong  neither  to  the  Au- 
tochtonen  nor  to  those  who  after  conquest,  that  is,  extinction  of 
the  Wendors  in  Wagram  when  the  Schaumburgers  and  Henry 
the  Long  came  into  the  land.  In  "  Westphalia  Monumentis  ined" 
are  Holstein  Rosenkrantz  not  mentioned  "Hellbach"  says  (  ii  p. 
119)  "Rosenkrantz,  a  ver^^  old  Holstein  family,  which  has  spread 
esp«^cially  in  Denmark,  and  of  whom  have  sprung  great  states- 
men, the  first  which  was  known  was  called  Ericlis  (also  no  Hol- 
stein nanie)  who  travelf^d  1325  to  Rome  where  the  Pope  (John  22) 
presented  him  with  a  Rosary  (or  Rosenkrantz  in  German)  which 
he  added  to  his  coat  of  arms  and  henceforth  called  him->elf  Rosen- 
krantz." 

He  further  quotes  from  Hellbach  :  "  *  *  *  Anna 
Rosenkrantz  1550-1612  at  Rantz-'n — many  heirs.  Brindor  R.  oorn 
1556,  and  the  sons  of  the  learned  Henry  R.  1525-98."  '"Book  of  Re- 
cord," Adami  Theatre  Nobilitat  Cymbros  newly  edited  1618- 
175G  p.  70.  The  Yon  R.  and  Iversen  are  of  on^  lineage  and  carry 
the  tame  coat  of  arms.      The   familv  VonRosenkrantz  is  very 
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great  and  mighty  in  tlie  Kingdom  of  Denmark  *  *  * 
George  R  ,  lieir  ai  Rosenholm,  1588,  after  King  Frederick  died, 
was  one  of  the  four  State's  Counsellors.  *  *  *  Erich 
heir  of  Cestrup,  Royal  Mayor,  died  at  Novarz.  loTo.  His  two 
daughters,  Anna  and  Soi)hia,  were  married  to  Fiank  and  Breidor 
Rantz-n.  Holger  Rosenkrantz,  Rosenholm,  Royal  Clerk  at  the 
Monastery  Dalun,  a  talented,  learned  and  in  all  faculties  exper- 
ienced man,  wlio  favored  the  arts  and  amateurs  of  all  kinds, 
showed  much  kindness  to  the  professors.  He  collected  a  great 
library  of  all  kinds  of  tine  and  rare  hooks,  that  its  like  was  not 
easily  to  be  found.  UU7  Christian  4th,  gave  to  him  the  monas- 
tery Halun  situated  near  the  Odensell,  and  him  honored  and  lov- 
ed. '••  Uanmarks  Calendar  of  Nobility,  edited 
ISSo,  is  embellished  with  a  portrait  of  Gottlot  Baron  Rosenkrantz. 
for  a  title  page,  and  of  his  family  page  322.  therein  is  said  :  "  An 
old  Danish  Noble  Family  whose  ancestor,  John  Nielsen,  of  Her- 
ringsholni  lived  1361,  coat  of  arms,  a  sliield  with  a  standing  lion. 
The  Swedish  branch  of  this  family  was  naturalized  in  Sweden  in 
17o2.  They  distinguished  in  Danmark  tlie  old  branch  of  the 
Rosenholm  and  the  younger  branch  to  whom  belongs  the  above 
mentioned  Baron,  by  Lophienthal  Liesbund  and  Vornegaard, 
Proprietor  of  the  small  R.  Estate  (entailed)  the  Danish  branch  of 
whom  are  extinct  all  male  heirs.  Then  comes  yet  the  Swedish 
brancii  at  Orup  and  Glinnarige  in  Schoonen.  The  following  re- 
cord is  found  there  :  Niel«  Jensen,  upon  Tange,  1411.  Otte  Neil- 
sen,  at  Bjornsholm,  1477.  Jorgen  Rosenkiantz,  at  Kjeldgaard, 
1607-7.').

I  am 
inclined  to  think  that  Westphalia  is  the  tirst  home  of  the  Rosen- 
krantz.

The  above  report  of  April  18,  '96,  from  Pastor  Lieboldt  of 
Altona,  Germany,  received  through  the  Ilerold  of  Berlin,  and 
translated  in  February,  1898,  gives  the  information  long  sought 
after:  the  lime  and  place  and  ])articulars  of  the  leghinhig  of  the 
BosenJirantz  family  and  name.  The  last  named  coat  of  arms,  a 
Rose- wreath  u]»on  a  lielm,  is  the  oiiginal  coat  of  arms  of  the 
Rosenkrantz  family,  adopted  by  Erik  the  Knight,  and  corresponds 
with  the  legend  received  as  mentioned  under  traditions  (3),  Erik 
having  had  a  helm  for  his  coat  of  arms,  added  to  it  the  Rose- 
wreath,  and  took  the  name  of  Rosenkrantz. 
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The  following  is  the  report  received  from  the  Nobleman,  Von 
Aspern.  1896,  made  by  request  of  the  Herold  of  Berlin,  which 
being  in  German  was  not  translated  till  February,  1808  : 

1 21 1  Waxdsbeck,  2-6-96. 

In  assuming  that  your  inquiry  concerning  the  family  Rosen- 
krantz  in  Holstein  ^which  inquiry  came  up  for  discussion  in  r):37th 
meeting  of  the  Heraldry  Society  in  Berlin  7-i-96),  can  only  refer 
to  the  family  Weber  TonRosenkrantz,  I  take  jileasure  in  giving 
you  the  following  information  regarding  the  same.  The  family 
of  VV.  V.  R.  own  the  estate  of  Nobility  called  Rosenkr^ntz  (for- 
merly called  Skinkle)  and  the  estate  called  Rathmauntdorf,  in  the 
County  of  Eckernforde,  Province  Schleswig  Holstein.  The  Royal 
Master  of  the  Chase,  Dr.  Weber,  who  possessed  these  estates 
already  before  1853,  was  given  a  Patent  of  Nobility  the  19-12-62 
and  confirmed  by  the  Crown  of  Denmark.  The  description  of  his 
crest  (coat  of  arms)  is  found  in  the  Gotha  Almanac  of  the  year 
1870,  p.  1006.  Robert  Lord,  W.  V.  R.,  married  with  N.  N. 
14-2-76,  four  children.  Fh-.sf  child  A.rel  born  25-5-28  in  Kiel  ; 
married  14-9-54  in  Bonn  with  Emily  H.  W.  M.  Pryer,  born  16-7-45, 
in  Manchester ;  two  children.  First  child  Richard,  born  18-7-65 
at  Wiesbaden.  Second  child  Woldemar,  born  17-2-68  at  Wies- 
baden. Secowl  child  of  Robert  R.  CharhMe,  born  17-6-31.  Kiel. 
Third  child  Thekia,  born  17-6-35  at  Rosenkrantz ;  married  9-8  54 
wirh  Wilhelm  Osterrom  in  Barmen  Fourth  child  Elise,  born 
25-10-38  at  Rosenkrantz  ;  married  with  Peter  Von  Eynern,  Kiel.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  FAMILY  IN 

EUROPE. 


On  the  Herringholm  estate,  Jutland,  Denmark,  now  Germany, 
in  the  Province  Schleswig  Holstein,  and  in  the  beginning  of  the 
13th  century,  there  lived  a  Nobleman  named  Erik.  Nothing 
seems  to  be  recorded  of  him  in  Danish  history  prior  to  1227,  A. 
D.,  when  he  was  known  as  the  head  of  the  Noble  Family  of  Den- 
mark, now  called  Rosenkrantz  (letter  15.)  Whether  his  nobility 
and  distinction  came  from  lineage  or  from  personal  valor  and 
knighthood,  or  from  all  these,  we  know  not,  but  he  lived  in  the 
days  of  chivalry  and  was  probably  a  knight  among  the  Crusaders 
to  the  Holy  Land.  He  seems  to  have  been  a  new  comer  in  Hol- 
stein at  the  time,  perhaps  from  Northern  Denmark,  or  from  Nor- 
way, as  the  name  of  Erik  was  famous  in  Norway  as  early  as  the 
Viking  Kings,  and  the  Norman  conquests,  and  it  is  said  that 
"Erichs  is  no  Holstein  name,"  (letter  20.) 

One  Erik,  of  Norway,  885  A.  D.,  commanded  a  fleet  of  war 
vessels  and  gave  battle  to  Charlymagne.  Another  Erik  conquered 
Sweden  in  the  9th  century,  and  became  king,  whose  daughter, 
Gagda,  according  to  iiromise,  married  King  Harold  the  Fair  Hair- 
ed, after  he  had  conquered  all  Norway  800,  A.  D.,  Earl  Erik,  of 
Norway,  by  his  personal  i)ro'.vess,  became  king  and  1000  A.  D., 
conquered  the  noble  and  iiliistiious  Olaf  Tryggvessen,  the  Saint, 
who,  in  order  to  escape  his  enemy,  threw  himself  into  the  sea. 

Earl  Eiik,  the  warrior  and  King,  called  in  Scandinavian 
chronicles  "  Erik  Raud,"  or  Erik  the  Red,  was  the  father  of  Leif, 
who,  as  an  European,  immortalized  his  name  by  being  the  first  to 
land,  at  the  close  of  the  tenth  century,  on  the  eastern  coast  of  this 
coniinent  at  a  place  called  Vine  Land.  This  Erik,  or  Erichs,  of 
Holstein,  the  first  known  head  of  the  Danish  Noble  Family  which 
subsequently  tootthe  name  of  Rosenkrantz  had  a  son  named  Iver 
Eriksen.  Iver  had  two  sons  called  Niels  Iverson,  and  Mauritz 
Iverson,  the  latter  historically  known  1270.  Niels  Iversen,  known 
1308,  had  three  sons.  Erik  Nielsen.  Knight  :  Jenseller  Johannis 
Nielsen  and  Iver  Nielsen. 

Erik  Nielsen,  the  Knight,  was  particularly  distinguished  and 
was  evidently  the  "Erichs"  of  German  history  reported  by  pastor 
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Lieboldt,  as  recorded  in  "Hellbach"  (letter  20),  who,  132.),  visited 
ttie  Pope  ;  received  from  him  a  rosary,  or  Rose-wreath,  which  he 
added  to  his  coat  of  arms  and  took  the  name  of  RoseiUs:rantz.  In 
the  Danish  records,  Erik,  the  Knight,  was  the  first  in  Denmark  to 
use  a  seal,  or  coat  of  arms,  1355,  while  his  brother  Jenseller 
Johatmis,  usually  called  John  Nielsen,  used  a  coat  of  arms  (Lion 
and  Shield)  1377,  and  his  brother  Iver,  1378.  Iver's  seal  seems 
not  to  be  described  in  any  of  the  European  reports,  but  Erik's 
must  have  been  a  helm,  since  after  adding  to  it  the  Rose-wreath 
it  is  said  to  have  been  "  upon  the  Helm  a  wreath  of  Red  and  Silver 
Roses,"   (20.) 

The  Archivist  of  Norway  places  Niels  Iversen  1308  at  the 
head  of  the  Nol)le  Family,  which  subsequently  took  the  name  of 
Rosenkrantz  as  the  Norwegian  records  extended  no  further  back. 
It  is  probable  that  in  his  time  this  Noble  Family  was  naturalized 
in  Denmark,  or  received  special  powers  and  privileges,  since  his 
three  sons  had  seals  and  were  the  first  to  adopt  coats  of  arms  in 
Denmark.  Erik  Rosenkrantz's  knighthood  was  probably  received 
from  the  king  for  bravery  in  war,  or  for  some  feat  of  daring  on  the 
battlefield,  after  which  he  visited  the  Pope  and  received  the  Rose- 
wreath.  This  was  jirior  to  the  beginning  of  Protestaniism,  when 
all  Christendom  regarded  the  Pope  as  the  temporal  head  of  the 
Christian  cliurch  and  his  act  of  visiting  the  Pope  indicates  that 
he  was  a  Christian  and  a  favorite  of  the  Pope.  He  was  appaient- 
ly  the  eldest  son  of  the  eldest,  and  these  accounts  concerning  his 
reception  of  the  Rose-wreath,  adding  it  to  his  coat  of  arms  and 
adopting  the  name  Rosenkraniz,  remarkably  corresponds  with  the 
ti'adition  concerning  him  (3)  received  by  the  writer  in  1880  and 
which  inspired  his  continued  efforts  and  inquiries  in  Europe  till 
the  time  and  place  of  the  beginning  of  the  family  and  name  were 
found.  According  to  the  tradition,  Erik  must  have  been  a  war- 
rior and  an  ancestor  of  his,  a  Mack  Donald,  of  Scotland,  who 
probal)ly  married  and  settled  in  Norway  or  Denmark  about  the 
year  830,  A.  D. 

Though  Erik  Rosenkrantz  took  the  name  132f),  it  was  not 
adopted  by  the  entire  Noble  Family  until  two  hundred  years  later, 
as  family  names  had  not  then  become  fixed  in  Scandinavian,  nor 
till  centuries  later.  As  stated  in  formation  of  names  and  in  letter 
15,  the  naiue  of  the  father  ended  with  the  son,  thus  changing  every 
generation  (15).  To  improve  this  condition  of  things,  the  King  of 
Denmark,  1524,  after  consultation  with  the  leading  Noble  Fam- 
ilies, issued  a  proclamation  that  all  the  Noble  Families  should 
take  family  names  to  ba  entered  upon  the  public  records  (15), 
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This  included  Norway,  wliich  was  subject  to  tlie  Crown  of  Den- 
mark, liaving  become  so  1H97  through  tlie  inheritance  of  Queen 
Margaret. 

In  compliance  with  this  demand,  it  is  said  that  the  descend- 
ants of  Niels  Iversen,  of  V.iOS,  after  consulting  together  in  1525, 
adopted  the  name  Rosenkrantz  from  the  Rose-wreath  on  their 
coat  of  arms  (15),  but  the  Rose- wreath  could  have  been  found  only 
with  the  descendants  of  Erik  Rosenkrantz,  since  his  brothers" 
seals  did  not  contain  it  (15).  The  fact  that  Erik  Nielsen,  Knight, 
adopted  the  name,  as  reported  from  (xermany  (20)  seems  not  to 
have  been  recorded  elsewhere,  as  the  reports  from  Norway,  Sweden 
and  Denmark  make  no  mention  of  the  name  till  after  its  adoption 
by  the  family  1525. 

In  forming  the  coat  of  arms  for  the  family,  Erik's  helm  and 
Rose-wreath  coat  of  arms  was  adopted,  and  portions  of  his 
brothers'  also,  else  they  were  added  afterwards  (15),  since  the 
family  coat  of  arms  in  Sweden  contains  the  lion  and  shield  of  John 
Nielsen  and  otlier  devices  also.  The  first  Danish  record  of  the 
name  Rosenkrantz  was,  after  its  adoption  by  the  family,  in  a  Royal 
letter  addressed  to  Holger  Ilolgerson  Rosenkrantz,  Knight,  in 
.lutland,  Jan.  6.  1525  (15).  Jutland  was  the  startin;^  point  of  the 
Noble  family  and  long  remained  the  home  of  leading  members  of 
the  family  at  Heriingholm  and  Rosenholm  and  at  Rosenkrantz 
even  to  the  present  generation  (21).  There  are  four  lines,  or 
branches,  of  the  Noble  Family  Rosenkrantz  in  Europe,  the  Old 
Danish  Xoble  Family  ;  the  Old  Baionial  line  ;  the  younger  Baron- 
ial line,  and  the  adopted  branch  in  Sweden  (15).  The  family 
probably  entered  Norway  about  Queen  Margaret's  time,  and  the 
Baronial  line  in  the  person  of  Ludvig,  1637,  who  was  Baron  of 
Rosendal.  That  branch  we  are  told  is  extinct  (IS).  The  Swedish 
branch  of  the  Noble  Family  entered  Sweden  with  the  transfer  of 
Scania  from  Denmark  1658,  and  was  naturalized  there  1752.  The 
adopted  branch,  which  is  the  more  numerous  in  Sweden,  began 
with  the  marriage  of  Capt.  P.  C.  Sylvan  to  a  woman  of  the  family 
and  was  adopted  into  the  Rosenkrantz  family  1805  (16). 

There  is  no  baronial  line  in  Sweden,  and  the  political  privi- 
leges of  the  Nobility  are  abolished,  but  the  house  of  Nobles 
remains  a  social  corporation,  with  its  assemblies  and  funds  and 
social  advantages  (16).  The  political  power  and  privileges  of  the 
Nobles  in  Denmark  and  Norway,  which  included  the  election  of 
the  King,  were  abolished  by  King  Frederick  3,  about  1659,  when  he 
levolutionized  the  government,  and  rendered  the  throne  hereditary 
(see  the  history  of  Christopher  among  the  distinguished  members). 
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Tlie  Danish  Noble  Family  was  extended  into  (fermany  as  it  was 
into  Sweden,  as  the  result  of  war — Schleswig  llolstein,  the  hered- 
itary seat  of  the  Noble  Family,  having  been  ceded,  with  its  mem- 
bers, to  Uermany  1864  (21 ).  Dr.  A'onAVeber  Rosenkrantz  pur- 
chased the  two  estates  of  Nobility  there  1828  (20),  and,  as  Von- 
Aspern,  the  Nobleman  informs  us,  received  for  them  a  patent  of 
Nobility  conhrmed  by  the  King  1802.  As  to  the  time  of  the 
naturalization  of  the  family  in  (Termany  we  are  not  informed,  but 
it  must  have  been  done  in  Dr.  YouAVeber's  time,  since  he  belong- 
ed to  the  Association  of  Nobility  and  was  "  Royal  Master  of  the 
Chase,"  and  his  son  Robert  was  a  Lord.  Members  of  the  family 
are  still  living  in  (rermany,  but,  like  the  Baronial  line  in  Norway, 
all  the  male  members  are  extinct  (20). 

According  to  tile  reports  received,  the  Baronial  line  probalily 
remains  only  in  Denmark,  though  possibly  in  Norway,  also. 

A  DTSTTNCiUTSTTFD  FAMILY. 

That  the  Rosenkrantz  l-'amily  of  Denmark,  wliich  has  spread 
into  Norway  and  Sweden  and  (iermany  is  a  distinguislied  one  for 
learning  and  wealth  and  statesmanship,  is  tesritietl  to  by  the  fol- 
lowing witnesses  :  '•  llellbach."  the  (Terman  author,  says  Rosen- 
krantz a  very  old  llolstein  family,  which  has  spread  esjiecially 
in  Denmark,  and  of  whom  have  si)rung  r/rcv^/  utatci^inen,  the  firi-it 
which  was  known  was  called  Erichs  (20).  We  quote  from  Pastor 
Lieboldt :  "  The  family.  Von  Rosenkrantz,  is  very  great  and  mighty 
in  the  kingdom  of  Denmark,"  (20).  Rector  Bendixen  says: 
"The  Rosenkrantz  is  perhaps  the  most  famous  of  all  the  Noble 
Families  in  Denmark,  and  is  still, /^r^'/r/.vA//(r/,"  (18).  The  follow- 
ing histoiical  extracts  also  testify  to  the  wealth  and  importance 
of  the  family:  "Otte,"  author  of  "  Dennuirk  and  Iceland,"  says: 
"Near  Kjoge  with  woods  and  water  closing  it  in  on  every  side, 
stands  Yolo  castle,  once  the  property  of  the  Thotts  and  Rosen- 
krands,  and  now  a  richly  endowed  lay  convent  for  unmarried  ladies 
of  the  higher  order  of  Nobilitj".  It  became  a  royal  possession  under 
Frederick  4th,  who  bestowed  it  on  his  queen,  Anna  Sophia 
Reventior,  but  on  his  death  his  son  and  successor,  Christian  0th, 
took  it  from  that  lady  and  passed  it  on  his  own  queen,  who,  in 
1738,  endowed  it  with  lands  and  converted  it  to  its  present  pur- 
pose." 

He  further  says :  "At  Marriager  which  once  could  boast  of  a 
chnrch  so  large  that  Mass  could  be  celebrated  simultaneously  at 
several  altars  without  disturbing  the  various  groups  of  worship-

pers,  and  a  monastery  so  rich  that  tliw  Monks  in  journeying  to 
Rome  might  sleep  every  night  on  lands  belonging  to  their  house, 
now  all  that  remains  is  one  of  tiie  ai-ches  of  the  nave,  the  rest  hav- 
ing been  demolished  in  1788,  while  of  the  conventional  house  for 
Monks  and  Nuns,  founded  iu  1400,  by  Otte  Rosenkrands,  which 
were  reputed  X\\*^  richasl  in  Den)imr/.\  and  repressed  in  1788,  nothing 
survives  but  a  few  rooms  in  the  ceutral  building  of  the  munor 
house,  as  Marriager  Kloster."  Otte  elsewhere  says:  "Between 
Arhus  and  Randus  the  coast  line  is  carried  abruptlj'  out  into  the 
Categate,  where  an  expansion  of  the  main  land  brings  the  longi- 
tude of  Jutland  as  far  east  as  eleven  degrees.  On  this  eastern 
extension  of  the  peninsula  in  the  Kallo  are  grouped  together  the 
family  s'^ats  of  several  of  the  old  Nobility,  and  of  these  the  most 
noted  is  IiDsenJiolin,  the  ancient  house  of  the  J'uneiikiinses,  wdiere  the 
learned  llolger  Rosenkrands  added,  in  1020,  an  observatory  to  the 
mansion  which  had  been  enlarged  in  loCi)  by  his  grandfather  and 
still  retains  the  tower  which  was  then  added  to  it. 

NOTED  MEMBERS. 

Among  the'wo/rv/  inen/hrrs  of  the  Rosenkrans  Noble  Family  of 
Europe,  as  refei'red  to  in  the  foi'egoing  reports  and  in  history,  are 
the  following :  Fr/k,  1227,  who  was  the  beginning  of  the  family 
in  Denmark;  JVie/s  Iversen,  i:?o8,  the  first  of  the  family  known  in 
the  records  of  Norway,  and  AV/X-,  his  son,  I\night  whose  seal  was 
the  tirst  known  in  Denmark,  wdio  received  the  Rose-wreath  from 
the  Pope,  1325,  added  it  to  his  coat  of  arms  and  took  the  name 
of  Rosenki'antz.  Also  .lohn  Nielsen,  his  brother,  whose  seal 
was  the  Lion  and  Shield.  ITolger  Ilolgerson,  Knight,  who  was 
the  first  to  be  addressed  by  the  King  as  Rosenkrantz  152/i.  Then 
came  the  learned  Henry  of  Denmark,  and  (Teorge  Rosenkrantz, 
heir  at  Rosenholm,  who  after  the  death  of  King  Fredrick,  2nd, 
was  one  of  the  State  Counsellors,  and  Erik  heir  of  Bestroii,  Royal 
Mayor,  who  died  atNovarg  1575. 

Another  greatly  distinguished  member  of  the  family  was 
Holger  Rosenkrands,  at  ]k)senholm,  especially  "learned,  and 
honored  by  the  King,  Royal  Clerk  at  the  Monastery,  Dalun.  tal- 
ented and  learned,  who  favored  the  arts  and  amateurs  of  all  kinds, 
collected  a  great  library  of  rare  and  fine  books  to  whom  1617 
Christian  4th  gave  the  Monastery  Dalun  situated  near  the  Oden- 
sell,  and  him  honored  and  loved."  G)iffin  in  "My  Danish  days" 
thus  refers  to  him  "Danish  literature  at  this  time   (17th   century) 
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was  elevated  by  Kasper  Bartholin  and  Tlioiaas  Birtholin,  Ole 
Romer,  and  Tlolger  llosenkrands  and  tlinir  imitators." 

Another  distinguished  member  was  Erik,  of  Korway,  CTOvernor 
of  the  Northern  provinces,  1560,  Statesman,  Diplomatand  Warrior, 
who  rebuilt  the  Kin<>-  Haakon  llaakonson  Tower  in  Bergen,  which 
has  since  been  called  Rosencrantz  Tower.  Lastly  we  notice  a 
noted  member  of  the  family  in  Denmark,  C/irustoj^her,  born  at 
Giesgaard  1589,  of  fluctuating  fame  and  fortune,  whose  pictuie, 
painted  by  Marstrand,  hangs  in  the  Chapel  of  Christian  4th,  at 
Roskield  Cathedral,  llis  name  is  not  mentioned  in  the  letters 
received,  but  is  known  in  history  and  cannot  well  be  overlooked 
in  this  report,  though  of  tarnished  reputation,  ^ince  one  Mr.  Mil- 
ler, of  ^Vilke&barre,  Ra.,  has  lionestly,  no  doubt,  but  erroneously, 
reported  to  a  member  of  the  family  there  (Ira  I).  R  )  and  to  the 
wi'iter  in  1893,  that  Christopher  Ixosenki'ans  committed  forgery 
in  Denmark  and  tied  to  America,  and  became  the  ancestor  of  the 
family  in  this  country. 

The  facts  are  as  follows  :  Christopher  is  represented  in  Danish 
history  as  a  powerful  Nobleman  who  was  accused  of  forgery,  and 
condemned  by  King  Christian  4th.  His  property  was  contiscated 
and  he  banished.  But  he  was  evidently  believed  to  be  innocent 
by  the  King's  son,  Fredrick  3,  since  he,  when  he  succeeded  to 
his  father's  throne,  1058  recalled  him  and  restored  to  him  his  title 
and  estates.  Yet  other  misfortunes  awaited  Ciiristojiher  and  '//^ 
the  j^'o/>!es  of  Denmark,  on  account  of  King  Frederick's  design  to 
elevate  himself  at  the  expense  of  the  Nobles.  He  evolved  a  secret 
scheme  which  proved  successful  of  wresting  the  political  power 
from  the  Nobility,  and  the  people  who  had  elected  him  King  and 
of  rendering  the  throne  hereditary.  This  naturally  embittered 
the  Nobles  and  aroused  their  most  determined  opposition  result- 
ing in  their  attempt  to  overthrow  him  during  the  war  with  Sweden 
IfioO,  in  which  they  failed. 

The  opposition  was  secretly  led  by  Korfitz  Ulfelt,  bother-in- 
law  to  the  King,  assisted  by  Christopher  Rosenkrands,  and  his 
brother  Gund.  The  King,  supported  by  the  Commoners,  who 
were  also  deprived  of  their  political  privileges  afterward,  accom- 
plished the  defeat  of  the  Nobles  and  consequently  the  h»«7er,s, 
Korjitz,  Chrtsfop/icr  and  G/i/id  were  compelled  to  tiee  from  Den- 
mark and  Korfitz's  wife,  sister  of  the  King,  was  imprisoned  for 
twenty-two  years,  and  not  released  till  after  thedeathof  the  dow- 
ager Queen.  This  case  of  the  King  and  Nobles  was  one  in  which 
"might  makes  right,"  the  power  of  the  victor  establishins:  the 
right,  as  tribute  must  be  paid  to  "the  powers  that  be."     Had  the 
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Nol^les  overpowered  the  King,  wlio  was  the  first  transgressor  and 
who  revolutionized  the  government,  the  result  would  have  been 
quite  different.  IHk  llight  or  i)unishnient  would  have  followed 
and  their  course  Jn^tip'ed  by  the  iie(jple.  Let  us  then  be  charitable 
in  judging  Christopher  Kosenkrands,  the  Nobleman  of  Denmark, 
though  not  our  (nicedor.  Joergen,  a  Danish  historian,  saj's  that 
•'Christopher  Kosenkrands  tied  to  (lermany  and  there  died  in 
l)Overty  near  the  Rhine."  This  was  subsequent  to  the  marriage 
of  our  ancestor,  llaimon  Hendrick,  in  New  York,  1657. 

THE  UNTITLED  FAMILY  ROSENKRANTZ  IN  GERMANY. 


As  the  i>rovince  of  Schleswig  llolsteiu  in  Denmark,  where 
lived  Erik  Rosenkrantz  the  Knight,  lay  along  the  border  line  of 
Germany,  some  of  his  sons  or  early  descendants  must  have  settled 
in  Germany,  as  the  Rosenkrantz  name  was  early  found  there  and 
had  spread  to  Holland  with  the  Rose-wivath  coat  of  arms  even 
before  the  Noble  I'^amily  of  Denmark  had  adopted  the  name,  but 
not  being  naturalized,  or  adopted  into  the  (ierman  association  of 
Nobility,  tlie  recognition  of  them  as  a  Noble  Family  eventually 
died  out.  As  we  learn  from  Mr.  Hoe's  report  (Da  member  of  the 
German  bianch  of  the  family  was  a  Ruigomaster  in  Amsterdam 
1520.  having  been  appointed  by  the  Gernum  Emperor,  as  Holland 
was  then  a  i)art  of  the  German  Empire 

Of  tile  later  family  there  vi-ere  Jacob  Dircksen,  the  banished, 
and  Dirk  Roosecrans,  his  son.  Captain  of  the  Civil  Guard,  both  of 
whom  used  the  Rose-wreath,  the  one  upon  his  dwelling  and  the 
other  as  his  coat  of  arms  (19).  This  is  conclusive  evidence  that 
the  German  branch  whence  they  sprang  were  descended  from 
Erik  of  the  Rose-wreath,  for,  till  1.525  none  but  his  descendants 
used  it.  Further  evidence  that  the  German  branch,  which  is  now 
numerous,  was  originally  of  the  Noble  Family,  and  long  resident  in 
Germany,  is  given  by  William  Rosenkranz,  a  (rerman,  521  E.  15th 
Street,  New  York,  formerly  of  the  firm  of  Rosenkranz  Bros., 
electricians,  who  reports  that  ver_y  early  records  of  the  family  may 
be  found  at  Valmarstein  and  Blankenstein,  Germany,  and  that  a 
Nobleman  of  the  name  built  the  capitol  building  at  Breslau. 

A  noted  member  of  the  German  family  mentioned  in  the 
American  Cycloj}aedia,  was  Johannis  Karl  l^'iederii^k  Rosencranz," 
born  at  Magdeburg.  1805.  He  was  a  Philosopher  and  scholar  and 
published  a  work  on  the  Science  of  Education,  which  has  been 
translated  into  English,  and  is  used  in  the  institutions  of  learning 
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in  this  country,  and   which  is  said  to  be  the  most  profound  and 
the  best  work  on  tlie  subject  ever  published. 

THE  EOSENKRANTZ  FAMILY  IN"  IIOLLAXD  AND 

NORWAY. 

As  previously  stated,  the  early  Rosenkrantz  f.imily  in  Ger- 
many were  descended  from  Erik,  the  Knight  of  Ilolstein,  and  first 
ajipeared  in  Amsterdam,  Holland,  in  the  person  of  the  Ro.sen- 
krauntz  Burgomaster  1520.  In  ITioS  a  Jacob  Dircksen,  probably 
a  brother  or  .son,  or  n^ar  relative,  came  to  Amsterdam  and  secured 
citizenship,  and  from  these  two  members  of  the  family  all  the 
Rosenkrantzs  in  Amsterdam  were  probably  descended,  as  we  have 
no  tidings  of  the  coming  of  others  in  the  records  of  citizenship, 
and  the  family  in  Holland,  which  were  apparently  confined  to  the 
city  were  nevernumerous.  This  Jacob  Dircksen  is  supposed  to  be 
the  same  who,  L5o2,  lived  in  the  Rosenkrantz  or  Rose-wreath  dwel- 
ling, on  Warmoes  Street  (19),  whose  wife's  name  was  Adrianna, 
and  who  was  the  lather  of  Captain  Dirk,  of  the  Civil  Guard. 

.lacob  was  a  conspicuous  man,  whose  name  is  mentioned  in 
the  public  dockets  and  was  banished  on  account  of  his  religion, 
and  his  property  confiscated.  He  undoubtedly  went  to  Bergen, 
Norway,  where  all  his  descendants  eventually  followed  him. 
Dirk  Roosecrans,  his  son,  who  seems  to  have  adopted  the  Dutch 
mode  of  spelling  the  name,  was  conspicuous  as  Cajitain  of  the 
(,'ivil  Guard,  and  afterward  Commissary  of  Marriages.  He  was 
Captain  of  the  Guard  when  William  the  Silent  was  assassinated, 
1584.  His  coat  of  arms  was  the  Rose-wreath,  still  jjreserved  in 
Amsterdam. 

Herman  Rosenkrantz,  the  merchant,  who  went  to  Norway 
and  secured  the  right  of  whale  fishing  on  the  coasts  of  Norway 
and  Greenland,  1617-26,  is  supposed  to  have  been  his  son.  and  the 
father  of  Henrik,  the  Burgesell  of  Norway,  1()57,  who  was  i>rob- 
ably  the  father  of  our  American  ancestor,  Herman  Hendrickszen, 
as  the  name  indicates.  During  the  years  of  war  and  persecution 
which  followed  Jacob's  banishment  till  1652.  nearly  or  quite  all  of 
the  Rosenkrantz  f^imih'  in  Holland  emigrated  to  Bergen,  or  there- 
about, after  a  stay  in  Holland  of  about  130  years.  At  the  present 
time  not  a  person  of  the  name  is  to  be  found  in  Amsterdam  or 
Holland,  as  reported  by  Attorney  Roe  (1)  and  also  hj  Dr.  E.  M. 
Rosenkrans  (187),  of  Chicago,  who  has  been  there  and  made  inquiry 
In  Amsterdam. 

This  Holland  Family,  at  Bergen,  Norway,  seem  to  have  found 
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the  great  Rosenciantz  Tower  there  a  rallying  point  where  the 
titled  family  had  resided  for  about  350  years,  and  while  there  they 
still  manifested  the  martial  spirit  of  Erik  the  Knight,  and  of  Cap- 
tain Dirk,  as  it  is  reported  that  ''In  the  17th  and  ISth  centuries 
some  of  the  Rosf^nkrantz  family  from  Holland  were  officers  in  the 
Royal  Danish  Norwegian  army  (15).  According  to  reports,  Her- 
man Hendrickszen,  our  American  ancestor  from  Bergen,  may  have 
been  born  in  Holland,  but  more  probably  in  Norway.  VVhen  the 
Dutch  from  Holland  emigrated  to  New  Amsterdam  during  the 
early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century,  those  about  Bergen  joined 
them  and  among  them  was  Herman  Hendrickszen,  our  ancestor, 
who  was  married  in  New  York,  1G57. 

As  we  are  now  with  the  family  in  Norway,  let  ns  imagine  it 
to  be  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century  when  our  ancestor 
was  about  to  sail  for  America  ;  let  us  step  aboard  the  vessel — not  a 
steamer,  for  steam  j>o\ver  was  then  unknown,  but  a  sailing  craft — 
and  cross  the  ocean  with  him.  Let  us  attend  his  wedding  in  New 
Amstf^rdam  ;  call  on  him  at  his  residence  in  Kingston,  observe 
the  "New  Settlements  and  NewChurches"  of  his  time;  lookup 
his  descendants,  now  scattered  throughout  the  land  from  the 
Eastern  States  to  the  Pacific  Slope,  and  from  Canada  to  Texas, 
and  learn  of  their  whereabouts  and  their  welfare.  But  let  us  not 
fail  here  to  render  thangsgiving  to  the  Giver  of  "every  good  and 
perfect  gift"  for  the  spiritual  blessings  and  long  life  vouchsafed 
to  the  Rosenkrantz  family  in  Europe,  and  seek  to  be  worthy 
recipients  of  the  same  blessings  here.  Let  us  be  grateful  that  our 
birthplace  and  our  home  is  in  this  broad  land  and  this  great  nation 
so  signally  Idessed  of  the  Loid  from  the  beginning  and  which 
seems  destined  in  His  hands  to  become  the  greatest  nation  on 
earth  and  to  lead  the  nations  in  education  and  spiritual  develop- 
ment in  Christianity  and  self-government  to  the  millennial  times 
now  dawning  upon  the  world. 


EARLY  SETTLEMENTS  AND  EARLY  CHURCHES  IN

In  1609,  at  the  close  of  the  lirst  religions  war,  of  forty-two 
years,  between  Spain  and  the  United  Netherlands,  Ilendrick  Hud- 
son, with  his  adventurous  voyagers  in  the  Half  Moon,  landed  on 
Manhattan  Island,  discovered  the  North  River  and  called  it  the 
Hudson.  Soon  after  this  more  Hollanders  came  and  began  a  settle- 
ment on  the  island,  and  a  village  soon  sprang  up  on  the  Southern 
extremitj',  which  they  called  New  Amsterdam.  A  fort  was  built 
there  in  1614  called  Fort  Amsterdam,  and  an  Indian  Trading  Sta- 
tion was  established.  During  the  early  arrivals  of  the  Hollanders, 
they  were  accompanied  by  the  Norwegians  from  Beigen,  many  of 
whom  were  of  Holland  descent,  and  some  of  them  but  recently 
from  Holland. 

The  Amsterdam  settlement  was  extended  to  Long  Island  and 
to  the  Jersey  shore,  which  they  called  Bergen  and  also  up  the 
Hudson,  along  which  foits  were  built  and  settlements  nuide  at 
Wyltwick  (  Kingston)  and  at  Fort  Orange  (Albany).  These  settle- 
ments soon  extended  into  the  sui'rounding  country,  then  a  vast 
wilderness,  and  inhabited  by  the  Iroquoise  Indians  Froui  Kings- 
ton the  settlement  followed  the  Rondout  to  Mombaccus,  in  Ulster 
County,  and  through  tlie  Mamakating  N'alley  to  the  Neversink, 
thence  down  the  Neversink  to  the  Delaware  river,  and  both  sides 
of  the  river  to  the  Walpack  bend  and  the  Water  (lap 

In  their  previous  explorations,  the  Hollanders  had  discover- 
ed a  copper  mine  in  Walpack,  now  Pahaquarry,  nearly  opposite 
Bushkill,  Pa.,  and  about  1650  a  road  was  built  along  this  route 
from  Kingston  to  the  mine,  afterwards  called  the  "Old  Mine 
Road,"  over  which  copper  ore  was  transported  on  wagons  to 
Kingston.  This  road  from  Kingston  to  Machackemech  (Port 
Jervis)  was  the  first  public  highway  connecting  the  Hudson  and 
the  Delaware,  and  parallel  with  it  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Ca- 
nal was  afterwards  built  and  extended  to  Honesdale,  Pa.  This 
road  was  eventually  extended  to  Easton,  Philadelphia  and  Wash- 
ington, and  was  the  lirst  public  thoroughfare  from  the  East  to 
our  National  Cajiitol,  over  whicli  journeyed  in  carriages  and  on 
horseback  the  notable  men  of  the  Nation  during  the  early  days  of 
ouv  Republic. 
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It  is  said  that  Jolni  Adams  travelled  this  road  from  the  East 
and  made  it  a  stopping!;  place  at  the  stone  residence  of  Col.  Abra- 
ham VanCampen,  still  standing  in  Pahaquarry.  a  few  miles  below 
the  Delaware  bend  at  tlie  i)lace  now  called  "  Shoemaker's  Ferry." 
(pAerett  &  Peck's  History  of  Sussex  and  Warren  (lounlies,  New 
Jersey).  The  first  settlement  made  on  the  Neversink,  in  Orange 
County,  was  at  Fort  Dewitt,  now  Port  Clinton,  where  Governor 
DeWitt  Clinton  was  born,  ten  miles  above  Port  Jervis.  Its  begin- 
nin<^  was  about  l(19i».  and  the  lower  settlement  at  Hugenot  a  little 
later.  Piior  to  ITiK)  a  settlement  was  commenced  at  Port  Jervis, 
and  at  "  Minissink,''  eleven  miles  below,  and  very  soon  the  log 
houses  of  the  white  men  appeared  among  the  wigwams  of  the 
Indians  to  tjie  Water  (rap  Walpack  then  extended  from  the 
New  Yoik  State  line  to  the  Water  (lap  in  Morris  Connty,  Sussex 
being  set  off  from  Moriis  in  noo,  and  Warren  from  Sussex,  1824. 

The  name  Walpack  is  derived  from  the  Indian  name  "  Wael- 
pek," — a  whirlpool  in  the  liend  of  the  liver.  At  the  "Minissink 
settlement,"  on  the  Old  Mine  Road,  at  the  little  stream  crossing 
the  highway  and  running  to  the  Bennekill,  which  stream  at  the 
road  is  now  the  division  line  between  the  townships  of  Sandyston 
and  Montague,  once  stood  the  village  of  Minissink,  the  first  vil- 
lage in  Sussex  County.  A  fort,  called  Fort  Nomenock,  was  liuilt, 
on  Minissink  Island,  and  a  tlourinii;  mill  on  the  little  stream.  A 
"tavern,"  or  hotel,  a  blacksmith  shop,  a  school  house,  church  and 
pai'sonage  and  otlier  dwellings  were  also  built  there,  and  there 
lived  The  pastor  of  tlie  four  churches  of  the  Delaware  Valley 
erected  in  17.i7. 

At  Minissink  were  baptized  many  of  the  children  of  the  early 
settlers  whose  descendants  are  now  living  in  the  far  West.  "  Min- 
issink" is  the  name  given  to  the  Delaware  Valley  by  the  Leni 
Lenape  or  Delaware  Indians,  who  claimed  to  be  the  most  ancient 
of  all  the  tribes,  the  original  tribe  from  whom  all  others  came, 
"Leni  Lenape"  signifying  "the  original  people."  Their  tradi- 
tion was  that  they  originally  lived  in  a  cave  beneath  a  lake  west 
of  the  Mississippi.  Emerging  from  their  underground  home,  they 
discovered  the  light  and  the  deer  both  of  which  they  found  to  be 
good.  Having  an  idea  of  a  land  of  plenty  toward  the  rising  sun, 
they  took  up  their  journey  eastward,  crossed  the  "big  waters" 
and  came  to  the  Delaware,  when  the  valley  from  the  Water  Gap 
to  the  Lackawaxeii  was  Hooded  with  water.  Eventuall}'  a  break 
in  the  mountain  took  place  at  the  Water  Gap  and  drained  the 
valley  above,  hence  they  called  it  Minissink,  signifying  "drained 
land,"  or    '  where  the  water  is  gone."— E.  &  P.  History. 
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EARLY  CHURCHES. 

The  first  Reformed  Clmrcli  of  New  Amsterdam,  said  to  have 
been  tlie  first  Protestant  church  established  in  America,  was  organ- 
ized in  the  upper  part  of  a  onediorse  power  flourino;  mill,  near  the 
Fort,  1028.  Meetings  were  held  there  prior  to  that  time,  con- 
ducted by  readers  of  the  Scriptures  called  "Consolers  of  the  sick." 
but,  in  1628,  the  first  ordained  pastor,  Rev.  Joseph  Miciiaelius, 
arrived  from  Holland  and  organized  a  church,  preaching  there  till 
1633,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  P^verardus  Bogardus, 
second  husband  of  Anneke  Jans,  and  a  jjlain  wooden  church 
buililing  was  erected  the  same  year  by  the  side  of  the  East  Rivei-, 
on  tlie  p)resent  location  of  33  Pearl  Street. 

In  1642  a  new  cliiircli  building  of  laiger  dimensions  was  erected 
called  the  St.  Nicholas  Church.  In  1664  the  Eiitish  wrested  New 
Amsterdam  from  Holland  and  changed  the  name  to  New  York, 
and  during  that  year  was  preacll^^d  in  \ew  York  by  tlit-  Rev.  Dr. 
Laidlie  the  first  sermon  in  English.  In  1687  was  built  in  (larden 
Street,  now  Exchange  Place,  a  biick  chinch  witli  \\w  frxf  rliKrclt 
organ  of  the  city,  and  ]76i)  the  "North  Chuich  "  at  William  and 
Fulton  Streets  having  the  _Tir.st  rJan'r},  Intl  of  the  city,  cast  in 
Amsterdam.  During  the  Revolution  this  church  was  occupied  by 
the  British  and  used  as  a  hospital  and  a  jirison,  but  before  they 
took  it  the  bell  was  taken  down  and  secreted  till  after  their  depart- 
ure. In  this  church  the  ///■•y?' «o(*/(-'A<y  prayer  meeting  was  estab- 
lished in  1857,  and  is  still  contiilfed  near  there  in  a  chapel. 

In  1872  was  erected  at  Fifth  Avenue  and  48tli  Street  the  pres- 
ent imposing  gothic  church  containing  the  memorials  of  the  New 
York  Memorial  Churches  ;  a  library,  church  records,  etc.,  it  being 
the  edifice  of  the  first  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  New  York — 
(New  Y'ork  Weekly  Tribune,  May  13,  1895).  In  the  latter  church 
are  undoubtedly  the  records  of  theniairiage  of  "  Heiman  Hen- 
drickszen  to  Magdaleen  Dircks,"  March  3,  1057,  and  the  baptism 
of  his  son  Alexander,  April  12th,  1()61.  In  1G6()  a  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  was  built  at  Kingston,  then  a  village  of  forty-five 
dwellings. 

In  1661  "Harmon  Hendrix  Rosenkran.s"  was  a  resident  of 
Kingston  and  taxed  twelve  guilders  toward  building  a  j^arsonage 
and  "  Magadalena  "'  his  wife  was  received  into  the  church.  In 
1731  four  Reformed  Dutch  Churches  were  erected  in  the  Dela- 
ware Valley,  one  at  Port  Jervis,  New  York  ;  another  at  Minis- 
sink,  New  Jersey  ;  the  third  at  Lower  Walpack,  and  the  fourth 
at  Upper  Smithfield,  Pa.     Prior  to  the  erection  of  these  churches

occasional  preaohino-  had  been  secured  in  the  Delaware  region 
since  1716,  by  pastors  fioni  Kinsi-ston  ;  first  by  the  Rev.  Petrus 
A'as,  and  afterward  by  Rev.  George  Wilhelm  Mancius.  The  first 
pastor  over  tliese  four  churches,  1737,  was  the  Rev.  John  Casi)ar- 
ius,  Freyenmuth,  afteiward  written  Frey^^nmote. 

The  grounds  for  a  school  housn  and  l)urial  place  at  Minissink 
were  deeded  in  1731  by  Johannis  Westbrook,  who  lived  on  the 
adjoining  farm  still  occupied  by  the  Westbrook*.  The  grounds 
for  the  Lower  Walpack  church  were  donated  and  deeded  to  "  the 
Christian  people"  of  that  vicinity,  by  Tlionias  Brink  and  Nicho- 
las Schoonhoven  Feb,  1st,  1757  (see  deed  Maj.  Benj.  R.  47.) 
Those  two  Walpack  churches  at  Minissink  and  Lower  Walpack 
were  the  two  first  built  in  Sussex  County.  All  the  early  settlers 
had  their  children  baptized  and  the  pastors  kept  a  record  of  the 
Baptisms  and  marriages.  These  church  records  of  New  York, 
Kingston,  Port  Jervis.  Lower  Waljjack  and  Upper  Sniithfield 
have  mostlj'  been  cojiied  into  the  histories  of  the  city  and  the 
counties  and  as  most  of  the  early  members  of  the  Rosenkians  fam- 
ily settled  along  this  line  of  settlement  much  family  information 
has  been  obtained  from  these  records,  and  from  "Church  Life," 
where  they  have  been  rejiroduced  by  the  noted  family  historian, 
Win.  H.  Nearpass,  of  Port  Jervis.  But  the  church  records  of  the 
Albany  settlement,  which  has  been  extended  into  the  surround- 
ing counties  in  Eastern  New  York,  have  not  been  reproduced  by 
Mr.  Nearpass  in  "Church  Life,"  nor  investigated,  by  the  writer, 
consequently  there  are  in  Eastern  New  York  many  of  the  Rosen- 
krans  name  probably  descended  from  Harmon  Heudrick,  whose 
names  are  not  included  in  the  genealogy,  and  who  are  especially 
noticed  at  its  close. 
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Harmon  Hendrick. 

1  HARMOisr  Hendrick  Rosexkrans,  the  progenitor  of   the 

most  numerous  branch  of  the  Rosenkrans  Family  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  from  whom  were  descended  Col.  John  Rosen- 
krans, of  the  Revolution,  and  General  William  Stark  Rosecrans,  of 
the  Civil  War,  was  of  Holland  descent,  but  came  from  Berfjjen,  Nor- 
way, to  New  Amsterdam  about  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury where  he  was  married  in  1057.  His  marriage  record  copied 
from  the  Genealogical  and  Biographical  records  of  New  York  taken 
from  the  First  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  the  city  is  as  follows  : 
Married:  "March  3,  1657,  Herman  Hendtickszen  VanBergen  in 
Noordwegen  en  Magdaleen  Dircks,  wed'r  Cornells  Cat)er.'''  This 
marriage  record  is  in  Holland  Dutcli.  which  modernized  into  Eng- 
lish is:  Married  March  3rd,  1057,  Herman  Hendri'^kson,  from  Ber- 
gen, in  Norway,  to  Magdalena  Diicks,  widcnv  of  Cornelius  Caper.* 
This  form  of  our  ancestors  name  denotes  that  he  was  the  son 
of  Hendrick  or  Henrik.  and  as  it  is  nowhere  else  found  so  writt^-n. 
but  is  usually  written  Harmon  Hendrick,  we  shall  thus  write  it 
when  speaking  of  him.  Herman  and  Harmon  were  interchange- 
ably used  in  Holland  and  among  the  early  settlers,  as  were  Jacobus 
and  James,  Johannis  and  John.  But  one  instance  is  found  where 
he  wrote  his  own  name,  that  being  in  1683,  when  he  signed  his 
name  to  a  petition,  writing  it  "Harmonn  Hyndr\x.'"  As  fam- 
ily names  were  then  but  little  used  he  did  not  write  the  name 
Rosenkrans.  After  his  marriage  in  New  York,  1657,  we  next  find 
him  in  Kingston  where  he  settled  about  1660.  His  son  Alexander 
was  born  in  Kingston,  as  his  marriage  record  shows,  and  he  was 
baptized  in  New  Y'ork  April,  1061.  That  he  was  living  in  Kings- 
ton in  1661  is  evident  from  the  fact  also  that  according  to  the 

*  A  previous  marriage  of  a  female  of  the  name  of  Rosencrans  is  found  in  these  rec- 
ords as  follows  :  Married  :  "1642,  Nov  9.  Michoel  Biif;uet  j  m  VanNovau  in  Vranck- 
rj'ck  en  Eazabeth  Rosencrans  wed  VanVissengen."  When  transla  ted  this  reads  as 
follows  :  Married,  1642,  Nov.  9,  Michael  Buguet,  young  man  from  Novan  in  France, 
to  Elizabeth  Rosencrans,  widow  from  Vissengen  As  the  name  of  B'.iguet  has  not 
been  found  in  the  Ulster  County  records,  these  were  probably  strangers  to  the  Hol- 
land branch  of  the  family,  and  settled  elsewhere,  perhaps  in  New  York  or  on  Long 
Island. 
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Kingston  records  Magdalma,  wife  of  "  Harmon  Hendricx  Rosen- 
krans"'  was  baptized  and  received  into  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  of  Kingston,  June  24,  1661,  and  he  was  taxed  that  year 
twelve  guilders  toward  Iniildiiig  a  parsonage  for  the  "  Domane 
Harmanus  Blom."  The  above  record  in  16<U  is  the  first  one  found 
where  his  surname  is  written,  it  being  Rosenkrans  as  we  now  write 
it,  though  not  written  by  himself. 

Harmon  Hendrick  must  have  had  nine  children  at  least,  as  the 
Kingston  records  show  seven  after  Alexander  between  the  dates 
1601-75,  and  the  ninth  one  is  found  in  a  will  recorded  in  Albany, 
dated  1726,  made  by  his  daughter  Surah  not  found  elsewhere. 
Eventually  he  left  Kingston  and  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land 
on  the  Peterskill,  in  Mombaccus  township,  now  Rochester,  Ulster 
County,  New  York,  where  he  settled  prior  to  1683,  as  at  that  date 
he  signed  a  Rochester  i)etiiion  spoken  of,  juaying  for  the  election 
rather  than  the  appointment  of  a  certain  official.  The  date  of  his 
purchase  in  Mombaccus  cannot  be  ascertained  as  the  early  Kings- 
ton land  records  were  lost.  It  was  located  on  the  Peterskill,  near 
Alligerville,  and  contained  a  mill  property,  subsequently  owned 
in  part  by  his  son  Alexander.  The  Peterskill  empties  into  the 
Rondout  near  Alligerville,  whose  post-office  is  Kiserike.  In  1896 
Mrs.  Schoonmaker,  widow  of  Judge  Augustus  Schoonmaker,  of 
Kingston,  who  formerly  lived  near  Alligerville,  in  answer  to  a 
letter  of  inquiry  infornied  me  that  there  was  still  an  old  mill  stand- 
ing on  the  Peterskill  near  Alligerville,  and  that  this  old  mill  prob- 
ably stands  on  the  site  of  Alexander's  mill,  once  owned  by  his 
father. 

Harmon  Hendrick  died  in  Rochester  about  1697,  as  the  Kings- 
ton records  show  that  Magdalena,  his  wife,  and  Alexander  his  son, 
Executors  of  Harmon  Hendrick  Rosenkrans,  sold  land  to  Moses 
DuPny,  September  14,  1697.  (Book  A.  A.  p.  185).  September 
21,  17o3,  Alexander  Rosenkrans  and  other  heirs  sold  150  acres 
more  to  Moses  DuPuy.  This  change  of  administrators  and  dis- 
appearance of  the  widow's  name  indicate  that  Magdalena  had 
died  between  the  dates  1697  and  17():i  Harmon  Hendrick's 
occupation  in  Kingston  is  not  mentioned  in  the  records,  but 
Kingston  was  only  a  village  at  the  time  of  his  living  there  and  he 
was  undoubtedly  a  farmer  or  "yeoman"  as  in  after  years.  In 
1663,  soon  after  his  settlement  there,  Kingston  was  raided  by  the 
Indians,  and  the  church  and  some  dwellings  were  burned;  some 
of  the  inhabitants  were  killed  and  a  few  of  the  children  were  car- 
ried off,  but  as  far  as  known  Harmon  and  his  family  were  Provi- 
dentially left  uninjured. 
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Kingston  was  then  the  nucleus  of  ;i  great  settlement  wjiich 
extended  westward  along  the  Kondout  To  the  Neversink  and  the 
Delaware,  and  along  this  route  Harmon  llendiick's  family  mainly 
settled.  As  previously  stated.  Though  from  Norway  he  was  of 
Holland  descent,  hut  whether  horn  in  Holland  or  Norway  has  not 
been  delinitely  determined.  The  probability  is  that  he  was  born 
in  Norway.  As  we  learn  from  the  Ijeiuiixen  letter  several  of  the 
Tlosenkrans  family  named  Hernuin  and  Hendrick.  and  Herman 
Hendrick  went  from  Holland  to  IVrgen  between  inoyiun^,  and  it 
it  is  i)0ssible  that  he  was  one  of  them.  But  Mr.  Thiset.  the  Royal 
Archivist  of  Denmark,  thinks  that  Herman  Hendrickszen  was  the 
son  of  one  of  the  two  "  Dutchmen,"  as  he  calls  them,  Herman,  the 
Merchant  Fishei'n)an,  and  Henrik,  the  Burgesell,  the  former  prob- 
ably a  son  of  Captain  Dirk,  who  obtained  rights  in  Norway  as 
early  as  1G17.  He  was  evidently  the  son  of  H-^nrik,  as  the  name 
indicates,  and  born  in  Bergen,  but  as  the  early  records  there  were 
burned,  The  date  and  place  of  his  birth  cannot  be  positively  deter- 
mined. This,  however,  /*■  ecident,  that  he  was  of  the  Holland  fam- 
ily of  the  Ro.'sii- irreafJi,  which  came  from  the  early  (lerman  family, 
descended  from  Eril\  the  Knight,  who  was  presented  with  the  Rose- 
wreath,  added  it  to  his  coat  of  arms,  and  1325  took  the  name  of 
Rosenkrantz. 

Of  Magdalena  Dircks,  wife  of  Harmon  Hendrick,  nothing  is 
known  prior  to  her  mai'riage,  in  1657,  but  from  that  we  learn  that 
she  was  the  widow  of  Cornells  Caper.  She,  like  her  husband, 
was  undoubtedly  of  Holland  extiaction,  and  perhaps  born  in 
Amsterdam.  The  name.  Dircks,  was  apjiarently  a  common  one  in 
the  Rosenkrantz  family,  and  the  two  families  were  probably  asso- 
ciated prior  to  this  marriage,  1657.  In  early  life  Magdalena,  like 
Mary,  had  "chosen  the  better  part, ""  she  had  accepted  the  Saviour. 
As  Mary  Magdalena  was  the  first  to  find  and  to  recognize  the 
Saviour  after  His  resurrection,  so  Magdalena  Rosenkrans  was 
aj)parently  the  first  of  the  family  to  find  Him  in  the  new  world, 
and  to  confess  Him  before  men.  In  doing  so  she  fulfilled  an 
important  diitij  and  set  an  example  of  love  and  loyal  1 1/  to  the  Sav- 
iour  worthy  of  imitation  by  all  her  descendants.  Harmon  Hen- 
drick's  children  were  Alexander,  Annatje,  Rachel,  Ilarmanus, 
Anna,  Hendrick,  Christiana,  Dirk  and  Sarah. 

The  Rosenkrans  Family.     Second  Generation. 

HARMOX  HENDRICK  ROSENKRANS  (1)  au^  MigdaUna 
Dircks  had  nine  children. 
g  Alexander  Rosenkrans,  son  of  Harmon  Hendrick,  was 
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born  in  Kingston  and  Imptizcd  in  New  York  April  12,  1001. 
Wlien  lie  was  a  boy  three  years  of  age.  tlie  Indians  carried  off 
some  of  the  children  of  Kingston,  bnt  he  was  preserved  and  des- 
tined to  be  the  head  of  a  large  branch  of  the  Harmon  Hendrick 
family  whose  descendants  have  followed  closely  npon  the  heels  of 
the  Indians  in  their  emigration  westward  to  the  hhj  wafers  of  the 
Mississippi  River,  and  still  on  to  the  confine  of  the  Pacifc  Ocean. 
AVhen  a  yonng  man  Alexander  accomi)anied  his  parents  to  the 
uncultivated  banks  of  the  Peterskill  in  Monibaccus,  now  Roches- 
ter township,  and  assisted  in  clearing  a  farm,  where  many  of  the 
family  and  kindred  snhseijuenfly  lived.  Being  the  eldest  son 
Alexander  became  the  head  of  the  family  at  the  death  of  his 
father,  and,  as  before  stated,  was  insti  iimental,  1697,  in  selling 
some  of  his  father's  estate  to  Moses  DiiPuy,  his  fnture  father-in- 
law,  and  again  in  17(»:i  He  sold  a  portion  of  the  estate  again  in 
1708.  bnt  ju'dbably  retained  a  hotne  tiieie,  and  subsequently  owned 
a  mill  proi^erty  on  the  Peterskill,  in  company  witli  his  lu'other-in- 
law.  Gysbert  VanGarden,  as  the  records  show  that  "Leendert 
Cool,"  in  1709,  petitioned  the  Town  Committee  of  Rochester  for 
the  [)nrcha.se  of  the  highest  falliS  on  the  Peterskill  "above  the 
mill  property  of  Alexander  Rosenkrans  and  Gysbert  VanGarden." 
As  there  is  an  old  mill  still  standing  on  the  Peterskill,  as  noticed 
in  connection  with  his  father's  name,  it  i)roI)ably  stands  on  the 
mill  site  once  owned  by  him  and  his  brother-in-law. 

The  Rochester  records  show  that  Alexander  was  a  member  of 
the  Town  Committee  1714,  and  with  them  sold  some  real  estate  to 
William  Nottingham,  and  1720  his  name  api)ears  in  a  list  of  "qnit 
rents."  In  1727  he  sold  some  real  estate  in  Kingston  to  Johannis 
VVynkoop  and.  April  19,  17:59,  while  living  in  New  Jersey,  sold  to 
Moses  Ihipuy,  Jr.,  some  real  estate  in  Rochester  for  £503  (Book 
E.  K.  p.  2n. 

In  1713,  aged  alsout  .53,  Alexander  was  married  in  Rochester 
to  Marretjen  DePiie,  daughter  of  Moses  Dupuy.  A  copy  of  his 
mariiage  record  in  the  Ulster  County  History,  is  as  follows: 
"Married  Dec.  11,  1713,  Alexander  Rosenkrans  j.  m.,  born  in 
Kingston,  and  Marretjen  DePu^-,  j.  d.,  also  born  in  Kingston." 
These  letters  following  their  names  signify  yonng  man,  or  unmar- 
ried, and  young  woman.  Moses  DuPuy  was  born  in  France,  his 
father  being  a  Huguenot.  His  father,  Nicholas  DuPuy,  came  from 
France  in  the  ship  called  "Pumerland  Church."  in  October, 
1602,  with  his  wife,  Catryntje  Vos,  and  three  children — Nicholas, 
John  and  Moses,  aged  6,  5  and  2  years. — "Church  Life." 

Moses   married    Maritje   (Maria)    Wynkoop,  of  Albany,   and 
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settled  in  Ruchester,  where  he  piiicliased  a  tract  of  land  in  IfiSO, 
evidently  near  that  of  Harmon  Hendiick  Rosenkrans.  His  second 
wife  was  Margaret  Schoonmaker.  Tlis  son.  Nicholas  "DePne." 
baptized  Dec.  3,  1082,  married  Wyntje  Roosa,  17<»7,  and  settled  in 
Sn)ithtield,  Monroe  County,  Penna.,  1725,  purchasing  3, 0(!0  acres  of 
land  of  the  Indians  and  becoming  the  pioneer  settler  of  that 
region  near  Stroudsbnrg,  above  the  Delaware  Water  Gap.  Moses 
DuPuy's  son  Moses  married  a  Margaret  Schoonmaker,  of  Ulster 
County,  whose  son  Benjamin,  l)aptized  March  3,  1728,  married 
"  Lisabeth  Swartwout."  daughter  of  Samuel,  and  settled  in  Deer- 
park  twp.,  near  Port  Jervis.  He  built  the  stone  house  subse- 
quently occupied  by  Peter  H  (lumaer,  the  family  historian,  which 
during  the  Revolution  was  converted  into  a  fort  called  "Fort 
Depue."  — "Church  Life." 

Alexander  Roseidvians,  like  his  father  concluded  to  go  west- 
M'ard — not  across  the  ocean  or  continent—but  across  the  southern 
boundary  of  his  native  State,  from  the  hunting  gioundsof  the  Iro- 
quoise  along  tiie  Rondout,  to  the  "Minissink"  lands  of  the  l^eni 
Lenajie,  the'banks  of  tlie  Delaware,  where  white  men  were  then  but 
few.  In  172!),  Alexander  Rosenkrans,  in  company  with  Frederick 
Schoonmaker,  purchased  of  .lohn  Crooke,  Jr..  of  Kingston,  a  tract 
of  900  acres  of  land,  called  the  Shappanack  tract,  on  the  Delaware, 
in  Walpack,  Morris  (now  Sussex)  County,  New  Jel>ey,  for  which 
they  ])aid  i'GiiO.  Their  deed,  mentioned  in  "sources  of  family 
information,"  was  nuide  in  accordance  with  the  old  English  law  of 
'lease  and  release.''  A  lease  with  a  deed  dated  one  year  and  a 
day  later,  which  begins  as  follows  : 

"This  indenture  made  the  16rh  and  17th  days  of  Marcii.  in 
the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord,  (leorge  the  sec- 
ond, by  the  grace  of  God,  of  Great  Brit  tain,  France  and  Ireland, 
King,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  etc.,  and  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
Christ  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-nine  and  thirty, 
between  John  Crooke,  Jr..  of  Kingston,  in  the  County  of  Lister, 
and  Province  of  New  York,  in  America,  Merchant,  and  Catharina, 
his  wife,  of  one  part,  and  Alexander  Rosenkrans,  of  Rochester, 
in  the  ^aid  county  of  Ulster,  aforesaid,  yeoman,  and  Fredrick 
Schoonmaker,  of  said  Rochester,  yeoman,  of  the  other  part. 
"Whereas,  the  said  John  Crooke,  Jr  ,  by  virtue  of  a  certain  <  on- 
vej'ance  by  lease  and  I'elease.  from  Joseph  Ilelby,  citizen  and 
brewer,  of  London,  to  him  the  said  Joh  Crooke,  Jr.,  duly  made 
and  executed,  etc.''  This  tract  was  purchased  by  Joseph  Helby, 
of  the  Council  of  Proiu-ietors  of  West  New  Jersey,  it  being  a 
part  of  their  last  purchase  as  stated  in  the  deed.     This  deed  is 
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sijriied  by  John  Crooke.  .Ir..  and  (Jatharinje  Crooke,  and  witnessed 
by  "  ]5adsliijavii  DeWit.  Petrus  Booardii.s  and  Will  AnDer- 
son,  Jr." 

Ale.xander  Roseiikians  probably  settled  on  the  Shaprjanack 
tract  in  1781,  as  in  .lune  of  that  year,  deeds  of  partition  were  exe- 
cuted between  Rosenkrans  and  Schoonmaker,  settin,a:  off  for  each 
a  farm  of  220  acres,  including  the  river  tiat.s,  or  "lowlands,"  the 
division  line  at  the  road  being  the  small  stream  which  descends 
the  hill  just  north  of  the  stone  dwelling  now  standing  there,  Ro.sen- 
krans  having  taken  tiie  upper,  or  nortlieastern  farm,  and  Schoon- 
maker the  lowt^r  one.  Of  thn  low  lands  Alexander  received  7(( 
acres  and  Schoonmakt^r  6(',  and  an  island  of  ten  acres  in  the  river, 
as  shown  by  a  map  made  at  tiie  time.  On  the  plateau  at  the  cro.ss 
roads,  twelve  or  lifreen  rods  west  of  the  "Old  Mine,"  or  river 
road,  Alexander  built  him  a  house  as  seen  on  the  nuip,  on  the 
site  of  tlin  present  frame  dwe-lling  now  occupied  by  J(tseph  H. 
Hull.  That  house  was  undoubtedly  built  of  logs,  as  were  most 
of  the  dwellings  of  ihat  early  period,  and  perhaps  converted  into 
a  fort,  or  block  house,  duiing  the  Revolution  by  his  son.  Col. 
John,  who  then  lived  on  the  premises  and  had  a  log  fort.  In 
1742,  Alexander  Rosenkrans,  of  Waljiack,  N.  J.,  puichased  of 
Fredrick  Schoonmaker,  of  Marliletown,  Ulster  Co.,  N.  Y.,  Iiisone- 
half  interest  in  this  Shappanack  tract,  for  which  he  paid  him 
£'400. 

The  deed  showing  this  purchase  is  dated  Feb.  2nd,  in  the  six- 
teenth year  of  the  reign  of  King  George  the  second,  Kirg  of 
(ireat  Brittaiij.  France  and  Ireland,  and  of  our  Lord  Christ, 
1742-1:5.  It  is  signed  "I"'redrijck  Schoonmaker"  and  "Eva  Schoon- 
maker" and  witnessed  by  "Jacob  Schoonmaker,  Patt  Ker,  Thom- 
as Schoonmaker."  This  half  tract,  or  lower  farm,  was  evidently 
purchased  by  Alexander  for  his  son  Harmen,  as  on  the  27th 
March  following  he  deeded  it  to  him.  Tiiis  deed  is  in  possession 
of  Peter  Dewitf,  of  Somerville,  N.  J  ,  of  whicii  a  copy  has  been 
obtained.  Three  years  after  selling  to  Harmen,  Alexander  sold 
the  other  half  of  the  ti-act,  the  original  homestead  of  nearly  .OUO 
acres,  to  his  youngest  son  Johannis  (Col.  John)  for  £400,  and  the 
annual  rent  of  one  pepper  corn  only,  if  demanded."  This  deed 
to   Johannis   Rosenkrans,    in   po.ssession  of   the  writer,  is  dated

This  is  the  last  record  found  of  Alexander  and  Marriky, 
his  wife,  or  Marretjen,  as  given  in  the  marriage  record.  As 
he  was  then  8n  years  of  aye.  he  probably  died  soon  after 
and  was  biuied  in  the  grave  yard  of  the  first  Waljiack  church, 
on  the  Nicholas  Schoonhoven  farm,  now  owned  and  occupied 
by  Daniel  S.  Smith,  who  married  Amanda  Ivosenkrans  (256),  a 
great  great  granddaughtt-i'  of  Alexander.  In  the  deed  from 
Harraen  to  Isaac  \'anCaHii)en,  lTr)4,  Alexander,  of  whom  the 
property  was  purchased,  is  spoken  of  as  "flif  i/i-jx/rftil,"  hav- 
ing died  prior  to  that  date.  No  lettered  stone  can  now  be 
found  to  indicate  the  place  of  his  and  his  wife's  burial,  but  we 
trust  that  they  //•///  be  found  and  will  come  forth  "to  the  resurrec- 
tion of  ///(-■''  at  the  resurrection  of  the  Jn.s/. 

Alexander  and  his  wife  were  evidently  church  members,  since 
from  KiOG,  to  his  marriage  1713,  his  name  appears  frequently  on 
the  Rochester  church  book  as  sponser  at  the  Baptism  ol  children, 
and  from  their  marriage  to  their  removal  to  Walpack,  1731,  their 
names  appear  together  in  the  records,  the  last  tiuie  being  at  the 
baptism  of  his  grandchild  and  namesake  Alexander,  son  of  Jaco- 
bns  and  Maria  (R.)  Schoonmaker.  Oct  12,  1735.  This  was  after 
their  lemoval  to  Xew  .lersey,  and  probably  while  on  a  visit  to 
their  friends  and  relatives  in  lister  ( 'ouiity.  Al^-xander  had  seven 
children,  as  found  in  the  records:  Maria,  llarmen,  Magdalena, 
Catrina,  .lohaniiis,  Johannis  2ud,  and  llHlenah. 

3  Annat-je  Roskxkkans,  dautrhter  of  Harmon  Ilendrick, 
was  baptized  in  Kingston,  August  27,  1(!()2,  and  died  young. 

4  Rachki,,  bai)tized  Aug.  21,  1603;  married  Gysbert  \'aii 
(Jarden,  who  settled  about  1684  on  a  farm  in  Rochester,  on  the 
Rondout.  He  was  the  son  of  Albert  (rvsbertsen,  and  Aeltje  Wig- 
gers.  who  came  to  Kingston  from  Heerde,  a  Pi'ovince  of  Gelderland 
prior  to  1660.  Gysbert' s  name  previous  to  1684  is  found  in  the 
records  as  (lysbert  Alberts,  but  in  a  petition  to  the  Governor, 
1684,  he  signed  his  name  Gysbert  VanGarden,  and  since  then  he 
and  his  descendants  have  had  the  family  name  of  VanGarden,  now 
usually  spelled  VanGorden.  Gysbert  is  said  to  have  been  a  large 
land  owner  in  Rochester,  and  as  before  mentioned  owned,  in  com- 
pany with  Alexander  Rosenkrans,  a  mill  property  on  the  Peteis- 
kill.  He  was  a  Trustee  of  Rochester  1713-16,  and  died  prior  to 
1720.— '-Church  Life." 

The  children  of  Gysbert  \'anGarden  and  Rachel  Rosenkrans 
were  ten:  Albert,  who  married  Jannetje  Yredenburg  and,  1704, 
settled  at  Minissink,  N.  J.  Ilannen,  baptized  1682,  dietl  young. 
Pieter  bap.  1684,  m.  Margaret  Dekker  and  moved  to  Shippekonk, 
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at  the  "smooth  rocks,"  in  Montaf>:iie,  three  miles  from  Port  Jervis. 
Magdalcna  m.  Jan  VanKampen,  Jr..  of  Rochester.  Gi^aheit  m. 
Arreantje  de  Lange,  of  Rochester.  Ilerinan  died  young.  Ihrimin 
2nd  m.  Elsje  Koddebek,  and  lived  at  Shippekonk,  where  his  sons 
Daniel  and  Benjamin  afterward  lived.  IhndrUk  m.  Marretje 
Middog  2nd,  Elenora  Deckker  and  lived  in  Montague.  Sara  died 
young.  Sam  2nd  bap.  1705,  m.  Leendert  Kool,  1723,  and  lived  in 
Rochester.     He  afterward  moved   to   Waipack,   N.  J.     Cki-lstian. 

bap   Sept   18,  1709,  m.  Jacob  VanderMerker  (Vandermark}. 

5  HARMANirs  (Harmen)  Rosekkrans,  son  of  (Alexander  (2)" 

named  after  his  father,  was  bap.  in  Kingston  May  2nd,  1G<3(3,  since 
which  time  no  record  of  him  has  been  found.  He  probably  went 
to  the  Albany  settlement. 

<■(  An^va  Rosexkrans,  born  about  1008,  ni.  Humphrey  Dav- 

enport. Nothing  further  is  found  of  her  in  the  Kingston  records. 
Her  sister  Sarah  in  her  will  at  Albany  sjieaks  of  her  and  her  son 
Johannis  and  also  of  his  son  John.  Anna  (Rosenkrans)  Daveniiort 
and  husband  probably  left  Ulster  county  and  went  northeastward 
to  the  Albany  settlement. 

7  Hendrick  Rosenkrans,  born  about  1070,  like  his  brother 
Harmon,  was  named  after  his  father.  He  was  m.  in  Kingston 
Jan.  3,  1697.  to  Annetje  Vredenburg,  and  after  her  death  to 
Antje  Dullivn,  Oct.  20,  1721,  widow  of  Lucus  DeWitt  and  of  Gar- 
rett VanBenscoten.  Annatje  Vredenburg,  Hendrick's  first  wife 
was  a  daughter  of  the  emigrant  "  Willem  Isaacsen  Van  Vreden- 
burg," who  came  from  The  Hague  in  the  ship  "Guilded  Beaver," 
May,  1658  He  was  m.  in  New  Amsterdam  to  Appalona  Barrents, 
Oct.  19,  1664,  the  same  year  that  the  British  took  the  city  from 
Holland  and  named  it  New  York.  The  name  Willem  Tsaacsen 
VanVredenbuig  is  significant,  denoting  that  he  was  Willem,  the 
son  of  Isaac  from  Vredenburg.  The  "Van"  has  been  dropped 
from  the  name  and  Vredenburg  has  been  changed  to  Fredenburo-s 
Annatje  was  bap.  in  New  York  Dec.  8,  1673,  and  her  parents  re- 
moved to  WyUwijck  (Kingston),  1675.  Hendrick  Rosenkran. 
was  a  farmer,  and  the  Kingston  records  say  that  he  purchased  200 
acres  of  land  in  Monibaccus,  of  Hellegonde  VanSleghtenhurst, 
Jan.  27,  1709  (Book  A.  A.  p.  249.)  Hendrick  probably  remained 
and  died  in  Ulster  county,  but  some  of  his  sons  went  to  the  Dela- 
ware Valley  and  others  disappeared,  and  probably  went  to  the 
Albany  settlement.  His  nine  children  were  :  Appollonia,  Herman, 
William,  Herman  2nd,  Herman  3rd,  Hendricus,  Johannis,  Alex- 
ander and  Isaac. 

8  Christiana  Rosenkeans,  born  in  Kingston,  about  1671, 
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111.  Corneliiis  Hendrickson  Kertivot,  now  wiifteii  Couitright, 
whose  record  is  not  known. 

^  DiUK  RosKNKRANS  ( Diick,  or  Derrick  I  was  horn  in  Kiog.s- 

§tou  and  bears  the  name  of  liis  supposed  ancestor,  Capt.  l>irl\, 
and  also  of  his  niotlier.  lie  ni.  Sept.  fi,  170-2,  Wintje  Kierstede, 
widow  of  Jan  DeWitt.  and  great-,2;rand-daughter  of  Aneke  Jans. 
The  second  husband  of  Aneke  .lans  was  Hev.  Everardus  Bogar- 
dus,  the  second  pastor  of  the  liefornied  Dutch  Church  of  New 
Amsterdam.  Dirk  settled  in  Monibaccus,  Ulster  Co..  N.  Y. 
(Now  Rochester),  and  was  a  farmer-.  He  was  evidently  eiitei-pi-is- 
ing,  and  dealt  considerably  in  lands,  as  the  records  testify.  He 
sold  land  to  Comelis  S  Swits,  Jan  :?0,  17()'2and  in  1717.  (Dook  A. 
A.  p.  lis.)  He  sold  land  to  (Jreetie  Elmendorf,  Jan  'in,  17n4,  in 
which  his  name  api)ears  as  "  Diick  Hosenkrans,"  and  his  mark  as 
"D.  K."  Ills  wife's  name  is  signed,  "  W'yntje  Kosenkrans,"  and 
her  mark  as  ••VV.  K.  R."  As  a  member  of  the  Trustees  of  Roches 
ter,  he  sold  land  t(»  Fredrick  Schoonmaker  Nov.  2(),  1717  Dec. 
17,  1717,  he  soldtoDerick  Westbrook  and  to  Thomas  <)i)sterhout. 
He  sold  to'^Sodyniick  Horiibeck,  Jan.  :!,  171S,  andto  Andries 
\'anLeuven  March  :?4.  17bS.  d'look  I!.  I',  j),  .")C.S.  i  In  these  latter 
sales,  liis  name  is  written  "Deiick."  Of  his  .six  children  whose 
names  are  found  in  the  ciiurcli  recoi'ds,  some  of  iliem  came  to  the 
Delawai'e  \'alley  and  others  probably  went  northward,  as  tlieir 
descendants  lune  not  been  found  in  our  records.  A  laige  portion 
of  the  Rosenkrans  family  in  the  West  is  descended  from  him 
through  Jacobus  (James)  who  lived  at  Huguenot,  near  Port  Jervis, 
N.  Y..  and  through  his  two  sons.  Cajit.  Daniel  and  Soldier  John. 
Dirk's  six  children  were  :  Herman,  .Idcobns,  Helena,  Sara,  Lidia, 
Antjen. 

10  S.\K.\ii  RosEXKii.ws,  daughter  of  Harmon   Heiidrick  (1), 

though  last  in  appearing,  may  iiave  been  tirst  as  to  liirth.  Her 
nanu'  lias  not  been  found  in  the  churcli  records,  but  has  been 
recently  discovered  in  the  ^Vlbany  "Calendar  of  Wijl.s,"  as 
i'ei)orted  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Nearpass,  in  which  a  record  is  found  of  hei- 
will  made  June  17,  172G,  in  which  she  mentions  a  number  of  her 
lelatives,  some  of  whom  are  not  found  in  the  church  recoids  of 
the  Kingston  settlements.  Her  bi'others  llendrick  and  Derick 
were  made  Executors,  and  in  her  will  she  named  her  mother,  Mag- 
dalena,  her  brothers  Alexander-,  Hendrick  and  Derick,  her  sisters 
Rachel  and  Christianah,  Harma  Vandarden,  Johannis  Davenport 
and  son  John,  Hendrick  Cortright  and  Helenah  and  Johannis, 
children  of  her  brother  Alexander.  A  commenilable  work  for 
soine  trrember  of  the  Rosenki-ans  family  would  be  to  form  a  suj)- 
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pleinent  to  the  "  Kosenkrans  Family"  by  seaiching  out  from  the 
records  of  eastern  New  York  and  elsewhere  that  portion  of  the 
descendants  of  Harmon  llendrick  Kosenkrans  not  found  in  tiiis 
genealog-y. 

ALEXANDER  ROSENKRANS  (2)  and  M^m'ija,  Ikl've  had 
seven  children. 

M  Makia    Rosknkhaxs,   eldcsr   danghfei-  t»f  Alexander    (2) 

was  horn  in  Rochester,  Ulster  Co  ,  N.  Y.,  and  bap.  in  iheRefoimed 
Dutch  church  Dec.  1!»,  1714.  Iti  l7-".»,  the  year  of  her  father's 
purchase  on  the  Delaware,  she  was  m.  to  .lacobns  ISchoonniaker,  of 
Rochester,  b.  KIDS.  'I'he  Schoonmakers  were  a  prominent  fannly 
of  Ulster  County,  ai»parently,  ([uite  numerous,  and  several  of  them 
mai'iied  in  tire  Rosenkrans  family  in  the  early  days.  One  of 
tiiat  tamily,  .ludge  Augustus  Schoonmaker.  of  Kingston,  died 
leceiilly.  One  P^rederick  Schoonmaker,  as  already  mentioned, 
joined  Alexander  Rosenkrans,  1721),  in  the  j)urchase  of  the 
Sliajjpanack  tract  of  land.  Jacobus,  the  husbandof  Maria,  prol)- 
ably  while  on  a  visit  to  Walpack,  N.  J.,  was  a  witness  to  the 
deed  of  Alexander  made  to  his  son  John,  174.").  He  was  a  far- 
mer of  Rochester,  whose  childien  were:  Anfjcn,  baj).  1744  ;  Cufld- 
rhii\  \)\\\\.  174S  :  Anna,  bap.  1 7."i() ;  Jufcph  l)ap.  \l','d.  Noihing 
further  is  known  of  this  family. 

12  Haraiaxts  (llarmeu)  Rosekkaxs.  eldest  son  of  Alexan- 

der (2),  was  born  in  lister  Co  ,  and  bap.  May  10,  17HJ.  At  fifteen 
years  of  age,  he  accompanied  his  parents  from  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
to  AValpack,  N.  J.,  and  there  m.  Anna  Stout,  about  the  year  174H. 
Anna  was  probably  a  daughter  of  .lohn  Stout,  of  Walpack,  who. 
accor<ling  to  Everett  &  Peck's  History,  purchased  a  farm  below 
Shap}>anack,  on  the  Delaware  1744.  As  mentioned  in  his  father's 
biography,  Harmen  purchased  of  his  father,  1742.  the  lower  Shap. 
panack  farm,  recently  purchased  of  Frederick  Schoonmaker,  con- 
sisting of  about  .-)()()  acres,  whicli  he  sold  to  his  brother-in-law 
Isiac  VanCampen,  for  £<)()(),  1 7."i4  His  deed  to  \'anCampen 
dated  Aprils,  17.-)4,  in  the  hands  of  Peter  Dewitt,  is  signed  "liar- 
men  Rosekrans"  and  "Miry  Rosekrans,"  and  is  witnessed  by 
"  Nicholas  Emins,"  and  John  AVilliams.— Recorded  at  Bnrlina:- 
ton  Liber'  R.  }).  :!21.  These  names  indicate  that  Harmen,  in  17r)4, 
had  married  a  second  wife,  though  his  marriage  is  not  found  in 
the  Walpack  church  records,  as  some  of  them  wer-e  lost. 

After  selling  hisfar-m  to  Isaac  VanCampen  Harmen  Rosekr-ans 
seems  to  have  gone  to  Hunterdon  Co.,  N.  J.,  as  ihe  records  there 
show  that  in  17()()  he  "owned  TjUS  acres  of   AYest  Jersey  Society 
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lands,"  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the  county  and  that,  17()1,  he 
advertised  "a  sorrel  mare  astray."'— (Rev.  T.  F.  Chambers,  Ger- 
man Valley,  N.  J.i  In  ITCii)  Harmen  again  owned  land  in  Wal- 
pack,  along  Flatbrook,  as  we  learn  (from  i)art  of  a  deed  found  in 
the  roll  of  family  documents  mentioned  in  "sources  of  family 
information")  that  he  sold  twenty  acres  of  meadow  land  there  to 
his  brother  Joiin  adjoining  his  own  land,  at  "a  stream  emptying 
into  Flatbrook  on  the  road  running  from  Abram  Brokaws  to  Isaac 
\  anNests."  IIarmen"s  land  must  have  been  near  the  Timothy  E. 
Shay  farm,  on  the  road  leading  to  the  old  stone  Methodist  Church, 
east  of  Flatbrook,  since  Abram  Brokaw  then  lived  on  the  Jacobus 
Brink,  or  John  Layton,  Jr.,  farm,  in  Sandysroii,  and  Isaac  Van 
Nest  lived  on  tlie  Robert  Bell  farm,  formerly  owned  l)y  John 
Cleves  Symtnes.  No  trace  of  Harmen  Rosekrans,  or  his  family, 
has  been  found  since  his  sale  to  Col.  Jolin  in  ITill).  While  living 
in  Walpack,  on  Sliappanack  farm,  Harmen  and  Anna  had  four 
children,  as  found  in  the  church  records  bap.  as  follows  :  Alexan- 
der, 1744;  Catharina,  174S;  Anna,  17.-)();  Josei)h,  \1'>H. 
13  Ma(;i).\lkna  Rosenkrans,  daughter  of  Alexander  (2)  was 

born  in  Tlster  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  bap.  Jan.  T),  171S.  She  was  evi- 
dently named  for  her  grandmother  Rosenkrans,  and  grew  to 
womanhood  in  Walpack,  near  the  Delaware,  and  at  the  age  of 
twenty-four  married  Isaac  YanCanipen,  from  I'pper  Smithheld, 
Pa.  The  VanCami)en  family  of  Walpack  and  Smithheld  across 
the  river,  were  a  ju-ominent  and  numerous  family  in  the  early  days 
of  the  Delaware  settlement,  but  as  some  of  the  chuich  records  of 
Walpack  and  Smithfield  have  been  lost,  their  lineage  has  not  been 
fully  traced.  Col.  Abraham  YanCampen  m.  Susanna  DePue  and 
lived  in  the  stone  dwelling  in  Wali)ack,  now  Pahaquarry,  at  the 
place  called  "Shoemaker's  Ferry,"  and  was  the  first  Col.  in  Sus- 
sex county.  He  was  a  son  of  Jan,  the  son  of  (xerret  Jansen,  the 
son  of  Jan  N'anCampen,  of  Ulster  Co.  Isaac  YanCampen,  who 
married  Magdalena,  was  probably  a  son  or  grandson  of  Col. 
Abraham  and  succeeded  him  as  Elder  of  the  Waljiack  church,  Dec. 
.1,  ]7r).-).  Isaac  YanCampen  purchased  of  Harmen  Rosenkrans  the 
lower  Shappanack  farm  in  17.")4  (as stated  concerning  Harmen  i  and 
lived  in  the  stone  dwelling  on  the  i)remises  till  his  death,  JSol. 
He  acted  as  Freeholder,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Associate  Judge  of 
the  county  and  Member  of  the  State  Legislature.  He  made  a  will 
September  11,  ISOl,  and  died  the  same  year.  According  to  the 
church  records,  Isaac  and  Magdalena  had  five  children  born  unto 
then:  Maritaje,  bap.  Jan.  13,  1743;  Madlena,  b.  Nov.  18,  174."): 
Catharina,   Jan.   19,   1747 ;  Alexander,   Mar.  ."),   174'J,  and  Magda- 
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leiia,  Jan.  1::^,  ITr^),  but  all  these  probably  died  before  1S(»1,  since 
in  his  will  of  that  date  he  mentions  only  two  children,  not  named 
above,  Isaac  and  Abraham,  for  whom  he  provided  and  also  lor  the 
children  of  Abraham,  Isaac  being  unmarried.  By  his  will  he 
maniimitted  his  slaves,  "Sophia"  and  her  four  children  and  "the 
three  men  seivants,  Daniel  and  Adam  and  Enos."  His  wife  Mag- 
dalena  must  have  died  prior  to  the  date  of  his  will,  as  slie  is  not 
mentioned  in  it. 

A  wold  here  may  l)e  appropriate  concerning  the  building  of  the 
stone  house  on  the  lowerShappanack  farm  herewith  presented  erect- 
ed before  the  Revolution,  the  InuhVnuj  of  which  has  been  attiibnted 
to  both  I><iinc  YanCaiiipeii  and  Col.  John  Rosenkrans.  Isaac  Van- 
Cam[ipn  undoul)te(lly  built  it.  Ilaiinen  Rosekrans  purcliased  the 
farm  17-1'J,  ]ii'ior  to  which  it  had  been  unoccupied,  and  unimprov- 
ed, under  tlie  ownerslii})  of  Fjederick  Schoonmaker,  of  Ulster  Co., 
N.  Y.,  and  Harmen  after  purchasingit,  probably  put  up  a  log  dwell- 
ing in  accordance  with  tlie  times.  VanCampen  vvasa  man  of  means, 
and  lived  on  the  ]iiemi<es  from  the  time  of  his  purchase,  ]7.")4,  till 
his  death,  ISol.and  undoubtedly  built  the  stone  house  while 
living  there.  Tiiis  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Peter  DeWitt,  of  Somer- 
ville,  whose  father.  John  11.  DeWitt  succeeded  the  VanCampens 
in  the  possession  of  the  lower  tShappanack  farm,  ISO!),  which  farm 
Peter  DeWitt  also  owned  for  a  long  time  after  the  death  of  his 
father.  In  a  letter  dated  August  2,  IS1)4,  Mr.  DeWitt  says  :  'I 
have  always  iindersrood  that  that  house  was  built  before  the  Rev- 
olution, so  it  would  look  as  though  VanCampen  had  built  it.  as  he 
had  from  17.-)4  to  177('i  to  do  it  in,  if  not  him,  then  perhaps  Harmen 
Hosenkians,  as  he  owned  it  immediately  preceding  VanCampen." 
That  (!ol.  John  did  not  liuiid  it,  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  he 
never  owned  the  farm  nor  lived  upon  it.

Living  with  her  jiarents  in  Walpack,  N.  J.,  she  m.  about  174.") 
"Nicholas  Emins,"  of  the  same  ])iace.  Nicholas  was  probably  a 
son  of  Jolin  Emins,  who  purchased  a  farm  of  ^oO  acres,  on  the 
Delaware,  17:?'.),  the  same  year  that  Alexander  Rosenkrans  pur- 
chased. Nicholas  Emins  (Emmans  or  Emmons),  according  to 
Everett  &  Peck's  history,  purchased,  17.-)4,  lo.")  acres  in  Walpack, 
near  the  location  of  Walpack  Center.  He  and  Catrina,  according 
to  the  church  records,  had  six  children :  John,  bap.  174<5 ; 
Alexander,  1748;  Isaac,  17.")() ;  Maria,  \lo'2\  Elizabeth,  1704;  Lea, 
1759.

If!  JoiiANXis  RosENKRANS  'ind,   SOU   of  Alexander  c2).  was 

horn  in  Rochester,  Ulster  Co  .  N.  Y..  July  ('.,  1724,  and  bap.  July 
nth  following.  At  seven  years  of  age  he  accompanied  his  parents 
to  Walpack,  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  then  Morris  County,  when  the 
country  was  mostly  a  wilderness  and  the  forests  frequently  re- 
sounded with  the  cries  of  the  j)anther  and  the  wild  whoop  of  the 
Indians.  Along  the  banks  oi  the  Delaware  he  grew  to  manhood, 
and  while  deprived  of  the  educational  advantages  of  city  or  mod- 
ern rural  life,  he  became  a  man  of  moral  worth  and  [)ul)lic  useful- 
ness, an  extensive  farmer,  an  elder  of  tlie  church  and  a  Cnlonel  in 
the  Continental  army.  In  174."),  Col.  .lolin  puicliaseci  of  his  fatliei- 
the  homestead  Sliappanack  farm,  of  about  .■>(»•  acres,  adjoining 
the  farm  of  his  l)rother  Harmen.  imrchased  174'J  Each  of  tlie^e 
farms,  besides  the  uplands,  contained  about  seventy  acres  of  liver 
Hats  of  sandy  loam,  and  very  productive.  The  Hars  of  the  Shaji- 
])anack  farms  to-day  are  the  most  noted  in  the  county  for  produc- 
tiveness and  easy  tillage,  one  of  which  is  now  leased  by  a  syndicate 
raising  special  crops  of  tobacco  and  potatoes.  The  date  and  begin- 
ning of  Col.  John's  deed  from  his  farher  is  as  follows  : 

"  This  indenture  made  the  -Jlth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  Ciirist  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-tive,  between 
Alexander  Rosekrance,  of  Siiappanack,  in  the  township  of  Wall- 
peck,  county  of  Morris  and  Province  of  West  New  Jersey,  yeo- 
man, and  Marriky,  his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and  Johannis  Rose- 
krance, his  youngest  son,  of  the  township,  county  and  province 
aforesaid,  yeoman,  of  tlie  other  part.  WITNESSETH,"  etc. 
Having  secured  for  himself  a  farm  and  a  home,  when  his  parents 
were  old  and  feel)le,  or  i)erhaps  dejiarted.  Col.  John  Rosenkrans 
contemplated  mairiage,  but  like  Isaac  and  Jacob  of  old,  he  sought 
not  for  a  wife  in  the  place  of  his  sojourn,  but  took  one  from  the 
land  of  his  fathers,  the  home  of  his  kindretl.  On  August  Sth, 
17.")1,  Col.  John  Roseidvrans,  of  Walpack.  N.  J.,  m.  Margaret 
DeWitt,  of  Rochester,  Ulster  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  over  the  "  Qhl 
Mine  Road,"  by  way  of  Port  Clinton,  i'ort  Jervis  and  ^linisitds, 
with  2^erhai)s  as  good  a  conveyance  as  the  county  aifoi'ded,  he 
brought  his  bride  from  Rochester  to  Walpack. 

Margaret  DeWitt  was  born  in  Rochester  April  bS  17:^1,  and 
came  of  a  good  ancestry — from  Jacob  DeWitt,  of  Holland,  it  is 
said,  who  succeeded  Barneveldt  as  State's  Advocate.  Her  fathei' 
was  Tjerck  DeWitt,  the  son  of  Jacob,  son  of  Tjerck  Classen  De- 
Witt,  from  the  Netherlands,  who,  April  24,  1756,  married,  in  New 

V) 
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Amsrerdaiii,  Barhary  Andressen,  from  Amsteidam,  Holland. 
Margaret  DeWitt  was  related  to  Governor  DeWitt  Clinton.  Her 
grandfather  had  a  brother  Andries,  whose  son,  ligbert,  married 
Mary  Knottinghani.  Egbert's  son,  Jacob  Rutzen  DeWitt  married 
Jenneke  (.lane)  DePiie,  daughter  of  Moses  DiiPuy  and  Margaret 
Schoonmaker,  his  second  wife.  Jacob  Rntzen  DeWitt  was  a 
Captain  during  the  Revolution  and  settled  on  the  Neversink 
at  the  place  afterward  named  Fort  ])eWitt,  on  account  of  a 
fort  being  built  there  dui'ing  tlie  Revolution.  His  sister  Mary 
married  Gen.  James  Clinton,  and  lier  son  DeWitt  Clinton,  after- 
ward Governor  of  New  York,  was  born  March  2,  176!),  in  the  stone 
residence  of  Capt.  DeWitt,  at  Fort  DeWitt,  now  called  Port 
CJinion.— "Church  Life."  Tlius  Col.  John  Rosenkrans  was  con- 
nected witli  (tov.  DeWitt  Clinton  tlirough  his  grandfather  DuPuy 
and  also  throngh  his  wife,  Margaret  DeWitt. 

Three  years  aftei' Jiis  marriage,  Col.  .lohn  Rosenkrans  added 
to  his  .■)()()  acies  another  tract  of  70.")  acres,  adjoining  his  property 
on  the  northeast.  Tliis  was  the  Samuel  Nevill  tract,  extending 
iiom  the  Delaware  to  across  Flat  Brook,  and  from  the  Shappanack 
tract  to  beyond  the  East  and  West  New  Jersey  line,  which  is  now 
tlie  division  line  between  the  townships  of  Walpack  and  Sandys- 
tdii.  For  this  tract  he  paid  £'122,  the  deed  for  which  is  recorded 
at  Newton  (Book  T.  :{,  ]).  SD).  By  mistakes  made  in  the  Walpack 
map  in  "  Everett  &  Peck's  History"  the  "Joseph  Kirkbride" 
tract  of  .")<>()  acres  is  located  at  Shapi>anack  where  the  Alexander 
Rosenkians  tracts  of  '.)(»»  acres  is  situated,  and  the  "Ennis  &  Co." 
tract  is  located,  adjoining  it  wheie  tlie  Nevill  tract  lies.  Among 
the  family  ]ia]iersor  (!ol.  Joim  Roseid-^rans  in  the  pos.session  of  the 
writer,  is  a  deed  fidiii  several  paitiesin  Rochester  to  John  Rosen- 
krans, of  Walpack,  foi' a  thiee-foui tlis  interest  in  land  in  Ulster 
County,  the  deed  of  which  is  dated  Oct.  22nd,  17('i(i,  in  the  "sixth 
year  of  the  reign  of  King  Geoige  the  :hd."  This  land  is  on  the 
liondout,  adjoining  lands  of  .Jacob  l)e^\'itt  and  .Tolm  DeWitt,  and 
is  signed  by  Petrus  Thool  and  Antje,  his  wife,  M.  Fisher  and  Eliz- 
abeth, his  wife  ;  Jacob  (J.  Louw  and  Catharie  Louw,  Tennis  Ooster- 
hout,  Johanna  Oosterhont  and  Jacob  Oosterhout.  On  the  red  wax 
seals  opi)osite  these  names  may  yet  be  seen  standing  out  boldly  the 
red  lion  of  England,  the  symbol  of  progressiveness  and  power  and 
with  England  the  monaich  of  the  sea. 

The  deed  for  twenty  acres  of  meadow  land  from  Harmen  to 
Col.  John,  spoken  of  concerning  Haimen  (12),  begins  thus:  "This 
indenture  made  the  first  day  of  July,  172'.l,  in  the  ninth  year  of 
the  reign   of  our  Sovereign  Lord  George  the  3rd,  by  the  Grace  of 
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God  f)f  Great  Brittaiii,  France  and  Ireland,  King,  Defender  of  the 
Faith,""  ete.  Besides  these  lands  in  Sussex  Count}'  and  I'lster, 
Col.  John  Rosenkrans  owned  two  tracts,  or  farms,  amounting  to 
27.-)  acres,  in  Korthampton  Co.,  Pa.,  situated  between  Shappanack 
and  Dingman's  Choice,  one  of  which  tracts  he  received  })\  "pat- 
ent" and  the  other  by  i)Uichase  from  the  heirs  of  William  Fenn. 
He  was  one  of  the  leading  men  of  the  Delaware  Valley  and  of  the 
County — the  earliest  settlers  of  the  County  having  located  on  the 
Delaware,  among  whom  were  some  able  men.  Col.  Abraham 
A'ancampen.  Col.  John  Cleves  Synimes  and  Col.  .bjhn  Rosenkrans 
were  successively  Colonels  of  the  Delaware  N'alley.  Abraham 
Vancampen  was  Colonel  and  engaged  in  checking  the  depredations 
of  the  Indians,  17;V).  .Tolin  Cleves  Synimes  was  Commissioned 
Colonel  at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution,  and  Captain  .lohn 
Rosenkrans  was  appointed  Colonel  when  Col.  Synimes  resigned  for 
the  Judgshi]!.  May  '2H,  1777.  Col.  John  in  his  time  served  as 
Fieelujlder,  .Fustice  of  the  Peace,  Committeeman  of  Safety  before 
the  war  ;  as  Cajitain  at  its  beginning,  and  as  Colonel  from  1777  to 
its  close. 

He  was  also  an  active  Christian  ;  an  Elder  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  and  gave  the  grounds  for  the  burial  jilace  and 
the  church  erected  on  his  farm.  The  church  was  l)uilt  of  logs, 
octagonal  in  form  and  erected  about  1770.  Among  the  early  bur- 
ials there  was  the  wife  of  Col.  John  Cleves  Synimes;  the  mother- 
in-law  of  President  William  Henry  Harrison,  buried  177(i.  Her 
giave  is  on  the  biow  of  the  hill  near  the  road,  and  on  her  head- 
stone still  standing  theie  is  the  following  inscriiition :  "In  re- 
membrance of  Mis  Anna  S\  nimes.  who  was  born  Oct.,  1741;  mar- 
ried to  the  Hon.  Jno.  C.  Synimes,  3(»th  Oct.,  17(;(),  and  died  25th 
July.  177(5.  leaving  two  daughieis,  Maria  and  Anna.""  Anna 
married  William  Heiiiy  Hariison,  in  Ohio,  and  was  buried  at 
North  Bend,  O.  Her  father  was  buried  there  also  Feb,  1S14. 
Brief  recoids  as  soldiers  are  given  of  Col.  .lohn  Rosenkrans  and 
his  sons  .Iacol>,  Alexander  and  Benjamin,  in  Adjt.  Gen.  W.  S. 
Stryker's  reports  of  the  New  Jersey  soldiers  of  the  Revolution 
and  of  the  war  of  1S12,  Benjamin  having  been  in  the  latter.  In 
"  Everett  &  Peck's  History,""  p.  04  is  found  the  following:  "Col. 
John  Rosenkrans  and  Major  Samuel  Westbrook  were  also  active- 
ly engaged  during  the  war.  Col.  Rosenkrans  accompanied  Gen. 
Sullivan  in  his  campaign  against  the  Indians  of  the  upper  Sus- 
(piehanna  and  Genesee  Valley  in  1779.  Gen.  Maxwell  also  com- 
manded a  brigade  in  the  memorable  campaign.  One  batallion 
of   Col.    Rosenkrans'    regiment  was  led  by   Major   Samuel  West- 
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brook   against  a   party   of  Indians,  April  lU,    1780.     In  this   ac- 
tion Capt.  Peter  Westbrook  was  killed." 

Col.  John  kept  slaves  on  his  farm,  as  did  Isaac  Van- 
Campen  on  the  adjoining  property,  and  made  a  will,  1756, 
now  in  the  writer's  possession,  which  never  went  to  probate,  con- 
taining the  following  items  :  He  l)equeathed  to  his  "  beloved  wife 
Margaret"  the  choice  of  his  "winches,"  and  to  his  eldest  son 
John,  as  a  "birthright  gift,"  his  "shooting-gun."  In  his  last 
will,  1786,  recorded  at  the  close  of  this  biography.  Col.  John  be- 
queathed to  his  eldest  son  John  his  "  negro  boy  Cuff."  The  Van- 
Campens,  Isaac  and  his  son  Abraham  succeeded  the  Rosenkranses 
in  the  possession  of  the  Shappanack  farms,  and  they  were  suc- 
ceeded by  the  DeWitt's,  who  also  kept  slaves. 

The  following  is  copied  from  "  Everitt  &  Peck's  History  of 
Sussex,"  p.  321  concerning  a  slave  on  the  Shappanack  farm  :  "The 
DeWitt's  had  many  slaves  and  among  them  was  an  interesting 
old  servant  called  "Caesar' — Caesar  Soults  was  his  name.  New 
Jersey  abolished  slavery  (by  an  act  passed)  April  18,  1846.  By 
the  census  of  isr)(»  there  was  but  one  slave  in  Sussex  county  ;  this 
was  Caesar  Soults.  He  had  refused  to  accept  his  freedom,  cling- 
ing to  his  old  home,  and  associations,  and  choosing  to  remain  for 
the  rest  of  his  life  upon  the  farm.  The  DeWitts  had  been  kind 
to  their  slaves.  Some  two  or  three  years  before  the  death  of 
Caesar  Peter  DeWitt,  now  of  Somerville,  N.  J.,  kindly  provided 
for  the  faithful  old  servant  by  hiring  his  board  in  a  respectable 
colored  family  of  the  neighborhood,  that  of  Absolam  Raymer, 
where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  days,  being  frequently  visit- 
ed and  kindly  cared  for  by  Peter  DeWitt.  He  died  March  11, 
1860.  As  with  colored  people  generally,  his  age  was  not  certainly 
known.  Mr.  Dewitt  says  '  I  was  never  able  to  learn  the  correct 
date  of  his  birth.  My  grandfather  used  to  say  that  when  he  was 
a  young  married  man  and  just  beginning  to  farm,  Caesar  was  a 
boy  old  enough  tt)  \Ao\\\  and  from  that  circumstance  I  judge  he 
was  in  the  neighborhood  of  one  hundred  years  old  when  he  died.'  " 

The  writer  knew  all  of  the  above  parties,  except  the  "grand- 
father." and  was  thirty  years  of  age  when  Caesar  died — the  last 
slave  of  Sussex  county,  and  perhaps  of  the  State.  Col.  John 
made  his  last  will  May  l&t,  1786,  and  died  June  lath  following. 
Of  Margaret's  dealh  we  have  no  record,  though  she  was  living  at 
the  time  his  will  was  made.  No  lettered  monument  points  out 
the  place  of  their  burial,  but  it  is  probably  near  that  of  Mrs.  Anna 
Symmes.  on  the  hill  top  of  the  Shappanack  burial  ground.  Col. 
John  Rosenkrans  had  fourteen  children  :  John,  Jacob,  Orianna, 
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Orianna  -iiid,  Alexander,  ('atharine,  Charick  DeWitt.  Elijali,  Levi, 
Joseph,  I5enjamin,  Simeon,  Simeon  2nd  and  Polly.

ament and  principally  and  tirst  of  all  I  Commit  my  Body  to  the 
Earth  from  whence  it  Came,  to  be  Buried  after  a  Christian  like 
and  Decent  manner  at  the  discretion  of  my  Executors  herein  after 
mentioneil,  and  my  Soul  to  God  who  gave  it,  nothing  doubting 
but  at  the  General  Resurrection  and  day  of  Judgment  1  shall 
again  receive  the  same  by  the  mighty  power  of  Jesus  Christ  my 
most  Merciful  and  B)lessed  Saviour  and  Redeemer  who  1  trust  will 
graciously  pardon  my  sins  and  receive  my  never  dying  Soul  in 
Mercy,  Amen. 

And  as  touching  my  worldly  Estate  wherewith  it  hath  i>leased 
God  to  bless  me  in  this  present  life  1  (Hve  devise  and  disi)ose  of 
the  same  in  manner  &  form  following  viz.  first  it  is  my  will  and 
I  do  order  that  all  my  Just  Debts  and  funeral  Charges  be  fully 
paid  and  Satisfied  by  my  Executors  Imprs.  I  (xive  and  Bequeath 
unto  my  Deaily  beloved  wife  Margaret  Rosekrans  the  Command 
and  disposal  of  all  my  Estate  Real  and  Personal  until  my  Young- 
est son  Simeon  Rosekrans  is  arrived  at  the  age  of  Twenty  one 
Years  Together  with  her  Choice  and  Election  of  the  best  Room  in 
Any  of  my  Dwelling  houses  either  in  Jersey  or  Pennsylvania,  her 
Choice  of  all  the  Beds  and  I'.edding  belonging  to  me,  her  Choice 
of  the  Household  furniture  as  much  as  she  shall  think  Necessary 
with  Comfort  and  Sustenance  of  Life.  Two  Good  Milks  Cows 
well  kept  for  her  proper  use  and  Benefit  summer  and  Winter,  and 
after  her  Resigning  her  power  &  authority  herein  mentioned  and 
Granted,  when  my  said  youngest  son  Simeon  is  of  full  Age  Then 
it  is  my  will  and  positive  order  that  my  Executors  hereinafter 
named  shall  pay  or  Cause  to  be  paid  to  her  yearly  and  every  Year 
during  her  natural  Life  the  sum  of  Thirty  pounds  proem,  tuoney 
as  her  Dowrey  and  at  her  own  disposal  to  whom  she  will  at  her

Ittm   unto  niv  first  born  son  John  Rosekrans  I  Give  devise 
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and  Bequeath  unto  him  my  Negioe  boy  named  Cuff  as  his  Birth- 
liglit  over  and  Above  his  Equal  share  with  the  rest  of  my  sons. 
Im.  unto  my  Eldest  Daughter  Ariantie  the  wife  of  Abraham  Van- 
Campen  I  (iive  devise  and  Bequeth  unto  her  and  the  heirs  of 
her  Body  Lawfully  begotten  the  Just  and  full  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  pounds  proem,  money  to  be  paid  toiler  in  three  Years  af- 
ter my  sd.

27  Herman  Rosenkrans,  son  of  Dirk  (lOi.  was  born  in 
Rochester,  Ulster  Co.,  and  bap.  March  2^,  170:?.  He  was  reared 
to  farming,  and  m.  Arreantie  Oosterliout  April  29,  1725.  Arrean- 
tie  bap.  Sept.  20,  1700,  in  Rochester,  was  a  daughter  of  Tennis, 
the  son  of  Jan  .Tansen  \'anOosterhout.  As  his  name  signifies, 
he  was  Jan,  the  son  of  Jan,  from  Oosterliout,  which  is  said  to  be 
a  market  town  in  the  Province  of  North  Brabant,  Holland,  near 
Breda.  This  name,  like  many  others  of  the  early  settlers,  was 
derived  from  tlie  place  whence  he  came,  and  from  it  "Van"  has 
been  drop])ed.  Herman  Rusenkrans,  who  married  Arreantie  Oos- 
terhout,  lived  in  Rochester  till  after  the  baptism  of  three  of  his 
children,  when  he  came  to  the  Delaware  Valley,  and  settled  at 
"Teesacht,"  now  Rosetown,  Pike  Co.,  Pa.,  a  short  distance  below 
Port  Jervis.

The  church 
records  show  that  Dec.  29,  1764,  he  had  charge  of  certain  church 
property  kej)t  in  a  "chest."  As  he  was  the  tirst  Rosenkrans  set- 
tler near  the  Delaware,  in  New  York,  so  his  sons  and  grandsons 
were  the  first  settlers  in  the  Wyoming  Valley,  Pa.,  and  in  Del- 
aware Co.,  Ohio.  His  son  Daniel  purchased,  in  Pennsylvania, 
ahout  ]7(')7,  and  his  son  John  purchased  in  Ohio.

He 
was  the  son  of  VVillem,  son  of  the  emigrant  Willem  Isaacsen 
A'anN'iedenburg,  from  Holland.  He  is  said  to  have  been  the  tirst 
of  the  Fradeiiburg  faunly  to  settle  in  the  Minisink  region.  He 
liist  located  ill  the  town  of  W'esifall.  Pa.,  where  his  daughter, 
]31andina  was  born,  being  bap.  at  Port  Jervis,  May,  1738.  From 
tlieie  he  moved  to  Shiitpekoiik.  near  the  "smooth  rocks,"  in  Mon- 
tague twp.,  N.  J.  He  and  his  wife  Sara,  were  taken  into  the 
Port  Jervis  Chundi.  March  27,  17.")7,  and  he  was  made  an  elder. 
He  is  known  to  have  lived  in  the  stone  dwelling,  once  standing 
on  the  eastern  side  of  the  river  road  at  the  junction  of  that  road 
and  the  one  running  to  the  mountain  below  the  ".-mooth  rocks," 
and  which  is  supposed  to  have  been  built  i>rior  to  the  Ftench  and 
Indian  wars,  and  then  used  as  a  fort.  His  children,  baptized 
after  his  coming  to  Sliippekonk,  were  Blandina.  ba]).  Mar  :iii,  1738; 
Lydia.  bap.  Dec.  <!,  1743:  (!afhatine,  bap.  June  3(i,  I74."i:  Lydia 
2nd,  Nov.  ^.-i,  177C,  and  Wilhelmas. 

Blandina  married  Daniel  Decker,  of  Port  Jervis.  who  settled 
at  Lower  Walpack,  where  his  grandson  Daniel  D.  Decker  subse- 
(jiiently  had  tiie  ferry  at  the  bend  of  the  river.  He  was  the  fath- 
er of  Aaron  Decker,  whose  wid((w.  Jane  Brokaw,  became  the  sec- 
ond wife  of  Major  Ijenjamin  Rosenki'ans,  (47)  and  whose  diugh- 
ter,  Mrs.  Amanda  Kintnei'.  widow  of  Peter  Kintner,  and  mother 
of  Anson  R.,  of  Sandyston,  and  Martin  Kintner.  of  Newton,  is 
still  living  at  the  advanced  age  of  88  years.  I^ydia  Fradenburg 
died  yotxng  and  Catharine  disajjpeared.  Wilhelmus  married 
Elizabeth  YanGarden,  Sept   16,  1758,  and  lived  in  the  stone  house 
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of  his  father.  His  son  Aaron,  a  noted  historian,  afterward  lived 
in  the  same  house.  This  Fradenbnrg  stone  house,  which  had 
withstood  the  blasts  of  a  hundred  years  and  more,  crumbled  and 
fell  to  pieces  durin<ij  the  sixties  and  seventies,  and  has  now  dis- 
appeared. One  of  its  last  occupants  was  a  man  named  Storms, 
called  "Old  Storms,"  v/ho  constantly  stormed  the  vMskey  jug,  and 
often  carried  it  capitive  through  the  streets  of  Port  Jervis, 
where  the  writer  saw  him  during  1S.")()-.^)1,  and  a  more  whisky- 
marked  face  tlian  his  is  seldom  seen.  Stvruis  is  long  since 
departed  and  gone  to  his  final  account,  and  thousands  upon 
thousands  of  drunkards  have  followed  him,  and  yet  the  drunkards 
are  still  numerous  and  ivill  l)e,  as  long  as  whiskey  is  sold  as  a 
beverage.  "  Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation,  but  sin  is  a  re- 
proach to  any  peojile."

37  '  John  Rosenkrans,  eldest  son  of  Col.  John,  was  born  at 
Shappanack,  Walpack,  N.  J.,  July  6,  IT.Vi.  He  was  a  farmer  and 
m.  Elizabeth  YanNest,  about  1777.  She  was  probably  a  daughter 
of  Isaac  YanNest,  of  Walpack  Center,  mentioned  in  the  deed  of 
Harmen  Rosekrans  to  Col.  Jolin,  1769.  John  lived  on  the  Flat 
Brook  farm  of  the  Nevill  tract,  recently  known  as  the  Timothy  E. 
Shay  faini,  on  which  he  lived  when  his  father  died.  1786.  In  the 
division  of  his  father  s  lands,  1797,  he  retained  the  farm,  and  died 
there.  John,  with  Jacob  and  Alexander,  acted  as  Executor  of  his 
father's  estate,  and  by  the  will,  as  noticed  elsewhere,  he  received

t)orn  .Vjiril  2li,  I7.")4.  Like  his  father,  he  was  a  soldier  of  the  Rev- 
olution and  served  duiing  most  of  ihe  war  Ac(K>rding  to  Adjr. 
Stiyker's  rejiort  pj).  'M  and  87.  Jacob  was  ('a])tain  of  Co.  8,  :5id 
IJattallion,  New  Jersey  \'olunteers.  and  lesigned  Nov.  "ill,  1776. 
In  1777  he  had  I'e-entered  the-  army  and  was  second  lieutenant  in 
Capt.  Afanuel  Hover's  Co.,  third  Batraliion  and  promoted  1781. 
According  to  an  act  of  the  Conlineiital  Congiess  an  additional 
Company  was  raised  in  Sussex  county  I7S1,  and  its  olliceis  ap- 
pointed wert^  .lames  Bonnell,  ('ai)tain  ;  Jacob  I'osencrans,  Lieu- 
tenant, and  .lolin  Willing,  Ensign,  (pp.  :^:?8  and  4:!]).  After  his 
father's  death,  17S(;,  Capt  Jacob  as  an  Executor  with  his 
brothel s,  John  and  Alexander,  signed  a  receipt  still  in  the  hands 
of  Ueorge  E.  Rosenkrans  (111!)),  which  read  as  follows  :  "  We  do 
hereby  certify  that  the  sum  of  sixteen  pounds  due  from  Elijah 
Rosenkranse  for  rent  on  the  plantation  in  Pennsylvania  hath  been 
charged  and  paid  by  Alexander  Rosekranse.

As  we  learn  from  Col.  John's  will  this  payment  was  the  an- 
nual rent  for  the  two  farms  in  Pennsylvania,  then  in  possession  of 
Elijah.  The  receipt  has  no  date  to  it.  but  must  have  been  given 
lij^tween  178(;-'.).").  the  dates  of  Col.  John's  death  and  the  sale  of 
the  lands.  In  this  receijjt  Jacob  spells  his  name  Rosecrans,  but 
in  his  last  signature  found  in  his  letter  of  1818  and  elsewhere  it  is 
written  Rosencrans.  In  the  county  recoi'ds  .lacob  ai>pears  as  a 
Freeholder  from  Walpack  17S8-'.).").  In  the  division  of  his  father's 
lands,  17'.»7,  Jacob  and  Simeon  received  :il8  acres,  including  the 
homestead  and  church  grounds  which  they  sold  the  same  year  to 
their  uncle,   Nicholas  Depue,   of  Pennsylvania,   for  £'2,]0().     He 
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was  then  unmarried,  as  we  discover  froin  his  sif^nature  in  the 
deed  which  stands  alone.  In  a  letter  to  his  brother  Levi,  from 
Ohio,  1818,  we  have  the  first  record  of  his  being  married,  and 
having  children,  and  that  is  the  last  record  we  have  of  him.  This 
letter  and  the  above  receipt  with  a  bill  of  sale  of  a  negro  boy, 
"Tom,"  to  Levi  were  photographed  and  sent  to  me  by  O.  L.  R., 
(190),  of  Gluciigo;  and  the  originals  in  i)ossession  of  George  E.  R. 
(199)  of  Hammondsport,  were  also  furnished  by  his  sister,  Mrs.  A. 
E.  White. 

Jacob' s    Leitt'r  : 

State  of  Ohio,  Hamilton,  Nov.  22,  1818. 

Bear  BrotJicr : — I  once  more  take  my  pen  in  hand  to  write  you 
a  few  lines  as  I  have  hearae  nothing  from  any  of  you  since  Benja- 
min VanGorden  catne,  who  brought  me  some  letters  along,  the 
best  one  I  think  from  yon.  I  expect  you  have  heard  of  the  death 
of  Elizabeth.  She  departed  this  life  the  22iid  of  last  January. 
I  sent  a  letter  some  time  after  to  Abraham  VanCamp,  but  have 
received  no  answer,  whether  he  received  it  or  not  I  cannot  tell. 
Myself  and  children  who  live  here  are  generally  in  health.  The 
season  has  been  very  healthy.  Robert  or  Cyrus  I  have  not  heard 
from  since  some  time  in  June.  They  live  near  Urbana,  near  one 
hundred  miles  from  where  I  am  now  making  my  home,  and  ex- 
pect to  continue  until  next  spring  I  live  with  Poly,  about  six 
miles  below  Hamilton,  near  the  Great  Miami,  about  twelve  miles 
from  where  I  did  live,  and  from  where  V>  V.  lives,  at  Princetown, 
T  received  a  letter  from  brother  Elijah  lately,  who  still  appears  to 
have  a  desire  to  move  to  this  country,  and  desired  my  opinion  on 
the  propriety.  I  just  tinished  a  letter  to  him  on  the  subject— ad- 
vised him  to  move  to  this  place  with  his  family  so  as  to  be  ready 
to  buy  hinds  at  government  price  for  his  sons  on  White  River,  or 
on  the  Wabash,  a  tract  of  country  bought  from  the  Indians 
at  the  late  treaty  held  in  October  last,  and  will  not  be  sold  under 
three  years,  as  the  Indians  are  not  to  give  up  until  then.  It  is 
only  sixty  or  seventy  miles  from  this  place  to  the  northwest,  a 
good  climate  for  peojile  from  your  part  of  the  country. 

If  you  were  disposed  for  coming  to  this  country,  if  half  a  dozen 
of  your  neighbors  were  to  sell  out  and  form  a  company  you  might 
make  a  fortune  for  your  children  after  you,  but  I  would  not  advise 
people  that  are  old  and  well  off  to  quit  their  homes  if  they  are 
contented  where  they  are.  I  send  by  this  packet  a  letter  to  WiL 
Ham  Martin  who  will  spend  the  winter  at  Mount  Bethel,  where  he 
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is  maiiied,  direction  to  pay  you  on  sister  Poly  note  one  liundrfd. 
and  ten  dollars,  money  that  I  advanced  for  him  when  he  left  us 
here.  The  balance  I  shall  make  arrangement  to  pay  the  winter  or 
spring  following.  Write  me  a  letter.  Let  me  know  how  Poly  is, 
and  with  whom  she  now  lives,  and  which  of  the  brothers  have 
paid,  however  she  may  need  the  money  when  she  grows  old  more 
than  she  does  at  present,  flive  my  com  [aliments  to  youi-  wife,  to 
William  and  the  rest  of  our  family,  and  to  our  connection  in  gen- 
eral.

Jan.  1."), 
171)7,  Abraham  \'anCampen,  husband  of  Orianua,  purchased  of 
his  father  111  acres  of  land  below  the  Shappanack  tract,  which 
the  latter  had  ))urchased  of  J.  Stout,  adjoining  lauds  of  Cornelius 
Ennis,  on  the  Delaware.  May  2,  ISfis,  Abraham  jMirchased  of  the 
heirs  of  Nicholas  Depue  31s;  acies  of  land,  including  the  home- 
stead, of  the  upper  farm  received  from  Jacob  and  Simeon.  Foi' 
this  property  he  paid  £2,100.  (Liber  7  p.  4.)  May  28,  ISOl),  he  as 
an  Executor  of  his  father  Isaac,  with  the  other  heirs,  his  brother 
Isaac  and  his  daughter  Catharine,  sold  his  father's  farm  of  364 
acres,  to  Henry  DeWitt,  Jr.,  of  Kingston  (Book  S.  pp.  4  &  405.) 
Oct.  13,  1809,  Abraham  and  his  wife  Rovvena.  sola  100  acres  of 
the  Shappanack  farm  to  their  daughter  Catharine,  wife  of  John 
I.  Rosenkrans,  and  soon  after  sold  the  remainder  of  the  faini  to 
Henry  DeWitt,  Jr.,  who  subsequently  purchased  the  100  acres 
of  John  I.  Rosenkrans  and  wife,  and  thus  became  the  owner  of 
the  two  Shappanack  faims,    the  original  Alexander  Rosenkrans 
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tract  of  !I62  acres,  including  tlie  i)'2  acres  thrown  in  for  public 
roads,  etc.  These  farms  he  sold  to  his  son  John  H.  DeWitt, 
father  of  Peter,  now  of  Somerville,  N.  J.,  who  subsequently  own- 
ed and  occupied  them.  Of  the  deaths  of  Abraham  and  Rowena 
(also  written  Orianna  and  Arreantie)  we  have  no  record.  Their 
children  were  Catharine,  wife  of  John  I.  Rosenkrans  ;  Abram, 
Mary  and  Lanah,  the  three  latter,  according  to  the  will  of  their 
giandfather  Isaac  VanCampen,  were  "impotent,"  and  especially 
provided  for  in  his  will.

Stryker's  report,  p.  378, 
and  from  Everett  &  Peck's  History  of  Sussex.  As  an  executor  of 
his  father's  estate,  his  name  appears  on  the  receipt  spoken  (»f  con- 
cerning Jacob,  and  again  with  Charick  and  Elijah  in  the  quit 
claim  given  to  their  brothers,  1793.  VVe  have  found  no  record  of 
Alexander's  marriage,  but  from  these  land  records  we  learn  tliat 
he  was  married  between  171)3-'.).")  as  his  wife  Mary  signed  the  deed 
with  him  tlie  lirst  time  17'.).").  From  the  Raritan  church  records, 
Somerset  Co  ,  where  he  lived  17'.).'),  we  learn  that  his  wife's  name 
was  Mary  Mortnuui.  Alexander  Rosenkrans  and  Mary  Mortman, 
his  wife,  had  children  baptized  there  as  follows:  Anson  Peter, 
bap.  March  3rd,  1795;  Catharine  VanNest,  March  4th,  1798,  and 
Ann,  July  (1,  1800.  Alexander  had  i)urchas'^d  a  farm  of  li'r2  acres 
at  Bridgewater,  on  which  he  lived  and  which  he  sold  to  R.  Plair, 
April  1,  1801 .  (  Book  H.  p.  034. )  Since  this  sale  by  Alexander  do 
public  record  has  been  found  of  him  or  his  family,  though  much 
sought  after  in  central  New  York,  where  Charick  lived  179."),  and 
where  .loseph  had  gone  still  earliei-,  However  Selim  B.  R.  (193) 
reports  that  Alexander  after  leaving  New  Jersey  settled  near  Ha- 
vana, Schuyler  Co.,  N.  Y..  and  died  there.  He  says  in  a  letter, 
March  Id.  IS'.)7,  that  prior  to  1S49,  he  with  his  parents  of  Ham- 
mondsport,  visited  Alexander's  family  in  Schuyler  Co.,  three 
miles  north  of  Havana  ;  that  his  daughter  "  Caty  "  married  a  Mr. 
Voorhes,  whom  they  also  visited  near  tliere.  and  that  Caty  Voor- 
hes  had  a  son  .lohn,  who  subsequently  taught  school  in  Hani- 
mondsport.  He  further  says  that  N'oorhes  afterward  went  and 
settled  near  Beaver  Dam,  Dodge  Co.,  Wis.,  where  he  visited 
them  in  the  fall  of  '49,  and  that  John  Voorhes  was  subseiiuently 
killed  by  a  "yoke  of  cattle."

was  born  Feb.  il."),  1761,  and  from  her  father's  will.  ]7S6,  we  learn 
that  she  was  then  a  widow  Woodard.  She  afterward  married  John 
Pelton,  perhaps  i)rior  to  \7'.)'S,  as  at  that  date  his  name  appears  as 
a  witness  on  the  quit  claim  deed  given  by  Alexander,  Charickand 
Elijah  to  their  l)rothers.  In  171)0,  John  Pelton  and  Catharine  sold 
land  in  Hopewell,  N.  J.,  and  subsequently  settled  in  Newark, 
where  he  died  after  the  birth  and  baptism  of  several  children, 
among  whom  weie  Robert,  John  and  Elijah  Rosenkrans  Pelton, 
bap.  April  lo,  isoo.  Elijah  R.  married  a  Freeman,  of  Branch- 
ville,  N.  J.,  and  1S19 -21  was  in  the  coal  business  in  Mew  York, 
where  Catharine  Pelton,  then  a  widow,  also  lived,  as  we  learn  from 
the  city  directories  of  those  dates.  Report  says  rhat  she  afterward 
mari'ied  a  Mr.  Silver,  and  went  to  Stafen  Island.  These  latter 
facts  we  have  learned  from  Mr.  J.  M.  Pelton.  X.  Y.,  genealogist 
of  the  Pelton  family,  for  whom  the  writer  furnished  an  account 
of  Catharine  Koseidvians'  ancestors. 

43  CnAiacK  DeWitt  Rose.\ki:axs,  son  of  Col.  John,  was  bap. 
Nov.  2C),  17(!4,  and  according  to  the  church  record  married  Mar.  2, 
1788,  Catrina  Van(;arden,  probably  of  VVali)ack,  as  the  Nantnir- 
dens  then  lived  there.  Charick,  in  company  with  his  brothers, 
Alexander  and  Klijali,  received  the  Pennsylvania  lands  left  by 
their  father,  the  last  of  which  they  sold  17'.)5.  Charick  probably 
lost  his  wife  prior  to  this,  and  married  again,  as  in  the  land  sale 
his  wife's  name  aripears  as  Sarah.  He  was  then  living  in  Tioga, 
Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  is  tie  first  of  the  Ro.senkrans  name  found  to  have 
settled  in  central  New  York,  the  future  home  of  many  of  the  fam- 
ily. His  family  has  not  been  found  in  New  York,  but  he  prob- 
ably lived  in  the  vicinity  of  Havana,  where  Alexander  subse- 
quently settled,  and  when  Alexander's  family  went  to  Wisconsin, 
he  wiHi  his  family  went  there  also.  That  he  was  afterward  living 
there  is  confirmed  by  Selim  B.  Rosenkrans,  of  Webster  City, 
Iowa,  who  says  in  a  letter.  lSi)3.  that  '"several  years  ago  I  receiv- 
ed a  letter  from  a  lady,  if  I  recollect  right,  at  Uelivan,  Wis.,  who 
informed  me  that  she  was  living  with  her  father  Charick  Rosen- 
krans, a  very  old  man.  1  think  she  informed  me  who  he  was,  but 
it  has  passed  from  my  recollection.  We  corresponded  for  some 
time.  I  aftei wards  heard  some  ]iarticulars  of  the  family  from 
a  family  who  moved  here  from  there"  As  this  Charick  Rosen- 
krans was  a  very  old  man.  he  was  probably  the  son  of  Col.  John, 
born  1704,  as  we  know  of  no  other  Cliarick  who  could  have  lived 
there  as  an  old  man  at  such  a  time. 

44  Dr.  Eli.iaii  RoseCrant,  son  of  Col.    John   Rosenkrans, 
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was  horn  in  Walpack,  N.  J.,  August  28,  177().  At  the  first  divis- 
ion of  liis  father's  lands,  17i)8.  he  and  Alexander  and  Charick 
([uit  claimed  to  their  brothers  the  lands  in  New  Jersey,  and,  as 
elsewhere  stated,  received  for  themselves  the  275  acres  in  Penn- 
sylvania, the  last  of  which  they  sold  in  1795.  Dr.  Elijah  con- 
tinued his  lesidence  in  Walpack  during  these  times  and  immedi- 
ately before  the  sale  of  the  lands  had  charge  over  them,  paying 
the  rent  to  the  three  executors,  as  seen  in  the  receipt  mentioned 
concerning  Jacob  CiS).  As  the  other  two  brothers  had  married 
and  moved  away,  one  to  Somerset  Co.,  N.  J.,  and  the  other  to 
Tioga  Co..  N.  Y.,  he  probably  brought  about  the  sale  of  the  lands, 
but  was  meanwhile  i»ursiiing  his  studies  at  home  or  elsewhere,  in 
attaining  the  literary  position  which  he  afterwards  occupied  as  a 
college  graduate,  cleigyman  and  physician.  He  graduated  from 
Ruther's  college  17'.tl.  The  record  there  says  he  was  "Elijah 
Rosekrantz  R.  D.  Clergyman,  Paramus,  N.  J.'"  He  was  the  hrst 
Rosenkrans  known  to  have  graduated  in  this  country.  Aug.  11, 
17i)4,  he  received  from  Peter  Studdiford  a  certilicate  that  he  had 
studied  theology  with  him  sixteen  months  and,  Oct.  H,  171)4,  re- 
ceived from  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  (!hurch  of  Ameri- 
ca a  license  declaring  that  he  was  qualitied  and  authorized  to 
preach  as  a  candidate  of  that  church.  Sei)tember  13,  17'.)1»,  he  re- 
ceived from  two  physicians,  Moses  Scott  and  Charles  Smitli,  a 
certificate  declaiing  that  he  was  qttalitied  to  practice  as  a  physi- 
cian and  surgeon,  and  Oct.  1,  17'.)'.).  he  received  from  two  judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  Alexander  Kirkpatrick  and  Elisha  Boudi- 
nof,  a  license  to  practice  as  a  physician  and  surgeon  in  the  State 
of  New  Jersey.  These  documents  are  in  the  possession  of  his 
grandson.  W.  D.  Rosencrantz,  of  Hohokus,  N.  J. 

About  the  year  18()(),  Dr.  Elijah  RoseGrraut,  as  he  seems  to 
have  written  his  name  since  that  date,  settled  at  Hohokus  and 
commenced  the  ijractice  of  his  profes.sion.  Another  document 
in  the  hands  of  W.  D.  R.  (17(5),  dated  Dec.  26,  ISOS,  shows  that 
Dr.  Elijah  was  appointed  by  Major  W.  M.  liell  Surgeon" s 
Mate  of  the  2nd  Reg.  of  Bergen  County  Brigade  of  Mili- 
tia, which  apiiointnient  was  conlirmed  by  Gov.  Joseph 
Bloomtield,  Capt  (Jen.  of  the  State  Militia.  He,  as  the 
records  show,  purchased.  ]Sii4,  the  ancient  stone  residence  at 
Hohokus  called  the  "Hermitage,"  previously  owned  by  "Mad- 
am Provost,"  who  was  there  courted  and  married  by  Aaron  Burr. 
The  Doctor  purchased  the  property  the  same  year  that  Hamil- 
ton and  Burr  fought  a  duel  at  Weehawken,  on  the  Hudson,  in 
which  the  former  was  killed.    June  14,  1S()7,  Doctor  Elijah  married 
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Cornelia Siiffern, daughter  of  John  Siiffern,  and  took  np  his  resi- 
dence at  the  "  Hermitage."  In  1808  the  names  of  Elijah  lloseGrant 
and  Cornelia  RoseCrrant  were  signed  as  witnesses  to  the  sale  of  a 
negro  hoy  to  his  brother  Levi,  of  which  pnrchase  a  hill  of  sale  is  re- 
corded in  connection  with  Levi's  name.  This  is  the  tirst  instance 
found  where  he  wrote  his  name  in  this  manner.  Ilis  name  and 
that  of  his  wife  also  appear  in  the  Tioga  County  records  as  pur- 
chasers ol  some  real  estate  of  her  father,  John  Sutfern.  of  Rock- 
land Co.,  N.  Y  .  June  4,  18:28,  and  again  in  the  sale  of  the  same 
land  to  Isaac  Carter.  Jr.,  Feb.  1,  1830.  Dr.  Elijah  died  at  Hoho- 
kus  Aug.  20,  1832.  and  Cornelia  his  wife  died  April  30,  185U. 
Their  children  were  John.  George  Suflfern.  Elijah  and  Andrew. 
4.")  Levi   ]?osenki!ans,  son  of  Col.  John,  was  boin  in  Wal- 

pack,  N.  .1.,  Ajjril  23,  1768.  In  the  division  of  his  father's  lands 
he  and  Benjamin  received  671  acres,  mostly  of  the  Nevill  tract,  on 
the  northeast,  which,  in  1800.  they  divided,  Benjamin  taking  his 
portion  on  the  extreme  northeast,  while  Levi's  was  situated  be- 
tween that  and  the  Shappanack  tract,  and  extended  from  the  Del- 
aware over  the  ridge  to  beyond  Flat  Brook,  but  he  must  have 
added  to  his  tract  later  as  he  afterwards  sold  about  560  acres.  In 
1801  he  sold  to  Andrew  Suable  a  farm  of  175  acres,  on  Flat  Brook, 
now  owned  by  Isaac  S.  Rundle.  Levi's  house  was  a  frame  build- 
ing, well  known  by  the  writer,  of  fair  appearance  with  a  porch 
along  the  entire  front,  facing  the  road  southeast.  It  stood  on  a 
plateau  about  six  or  seven  rods  west  of  the  Samuel  Sheets  build- 
ing, now  standing  on  the  premises.  Levi  mairied  Polly  Ilankin- 
son.  of  Stillwater,  1707.  and  there  on  the  Delaware  within  one- 
fourth  of  a  mile  of  my  grandfather  Benjamin's  house,  he  reared 
his  six  sons.  He  was  a  farmer,  business  man  and  school  teacher, 
having  taught  at  Wali)ack  Centre  two  miles  south  of  his  home, 
near  Flat  Brook,  where  his  son  William  afterwards  taught.  In 
1827,  he  acted  as  Executor  of  the  estate  of  Catharine  Rosenkrans, 
daughter  of  his  brother  John. 

In  1808,  he  purchased  a  slave  boy  called  "Tom,"  perhaps  in 
Bergen  County,  as  his  brother  Elijah  aiid  wife  who  lived  there 
were  witnesses  to  the  purchase  of  the  slave,  but  whether  "Tom" 
was  most  useful  in  scaring  away  the  Indians,  or  in  hoeing  the 
corn  on  the  sandy  river  flats,  or  what  became  of  him  we  have  never 
learned.  The  following  is  the  bill  of  sale  of  the  negro  boy  "Tom" 
to  Levi :  "Know  all  men  by  these  Presents,  that  I.  Henry  Van 
Emburghs  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  to  me  in  hand  paid  by  Levi  Rosenkrans,  of  the  County  of 
Sussex,  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  the  receipt  whereof  I  do  here- 
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by  acknowlpdge,  have  granted,  bargained  and  sold,  and  by  these 
presents  do  grant,  bargain  and  sell  unto  the  said  Levi  Rosenkrans 
a  certain  negro  boy  named  Tom  about  sixteen  years  of  age,  to 
have  and  to  hold  the  said  negro  boy  to  (he  said  Levi  Rosenkrans, 
his  executors  and  administrators  and  assigns  forever  and  I,  the 
said  Henry  \'an  Emburghs,  do  for  myself,  my  heirs,  executors 
and  administrators  covenant  and  agree  with  the  said  Levi  Rosen- 
krans, his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  to  Lave  and  to 
hold  the  said  negro  boy  to  the  said  Levi  Rosenkrans,  his  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns,  against  the  lawful  claims  and  demands 
of  all  and  every  person  and  persons  whatsoever.  In  witness 
whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  fourteenth 
day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eight.  Sealed  and  delivered  in  the  presence  of  us." 
Elijau  RoskGi;ant, 
CoKXELiA  Rose(ti:ant. Henky  VanEmburghs. 

As  Lt^vi"s  brother  Josepli  and  two  sons,  William  and  Aaron, 
had  gone  to  Sreuben  Co.,  N.  Y.,  Lnvi  sold  out  and  went  there 
also,  selling  four  acres  of  land  to  Harry  and  Titus  West,  1827  ;  105 
acres  to  Henry  Herk,  1N:S1  ;  -20  acres  to  Mrs.  Cornelia  DeVVitt, 
1S32,  and  the  balance  of  ].")()  acres  to  Henry  Berk,  May  1(»,  1832. 
When  he  left  New  Jersey  he  purchased  a  farm  near  Wayland, 
where  he  lived  for  many  years,  but  eventually  sold  his  farm  and 
moved  to  Hammondsport,  near  the  residence  of  his  son  Aaron. 
A  loniantic  story  of  Levi's  early  courtship  was  told  me  by  my 
grandfather,  John  Lay  ton,  Esq..  about  1847  or  1S4S.  Polly  Han- 
kinson,  from  across  the  Blue  Ridge,  had  once  visited  at  the  house 
nf  John  Liiytons  father  and  he  afterward  visited  her  in  return  at 
her  father's  house,  when  she  related  to  him  the  following  incident: 

Sometime  prior  to  tiiis  visit  she  had  attended  some  public 
gathering  on  horseback.  After  starting  for  her  home,  a  young 
man,  also  on  horseback,  came  riding  up  behind  her  with  the 
apparent  intention  of  approaching  by  her  side,  when  deeming  his 
action  somewhat  presumptuous  she  put  spurs  to  iier  horse  and  left 
him  in  the  distance  to  turn  about  or  i)ur.sue  his  onward  Journey 
chagrined  and  alone.  The  young  man  on  horseback  was  Levi 
Rosenkrans  After  consideration,  Polly  concluded  that  she  had 
l)een  somewhat  hasty  in  thus  leaving  Ijim,  and  regretted  having 
done  so.  Jolin  Layton,  being  a  friend  of  both,  tendered  his  services 
in  the  way  of  an  apology,  or  explanation  to  Levi  Levi  renewed 
his  attentions  with  good  success,  and  they  were  eventually  mar- 
ried at  Stillwater,  as  the  church  records  show.     The  following  rec- 
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Old  is  found  there  :  "  Married— at  the  home  of  her  father,  in  Still- 
water, Polly  Hankinson  to  Levi  Rosenkrans,  of  Walpack." 
(Polly's  name  is  also  found  written  Mary  and  Maria.) 

Though  not  a  church  member,  Levi  was  a  practical  Christian, 
I  am  told,  and  confessed  the  Saviour  at  the  family  table.  Mary, 
as  usually  called,  is  said  to  have  been  a  motherly  woman,  a  Chris- 
tian and  a  church  worker.  Levi  became  blind  in  his  old  age,  and 
died  in  Hammondsport,  1844.  About  two  years  later  Mary  was 
mairied  again  to  an  old  friend  <»f  her  youthful  days,  and  after 
whom  she  seems  to  have  named  one  of  her  children,  a  Mr.  Egbert 
then  living  near  Ithaca.  N.  V.  She  went  and  lived  there  until  his 
death,  is.^o,  after  which  she  returned  to  Steuben  County  and  died 
at  the  houie  of  her  son  William  Hosenkrans.  in  Wayland,  N.  Y., 
1S(;S.  aged  eighty-nine  years.  The  children  of  Levi  Rosenkrans 
and  PcMly  Hankinson  were  William,  Aaron,  Levi  DeWitt, 
Cyrus  Pjgbert,  Joseph  and  James. 

4()  Joseph  Rosexki;.\xs,  son  of  Col.  John  and  twin  brother 

of  Benjamin,  was  boin  in  Walpack.  N.  J.,  Dec.  ■)].  1770.  Hem. 
Sept.  7,  i7'.t(),  Jemima  Emins,  of  Walpack,  daughter  of  John 
Emiiis,  bap.  1746.  John  was  the  son  of  Nicholas  Emins,  and 
Catrina  Rosenkrans,  sister  to  Col.  John.  He  settled  on  the  Wal- 
pack Ridge,  near  Shaj)panack,  17."")4,  and  was  undoubtedly  the  son 
of  John  Emins,  who  settled  on  the  Delaware  \T2U.  John  Emins, 
tile  father-in-law  ot  Joseph  Rosenkrans,  was  one  of  the  lirst  to  go 
from  Sussex  to  Tioga  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  he  died  prior  to  I7'.)S. 
David  Whittaker,  a  Yankee  scliool  teacher  from  Ct)nnecticiit,  as 
his  g'andsun.  Rev.  D.  W.  Rosenkrans  ( ISl  i  informs  me,  mairied 
Lanah  Emmans,  a  sister  to  .leniima,  and  settled  at  Savonn.  ].iu/,eine 
Co.,  N.  Y.,  as  a  merchant  and  buuber  dealei',  and  Joseph  went 
there  also  previous  to  17'.)S,  as  the  land  records  show  that  Oct.  'J'.K 
171)8,  Joseph  .sold  to  John  Emmons,  Jr.,  his  interest  in  the  estate 
of  John  Emmons,  deceased,  for  "Hve  shillings  "'     (  Book  -J,  p.  344. ) 

The  date  of  Joseph  Rosenkrans"  first  purchase  of  land  in 
Tioga  County  is  not  found  in  the  records  there,  but  may  be  record- 
ed at  Albany.  His  sales  and  purchases  found  there  are  as  follows  : 
He  sold  real  estate  to  Ezra  Smith.  M'.M  ;  to  Taylor  &  Barnes,  1804. 
He  purchased  of  Taylor  &  Barnes.  18i>."),  and  of  Samuel  Fountain 
1808.  June  10,  1810.  Joseph  was  living  at  Elmira.  and  sold  land 
to  James  and  D.  (rorden.  Elmira  was  then  in  Tioga  County,  as 
Chemung,  of  which  it  is  the  shire  town,  was  not  taken  from  Tioga 
till  1836.  July  20,  1811,  Joseph  was  living  in  Owego,  and  sold  his 
last  real  estate  in  the  county  to  Wait  Smith,  prior  to  his  removal 
to  Steuben  County,  where  he  purchased,  1810,  as  the  first  Rosen- 
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krans  settler  in  Steuben  County.  His  purchase  there  was  from 
Nicholas  Low,  vvlio  sold  also  to  Elijah  Rosenkrans,  son  of  John 
(o7),  1S17,  and  to  one  Jacob,  perhaps  the  brother  of  Joseph,  1821. 
Joseph  reuuuned  near  Ilammondsiiort  till  1S27,  when  he  purchased 
a  farm  at  Avoca,  near  Wallace,  where  he  died  j\Iay  '24,  1S;]7.  His 
wife  died  June  -^4,  IS'A'2.  His  faini,  near  Wallace,  came  into  the 
possession  of  his  son  Joseph,  and  after  his  death  into  that  of  his 
son  Aubert  D.  Rosenkrans,  who  still  lives  thereon. 

As  before  stated.  Joseph  was  the  lirst  of  the  family  to  go  to 
Steuben  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  many  of  his  kindred  followed  him. 
Like  Joseph  of  old,  he  was  probably  led  Providentially  into  a 
strange  but  a  good  land  for  the  benefit  of  himself  and  his  kindred, 
though  perhaps  to  him,  as  to  the  other  Joseph  going  to  Egypt, 
the  hand  of  Providence  was  unrecognized  at  the  time.  Joseph, 
like  Joseph  of  old,  also  drew  after  him  some  of  his  brethren  and 
kindred,  though  Benjamin,  his  younger  l)rother,  remained  in  the 
land  of  his  fathers,  whose  descendants  became  numerous.  Jos- 
eph's children  were  David,  Levi,  John,  Abram,  Aaron,  Cynthia, 
Elijah  and  Joseph. 

47  MA.roR  BEN.rAMiN  Rosenkraxs,  twin  brother  of  Joseph, 

and  son  of  Col.  John  (l(i),  was  born  I)ecend)er  31,  1770,  on  the 
upper  farm  of  the  Rosenkrans  tract  of  land  on  the  Delaware  pur- 
chased by  his  grandfather  Alexander,  17-.",).  He  m.  Oct.  27,  1700, 
Margaret  Schoonover,  born  in  VValpack  Xov.  1(1,  1774,  daughter 
of  Nicholas,  grandson  of  Nicholas  Schoonlioven,  who  in  company 
with  his  brotlier-in  law  Tiiomas  Brink,  purchased  1,210  acres  of 
land  at  Lower  VVal[)ack,  just  above  the  river  bend  Oct.  10,  172.9, 
and  donated  and  deeded  17:57,  to  the  "Christian  people"  of  that 
community  the  church  and  burial  grounds  for  the  Firot  Walpack 
Church,  near  the  bend.  The  original  deed  for  these  grounds,  in 
its  quaint  form  and  spelling,  as  found  in  Everett  &  Peck's  his- 
toi'y,  1).  321),  is  hei-ewirh  presented  : 

"To  all  Christian  people  to  whom  these  i)rances  Shall  Com 
Know  ye  that  we  thoiiias  Brink  and  nicklas  Schoonhovan  of  Wall- 
pack  in  the  County  of  hunterdon  Yeoman  Know  yea  that  we  Do 
Send  greten  Know  yea  that  we  thomas  Brink  and  nicklas  Schoon- 
hovan that  we  have  and  do  this  Give  gran  and  by  these  prances 
do  give  grant  for  the  Love  good  will  and  afexshans  which  we  do 
Bair  towards  the  inhabts  of  Wallpack  and  the  near  inhabitons 
thar  a  bout  an  we  do  give  and  grant  unto  the  inhabitons  above 
Riten  all  and  Sigeler  that  Lot  or  jtarsal  of  Land  Lying  an  Sittu 
and  beinge  in  Wallpack  Buting  Bounding  as  tollngs  Beging  at 
the  northwess  Corner  of  the  Buring  yard  at  a  Red  oak  tree  markt 
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with  three  notches  on  tlie  sides  Running  from  the  fence  Sonerle 
to  a  wite  oak  tree  marlv  witli  tliree  noches,  Riming  akjng  to  a 
Black  oak  tree  niarkt  witii  three  notclies  a  corner  tre  th^n  Runing 
easterle  to  a  corner  a  Blacls.  oak  niarl^itecl  witli  thiee  notclies  from 
thence  Northt-rle  to  a  Bhiclv  oais^  Corner  tree  maiket  on  two  sides 
with  tliiee  notclies  from  thence  to  the  foiist  Sfaslion  Containing 
about  fore  ackers  moreso  or  Les  to  Gether  with  all  the  Rites,  titls 
intrest  clames  and  Demands  what  so  ever  we  now  have  and  which 
any  or  ever  of  our  heirs  Executors  Administiators  or  a  Signs  may 
hear  after  have  of  or  to  the  Said  Granted  Premises  or  any  part 
there  of  have  and  to  hold  the  Said  Pece  or  Lot  of  Land  unto  the 
above  Written  iiihabtines  them  their  ares  asines  Execters  admini 
without  any  maner  of  Conditions  we  the  said  tliomas  Brink  an 
nickles  Schoonh(jvan  have  fully  freely  and  absolutely  and  forever 
own  accord  Set  and  Put  in  furdcr  testimony  in  witness  whaieof 
we  have  liear  unto  Set  our  hands  and  Seales  this  first  day  of  feb- 
ery  in  this  tenth  year  of  his  magesty  King  George  an  anodomney

Nicholas  Schoonhoven  above  mentioned,  m.  Ne^ltie  Vander 
Schuyven,  17()(i,  -Jud  Weyntjen  Kwik,  and  had  sons,  Thumas  and 
William.  He  was  a  brother  of  Rudolph  Schoonhoven  (bap)  at 
Kingston,  September  -Jl.  ITd."),  who  settled  in  Smilhtield,  Pa.,  and 
a  son  of  Ilendiick  Claasz  Schoonhoven,  whose  wife  was  Cornelia 
Swartwout,  daughter  of  f^jeloff,  the  first  Sheriff  of  Ulster  County, 
New  York.  The  fatlier  of  Hendrick  Claas  was  "Claas  Ilendrickse 
VanSchoonhoven"'  who  came  fjom  Utrecht.  Holland,  to  Fort 
Oiauge  I  .Vlliany)  16.-)4,  a  carpenter  who  dealt  in  real  estate,  and 
died  there,  March  l."),  IdCd.  As  noticed  in  formation  of  names  the 
Van  in  this  name  has  i»een  droj)pt-d  and  Schoonhoven  has  been 
changed  to  Sclioonover.  The  original  Schooidioven  farm  on 
which  was  built  the  first  Waljjack  church  and  on  which  Margaret 
Schoonover  was  born  is  now  owned  and  occnjiied  by  Daniel  S. 
Smith,  who  married  Amanda  Rosenkrans  (2.-)6),  granddaughter  of 
Margaret.  The  old  church  stood  on  the  west  side  of  the  '"Old 
Mine  Road"'  al)out  2<»  or  25  rods  northeastward  of  where  the  farm- 
house now  stands.  As  previously  stated,  Levi  and  Benjamin  3  797 
received  671  acres  of  the  North  Eastern  portion  of   their   father's. 
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lands,  and  in  1800  they  divided  their  tract,  Benjamin  taking  878 
acres  on  the  extreme  northeast  extending  over  the  east  and  west 
Jersey  line,  and  from  tlie  river  to  his  brother  John's  farm  along 
Fiat  Brook.  In  18(H)  Benjamin  purchased  at  sheriff's  sale  -iC)  acres 
adjoining  his  land  on  the  northeast,  and  the  lands  of  John  Brink 
and  (ieorge  Coss.  This  was  deeded  to  him  by  Sheriff  James  Gus- 
tin.  (Book  V.  p.  204.)  Benjamin  settled  on  the  western  portion 
of  his  lands  at  the  jiver  and  sold  farms  from  his  tract  to  three  of 
his  sons,  John  B.,  Nicholas  and  Elijah.  Major  Benjamin" s  house 
was  built  southeast  of  the  river  road  one-fourth  of  a  mile  up  the 
Delaware  from  Levi's.  About  twenty-tive  or  thirty  rods  above  the 
house  was  a  large  and  ever  flowing  spring  of  excellent  water,  run- 
ning by  his  door,  across  the  road  and  to  the  river.  His  house  was 
originally  built  of  hewn  logs,  but  before  the  writer's  time  had 
been  enlarged  by  a  frame  building  attached  to  it,  with  a  stone 
chimney  and  fire  place  as  all  dwellings  had  in  those  days. 

West  of  the  road  and  oi)[)osite  the  house  was  an  orchard  of 
summer,  fall  and  winter  apples  of  splendid  varieties,  while  around 
the  house  was  the  largest  and  finest  yearly  supply  of  large  English 
red  cherries  that  the  writer  ever  beheld.  All  these  he  generously 
shared  with  his  children  and  grandchildren,  as  the  writer  well 
knows  from  many  and  hapi)y  experiences.  To  his  honor  and  that 
of  his  family  it  may  be  added,  that  of  himself  and  his  six  sons 
who  grew  to  manhood,  and  raised  families,  being  accustomed  to 
drink  of  the  ever  flowing  water  near  the  door,  preferred  it  to  whis- 
key, none  of  whom  were  ever  known  to  be  intoxicated  though  liquor 
was  kept  by  all  farmers  in  those  days  and  used  in  the  hay  and  har- 
vest fields.  Tile  most  notable  thing  recollected  concerning  his  grand- 
mother Margaret — the  writer  liaving  been  but  twelve  years  of  age 
when  she  died,  was  to  see  her  standing  in  front  of  the  old  op  n  fire 
place  with  a  long  handled  frying  pan  in  her  hands  baking  wheat 
cakes,  called  thin  pancakes,  each  one  covering  the  bottom  of  the 
pan,  and  to  see  her  flop  them  over  safe  and  sound  without  a 
turner.  Bat  the  most  enjoyable  thing  connected  with  it  was  to 
eat  of  those  large  brown  cakes,  well  covered  with  butter  and 
maple  syrup. 

M;irgaret.  wife  of  Major  Benjamin  Rosenkrans,  died  February 
1st,  1S42,  and  was  buried  at  Peters  Valley  Reformed  Dutch 
Church,  erected  1888.  Major  Benjamin  served  in  the  war  of  1812, 
in  "the  2nd  Regiment  of  Detailed  Militia,  Col.  John  Seward  com- 
manding from  September  5,  to  December  9,  1814,"  (Adjt.  Stry- 
ker's  Report. )  He  ranked  as  Colonel,  and  was  ever  called  Colonel 
Rosenkrans  in  his  own  neighborhood  and  the  county,  where  he  was 
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known.  He  was  a  man  of  modest  and  unassnmine;  character,  and 
universally  respected.  He  acted  as  Colonel  and  officer  of  the  day 
at  the  general  trainings  in  Walpack,  which  were  continued  till 
about  1840.  He  was  a  large  man  and  noted  for  his  commanding 
appearance  on  horseback  on  those  occasions.  In  1840  a  Demo- 
cratic political  meeting  was  held  at  Tiittie's  Corner,  in  Sandyston, 
at  which  Walpack  was  rejiresented  l)y  a  wagon  diawn  by  thirty- 
seven  ]iairs  of  horses,  one  for  each  state,  and  on  each  near  horse 
sat  a  l>oy  rider,  the  \\iiter  being  one  of  tliem.  In  the  wagon  were 
some  cons])icuous  men  of  Walpack,  and  the  one  whom  the  people 
"most  deliglited  to  honor.""  l)earing  aloft  ihe  cap  of  liberty,  was 
Colonel  Benjamin  Rosenkrans. 

After  the  death  of  his  wife,  1842,  though  more  than  seventy 
years  of  age  he  m.  Jane  Brokaw,  widow  of  Aaron  Decker,  a 
very  line  old  lady,  wiio  outlived  him  several  years.  Jane  Brokaw 
was  a  daugiiter  of  Abram  Brokaw,  who  lived  on  the  Brink,  or 
John  Lay  ton,  Jr..  farm,  on  Flat  Brook,  and  kept  slaves  before  the 
Revolution.  Colonel  Benjamin,  like  his  biother  Levi  was  a  strict- 
ly moral  num,  and  religiously  invoked  a  blessing  at  the  family 
table,  though  not  a  church  nipudier.  He  died  December  lio,  1848, 
and  was  buried  beside  his  wife  Margaret,  at  Peter's  Valley  i^Bevans 
P.  ().)  where  suitable  he-adstones  mark  theii'  graves.  Like  his 
fatlipr,  Colonel  John,  he  had  fourtnen  children,  thirteen  of  whom 
lived  to  marry  and  raise  families,  showing  a  list  of  IK)  grandchil- 
dren, and  more  descendants  than  any  of  the  sons  of  Colonel  John. 
His  children  were  :  Rachael,  John  B.,  Roanna,  Nicliolas.  Avert, 
Levi,  Maria,  Abram.  Elijah.  Sallie,  Amanda,  Lucinda,  Anson, 
who  died  young,  and  Margaret. 

48  SiMKoN  RosKN'  uANs.  SOU  of  CoIohpI  Jolui,  born  May  fi. 
1772,  died  in  infancy. 

49  Dr.  Simkox  Rosknki!.\ns,  second  of  the  name,  and 
youngest  son  of  Colonel  John,  was  born  in  Walpack,  Maich  (5, 
177,5.  He  was  but  eleven  years  of  age  when  his  father  died,  whose 
will  required  that  his  lands  should  not  be  disjjosed  of  till  Simeon 
became  of  age,  then  to  be  divided  among  his  sons,  nine  of  whom 
were  living  when  he  died.  At  the  division,  171)7,  Jacob  and  Sim- 
eon as  before  mentioned,  received  318  acres  including  the  home- 
stead buildings,  and  church  jiroperty,  which  they  sold  the  same 
year  to  Nicholas  Depue,  of  Smithlield,  Pa.  Simeon  married  17'.tii. 
S.u-ah  Shoemaker  born  1780,  and  according  to  report  lived  with 
and  kept  house  a  year  or  two  for  his  brother,  Dr.  Elijah,  at  Hoho- 
kus,  X.  J.,  where  he  evidently  studied  medicine  with  him.  Sarah 
was  probably  a  daughter  of  Henry  Shoemaker,  of  Walpack  (novi 
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Pahaquarry),  whose  sons  Daniel  and  John  settled  in  Walpack. 

On  May  S,  isoo,  Simeon  purchased  of  Jacob  Cole  a  farm  of 
185  acres  below  \Vaipack  Centre,  now  known  as  the  Richard  Stoll 
farm,  recently  purchased  by  the  wife  of  Stewart  Layton,  of 
Branchville.  Simeon  probably  built  the  stone  house  still  standing 
on  the  premises.  In  1811  he  purchased  2!)  acres  adjoining  lands 
of  Asa  Rosenkrans  and  Isaac  VanNest.  which  he  sold  to  Asa  1815. 
Prior  to  18:!(i,  Dr.  Simeon's  son  John,  kept  a  small  store  in  the 
house  where  his  father  lived,  which  store  he  removed  to  the  vil- 
lage above  (Peters  Valley, )  and  which  he  lost  by  fire,  1836.  Dr. 
Simeon  farmed  and  practiced  medicine  in  Walpack  for  nearly 
forty  years  and  raised  a  family  of  twelve  children,  none  of  whose 
descendants  are  now  known  to  live  in  Sussex  County.  He  x^"!'- 
chased  real  estate  in  Steuben  County,  N.  Y..  1839,  where  his 
brothels,  Joseph  and  Levi  had  gone  before  him  and  settled  at 
Cohocton,  wilt-re  he  died  August  22,  1S41.  His  wife,  Sarah  died 
there  May  25,  185;i.  Their  children  were:  Belinda,  Oliver,  James 
Oliver,  Dr.  Henry  S.,  Simeon,  John,  Charick,  Samuel  S.,  Margaret 
DeWitt,  Julia  Maria,  Charles  Jayne  and  Ann  Catharine.  His 
descendants  are  very  mucli  scattered  from  New  York  to  Montana 
and  Indian  Territory. 

50  Polly  Rosenkrans,   youngest  child   of  Colonel  John, 

was  born  July  (>,  1777,  the  year  that  her  father  was  made  Colonel 
in  the  war  of  the  Revolution  She  never  married  and  died  in  the 
county  where  she  was  born. 

HERMAN  ROSENKRANS  (27)  and  Arreantle  Oosterhout  had 
six  children. 

61  Dii;k  Roskxki;.\xs,  son  of  llernum    (27),    was   (bap.)   at 

Kingston,  N.  Y..  July  (i.  172(5.  While  living  with  his  parents  at 
Rosetown,  Pa.,  he  ni.,  August  21,  1747,  Calrina  A'anAuken,  of 
Port  Jervis,  daughter  of  Abraham  N'anAuken  (bap.)  1<»!J'.).  Abra- 
ham wa^  son  of  Marinus  VanAken,  from  Aken,  France,  the  home 
of  Charlemagn.  Maiinus  \"anAken"s  wife  was  Preternelle desPiez. 
Catharine  YanAuken,  wife  of  Dirk  Rosenkrans,  according  to 
church  records  was  received  into  the  Port  Jervis  church,  August 
15,  1764,  since  which  no  report  of  the  family  has  appeared  in  the 
Church  Life  nor  been  found  by  the  writer.

born  in  Rochester,  Ulster  County,  N.  Y.,  and  (bap.)  June  16,  1728. 
She  m.  December  1,  1748,  Abram  Cornelus  VanAuken,  who  was 
also  born   in    lUster  County,  and  then  living  in  Montague,  N.  J. 
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He  was  (bap.)  1728,  son  of  Cornelns  (bap.)  May  25,  lO'.to,  son  ol' 
Marinas  from  Aken.  Abram  C.  VanAuken  came  witli  bis  parents 
to  the  Minisink  refi;ion  abont  17;?8,  and  after  marriage  united  with 
tile  Macliackenieli,  or  Port  Jervis  Cborch,  and  was  a  Deacon  of 
the  Church  1762-68.  The  children  of  Abram  C.  VanAuken  and 
Catrinawere:  T^ydia,  (bap. )  October  22,  1T.")2;  Sara,  (bap.)  July 
25,  1757;  Thomas,  July  25.  1757;  Cornelns,  April  22,  1766;  Abra- 
ham, April  11,  1772.  Nothing  further  is  known  of  this  family  by 
the  wi'iter  though  undoubtedly  a  portion  of  the  VanAuken  family, 
which  is  numerous,  are  descended  from  him.

25,  17:J2,  since  wiiich  time  no  record  is  known  of  him  by  the  writer. 
54  Ai;i;e.\xtik  R(isknki;.\.\s,  daughter  of  Herman  (27),  and 

ArreantieOostt-rhont,  was  baji  at  '•MinisMuk""  May  18, 1736.  which 
record  siiows  tiiat  her  paivnts  liad  recently  settled  at  Rosetown. 
Pa.  Slie  marriedabout  176',)  Jacobus  (Jame.M  Brink,  of  Montague, 
and  was  the  maiernal  gieat  grandmotlier  of  the  writer.  Jacol)US 
Brink  was  bap.  at  Iluiley,  Ulster  Co.,  N.  Y.,  July  5,  1747,  son  of 
Mattheiis,  baj).  at  Kingston  Jan.  9,  1095,  whose  v\ife  was  Abigal 
Bell.  He  was  received  into  the  church  Ai)ril  16,  1747.  and  elected 
an  official  1748.  He  was  a  son  of  Peter  Lamberts  Brink,  bap. 
June  2(1,  1(;7(),  and  m.  (ieertrury  Mathewsseii.  The  i)arents  of 
Peter  Lamberts  Brink  were  Lambert  Haybertsen  and  Hendriclvje 
Cornells,  who  came  from  VVageningen,  Holland,  1651)  Peter 
Lamberts,  son  of  Lambert  Huybertsen  was  the  first  to  take  the 
fannly  name  of  Brink,  and  for  what  cause  is  unknown.  Others 
of  the  family  took  the  name  of  Brink,  and  some  did  not.  Peter 
Lamberts  Brink,  as  we  learn  from  •'Church  Life,"  came  from 
Hurley,  Ulster  Co.,  at  an  early  date  and  settled  on  a  tract  of  land 
near  the  village  of  the  I.rick  House  (Montague),  which  tract 
included  the  Abram  Shinier  property,  vvitii  the  river  flats,  where 
his  son  Mattheus  was  raised  and  /tix  son  Jacobus  also. 

Jacobus,  after  marrying  Arreantie  Rosenkrans,  of  Hosetown. 
lived  on  the  Pennsylvania  side  of  the  Delaware  till  17'.»o,  when  he 
l)urchased  the  Abram  Brokaw  farm,  on  Plat  Bi'ook.  in  lower  San- 
dyston,  where  he  died  1.^12,  and  was  probably  buried  in  the  family 
burial  ground  on  the  farm.  After  his  death,  the  Brink  faiin  was 
purchased  of  his  heirs  by  .John  Layton,  Esq.,  who  married  his 
daughter  Abigal.  This  farm  was  afterwards  owned  by  John  Lay- 
ton's  son  William,  and  is  now  owned  by  fu'.s  son  John  Lay  ton,  Jr. 
The  children  of  Jacobus  Brink  and  Arreantie  Rosenkrans  were 
thirteen  in  number,  a  significant  one— the  number  of  the  children 
of  the  Patriarch  Jacob.     They  were  John,  Lydia,  James,  Derick, 
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Abigal,  Helena,  Mary,  who  m.  John  Ager,  and  was  the  mother 
of  Mrs.  Aaron  Rosenkrans,  of  Hamniondsport,  N.  Y.,  and  sec- 
ondly married  Isaac  Rosenkrans,  of  Stillwater,  N.  J.,  Matthew 
Ester,  Jennetje,  who  ra.  Col.  Peter  Young,  of  Sandysion,  father 
of  Glorvina,  wife  of  A.  P.  Rosenkrans  (243),  Susanna,  Andrew 
Dingman  and  Elisabeth,  who  married  Jonathan  Emery,  of  Sandys- 
ton,  N.  J. 

bb  Jacobus  Rosenkrans,  son  of  Herman  (27),  of  Rosetown, 

Pa  ,  was  bap.  April  21,  174"),  and  m.  April  19,  1770,  Maria  Horn- 
beck,  formerly  written  Hoornbeck.  He  lived  at  Rosetown,  Pa., 
and  it  was  at  his  house,  says  the  historian,  W.  H.  Nearpass,  that 
the  noted  Indian  slayer,  Tom  Quick,  died,  after  slaying  his  "nine- 
ty and  nine."  In  1700  Jacobus  Rosenkrans'  name  was  on  the  list 
of  contributors  toward  paying  the  salary  of  the  Rev.  Elias  Van 
Benscoten,  at  the  Port  Jervis  church.  His  children  were  Betsy, 
Lena  and  Catharine. 

0()  Benjamin    Rosenkkans,      youngest     son     of     Herman 

(27),  was  bap.  July  17.  1748,  and  m.  Oct.  27,  178.\  Hannah  Travis. 
The  exact  place  of  Benjamin's  residence  is  unknown  by  the  writer, 
but  as  hix  name  also  appears  on  the  list  of  church  contributors  at 
Port  Jervis  17!)0,  he  probably  lived  within  the  vicinity  of  the  Port 
Jervis  church.     Nothing  is  known  of  his  children. 

JACOBUS  ROSENKRANS  (29)  and  '-Sara  Dekkr''  had  six 
children,  and  by  Catharine  Cule  he  had  two  children. 

57  Helena  Rosenkrans,  daughter  of  Jacobus  (28)  was  bap. 
at  Port  Jervis  May  11,  1729.  Her  father  then  lived  at  Huguenot, 
and  was  the  first  Rosenkrans  settler  in  Orange  County,  having 
come  from  Ulster  and  located  there  prior  to  this  baptism.  Hele- 
na, as  a  widow,  m.  George  More,  at  Port  Jervis,  as  reported  in 
"Church  Life,"  since  which  nothing  of  her  is  known. 

58  Blandina  Rosenkrans.  daughter  of  Jacobus,  was  bap. 
July  4.  1733,  and  m.  Abraham  Westbrook,  of  Nomenock,  near 
Minisink,  N.  J.,  March  6,  1752.  He  was  born  at  Wawarsink,  Ul- 
ster Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  bap.  July  23,  1732,  son  of  Dirk,  the  son  of 
Johannis,  son  of  Antoni  (Anthony)  who  was  probably  the  son  of 
Cornells  Teunison  Van  Westbroek,  who  came  from  Holland  to 
Albany  1630.  Cornelis,  as  his  name  indicates,  was  the  son  of 
Teunis,  from  Westbroek.  This  family,  like  some  others  from 
Holland,  dropped  the  "Van,"  which  signities /wwi,  and  are  now 
called  Westbrook.  This  family  is  said  to  be  the  most  numerous 
one  of  the  Delaware  Valley  and  its  vicinity.  Blandina's  family 
is  not  known  by  the  writer. 
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•111.  Capt.  Daniel  Rosenkkaxs,  son  of  .lacobus  (28)  was  born 

at  Hugneiiof,  near  Port  Jervis,  N.  Y.,  and  hap.  at  the   Reformed 
Dutch  Chureh  of  Port  Jervis,  Aug.  24,  1787.      About  176o,  he  m. 
"Catrina  Cool"    iCatharina  Cole),    widow   of   Martinus   (Martin) 
Koykendal.   She  was  bap.  May  30,  1788,  and  m.  Martin  Koykendal, 
about  1757,  her  daughter  Kazio  having  been   bap.    June   2,    1758, 
and  her  son  Harmanus  Xov.  27,  17.-);t.    In  17()2,  she    was   received 
as  a  widow  into  the  church  at  Port  Jervis,  and  m.  Daniel   Rosen- 
krans,  17Cr).     Capt.  Daniel  and  Catharine,  the  great  grandparents 
■  of  Gen.   ^Villianl   Stark   Rosecrans    had  some   romantic   experi- 
ences at  the    lieginning   of   the    Revolution,    when    according   to 
authentic  record.s,  he  was  made  a   Cai)tain    in  the  Wyonnng  Val- 
ley of  Pennsylvania,  but  was  surprised  and  captured  by  the  Indi- 
ans.     A  narrative  of    the  event  is  given  in    tiie    "  History   of    the 
Newton  Baptist  Church   of   Luzerne   County,    Pa.,'"    written   by 
Rev     C.    Sherwood,    and    published    by    Ira    D.    Rosenkrans,    of 
Wilkesbarre,  a  great  giaiulson  of  the  ('ajit..  who  kindly    present- 
ed the  writer  with  a  copy,  1898.     The  account   written   from   tra- 
dition, while  correct  in  the  main,  is   erroneous  in  several   points, 
among  which  are  the  name  of  James,  the  ifah-  of  his    capture,    and 
the  church  denomination  to  which  he  belonged  in  jN'ew  Jersey,  and 
at  which  it  is  said  he  officiated.     Tlie  following  is    the   narrative: 
'^ Rosenkrans  Fimnhf — In  177."),  James  Rosenkrans,   the   grand- 
father of  Deacon  Benjimin   Rosenkrans,  now  of   Newton   Baptist 
Church,  came  in  from  New  Jer-sey  and  settled  in    Wyoming,    and 
from  here  a  long  line  of  Baptist   descendants   of   the   Rosenkrans 
stock  may  be  traced  down  to  the  present  jieriod      At  the   time  of 
the  Wyoming  massacre,  in    1778,   James   Rosenkrans   was   taken 
prisoner  by  the    Indians,    and  taken    off   \\\)  the  Suscjuehanna    to 
their  settlement  on  the  East  side  of  Senaca  I./;ike,  in  the    State   of 
New  York.     He  saw  them  practice  the  most  horrible  cruelties  up- 
on their  prisoners   while  on    the  way.      While    there,    and   while 
most  of  the  Indians  were  out  on  a  hunting  expedition,  he  feigned 
sickness     and     made    his     escape,     and  by     traveling    through 
the  wilderness  by   day.    and  through  lonely    by-paths  by   night, 
he   returned   to     his   friends   in  New   Jersey  in     safety,     where 
he    was  agreeabl}'   surprised   in    finding  his   family     whom    he 
had  left  on  that    memorable   day  of  cruelty  in    the  valley,    sup- 
posing that  they  had  fallen  victims  with  others  l)y  the  tomahawk, 
or  by  torture.     His  wife  had  succeeded  in  making  her  escape  from 
the  valley  after  the   massacre   with   her   six  children,    supposing 
that  her  husband  had  l>een  slain  in  battle.     She  had  live  box's  and 
one  girl  who  tied  with  her  almost  naked  and   barefooted   through 
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the  shades  of  death,  over  rocks  and  through  dismal  swamps  with- 
out food  except  the  berries  found  along  the  way.  Tliey  crossed 
the  Delaware  in  aliject  wretchedness,  and  fiaally  made  their  way 
back  to  their  friends  in  New  Jersey. 

Miiers  Ili-story  says  that  a  Mrs.  Courtright,  then  a  young  girl 
Hying  with  her  father's  family  from  the  valley,  saw  sitting  by  the 
roadside  a  woman  who  had  heard  that  her  husband  was  slain,  six 
children  were  on  the  giound  near  her,  the  group  the  very  image 
of  dispair,  for  they  were  without  food.  Just  at  that  moment  a 
man  was  seen  riding  rai)idly  toward  them  from  the  settlement. 
It  was  Mr.  Hollenback.  Forseeing  the  probable  destitution,  he 
had  loaded  his  horse  with  bread,  and  was  hastening  back  to  their 
relief.  He  gave  a  morsel  to  each  and  hastened  on  to  the  relief  of 
others.  Deacon  James  Rosenkrans,  the  father  of  Deacon  Benjam- 
in Roseidi  ran  s,  was  one  of  the  sons  of  the  elder  Deacon  James 
Rosenkrans,  who  i)assed  through  the  wilderness  in  1778,  and  who, 
when  grown  to  manhood,  returned  to  the  valley  and  lived  for  a 
time  on  the  Rosenkians  farm.  The  property  afterward  passed 
into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Pettibone,  when  Mr.  Rosenkrans  again  re- 
turned to  New  Jersey,  where  he  was  soon  after  ordained  Deacon 
of  the  Baptist  church." 

In  July,  18U8,  the  writer  conversed  with  Mrs.  Susan  M.  Rosen- 
krans, of  Scranton,  widow  of  Deacon  Benjamin,  above  mentioned, 
at  the  house  of  her  daughter,  Mrs  Julia  A.  Casterline,  ((j:31)  who 
admitted  that  as  the  above  narrative  was  merely  traditional,  there 
might  be  mist^akesiii  it,  esi)ecially  as  to  the  Capt's  name,  which  I 
informed  her  was  Daniel,  instead  of  James.  I  subsequently  cor- 
responded with  Mrs.  Amanda  Joslyn,  of  Batavia,  New  York,  and 
her  sister,  Mrs  Elizal)eth  J.  Fish,  of  Daws,  New  York,  daughters 
of  John  D.  Rosenkrans,  the  second  son  of  the  captive,  who  gave 
their  tradition  received  from  their  father,  in  substance,  as  follows  : 
Tliat  Dmie-l  returned  from  the  Wyoming  valley  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Rt-volution  ;  that  there  weie  aeven  children,  and  that  Cath- 
arine took  two  horses,  and  fastening  a  feather  l)ed  on  each  horse, 
took  some  of  the  children  on  one  horse  with  herself  and  put  the 
others  on  the  other  horse,  and  thus  came  through  the  forests  to 
New  Jersey.  As  to  Daniel's  capture  they  had  but  a  faint  idea 
The  Minisink  Reform  Dutch  church  records  show  that  Catharine 
Cole,  widow  of  Martin  Koykendal  m.  Daniel  Rosenkrans,  noi 
James,  and  that  Daniel  and  Catharine  Rosenkrans  had  a  son  Ja- 
cobus bap.  there  Nov.  ^.j,  176G,  and  a  son  Jacob  bap.  there  June 
1,  1777,  and  no  others  between  these  dates.  This  record,  which  is 
authentic,  renders  it   very   probable  that   Daniel   and   Catharine 
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went  to  the  Wyoming  valJey  soon  after  the  birth  and  baptism  ol 
James,  in  1766  ;  that  John.  Josiah,  Daniel  and  Catharine  were  born 
in  Pennsylvania,  and  that  as  Mrs.  Joslyn  states,  they  returned  to 
Xevv  Jersey  al)oat  177(i  before  the  birth  of  Jacob,  the  youngest 
child,  bap.  1777.  It  is  also  probable  that  Catharine  had  seven 
children  when  siie  returned  as  stated  by  Mrs.  Joslyn,  since  she 
had  two  by  her  first  husband,  Martin  Koykeiidal  and  live  by  her 
second,  Daniel  Rosenkrans.  The  church  at  which  Daniel's  chil- 
dren were  baptized,  James  before  he  left  New  Jersey,  and  Jacob 
after  his  return,  and  at  which  Daniel  may  have  officiated,  was  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  at  Minisink,  in  the  Delaware  Valley. 
No  Baptist  church  existed  in  the  valley  in  Capt.  Daniel's  time. 

The  Luzerne  county  records  do  not  show  the  date  of  Capt. 
Daniel's  purchase,  as  the  county  was  not  formed  till  17S7,  but  Mr. 
O.  J.  Harvey,  historian  of  the  Nesbitt  family,  mentioned  in 
"sources  of  family  information,"  reports  that  the  historical  so- 
ciety's records  of  Wilkes  Barre,  which  antedate  that  of  the  county 
show  that  an  appraisement  was  made  on  the  estate  of  "  Capt. 
Daniel  Rosecrants  "  dated  Westmoreland,  10  October,  1782.  He 
died  sometime  [)rior  to  1782  near  the  state  line,  in  Wantage, 
N.  J.,  where  his  widow  afterwards  lived  and  died,  having  made  a 
will.  Captain  D.miel  was  apparently  the  first  Rosonkrans  settler 
in  the  Wyoming  Valley,  the  village  of  Wyoming  oeing  located  on 
his  farm.  The  Sherwood  narrative  is  elsewhere  confirmed  in  the 
statement  that  after  the  captive's  death,  and  the  close  of  tlie  Rev- 
olutionary war,  Catharine  with  lier  fumihj  returned  to  the  Wyo- 
ming Valley,  disposed  of  the  farm,  and  then  returned  to  Sussex 
County,  N.  J.,  where  she  died.  Her  will  recorded  in  Newton,  is 
as  follows  : 

Will  of  '"Cilthrrin  liostrrdtilx,^^  of  Jl'miior/e,  Sux.sej'  (^o..  A'.  •/., 
1803  : 

"In  the  name  of  (rod  amen — Whereas  I  Catherin  Rosecrants, 
am  sick  in  body,  but  sound  in  mind,  do  hereby  make  this  my  last 
will  and  testament,  for  the  division  of  all  my  earthly  property  of 
whatever  kind,  in  the  way  and  manner  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
I  do  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  my  beloved  sons,  James  and 
Jacob  Rosecrants  my  proper  executors  of  this  my  will  and  testi- 
ment.  In  the  fr.'<f  X)lace,  my  doctor,  or  physician  bill  or  bills,  and 
my  funeral  expenses  must  be  paid  before  anyone  hereinafter  men- 
tioned shall  receive  any  part  of  the  sum  herein  mentioned  in  their 
behalf.  Sero/»7/>/^mj  well  beloved  daughter  Kazeo  Keikendall 
otherwise  Stuart  (whom  1  had  by  my  first  husband  Martin  Ker- 
kendall),  shall  have  fifty  pounds  current  money  of  the  State  of

New  York,  to  be   paid   unto   my  aforesaid   daughter   out  of  my 
property,  or  in   money  aforesaid   before   any  person   hereinafter 
mentioned  shall  have  any.     My  beloved   son   Harmanus   Kerken- 
dall  by  my  first  husband  aforesaid,  shall  have  thirty  dollars  paid 
unto  him  out  of  my  estate.     To  my  beloved  grandchildren,  Cath- 
erin  and  Daniel  Rosecrants,  son   and   daughter   of   my  son,  John 
Rosecrants,  by  my  second  husband,  I  allow,  or  bequeath,  ten  dol- 
lars each  out  of  my  estate.     To  my  beloved  grandson,  Daniel  Rose- 
crants, son  of  my  son  Daniel  Rosecrants.  I  allow  or  bequeath  him 
ten  dollars.     To  my  well  beloved  daughter,  Catherin  Rosecrants, 
otherwise  Stark,  I  allow  or  bequeath  my  saddle,  wearing  apparel 
ana  bed  and  bedding.     Th'nuJhj—Xitev  the  sums,  etc.,  hereinbefore 
mentioned  are  paid  off,  1  allow  the  residue  to  be  divided  equally 
among  my  six  children  whom  I  had  by  my  second  husband,  share 
and  share  alike  of  the  said  residue,  namely,  my  five  sons.  James, 
John,  Josiah,   Daniel   and   Jacob   Rosecrants,  and   my  daughter 
Catherin  Rosecrants,  otherwise  Srark— these  my  beloved  children 
to  have  each  an  equal  sum  of  said  residue.     Fourthhj~^iy  beloved 
son  Jacob  Rosecrants  hath  in  keeping  for   me   eight   notes  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  which  I  received  of  my  beloved  son-in-law 
Paul  Stark  for  value  given  to  him   by  me   for   said   notes,  one   of 
said  notes  is  i>aid,  and  seven  remain  unpaid,  which  unpaid  notes  are 
to  be  paid  in  cattle,  etc.     I  order  my  executors  to  turn  the  same  to 
cash  without  delay  after  they  become  due  for  paying  off  the  sums 
he,reinbefore  mentioned.     I  sincerely  request  that  if  any  difference 
arise  by  anything  that  may  appear  dark  in  this  my  will  and  test- 
ament, that  it  be  settled  without  the  course  of  law  ;  the  specified 
sums  are  to  be  paid  in  cash  in  the  same  order  as  they  stand  in  this 
writing.     In  witness  that  the  foregoing  is  my  real  will  and  testa- 
ment, I  have  hereto  set  my  hand  this  seventh   of   October   in   the 
year  of  our  Lord  1808.

At  the  time  it  was  written,  all 
her  sons  except  James  and  Jacob  had  left  the  county  and  located 
elsewhere. ) 

60^61  (tert.ie  and  Salamon  Rosenkkans,   children  of   Ja- 

cobus (28),  both  died  unmarried. 

()2  John  Rosenkrans,    son   of   Jacobus   (28),    was   born  at 

Huguenot,  and  bap.  at  Port  Jervis   December  28,    1744.      He   m. 
Nov.  30,  1777,   Maria  Roosa,  or  Rosa,  bap.  at  Port   Jervis   March 
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20,  174i).  Maria  was  a  daughter  of  Jan  Alderse  Roosa,  and  Cath- 
arine VanEtten.  He  was  bap.  at  Hurley,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  29,  1712, 
son  of  Jan,  the  son  Albert  Heyinanse  Roosa  and  Wintje  Allerd, 
from  Harwynen,  (leklerland,  who  came  to  Kingston  lOfio. — • 
'•Church  Life."'  The  otlier  chiklren  of  Jan  Ahlerse  Roosa  were 
Rel)ecca,  Isaiali  and  Jacob.  Johannis,  or  John,  was  evidently  a 
scripture  man  and  a  Cliristian,  as  were  the  early  settlers  gener- 
ally, and  gave  scripture  names  to  all  his  children.  He  lived  in 
Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.,  during  the  Revolution,  and  his  great  grand- 
daughter, Mrs.  C.  E.  Trotter  (.-jTC)),  of  Marshalltown,  Iowa,  inform.s 
me  that  he  was  a  soldier  under  a  Captain  Rosa,  perhaps  his  father- 
in-law.  John  Rosenkrans  and  all  his  sons,  Abraham,  Isaac, 
Jacob  and  John,  went  to  the  Wyoming  Valley,  Penn.,  where  his 
brother,  Capt.  Daniel  had  first  gone,  and  still  later  they  went  to 
Delaware  Co.,  Ohio. 

Mr.  ().  J.  Harvey,  of  Wilkesbarre.  Pa.,  reports  the  following 
concerning  him:  '"John  Rosencrants  was  admitted  Febrnarj% 
isoo,  to  Lodge  No.  1,  F.  A.  M.,  at  Wilkesbarre.  11  March,  1800, 
B.  Sweetland,  for  t'ooo,  conveys  to  John  Rosecrants,  Secord  Is- 
land, :](M>  acres,  Putnam  township,  Luzerne  Co.  In  July,  1802, 
John  Rosencrants  bought  two  lots  in  Nanticoke,  Luzerne  Co.,  Pa." 
These  purchases  were  near  Tunkhannock.  Luzerne  Co  ,  now  Wyo- 
ming, Pa.  John  went  on  to  Delaware  County.  Ohio,  and  pur- 
chased land  there,  as  the  records  show,  1810.  being  the  first  Rosen- 
krans found  on  the  land  records  there.  The  records  of  the  Rosen- 
krans Family  in  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  including  the  spellings 
of  their  names  has  been  reported  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Winterniute, 
of  Delaware,  Ohio,  historian  of  the  Winterniute  family.  Con- 
cerning Joiin  Rosencrants'  settlement  in  Ohio,  his  granddaugh- 
ter, Mrs.  Permelia  Stockwell.  of  Sanbury,  Ohio,  seventy-two 
years  of  age  (386),  in  a  letter  Nov.  20,  1808,  writes  as  follows: 
"My  father's  name  was  Jacob  Rosecrans,  and  my  grandfather's 
name  was  John.  Hf^  had  one  daughter  named  Rebecca  and  four 
sons  named  Abraham,  Isaac,  Jacob  and  John,  all  scripture  names. 
M\' grandmother's  name  was  Mariah.  They  came  from  Pennsyl- 
vania when  the  country  was  all  a  wilderness,  and  underwent  the 
hardships  of  a  new  country  life.  The  Rosecranses  were  called  a 
very  honest,  industrious  p'^ople."  Of  the  death  of  John  and 
Miriah  we  hive  no  account,  but  they  have  many  descendants  in 
the  west,  especially  through  their  son  Isaac,  who  exceeds  all  the 
members  of  the  family,  as  far  as  we  have  discovered,  in  the  num- 
ber of  his  progeny.  As  already  mentioned,  the  names  of  John's 
children  were,  Abraham,  Isaac,  Jacob,  John  and  Rtbecca. 
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63  Alida  Rosenkuans.  daui,diter  of  Jacobus  (28),  and  Cath- 
arine Cole,  his  second  wife,  was  born  about  174'J,  since  which  time 
nothing  is  i^nown  of  her. 

64  S  ALOMAR  RosENKRANs,  son  of  Jacobus,  and  the 
second  of  the  name,  was  born  about  1751,  and  also  disappeared 
from  the  records.

6o  Joiix  RosE.vKRAXs.  eldest  son  of  John  (37),  was  born  in 

Sandyston,  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  April  17,  1778,  and  died  young. 
(■)()  Isaac  Rosenkrans,  the  second  son,  was  born  on  the  Flat 

Brook  farm,  Dec.  24,  177U  ;  grew  up  a  farmer  and  m.  Polly  Brink, 
widow  of  John  Ager.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Jacobus  Brink  and 
Arreantie  Rosenkrans,  and  brought  up  on  the  adjoining  farm. 
She  was  l)ap.  June  18,  1781,  m.  .lohn  Ager,  and  was  the  mother 
of  James  Ager,  of  Port  Jervis,  N.  Y.,  of  Hannah  Ager,  wife  of 
Aaron  Rosenkrans,  of  Hammondsport,  N.  Y.,  and  also  of  the 
wife  of  William  Carmei',  of  Sandyston,  who  eventually  moved  to 
Bradford  County,  Penna..  whose  children  were  Silas  Carmer,  and 
James  and  others.  Isaac  was  the  first  Rosenkrans  descendant  as 
far  as  discovered  of  Alexander  Rosenkrans,  who  m.  a  descendant 
of  Dirk  Rosenkians,  thus  uniting  the  two  family  lines  of  the 
sons  of  Harmon  Hendrick  (1).  Isaac  dealt  some  in  real  estate  in 
early  life,  purchasing,  181!),  81  acres  of  his  father,  and  also  the 
Andrew  Dingman  farm  of  104  acres  the  same  year,  which  he  sold 
to  Evan  Bevans,  now  known  as  the  James  C.  Bevans  farm,  on 
which  his  son  Victor  E.  lives.  Isaac  sold  to  Jacob  Smith  20  acres 
in  Sandyston,  1819.  and  .").")  acres  in  Waljiack,  1822.  In  1816, 
Isaac  and  his  wife  Mary,  or  Polly,  after  the  death  of  her  father. 
sold  their  interest  in  tlie  farm  to  John  Layton.  Esq.,  the  husband 
of  her  sister  Abigal,  who  also  bought  out  the  other  heirs  of  the 
property,  and  became  the  sole  owner  of  the  f'aini,  which  still  re- 
mains in  the  Layton  family.  In  1823.  Isaac  Rosenkrans  received 
from  Sheriff  (leoige  H.  McCarter  a  sheriffs  deed  for  the  Ding- 
man  Daul)  farm  in  Stillwater,  on  which  he  settled  and  remained 
till  his  death,  1832.  His  wife,  Polly,  outlived  him  many  years, 
and  was  seen  by  the  writer  18.55,  when  she  was  i)artially  paralyzed, 
living  with  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Staley.  where  she  died 
a  few  years  later.  Isaac's  children  were  Elizalieth,  Lucinda,  Gar- 
rett, Lydia,  Susan,  Lucy  D.,  and  Catharine  M. 
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67  Alexander  Rosenkrank,  son  of  John  (37),  was  born 
March  13,  1782,  since  which  time  nothing  of  liini  has  been  heard 
except  tliat  he  once  lived  in  Binghampton.  unmarried. 

68  Asa  Rosexkraxs,  son  of  John  (37),  was  born  in  Sandys- 
ton,  on  Flat  Brook,  and  near  the  Walpaclv  line,  Sept.  19,  1785. 
Hem.  July  9,  1809,  Jane  Cole,  of  Walpack,  born  Dec.  1,  1789. 
She  was  probably  the  daughter  of  Jacob  Cole,  who  lived  in  Wal- 
pack  during  the  Revolution,  and  1815,  settled  on  the  John  Cleves 
Symmes  tract,  whose  wife  was  a  Marsh.  In  1S15  Asa  purchased 
of  Dr.  Simeon  Rosenkrans  29  acres  of  land  adjoining  that  of  his 
father,  and  1822,  bought  his  father's  farm,  consisting  of  285  acres, 
situated  on  both  sides  of  Flat  Brook,  and  of  the  township  line, 
hishous'^  being  in  Sandyston,  and  his  barn,  as  then  situated,  in 
Walpack.  After  Asa's  purchase  of  his  father's  farm  his  parents 
lived  with  him,  both  of  whom  died  before  his  leaving  it,  1833. 
Asa  sold  his  Sandyston  farm  to  Timothy  E.  Shay,  1832,  and. 1833, 
purchased  a  farm  in  Steul)en  Co.,  N.  Y  ,  near  Ilammondsport, 
where  he  moved  the  same  year.  In  1837,  he  followed  the  course 
of  Empire  Westward  and  located  on  a  farm  two  miles  from  Elgin. 
111.  A  few  years  later  he  returned  to  Sussex  on  a  visit  among 
his  relatives,  at  which  time  the  writer,  then  a  small  boy,  recollects 
seeing  him  Asa  died  near  Elgin  Oct.  3(»,  1844,  and  his  wife  died 
Jan.  18,  1877.  Their  children  were  Horace,  Frazier,  Maria,  Dr. 
Halse}%  Garrett,  Elizabeth,  Catharine,  Hiram  and  Jennie  R. 

69  Lucy  Rosenkrans,  daughter  of  John  (37),  was  born

Mrs.  Jennie  R.  Hawes  (154),  of 
Elgin,  111.,  informs  me  that  Mrs.  Lucy  Dennis  went  to  Illinois, 
perhaps  subsequent  to  her  husband's  death.  ller  chi,l 
dren  were:  John,  Catharine,  Maria,  Elizabeth,  Hiram  and 
George.  Catharine  Maria,  the  second  child  of  Lucy  Dennis,  m. 
a  DePue  at  Elgin,  and  had  a  large  family,  all  of  whom  seem  to 
to  have  left  Elgin.  Elizabeth  died  single.  She  and  Catharine  M. 
are  mentioned  in  the  will  of  their  aunt  Catharine  (71),  1827,  which 
will  is  herein  recorded  in  part  Hiram,  the  fourth  child  of  Lucy 
Dennis,  remained  unmarried  and  died  in  California.  George,  the 
fifth  and  last  child,  m.  and  lived  in  Elgin.  His  daughter  Amanda, 
m.  Wilson  Hunter,  and  had  several  children,  one  of  whom,  George 
Hunter,  is  still  living.  Amanda  died  and  Wilson  m.  again,  and 
at  last  report  lived  in  Elgin. 

70  Elijah  Rosenkrans.  son  of  John  (37),  was  born  in  San- 
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dystoD,  near  the  Walpack  line,  Sussex  County,  N.  J.,  Jan.  23, 
171)0.  He  was  a  farmer  and  m.  Catharine  VanNest,  of  Peter's 
ValIeJ^  born  Aiu'il  10,  17'.)4.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Peter  Van 
Nest  and  Abigal  Layton,  daughter  of  Thomas  Layton.  Peter 
YanNest,  her  father,  owned  ;340  acres  of  land  at  Peter's  Valley, 
founded  by  hiiu,  and  made  a  will,  and  died  1S(I9.  He  had  sons, 
as  we  learn  from  the  will,  (feorge,  Peter,  Isaac  and  John,  and 
kept  slaves.  Elijah  Rosenkrans  left  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  and  set- 
tled in  Steuben  Co.,  X.  Y.,  1817,  being  the  second  one  of  the 
Rosenkrans  name  who  went  there,  Joseph  (46)  being  the  first.  He 
lived  in  Cohocton  twp.,  not  far  from  Hanimondsport,  He  died 
there  July  17,  ISSO,  and  bis  wife  Catharine  died  July  23,  1872. 
His  daughter  Lucinda  B  ,  is  yet  living  in  Hammondsport,  and  lias 
reported  concerning  her  father's  family.  Elijah's  children  were 
Xelson,  Balinda,  Almira,  I)avid,  Ira.  Garrett,  Isaac  and  Lucin- 
daB. 

71  Catiiakixk  Rosexkuan.s,  daughter  of  John  (37),  was 
born  1794,  and  never  married.  She  made  a  will  June  22,  1827, 
and  died  Sept.  U,  the  same  year.  The  following  is  a  part  of  her 
will. —  117//  of  Cudiariiid  liamnki'ans;  "I,  Catharine  Rosenkrans, 
of  the  twp,  of  Sand\'ston,  in  the  County  of  Sussex  and  State  of 
New  Jersey,  considering  the  uncertainty  of  this  mortal  life,  and 
being  of  sound  and  perfect  mind  and  memory,  blessed  be  God 
therefore,  do  make  and  publish  this  my  last  will  and  testament 
in  manner  and  form  following — that  is  to  say  ;  Fir.st — I  commend 
my  soul  to  God  who  gave  it,  and  my  body  to  the  dust,  from 
whence  it  came,  hoping  for  a  joyful  exchange  through  the  merits 
of  my  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  etc."  Two  notes  against  her  brother 
Asa  in  the  hands  of  her  father  she  bequeathed  to  her  sister  Lucy 
Dennis,  with  clothes,  beds  and  bedding.  Other  clothes,  beds  and 
bedding  and  furniture  she  gave  to  her  two  beloved  nieces,  Cath- 
arine Maria  Dennis  and  Elizabeth  Dennis.  Her  beloved  friend 
Levi  Rosenkrans  was  appointed  Executor,  and  certain  articles 
were  left  for  him  to  divide  between  her  two  nieces  according  to 
his  own  judgment.  The  will  was  executed  by  John  I.  Rosen- 
krans, Esq.,  and  signed  Catharine  Rosenkrans,  witnessed  by  John 
I.  Rosenkrans  and  Julian  Dimon,  It  was  proved  before  Thomas 
Teasdale,  Jr.,  Surrogate  of  Sussex  County,  19  Oct.  A.  D.,  1827. 

72  Garrett  Rosexkraxs,  son  of  John  (37),  was  born  in 
Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  Jan.  28,  1799,  He  probably  came  to  Newton 
as  a  clerk  in  a  drug  store,  as  he  started  business  here  in  company 
with  a  Mr.  Phillips,  as  we  learn  from  ancient  file  of  the  ■'  Sussex 
Jlegister,"  of  Newton,  May  18,  1821,  that  on  that  day  a   drug 
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store  by  "  Phillips  A:  Uosenkraiis  was  opened  in  Newton.  In 
the  same  paper  of  later  date  notice  was  given  November  24,  1828, 
that  '\lames  S.  l^hillips  and  (larrett  Rosenkrans"  had  dissolved 
partnershii3.  Garrett  then  probably  carried  on  the  business  alone 
for  a  few  years  in  Newton.  Mr.  A  J.  Whitaker,  near  Howell, 
Mich.,  with  whom  (larrett's  widow  was  still  livina:,  December, 
1897,  informed  me  by  letter  of  that  date  that  (Jarrett  sold  out  the 
drug  business  in  Newton,  1S2S,  and  went  to  New  York.  In 
March,  18H(»,  he  went  to  Northville,  Mich.,  and  .\ugiist  2,  1881, 
m.  Polly  Bennett  of  that  place.  She  was  born  at  Tyrone,  Steuben 
Co.,  N.  Y..  July  2.  ISKi.  Hi  IS.") I  Garrett  left  Noithville  and  set- 
tled on  a  farm  at  (Jrona.  five  milt^s  southeast  of  Howell,  where 
he  died,  1S73.  As  before  stated,  (lariett'.s  widow,  I S'.)7,  lived  with 
her  son-in-law.  A.  .1.  Whitaker,  near  Howell.  Livingston  Co., 
Mich.,  aged  8S  years.  They  had  twelve  children:  John, 
Delia,  Abram  G.  and  Phebe  P.,  twins  ;  Elijah,  Dwight,  Lucy  A.. 
Jay,  Noah,  Ruby  C,  who  m.  A.  J.  W..  Helen  and  Deatimony.

He  succeeded  his  lather  while 
young  as  Surgeon's  Mate  of  the  'ind  Battalion  N.  J.  Militia,  hav- 
ing been  appointed  to  that  position  at  lit  years  of  age,  Oct.  23, 
1828,  and  confirmed  by  Gov.  Isaac  11.  Williamson.  He  m.  Sept. 
n,  is:is,  Caroline  Ripka,  who  died  Oct.  31,  1874,  and  after  mar- 
riage he  moved  to  Philadelphia  and  whs  engaged  with  his  father- 
indaw  there  in  the  cotton  manufacturing  business,  and  died  April 
22,  1883.  lie  had  one  child  named  Mary,  born  Sept.  9,  1838,  who 
died  .young,  leaving  him  no  descendants.

Ralph  was 
the  son  of  William;  son  of  Robert;  son  of  Henry;  grandson  of 
William,  born  1411)  ;  son  of  John  ;  son  of  Robert  ;  son  of  John  ; 
son  of  Robert;  son  of  Robert  de  Deighton,  born  1305.  Another 
printed  list  in  possession  of  W.  I).  Rosencrantz,  gives  the  lineage 
of  his  mother,  Cornelia  Livingston  Dayton,  through  her  mother 
Cornelia  Street  and  grandmother  Cornelia  Billings  back  through 
the  Livingstons  to  the  "  Sovereigns  of  Scotland,"  the  "  Kings  of 
Argyleshire,"  the  "Sovereigns  of  Ireland,"  the  "Kings  of  Jerusa- 
lem," as  found  in  the  Bible,  and  through  the  "Patriarchs"  to 
Adam.  Prom  Adam  to  Jesse  B.  C,  118'J,  were  thirty^wo  genera- 
tions, through  King  David  to  Zedekiah  B  C.  590,  fifty  genera- 
tions, through  his  son  Heremon  King  of  Ireland,  to  Earca  104 
generations,  through  Feargus,  King  of  Argyleshire  to  Alpin  A. 
D.  834,  117  generations  and  through  Kenneth,  King  of  Scot- 
land, A.  D.  854  to  Cornelia  Street  152  generations,  her  daugh- 
ter, Cornelia  Livingston  Dayton  making  153  generations.  This  if

The  writer  in  1882  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Elijah  at 
Hohokus,  when  he  was  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton, 
having  a  fac'^ory  there.  He  lived  in  the  Hermitage  which  he  en- 
larged by  building  an  addition.  His  wife  Caroline  died  April  17, 
1867.  January  8,  1870,  he  married  Charlotte  Caroline  Dennis,  of 
Richmond,  Ya  ,  and  died  December  4,  1888.  He  had  five  chil- 
dren, four  by  his  tirst  wife  and  one  by  his  second  ;  William, 
Dayton  John,  Mary  Elizabeth,  George  Suffern  and  Henry  De- 
Witt.

At  Savona,  N.  V.,  lived  David  Wliit- 
aker,  already  mentioned,  brother-in-law  of  Joseph  Rosenkrans, 
whose  wife  was  Lanah  Emmans,  formerly  of  Walpack,  N.  J.,  and 
sister  to  Joseph's  wife.  On  their  way  to  Crooked  Lake,  the  mov- 
ing '"caravan"  stopped  over  night  at  Savona,  and  there  for  the 
first  time  William  met  Priscilla  Whitaker,  daughter  of  David 
and  Lanah,  and  she  "pleased  him  well""  at  first  sight.  On 
las  way  home  he  called  on  her  again  and  began  a  coiirtshi[> 
which  resulted  in  marriage  at  Savona  Oct.  'JiK  IS'io.  The  history 
of  Priscilla' s  father  and  her  marriage  has  been  given  by  her  son 
Rev.  D.  W.  Rosenkrans,  (ISl),  of  Dorsey,  Neb.     He  says: 

"  My  maternal  grandfather.  David  Whitaker,  while  yet  in 
bis  minority,  went  from  central  Massachusetts  to  eastern  Penn- 
sylvania as  a  Yankee  schoolmaster,  taking  from  his  patrons  lum- 
ber and  grain  which  he  rafted   to  Philadelphia.     He   married   in 
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Fike  County,  and  tlu-ii  jan  his  last  raft  to  the  city  to  obtain  the 
needful  outfit  for  his  household.  Then  he  removed  to  Big  Flats, 
Tioga  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  1  think  his  older  children  were  born,  and 
where  his  two  brothers-in-law,  John  Eninums  and  David  V'anGor- 
den,  spent  their  last  days,  and  where,  for  aught  I  know,  the  Em- 
mans  and  Van(Torden  descendants  nuiy  still  reside.  About  ISOItJ, 
or  6.  he  moved  to  Weed  Creek,  now  Savona,  Steuben  County, 
where  he  did  a  large  lumber  and  real  estate  business  on  the  Che- 
mung and  Susquehanna,  lafiing  to  Baltimore  chiefly,  and  dying 
of  River  fever  in  1S!?4.'" 

In  addition  to  the  above  Emmans  histoiy,  the  recorded  facts 
appear  that  one  "John  Emins"  located  on  the  Delaware,  in  Wal- 
pack,  N.  J..  17x>'.).  the  same  year  that  Alexander  Rosenkrans 
bought  at  Shappanack;  that  Is icholas  Emins,  probably  a  son  of 
John,  m.  Catrina  Rosenkrans,  daughter  of  Alexander,  and  bought 
a  farm  on  Walpack  ridge,  1754.  Nicholas  Eromans  had  a  son 
John  bap.  174(),  who  is  sui>po.sed  to  have  been  the  father-in-law  of 
Joseph  Rosenkrans  and  David  Whitaker,  and  who  moved  to  Tioga 
Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  he  died  prior  to  17'.)S.  David  Whitaker  prob- 
ably married  //i  New  Jcrsfij,  while  living  in  Pike  Co.,  Penna.,  as 
John  Emmans  lived  in  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  and  the  VanGordens 
also. 

William  Rosenkrans,  after  nuirriage,  V6'Zh,  settled  on  a  farm 
in  \Vheeler  twp.,  Steuben  Co..  N.  Y'..  where  he  lived  till  after  the 
birth  of  three  children,  then  moved,  1S;^3,  on  a  farm  near  Way- 
land,  where  he  resided  till  his  death,  1S86.  His  wife  Priscilla 
was  born  Feb.  2,  ISOli,  probably  at  Savona,  and  died  in  Wayland, 
Aug.  25,  lcS7(3,  having  reached  the  allotted  age  of  seventy.  It  is 
said  she  was  a  woman  of  •'accurate  mind  and  wide  information," 
and  after  her  death  William  was  naturally  lonely  and  discon- 
tented and  between  '7(),  and  'SI  made  two  trips  in  his  old  age 
to  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.  He  was  said  to  be  a  man  even  then  of 
remarkable  activity  of  mind  and  body,  and  a  devoted  Christian, 
having  been  an  elder  of  the  church.  He  died  at  Wayland  Decern- 
ber  2,  1886.  His  children,  twelve  in  number,  were:  Rev.  David 
W.,  William  J.,  James,  Elizabeth,  Mary,  Delia,  Dr.  Edward  M., 
Edwin,  Dr.  F.  Eugene,  Omar  L  .  Selim  G.,  and  Cyrus  Egbert.

church.  His  daughter,  Mrs.  A,  Iv  White,  of  Savona,  re])orts 
that  the  lirst  public  meetiiiys  iield  in  Ihimmondsport  were  held 
in  her  father's  carriage  facloiy,  jieihaps  in  an  '•upi>er  room"  pre-. 
l)ared  for  the  puipose.  He  afterwards  became  a  church  member 
and  a  deacon,  or  elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and,  it  is  re-- 
ported,  that  all  of  the  six  .sons  of  Levi  were  church  people,  two  of 
them  having  been  pastois  and  the  other  four  deacons  or  elders. 
In  his  advanced  life  Aaron  acquired  a  vineyard,  not  as  Ahab 
acquired  that  of  Naboth,  but  one  of  his  own  planting  near  Ham-, 
mondsport,  where  he  also  raised  a  variety  of  fruit.  Aaron's  wife 
was  also  a  church  member  and  a  devoted  Christian,  like  her  hus- 
Imnd,  leaving  a  good  example  for  their  children  and  their  neigh- 
bors, in  seeking  the  Saviour  in  whom  alone  is  fonnd  '■"Eternal  Life."

87  Levi  DeWitt  Rosexkrans,  son  of  Levi  (45),  was  born 
in  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  about  ISOo.  Of  him  or  his  family  but  little 
definite  information  has  been  obtained,  and  none  whatever  from 
his  own  descendants.  Report  says  he  married  Evylin  Picket ; 
was  a  farmer  at  Wayland,  and  also  a  school  teacher.  From  there 
he  went  to  Wisconsin,  and  lived  at  East  Troy,  1849,  and  died  at 
Portland,  Wisconsin,  and  was  buried  at  Columbus.  His  children 
are  said  to  be  Harriet,  .Tane  and  Flora,  two  of  whom  were  married 
and  one  had  died  prior  to  189.J.  He  was  a  church  member  and  a 
deacon,  or  elder.  The  date  of  his  death  or  of  any  member  of  his 
family  is  unknown  to  the  writer  and  apparently  to  his  relatives 
with  whom  the  writer  has  corresponded. 

88  Rev.  Cyrus  Egbert  Rosenkrans,  son  of  Levi  (45),  was 
born  in  Walpack,  N.  .T.,  March  9,  1809.  He  graduated  at  Am- 
herst College,  and  prepared  for  the  ministry  July  18,  1842,  he 
married  Phebe  Reeve,  of  Franklinville,  Long  Island.  She  was 
born  at  Deertield  N.  J.,  July  3,  1815.  After  marriage  he  lived 
and  preached  at  Eist  Troy,  Wisconsin  Territory,  till  three  of  his 
childi'en  were  born  and  till  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  June  20, 
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1848.  May  15,  1840, 
he  married  Helen 
Sarah  Benson  at  Ge- 
neva, Wisconsin,  af-. 
ter  which  he  located 
at  Columbus,  Wis., 
where  he  officiated 
as  pastor  of  the  Pres-, 
byterian  church  for 
the  remainder  of  his 
life,  dying  Veh.

Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  Nov.  18,  1812.  He  was  bap.,  his  daughter 
Eliza  J.  informs  me,  by  Rev.  James  (t.  Force,  who  lived  at  Pet- 
ers Valley,  N.  J.  He  accompauied  his  parents  to  Steuben  Co  , 
N.  Y..  about  the  year  1833.  He  was  educated  at  Union  College,  _ 
Schenectady,  and  prepared  for  the  ministry  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  New  York  City.  He  m:  Dec.  1,  1842,  Miss  Eliza 
Thompson,  daughter  of  David  Thompson,  of  New  York.  She. 
was  born  Sept.  27,  1808,  and  bap.  by  J.  M.  Mason,  D.  D.  Rev. 
Joseph  Rosenkrans  officiated  as  pastor  first  at  Bethlehem,  near 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  later  at  Newport  and  Martinsburg  in  Onon- 
daga Valley  ;  at  Romulus  and  again  at  Onondaga  Valley,  where 
he  died  June  19,  1863,  while  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  cliurch 
at  that  place.  It  is  said  that  he  was  a  successful  minister  of  the 
gospel  and  had  many  warai  friends.  Mrs.  Eliza  Rosenkrans,  his 
widow,  is  still  living  with   her  daughter,  Eliza  J.  Rosenkrans,  sit

He  left  a  widow,  but  no 
children,

children. 

91  David  Rosexkra>^s,  eldest  son  of  Joseph,  was  born  in 
Walpack,  April  15,  1791  He  died  near  Hammondsport  Aug.  14, 
1821. 

92  Levi  Rose>'^kraxs,  son  of  Joseph  (46),  was  probably  born 
in  Sussex  Co  .  N.  J.,  April  30,  1793.  Living  with  his  parents  at 
Wallace,  N".  Y.,  he  m.  June  19,  1831,  Mary  Jane  Leach,  of  Horn- 
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by,  N.  Y.,  born  at  Windom,  Mass.,  Sept.  19,  iso-i.  Mary  Jane's 
father,  Stephen  Leach,  came  from  Massachusetts  to  Monteray, 
Steuben  Co.,  in  1810.  Immediately  after  marriage,  Levi  went 
West,  and  located  on  a  farm  near  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.  At  the  end 
of  two  years,  on  account  of  ill-health,  he  returned  and  settled 
near  Hammondsport,  but  purchased  a  farm,  ISSo,  at  Wayland,  on 
which  he  lived  till  his  death,  July  2,  1861.  His  wife  died  Dec. 
29,  1889.  His  children  were  Samantha,  Hamilton  S.,  Elmira  L., 
Harriet  E.,  Ellen  J.  and  John  A. 

9;^  John  Rosenkrans,  son   of   Joseph   (46),    was   probably 

born  in  Tioga  Co.,  N.  Y.,  March  19,  179.1,  m.  at  Wallace  about 
188(»  and  went  to  Michigan.  It  is  reported  that  he  died  at  North- 
tield,  and  was  buried  at  Sutton" s  Corner.  He  was  twice  married, 
but  those  who  have  reported  concerning  him  have  failed  to  recol- 
lect the  name  of  either  wife.  His  children  were  William  Joseph, 
Chester  and  Jemima, 

94  Abkam  Rosexkrans,  son  of  Joseph  (46),  was  born  Nov, 

r.»,  1797,  in  Tioga  Co  ,  N.  Y.  He  m  at  Wallace  Nancy  A'anauken, 
Feb.  14,  1830.  The  land  records  of  Steuben  Co.  show  that  one 
Abram  Rosenkrans  purchased  real  estate,  1826,  and  again  1828. 
It  is  reported  that  soon  after  marriage  he  went  to  Ackron,  Ohio, 
where  he  died  Oct.  18,  IH^^l.  His  wife  Nancy  gave  birth  to  a  son 
and  died  just  one  month  after  his  death,  Nov.  18,  1881.  The  son 
was  named  William  Hastings,  a  mute,  who  grew  up  to  early  man-. 
hood  ;  was  educated  at  PhiladeljJiia,  and  died  while  young  at 
Prinoetown,  near  Cincinnati,  O. 

9o  Aarox  Rosenkraxs,  the  first  of  the  name  known  in  the 

family,  son  of  Josejih  (46)  was  born  in  Tioga  Co.,  N.  Y.,  probably 
at  Elmira,  March  80,  1800  In  1810,  he  accompanied  his  parents 
toOwego,  and  1811  to  Hammondsport,  where  his  parents  lived  till 
1827,  when  they  located  at  Wallace,  New  York.  In  1829  he  m, 
Sarah  Crane,  born  March  2it,  1812.  Aaron's  life  like  that  of 
Aaron  of  old,  was  somewhat  eventful  and  migratory,  having  had 
no  continued  abiding  place.  After  his  marriage,  1829,  he  went  to 
Michigan,  near  Ann  Arbor,  where  he  took  uj)  government  land 
and  commenced  clearing  a  farm.  In  1880  his  eldest  child,  Cyn- 
thia Louisa,  was  born  there,  and  at  two  or  three  years  of  age  was 
stolen  by  the  Indians.  At  the  end  of  three  months  she  was  re- 
turned on  the  payment  of  a  certain  quantity  of  whiskey  agreed 
upon.  Mrs.  C.  L  Stitt,  of  Westfield,  N.  J.,  says  she  still  has  a 
faint  idea  of  the  appearance  of  her  capitors.  Aaron  was  not  well 
pleased  with  his  dusky  neighbors  and  left  them.  He  retained  the 
ownership  of  his  land  and  returned  to  the  East,  living  on   a  farn^

ter the  birth  of  another  child  Oct.,  1834,  Aaron  returned  to  his 
homestead  in  Michigan  and  remained  there  eight  years,  In  '42 
he  left  again;  went  to  Middletovvn,  0.,  and  there  kept  a  hotel  till 
1847,  when  he  again  returned  to  his  Michigan  farm.  He  event- 
ually sold  his  farm  and  located  on  another  near  Flint,  Mich., 
where  he  died  July  28,  1862,  and  whei'e  his  second  wife  died  Feb, 
0,  1894.

97  Elijah  Rosknkrans.  son  of  Joseph  (46)  was  boi'n  in 
Tioga  Co.,  N.  Y.,  June  30,  1805.     Living  at  Wallace  he  m.  Nancy 
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Dildine,  March  16,  1831,  and  located  on  a  farm  near  Wayland, 
where  he  died  Sept.  11.  1831.  His  only  child  was  horn  after  his 
death  Jan.  29,  1832.  His  widow  ni.  David  Thomas  Dec.  24,  1835, 
and  went  to  Michigan,  wliere  she  died  July  2,  1881.  This  infor- 
mation was  received  from  Mrs.  Amanda  M.,  widow  of  Henry  H. 
Ro.senkrans  (230).  late  of  Lan.sing,  Mich. 

98  .losEPH  RosENKKANS,  son  of  Joseph  (46),  was  born  Oct. 
14,  1808,  at  Ehuira,  N.  Y..  in  Tioga  County,  now  Chemung.  He 
lived  with  his  father  on  the  hf)mestead,  near  Wallace,  and  after 
his  father's  death  1837,  came  into  possession  of  the  farm,  which 
he  occupied  till  hisdeatii.  In  1843  he  married  Mary  Austin,  by 
whom  he  had  four  children,  Aubert  D.,  Jose[)hine  L.,  Mary  Helen 
and  George  Byron.  He  died  February  10,  1881,  and  his  wife  died 
J  a  Ti  nary  lo,  1888.

99  K.\(ii.\Ki.  HosKN KUANS,  eldest  child  of  Major  Benjamin, 
was  born  in  VValjJack,  N.  J  ,  ,\prii  17,  17'.)1.  She  was  probably 
named  in  iionorof  Rachael  the  l)eloved  wife  of  Jacob,  the  ISRAEL 
(if  old  and  her  cliildren  outiiuml)ere(l  the  children  of  Israel,  the 
family  of  Jacob.  Rachael  m.  John  \V  VanAuken,  son  of  Na- 
thaniel, son  of  Daniel,  of  Wali)ack,  N.  J.  He  moved  to  Luzerne 
( Ounty,  Pa.,  sometime  during  the  thirties,  and  there  raised  a 
family  of  fourteen  children,  living  on  a  farm  neai' Newton  Centre. 
He  finally  went  with  other  relatives  to  Lee  County,  III.,  and  in 
old  age  died  at  the  house  of  his  son-in-law,  Jesse  Beemer,  near 
Pawpaw.  Rachael  outlived  him,  and  died  at  the  home  of  anoth- 
er son-in-law,  Henrv  Fletcher,  at  ELnn,  wheie  both  are  buried. 
RachaeTs  children  were  :  Richard  VnnAnkcn,  who  married  Phebe 
Bennett,  and  raised  a  family  in  Sussex  County,  N.  J.,  living  most 
of  his  life  in  Newton,  as  a  c;npenter.  After  middle  life,  he  mov- 
ed to  Pittston,  Pa.,  and  died  there  with  consumption.  Bamet  IF. 
m.  secondly  Kate  N'ansickle,  and  raised  a  family  in  Luzerne  Co., 
Pa.

Butterniillv  Falls,  Fa.,  and  there  raised  a  family.  He  was  noted 
as  were  theBrinktown  people  generally,  as  being  a  good  horseman, 
and  a //v/f/c/' in  horses.  T^ydin  Muria  f'r??i4(/^t'yi,  daughter  of  Ra- 
chael  (!»',»)  m.  Henry  Fletcher,  who  moved  to  Pawpaw,  HI.,  18.51, 
and  eventually  to  Elgin,  where  they  died.  She  had  eleven  chil- 
dren. 

The  limited  information  obtained  concerning  the  Fletcher 
family  and  the  burial  of  the  elder  VanAukens,  at  Elgin  was  re- 
ceived from  James  Fletcher,  son  of  Henry  and  I^ydia  dated  Elgin, 
February  27,  1895,  whose  address  was  510  Sherman  Avenue. 
Hannah  Jane  VunA'd'en.  m,  Jesse  Beenier,  a  farnjer  in  Lacka- 
wanna Co.,  Pa.,  and  moved  to  Pawpaw,  III.,  where  they  died.  Of 
Hannah  Jane's  family  nothing  delinite  is  known.  Margaret  Pris- 
cilia  V'anAuken,  daughter  of  John  W ,  and  Rachael  (1)9)  was  born 
July  28,  1828,  in  Waljiack,  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.  She  married 
December  2,  1839,  Charles  W.  Brink,  a  farmer,  and  occasional 
preacher,  born  December  1,  1817.  He  owned  and  lived  on  several 
farms  at  different  times,  and  died  near  Newton  Centre,  1880. 
Their  children  were,  (h'orffe  W.  Brink,  born  March  27,  1842,  Dawitt 
C,  born  May  22,  1814,  Frances  J.,  born  May  22,  1846,  Charles  IF., 
born  August  4,  1849,  Jasper  J.,  September  17,  ]8.")2,  Amos  A.,  Feb- 
ruary 21,  1857,  Joseph; ue  /.,  May  4,  18.V9,  and  Minnie  M.,  born 
July  1.5,  LSra.  At  the  last  account  of  M.  Priscilla  Brink,  1897, 
she  was  still  living.  Her  children,  (xeorge  W.,  Frances  J,,  and 
Amos  A.  were  dead.  Some  of  them  entered  the  regular  army. 
Fverson  VanAuken,  son  of  Rachel  (99),  m.  Dorcus  Daley.  W/ieal 
VanAukeii  m.  Delia  Fitch,  Catharine  m.  Sidney  Beemer  a  farmer, 
Sarah  m  Geoi'ge  Sickler,  and  lived  at  Brinktown,  Dorinda  m. 
Squire  Brink,  a  farmer  of  Brinktown,  Pa.  Javus  VanAuken,  the 
fourteenth  and  last  child  of  Rachael  (99)  remained  unmarried. 
Some  of  her  sons  went  west. 

100  John  B.  Rosenkra«^s,  eldest  son  of  Major  Benjamin  (47), 

was  born  in  Walpack,  N.  J.,  July  19,  1792.  He  m.  Margaret 
Hornbeck,  born  April  12,  1794.  He  purchased  land  of  his  father 
1828,  on  the  extreme  northeast  of  his  f^ither's  tract,  in  Sandyston, 
adjoining  lands  of  las  brothers,  Nicholas  and  Elijah.  He  was  an 
industrious  economical  farmer,  and  his  wife  Margaret  was  one 
of  the  most  motherly  and  kind  hearted  of  women.  Their  house 
was  between  ours  and  the  schoolhouse,  and  therefore  a  convenient 
and  oft  stopping  place  to  and  from  school.  Like  ourselves  they 
lived  in  a  log  house  for  a  time,  but  built  and  lived  in  a  good  frame 
dwelling  subsequently,     John  B.  died  January  1,  1850.     Margaret 
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died   Angust  22,  1875.     Their   children   were  :   Daniel,    who  died 
young,  Daniel  H.,  Alfred,  Everson  W..  and  Jacob  H. 
101  RoANNA  RoSENKRAN.s,  daughter  of  Major  Benjamin  (47) 

called  Arreantie,  was  born  in  AValpack,  July  14,  1794,  m.  May  18. 
ISlo,  Jolin  Youngs,  born  March  21,  1791.  John  Youngs  located 
on  a  larm  about  one  mile  north  of  my  father's  house  on  the  river 
road— the  farm  extending  to  the  cross  road  southward,  running 
to  Peters  Valley.  On  the  border  of  his  farm,  and  on  the  cross 
road,  was  built  a  stone  school  house,  1835.  where  our  district 
school  was  located.  One  or  two  incidents  of  interest  connected 
with  the  building  of  that  school  house  is  still  recollected  by  the 
writer,  then  a  boy  of  five  years  of  age.  He  in  company  with  his 
mother  and  "Aunt  Patty,"  (Margaret),  previously  mentioned, 
on  our  way  to  the  home  of  Aunt  Arreantie  Youngs,  took  shelter 
in  it  from  a  i»assing  rain  shower,  and  after  reaching  our  destina- 
tion visited  the  little  sciiool  in  the  cluimber  of  their  wagon  house 
kept  by  "'Sallie  Buckley,"  and  warmed  by  an  iron  kettle  con- 
taining live  coals  sitting  in  the  middle  of  the  school  room.  In 
that  stone  school  house  tlip  nu)st  of  the  writer's  school  days  were 
spent,  and  in  1S.")1  he  was  tlie  first  native  teacher  employed  in  the 
school,  the  former  teacliers  being  mainly  from  New  York  and  the 
Eastern  States.  'Die  stones  of  that  old  school  building  have  been 
thrown  down  as  completely  as  were  1  he  stones  of  the  temjile  at 
Jerusalem,  and  the  last  vestige  of  the  building  has  long  since  dis- 
appeared— Sallie  Buckley,  of  the  little  wagon  house  school,  has 
long  since  dejiarted  from  the  land  of  the  living,  and  most  of  her 
scholars  have  gone  to  their  eternal  rewards.  Time  is  rapidly 
passing  and  great  events  are  ciowding  upon  us.  The  century  will 
soon  be  ended  (Jan.  19(Mi)  and  our  times  for  departure  will  soon 
come.     Let  us  then  be  ready  for  whatever  awaits  us. 

When  Arreantie's  family  were  nearly  all  grown,  John 
Youngs  died  and  she  became  the  second  wife  of  Benjamin  Hull, 
of  Flatbiookville.  She  departed  this  life  1865.  John  Youngs 
and  Arreantie  (101 )  had  nine  children.  Martha,  born  May  12, 
1816,  remained  unmarried  and  died  in  middle  life.  Benjamin 
Youngs,  born  January  23,  1818,  m.  Sarah  Maria  (rustin,  of  San- 
dyston,  and  lived  for  a  time  on  a  farm  in  Ppper  Walpack.  He 
went  to  Lackawanna  Co.,  Penn.,  then  to  Bradford  Co.,  and  final- 
ly to  Kansas,  where  he  located  on  the  prairie,  and  for  a  time  liv- 
ed in  a  sod  shanty.  Tie  died  at  Topeka,  1892.  His  children 
were  :  "William,  Mary  Frances,  Homer,  Stella  and  Sada.  Jame^ 
B.  Youngs,  son  of  Roanna  (101)  was  born  in  Sandyston,  Nov.  7, 
1819,     He  m.  Catharine  Stoll,  daughter  of  Richard  Stoll,  of  WaL 
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pack,  and  purchased  the  liomestead  farm.  He  subsequently  owned 
the  Robert  Stoll  farm  at  Peter's  Valle.y,  and  now  lives  near  Ilaines- 
ville,  Sussex  County,  N.  J.  He  is  a  devoted  Christian  and  a  Deacon 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Sandyston.  His  children  were  : 
John  Youngs,  (who  m.  Martha  daughter  of  David  Bunnell,  of 
Walpack),  a  farmer,  merchant  and  Justice  of  the  Peace.  Eliz- 
aheth  Youngs,  who  in.  George  Schoolev,  a  farmer  of  Sandyston. 
Robert  S.  Youngs  m.  Fannie  Armstrong,  of  Montague,  a  merchant 
and  farmer.  Allen  I'.  Youngs  m.  Celesta  Lay  ton,  daughter  of 
S\lvester.  and  for  his  second  wife  a  Vanauken.  He  was  once  a 
merchant  at  Peter's  Valley,  and  is  now  located  at  Branchville,  N.  J. 
Emma  Jane  Youngs  m.  Jacoo  Linden  Rosenki'ans,  son  of  Al- 
fred (2:^8),  a  farmer  living  near  Unionviile,  N.  Y.  Mary,  the 
youngest  child,  still  lives  with  her  parents.  Sarah  Yonixjx,  daugh- 
ter of  Roanna  (101),  was  horn  April  11,  1822,  and  m.  Isaiah  Shay, 
a  merchant  at  Hainesville,  N.  J.  She  had  children,  Wat.son  and 
John,  and  di^-d  in  Sandyston.  Jason,  son  of  Roanna,  was  born 
January,  7,  1824,  m  Elizabeth  Haney,  daughter  of  John  Haney, 
of  Walpack,  and  moved  to  the  State  of  Illinoi.s,  where  he  has  re- 
cently died.

Maria  Youngs  left  home  before  mar- 
riage and  came  to  Newton,  engaging  in  the  millinery  business 
with  her  cousin,  Martha  Probasco,  but  soon  tuarried  and  retiring 
from  public  business  became  mistress  of  lier  own  household  in 
Newton  John  S.  Howell,  as  stated  elsewhere,  administered  on 
the  estate  of  Elijah  Rosenkians  of  Newton,  188.^,  and  gave  to  the 
writer  the  family  documents  mentioned  in  "  Sources  of  Family 
Information."'  He  died  in  A'ewton  April,  1890,  and  the  writer 
was  at  his  bedside  when  he  died.

and  Margaret  Schoonover,  was  born  in  VValpack,  N.  J.,  .Ian.  HI, 
17i»7.  He  was  brought  n\)  a  farmer  b_v  the  Be-laware,  and  m. 
Mar.  2%  1821,  Lydia  Layton,  born  Feb.  .->,  1M)2,  daughter  of  .bihn 
Layton,  Esq.,  son  of  Thomas  Layton,  of  Peters  Valley,  who  moved 
to  Steuben  County,  N.  Y.  Lydia's  mother  was  Abigal  Layton,  a 
daughter  of  Jacobus  Brink,  and  Arreantie  Rosenkrans  (54),  daugh- 
ter of  Herman  Rosenkrans  and  Arreantie  Oosterhout.  Herman's 
ancestors  were:  Jacobus,  Dirk  and  Harmon  Hendrick  (1).  My 
parents  Nicholas  and  Lydia,  like  Isaac  (.fi.'i)  and  Polly,  Aaron  (78) 
and  Hannah  1).,  form  a  connecting  link  between  the  two  branches 
from  Ilaimon  Hendrick,  our  first  American  ancestor.  Nicholas 
was  the  son  of  Major  Benjamin,  son  of  Col.  John,  son  of  Alex- 
ander, son  of  Hai'inon  Ilendiick  from  Bergen.  Norway,  a  supi)()sed 
descendant  of  Captain  Dirk  Roosecians,  of  Amsterdam,  tlcscended 
from  the  Oeinian  branch  of  the  Rosenkrantz  family,  descended 
fr(im  Erik  Nielsen,  of  Holstein,  Denmark  inow  (Jermanyi,  tlie 
knight  a?nl  nobleman,  who  1:52")  was  presented  with  a  rose  wreath, 
and  first  took  the  name  Rosenkrantz,  son  of  Niels  Iversen,  the 
head  of  the  noble  family  of  Denmark,  in  i:i()S,  and  descendant  of 
Erik  (1st)  of  1227,  A.  T).' 

After  his  mariiage  in  li-21  Ni(li<ilas  Rcserikiirns  lived 
one  year  o-n  the  Jacobus  Brink  faiin  on  Flat  I>rook,  owned 
by  his  father-in  law,  but  purchased  of  his  father  the  farm  ort 
which  he  subsequently  lived  and  for  whii'h  he  receiwd  a  deed 
1881.  This  farm  coiKsisted  of  188  acres,  adjoining  his  father's  oiv 
the  ridge  road  roidwaj^  betwewi  the  Delaware  and  Flat  Brook.  In 
1822  he  built  himself  a  log  hou.se  on  his  farm  in  which  he  moved 
the  next  year,  and  in  which  five  of  his  children  were  born,  includ- 
ing the  write]',  1880.  When  he  moved  there  a  log  house  was 
standing  on  the  lower  end  of  the  farm  in  which  his  brother  Levi 
lived.  In  1884  Nicholas  built  a  frame  dwelling  near  his  log  house^ 
in  which  he  moved  the  same  yeai'.  In  January  and  P\biuaiy,  18';6; 
came  the  notable  "deep  snow""  five  feet  deep,  still  talked  about 
by  old  people,  and  mentioned  in  history.  In  the  Sussex  Register 
of  that  year  appeared  the  following  item  February  22,  1836:- 
"Snow  on  the  ground  said  to  average  five  feet  in  depth  and  being 
added  to  nearly  every  day  (vrtwo."     In  connection  with  the  deep 
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snow  I  recollect  seeing  my  fatlier  luuke  a  pair  ot"  snow  shoes  of 
boards  strapped  to  liis  feet,  uitli  whicli  lie  walked  on  tlie  snow 
across  the  fields  to  Henry  Berk's  house,  a  iialf  mile  distant,  being 
unable  to  travel  even  on  horseback  without  shoveling  the  snow. 

My  lather  was  a  kind  hearted,  social  man.  a  lover  of  his  kin- 
dred and  friends  and  fond  of  good  horses,  his  hounds  and  the  fox 
hunt.  He  was  also  fond  of  pets,  among  tiie  fowl  kind,  especially 
loving  the  Robin,  Martin  and  I'lioebe  bird.  He  kept  tame  pigeons 
and  all  kinds  of  domestic  fowls.  He  brought  to  the  farm  one 
utrange 2)ai)\  which  excited  the  ciuiosity  of  his  neighbor*,  and 
brought  many  a  sightseer  to  the  farm,  'riiis  was  a  pair  of  dusky 
IixlhinK.  an  Indian  and  his  squaw,  who  had  come  down  the  Dela- 
ware in  a  canoe,  with  their  dog  and  their  gun.  They  stopi)ed  on 
the  bank  of  tlie  Delaware,  pitched  tlit-ir  tent,  and  sold  fancy 
baskets  and  the  Indian  amused  the  ciowds  and  secured  many  a 
penny  by  sliooting  1  item  from  a  s|ilif  stick  stuck  in  the  ground 
with  his  arrow  and  his  bow.  The  Indian's  name  was  Joseph 
Mitchell  and  his  wife's  name  was  Millie.  .losejih  wanted  a  shel- 
ter for  the  wint'-r  and  Nicholas  provided  one  on  his  own  farm, 
where  they  lived  for  a  year  or  two,  and  supplied  the  neighbor- 
hood and  Newton  with  fancy  and  useful  small  baskets.  Millie 
was  modest  and  retiring  and  would  never  talk  to  men  and  very 
little  to  women,  except  of  o:ir  own  hoiisH-hold.  She  never  called 
at  aneiglibor's  house,  but  could  frequently  be  seen  shooting  robins 
as  they  came  about  her  door.  But  Joseiih  and  Millie  had  one  in- 
firmity shared  by  mauv  a  pale  face.  They  occasionally  indulged 
t  )o  freely  in  str«Mig  drin'v  VVheii  tliis  Christian  X.Ui  )u  bacornes 
wise  ami  righteous  enough  to  overcome  the  sin  attributed  to  Pope 
Leo  10th  of  "  selling  indulgences,"  selling  licenses  to  make 
drunkards  and  increase  poverty  and  crime,  then  drunkenness  will 
bp  diminished  and  our  people  made  better  and  hapjiier.  These 
Indians  were  harmless  and  peaceable  excejtt  to  each  other  when 
intoxicated  and  (piietly  depaited  down  the  Delaware  as  they 
ciine  in  their  cano:-  with  their  d  >g  and  their  gun. 

But  what  changes  have  taken  jilace  since  my  father  left  that 
log  house  in  1S34  with  its  open  tireiilace,  its  uncar[>eted  floor, 
string  latch,  high  curtained  beds,  an  uncased  clock  placed  on  u 
mantle  against  the  wall,  with  its  heavy  weights  hanging  beneath, 
which  was  subsequently  cased,  and  served  the  family  till  my 
father's  death  lS.-)(),  when  it  went  among  strangers.  Since  leav^ 
ing  that  log  house  have  disippeared  the  open  fire  place,  the 
tin  oven,  andirons  and  trammel,  the  family  loom,  the  spin- 
ning wheel,   flint  lock,   candle  stick   and   snuffers.      Since   lh^n 
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have  c»m(;  the  cooking  stove  and  range,  the  Locofoco  niatcli,  the 
envelope,  postage  stamp,  percussion  cap,  the  breech  loading  and 
thegatling  gun,  the  oil,  gas  and  electric  lights,  the  i-ailroad,  tel- 
egraph, telephone,  phonograph,  and  many  other  inventions  now 
in  use.  Since  then  have  come  the  cultivator  and  reaper,  the 
mower,  drill  and  planter,  iron  clad  torpedo  l>oats,  submarine 
vessels  diving  bells,  cotton,  smokeless  and  giant  powder  and  dy- 
namite, since  then  the  Civil  war  and  end  of  slavery,  and  recently 
the  Spanish  war,  the  expansion  of  our  (lovernnient  and  policy, 
and  the  end  of  Spanish  misrule  over  millions  of  the  human  race. 
God  is  now  doing  an  especial  work  among  the  nations,  and 
the  niellinnial  age  of  light  and  liberty  and  (Muistianity  is 
dawning  upon  us  to  l)reak,  as  we  belive,  into  full  day.  within  the 
coming  three  years.  In  is:i7  my  mother  was  taken  with  in- 
tiammatory  rheumatism  and  ever  after  conhned  to  the  house, 
and  died  October  11.  1841.  In  '42  my  lather  m.  Hannah  Finn,  of 
Orange  County,  N.  Y..  who  died  June  22  of  the  same  year. 
A  Christian  woman  and  highly  respected.  October  24,  1844,  Nich- 
olas m.  Mary  Sniitli,  daughter  of  Jacob  Smith,  of  Sandyston. 
Eventually  he  was  taken  sick  and  died  November  25,  18r)(i,  and 
was  bulled  at  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  Peters  Valley. 
His  widow,  Mrs.  Mary  Rosenkrans,  after  raising  her  two  small 
children  m.  Samuel  Sheets  and  lived  for  years  on  the  Levi  Ro- 
senkrans (40)  homestead  at  the  Delaware  and  is  still  living  at 
Peters  Valley,  N.  J.  rsicholas  Rosenkrans'  children  by  his  first 
wife  were:  Caroline,  Teivsa  A.  Anson  P.,  Layton,  Allen, 
Emily  and  Lorenzo  D.  By  his  third  wife,  Henry  Oscar  and  My- 
ron S.,  six  of  wjiom  are  still  living.

Benjamin  (47)  was  born  June  8,  170(),  and  in.  Mary  Smith.  He 
was  a  farmer  and  purchased  a  farm  on  the  Delaware  below  Sliap- 
l)anack.  on  the  river  road,  at  the  junction  of  the  Ridge  and  the 
Ponipey  road  leading  to  Flatbrookville,  wjiere  his  si'U  John  S. 
now  lives.  Avert's  wife  died  about  188H,  leaving  four  children, 
and  he  subsequently  ni.  Mary  Buss,  born  Sept  1,  1812,  and  died 
Sept.  5,  1878.  Avert  was  a  good  farmer  and  citizen,  living  on  the 
farm  till  near  the  close  of  his  life,  when  he  retired  from  farming, 
and  lived  with  his  daughter,  Mrs.  S.  E.  Decker,  near  Flatbrook- 
ville,  where  he  died  July  7,  1874.  He  was  a  conscientious  faithful 
christian  and  a  church  elder  for  many  years  at  the  Flatbrookville 
church.

Soon  after  his  marriage,  or  perhaps  prior  to  it,  a 
log  house  was  bnilt  at  the  lower  end  of  the  meadow  on  the  farm 
subsequently  purchased  by  Nicholas,  and  in  this  house  Levi  lived 
and  cariied  on  blacksmithing  for  years.  At  the  writer's  earliest 
recollection  of  the  place  the  shop  had  been  taken  down  and  the 
timbers  used  in  the  construction  of  a  fence  with  the  anvil  block 
still  lying  near.  In  183:5  Levi  left  there  and  settled  on  land  west 
of  Bald  Mount,  in  Luzerne  County,  Pa.,  near  the  turnpike  road, 
leading  from  Scrantou  to  Newton  Centre,  where  he  farmed  and  car. 
ried  on  blacksmithing  till  near  the  closeof  his  life,  when  the  farm 
was  left  in  charge  of  his  children.

Smith.  In  1831  he  purchased  of  his  father  a  farm  of  Hxj  acres  in 
Upper  Walpack,  which  he  sold  to  Benjamin  Youngs,  and  pur- 
chased the  farm  of  23<»  acres  in  Walpack,  formerly  owned  by  his 
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father-in  law,  on  the  Ridge  road  above  his  brother  Avert,  which 
farm  he  subsequently  sold  to  Darius  Layton.  He  then  moved  to 
Flatbrookville,  in  Lower  Walpack,  and  improved  tlie  village  by 
building  a  hotel,  storehouse,  flouring  mill,  saw  n;ill  and  other 
buildings,  keeping  a  hotel  there  for  many  years.  He  owned  a 
farm  also  in  Luzerne  (!ounty,  Penna.,  which  he  sold  to  Benjamin 
Youngs,  and  subsequently  owned  one  in  Bradford  Co.,  Penna. 
In  LS.")8,  Elijah  Rosenkrans  purchased  of  the  writer  the  property 
on  the  eastern  corner  of  Halsted  and  Madison  streets,  Newton, 
and  moved  there  1874,  where  he  remained  till  his  death.  In 
front  of  the  dwelling  on  llalsted  street  stand  four  maple  trees 
which  the  writer  placed  there  with  his  own  hands  in  WQH. 
While  living  at  Flatbrookville  Elijah's  wife  died  February  7, 
bsti4,  and  Maich  27,  ISOC,  he  ni.  Amanda  M.  F.  Yansickle, 
daughter  of  Benjamin  1',,  of  Peter's  \alley,  N.  J.,  born  April 
23,  188(;,  and  died  in  Newton  Ajiril  12,  1883.  Elijah  died  Nov- 
ember 5,  188r),  the  day  alter  the  wiiter's  return  from  Scran- 
ton,  who  watched  by  his  bedside  the  night  before  his  death.  Hi.s 
likeness  and  biography  may  be  found  in  Everett  &  Peck's  history 
of  Sussex  County,  with  the  following  record  concerning  him  clos- 
ing his  biography  :  "In  his  township  he  has  been  liouored  with 
most  of  the  offices  of  trust  and  responsibility  in  managing  its 
affairs,  and  for  many  years  officiated  as  .Justice  of  the  Peace  and 
Assessor,"  His  children,  all  by  his  second  wife,  were  :  Mary  V., 
Hortense  and  Sylvia  Augusta. 

108  Sallie  Rosenkuans,  daughter  of  Col.  Benjamin   (47), 

was  born  in  Walpack,  N.  J..  April  4,  1808.  When  iifteen  years 
of  ag*^,  she  told  me.  she  went  and  lived  with  her  aunt  Secelia 
Shaw,  sister  of  her  mother,  who  lived  in  Orange  Co,  N.  Y. 
There  she  was  reared  and  educated  under  strict  religious  disci- 
pline and  rare  social  advantages,  which  she  improved  in  a  remark- 
able manner,  becoming  a  favorite  among  all  her  relatives  and 
highly  esteemed  by  all  who  knew  her.  April  2(i,  1827,  she  was 
married  at  her  father's  house  in  Walpack  by  Rev.  James  G. 
Force,  of  Peter's  Valley,  to  Everson  Wheat,  of  Orange  County, 
N.  Y.,  a  farmer  who  lived  near  Howell's  depot,  the  vicinity  of  her 
adopted  home.  He  died  May  4,  1839,  leaving  her  with  one  prom- 
ising boy,  Salmon,  nine  years  of  age.  Everson  Wheat's  children 
were :  Salmon,  born  July  9,  1830,  and  Hannah  born  February  22, 
1834,  who  died  a  short  time  prior  to  her  father's  death,  March  23, 
183!).  April  T),  1842,  Mrs.  Sallie  Wheat  m.  James  C.  Bevans,  of 
Sandyston,  N.  J  ,  widower  of  her  sister  Maria,  and,  returning  to 
the  vicinity  of  her  childhood  home,  she  took  charge  of  the  house- 
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hold  of  her  dei^arted  sister,  consisting  of  eleven  children  beside 
her  own  son.  James  C.  Bevans,  as  already  stated  in  connection 
with  Maria  (1<)5),  was  an  extensive  farmer  and  merchant,  keeping 
a  large  dairy  of  cows,  which  with  the  large  family,  rendered  the 
care  of  the  household  responsible  and  difficult  But  she  was 
equal  to  the  emergency,  "above  one  in  a  thousand." 

Too  much  can  scarcely  be  said  in  her  praise  as  a  model  chiis- 
tian  woman,  a  wife  and  mother,  friend  and  counsellor.  She  was 
wise  in  counsel  and  prudent  in  all  tilings,  remarkabh'  free  from 
prejudice  and  always  actuated  by  justice.  She  was  tall  and  dig- 
nified, and  courteous,  always  calm  and  reserved,  and  self  pos- 
sessed. She  had  a  smile  for  eveiyone,  but  was  never  seen  by  the 
writer  to  indulge  in  outbursts  of  laughter.  She  reminded  one  of 
^Vashington  with  his  mild  and  dignified  appearance,  and  seemed 
well  fitted  by  nature  to  be  the  "first  lady  of  the  land."  She  was 
fond  of  hei- kindred  and  took  [ileasure  in  visiting  them  and  re- 
ceiving them  at  her  own  home.  Having  been  much  in  the  family 
'of  Uncle  "Jim"  Bevans,  and  among  his  children,  the  writer  never 
heard  from  one  of  them  a  word  spoken  disparagingly  of  "Aunt 
Sallie,"  whose  government  over  them  was  a  righteous  one,  and 
whose  every  word  was  received  with  reverence  and  obeyed  wil- 
lingly. James  C.  Bevans,  after  a  long  illness,  died  Sept.  14,  1881. 
Mrs.  Sallie  Bevans  remained  on  the  farm  after  his  death  with  her 
son  Victor  E,  who  i)urcha.sed  and  had  charge  of  it,  frequently 
visiting  among  her  children  and  relatives,  living  to  the  good  old 
age  of  8.-)  years.  Of  the  righteous  it  is  said  :  "With  long  life  will 
I  satisfy  him,  and  show  him  my  salvation."  She  visited  in  the 
writer's  family  and  related  to  him  many  things  regarding  the 
elder  members.  She  died  January  0,  1894,  and  was  buried  at 
Peter's  Valley  beside  her  sister  Maria.

They  lived  for  a  time  in  Steuben 
County  and  moved  to  Michigan.  Mrs.  H.  M.  Bailey,  of  Cohocton, 
reports  that  some  of  their  children  went  to  Florida.  Their  names 
are  given  as:  Sarah  Elizabeth,  Simeon,  George,  Hannah,  Maria 
and  Hiram,  twins.  It  was  reported  also  that  a  descendant  of 
Belinda  Nyce,  Charles  R.,  was  living  at  Washington,  Kansas. 

114  Oliver,  second  child  of  Dr.  Simeon,  was  born  1801,  and 
died  in  infancy. 
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115  James   Olive;:   Rosenkraxs,  son   of   Dr.   Simeon,  was 

born  at  the  stone  residence  in  Walpack,  June  3.  JSO'A.  He  ni. 
March  H,  1S24,  Susanna  Yancampen,  born  November  6,  1805, 
dauffhter  of  James  Yancampen  and  Cecelia  Decker,  who  lived  in 
the  Colonel  Abiaham  Yancampen  stone  residence  at  Shoemaker's 
Ferry,  eleven  miles  l)elovv,  James  was  probably  a  grandson  of 
Col.  Abraham.  James  Oliver  was  a  farmer  and  settled  on  a  farm 
at  AVhite  Water,  Wis.,  where  he  died  May  5.  1SS3.  His  wife  Su- 
sanna died  there  September  1,  IWi'J.  Some  of  tiie  family  includ- 
ing his  daughter  Mary,  who  reported  the  above  jiarticulars,  still 
live  there.  His  children  were;  Sarah,  Cecelia  R.,  Simeon  D., 
Anson  C.  and  Mary. 

IIG  Du.  Hexuy  S.  Rosexkkans,  son  of  Dr.  Simeon  (49),  was 

born  in  Walpack,  N.  J.,  bson.  l)avid  Hossack,  his  son,  of  New- 
ark, N.  J.,  reported  that  his  father  studied  medicine  in  New 
York  with  Dr.  David  Hossack  for  whom  he  was  named,  and  lo- 
cated at  Hambuig,  N.  J.,  as  a  physician  about  1825.  He  m.  Mary 
Sharp,  of  Wantage,  1821*.  Mary  Sharp  was  born  March  11,  1806, 
daughter  of  Joseph  Shaip,  a  large  land  owner,  of  Wantage.  In 
1841  Dr.  Henr}'  S.  went  to  New  York  City  and  there  practiced 
medicine.  In  1845  he  came  into  possession  of  a  farm  in  Wantage 
inherited  by  his  wife  where  he  moved  and  lived  for  a  while.  lie 
sold  the  farm  and  moved  to  Newton  and  remained  there  about 
two  years,  then  went  to  Newark  and  died  May  2(i,  1868.  His  wife 
Mary  died  January  21,  1878.  His  children  were  :  David  Hossack, 
Joseph  Sharp,  Helen  M.,  Mary  Estelle  and  Snrali  Elizabeth. 

117  SiMicox  Rose\ki;a.\s,  son  of  Dr.  Simeon,  was  bom  in 
Walpack,  N.  J.,  18(i7.  He  m.  February  12.  1832,  Mary  Zimmer- 
man, of  Smithlield,  ]>a  ,  opposite  Walpack,  on  the  Delaware,  and 
1834  moved  to  Steuben  County,  N.  Y.,  on  a  farm  at  Avoca,  near 
Cohocton,  where  his  father  settled  a  few  jears  later.  He  suc- 
ceeded well  as  a  farmer  and  died  May  22,  1872.  His  wife  Mary 
outlived  him,  and  is  spoken  of  by  Mrs.  A.  E.  White  ( lUO)  as  a 
superior  woman  and  a  benevolent  christian,  who  greatly  assisted 
the  Presbyterian  church,  of  the  place,  by  contributions  and  gifts. 
Simeon's  children  were:  Samuel,  Louisa  and  Henry. 

118  John  Rosexicran.s,  son  of  Dr.  Simeon,  was  born  in  the 
stone  house  near  Walpack  Centre,  January  1,  180!).  He  kept  store 
in  his  father's  house  for  a  short  time,  and  then  moved  his  store  to 
the  village  of  Peter's  Yalley,  three  miles  above.  I  u.sed  to  hear 
my  father  when  T  was  a  small  boy,  tell  an  incident  concerning 
John's  clerk,  whom,  when  he  was  going  away,  he  told  to  salt  the 
eggs  in  order  to  preserve  them.     Being  inexperienced  in  preserv- 
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ing  eggs  and  knowing  bnt  one  way  of  salting  them  be  removed 
the  shells  to  the  great  surprise  of  his  employer.  A  person  still 
living  who  remeni- 
bers  the  store  kept 
by  John  Rosen- 
krans,  thinks  the 
f'lerk  was  his  own 
brother.  After  re- 
moving his  store  to 
Peter's  Valley  (Be- 
vans  P.  O.),  which 
was  one  and  a  half 
miles  from  my  fath- 
er'shouse,  John  had 
the  misfortune  188() 
of  losing  the  store 
and  a  ([uantity  of 
money  l)y  lire.  An 
old  lile  of  the  Sus- 
sex Registei',  of 
Newton,  N.J. ,  Feb- 
ruary, 1836,  con- 
tains the  following 
item:  "On  Febru- 
ary 1(5,  the  store- 
house of  John  Ro- 
senkrants,at  Peter' s 
Valley  was  burned  john  rosenkrans  (nS). 

with  all  its  contents  including  |;7(X)  or  $800  in  money."  After  the 
loss  of  his  store  1S3(J,  John  must  have  gone  directly  to  Dover, 
Ohio,  as  he  was  m.  there  1837  to  Mary  Johnson,  daughter  of  Hon. 
Leverett  Johnson,  of  Dover.  His  son,  Henry  J.  Rosencrans,  of 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  reports  that  his  father  from  1838-53  lived  in 
different  places  in  Walworth  Co.,  Wis.,  as  merchant,  farmer  and 
grower  of  fruit  trees  and  fruit.  In  'o8  he  went  to  Beloit,  Wis., 
where  his  wife  died  18r)4.  In  18.")0  John  married  Mary  Perkins, 
of  Beloit,  who  died  there  1864.  He  then  moved  to  Clarksville, 
Iowa,  and  186.-)  m.  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Stewart,  of  Shell  Rock,  Iowa. 
In  1866  he  moved  to  Waverly,  where  he  died  August  17,  1886. 
In  December,  '97,  Mary  A.,  his  widow,  was  stillliving  at  Waverly 
as  reported  by  Henry  J.,  who  gives  to  his  father  the  following 
tribute  of  praise.  He  says:  ''My  father  was  a  Deacon  in  the 
Congregational  Church  and  always  lived   a  very  consistent  life, 
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and  tried  to  inculcate  the  same  principles  in  his  children  ""  John's 
children,  all  by  his  lirst  wife,  were:  Helen  P.,  Florence  L., 
Henry  J.,  Lucian  I.  and  Lucius  S.,  twins,  S.  Amelia.

Walpack,  X.  J.,  1811.  He  m.  July  7,  1844,  Maria  Hopper,  per. 
haps  of  Hohokus.  N.  J.,  where  his  uncle,  Dr.  Elijah  Kosedrant, 
lived,  and  where  his  father  had  lived  for  a  short  time  and  himself 
also  after  marriaft-e.  Charick's  son,  John  J.,  reports  that  he  lived 
there  1845-30  during  which  time  his  children  were  born.  We  are 
informed  by  another  that  he  was  a  traveling  agent  or  salesman  for 
some  time  and  then  real  estate  agent.  Mrs.  H.  M.  Bailey  C^fi), 
ofCohocton,  X.  Y..  rei)orts  that  Charick  was  accidentally  killed 
by  a  team  of  horses  at  Poughkeepsie,  October  2."),  18G0.  His  chil- 
dren were  :  Louis,  John  Jacob  and  Margaret.  His  widow  Maria 
is  yet  living  with  her  son  John  J.  Rosencrantzat  Cranford,  N.  J., 
aged  1)1  years.

born  in  Sussex  County,  N.  J.,  July  2."),  1813.  He  went  to  Cohoc- 
ton,  Steuben  Co.,  N.  V.,  1888,    and    there    m.  Sei)tember  K),  1840,

24,  1S2:5.  Melissa  is  a 
daughter  of  Daniel  H. 
Davis,  whose  mother  was  a 
sister  to  Col.  Ethan  Allen, 
of  Revolutionarj'  fame. 
Daniel  H.  Davis  was  bora  in 
Conn  and  came  to  Cohoc- 
ton,  where  Melissa  was 
born.  After  marriage  Sam- 
uel S.  Rosenkrans  went  to 
Jackson  Co.,  Mich.,  as  a 
farmer,  but  the  climate  not 
being  suitable,  he  returned 
to  Cohocton,  where  after 
the  death  of  his  father  1841 
he  i)urchased  the  home- 
stead farm.  In  I860  he 
sold  it  and  engaged  in  ho- 
tel keeping  in  Cohocton, 
Samuel  S   Rosenkrans  (i2o)  but  eventually  left  the  ho-

Witli  commendable  love  for  her 
parents  and  jiride  in  her  grandfather's  fannly,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Bailey 
i'rilQ)  writes  as  follows  concernin<i  them  :  "  I  am  a  great  lover  of 
our  own  family,  for  with  only  one  or  two  exceptions  they  are  a 
family  to  be  proud  of.  It  was  an  acknowledged  fact  that  my 
grandfather's,  Dr.  Simeon  Rosenkrans'  family,  taking  them  one 
and  all,  was  the  handsomest  and  meet  intellieent  family.  The 
girls  were  more  than  ordinary  handsome  and  the  men  tine  speci- 
mens of  manhood.  My  father,  Samuel  Rosenkrans,  was  a  tall, 
well  built  man,  of  fine  physique,  and  in  his  younger  days  a  hand- 
somer man  was  hard  to  Hud."  Of  her  mother  she  says:  "My 
mother,  Mrs.  Samuel  Rosenkrans,  was  born  in  Cohocton,  N.  Y., 
Aug.  24,  lS2.'i  and  is  still  living  in  our  old  home  in  this  village 
only  about  forty  rods  from  my  present  home.  She  is  now  well 
along  in  years,  being  nearly  seventy-four  years  old,  and  as  well 
a  preserved  woman  of  her  age  as  you  probably  ever  saw,  and  the 
greatest  happiness  I  know  is  in  visiting  her  every  day."  Sam- 
uel's children  were  :  Helen  Balinda,  Harriet  Maria,  Sarah  Eliza- 
beth, Charles  Meivin,  Ann  Moore  and  Mary  Louise. 

121  MAi:(iAKi;T  D.  W.  Rosexkkans,  daughter  of  Dr.  Sim- 
eon, was  born  in  Walpack,  N.  J.,  Aug.  18,  1815.  She  m.  in  Steu- 
ben County,  N.  Y  ,  March  18,  1841,  Paul  C.  Cook,  born  Sept.  15, 
17U2.  He  served  as  County  Cli^rk  for  some  years  and  died  at 
Bath  July  11,  1805.  She  died  without  issue  and  she  and  her 
husband  were  buried  in  the  Grove  Cemetery  at  Bath. 

122  Julia  Mauia  Rosenkrans,  born  in  Sussex  County,  N. 
J.,  February  16,  1817,  m.  March  3,  1842,  Daniel  Raymond,  of 
Steuben  County.  They  lived  at  Cohocton  till  1855,  then  went  to 
Michigan,  near  Tecutn<eh.  Mrs.  Melissa  D  Rosenkrans  (120),  and 
her  daughter,  Mrs.  II  M.  Bailey  (81()).  who  have  furnished  informa- 
tion concerning  Dr.  Simeon's  family  report  that  from  Tecumseh 
the  family  moved  to  Sorento.

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123  Charles  Jaynk  Rosenkrans,  son  of  Dr.  Simeon,  was 
boru  in  New  Jersey  18:^0.  He  m.  at  Cohocton  Catharine  Ray- 
mond. He  was  a  harness  maker  by  trade  and  moved  to  Tecumseh, 
Mich.,  and  there  died  187().  He  had  cliildren,  C.  Webb  and 
Edward. 

124  Ann  Catharine  Rosenkrans,  twelfth  and  last  child 
of  Dr.  Simeon  Rosenkrans  (117)  and  Sarah  Shoemaker,  was  born 
in  Walpack,  N.  J.,  September  3,  1823.  At  Cohocton  she  m. 
Andrew  W.  Moore,  a  merchant  of  Lebanon  Corner,  N.  V.,  April 
13,  1844,  She  died  at  Utica,  May  12,  1801,  and  was  buried  at 
Cohocton.  Her  son,  and  only  child,  Charles  Henry  Moore,  born 
November  16,  1847,  m.  Lucy  Cook,  of  Wayne,  N.  Y.  He  lives  at 
Bath,  according  to  reports,  and  has  one  son  Charles  Moore,  in  a 
printing  office,  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

JACOBUS   ROSENKRANS   C^!))   and   Jlnrn^    Ilomha-k  had 
three  children. 

125  Betsy  Rosenkrans,  daughter  of  Jacobus,  was  born 
at  Rosetown,  Pa.,  about  1771  and  m,  Manuel  Ikink.  No  further 
records. 

126  Lena  Rosenkrans,  daughter  of  Jacobus,  or  James  (55), 
was  born  at  Rosetown  about  1773,  m.  Fel)ruary  17,  17'.»1,  Martynus 
Cole,  father  of  Jacobus  Cole,  the  father  of  Judge  Martin  Cole,  of 
Montague.  Martynus  Cole  is  said  to  have  built  the  first  frame 
dwelling  in  Montague,  the  others  at  that  time  having  been  built 
of  logs  or  stone. 

127  Catharine  Rosenkrans,  born  at  Rosetown.  Pa.,  about 
1775,  m.  Daniel  Decker  and  secondly  Crissey  Bull.  Her  children 
by  D.  Decker  were  :  Lena  and  Roanna.  The  latter  married  John 
D.  Everitt,  of  Sandyston,  and  had  children,  Caty  Jane,  Daniel, 
Isaac,  Martin,  Robert  and  Allen.  Caty  Jane  Everitt  m.  John  B, 
Layton,  father  of  Joseph  E.  Layton,  of  Branchville,  N.  J.,  and  of 
Daniel  Davis  Layton,  of  Susquehanna  Co.,  Pa.  Catharine's 
children  by  C.  Bull  were  :  Rosenkrans  C.  Bull,  Hannah,  who  m.

CAPTAIN  DANIEL  ROSENCRANTS  (59)  and  Catrhm  Cole 
had  six  children. 

128  James,  or  Jacobus  Rosecrons,  eldest  son  of  Captain 
Daniel   Rosencrants,    was   baptised  at  Miuisink,  N.  J.,  Nov.  2^, 
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ITHfl  He  was  taken  l\v  his  parents  to  the  Wyoming  Valley,  Pa., 
17U7.  and  returned  with  his  mother  after  his  father's  capture  by 
the  Indians,  to  New  Jersey,  1776.  After  his  father's  death  and 
the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  with  his  mother  and  the  other 
children  to  Wyomino;.  When  the  place  was  disposed  of  l)y  his 
mother  they  all  returned  to  Sussex  Countj',  N.  .J.,  where  he  m. 
Mary  Walling,  about  17117  and  settled  in  Wantage.  His  home 
was  near  the  State  line,  in  the  vicinity  of  Unionville,  N.  Y.,  and 
was  probably  the  former  home  of  his  parent*,  Daniel  and  Cath- 
arine. James  dealt  in  real  estate,  and  from  the  land  records,  as 
well  as  the  church,  we  havn  gathered  a  portion  of  hishi.story.  He 
was  m.  three  times,  and  liad  children  by  two  of  his  wives.  His 
second  wife  was  Mary  Loring  and  his  third  Sarah  Hoy.  He  lived  in 
Sussex  Co.  all  his  life,  while  his  lirothers  left  the  county,  and  all 
except  John  I),  went  to  Delaware  Co.,  Ohio,  as  well  as  his  sister 
Catharine.  In  ISO'A  James  purchased  land  of  James  Walling. 
In  ISO.'i  he  and  his  wife  Mary  sold  real  estate  to  II  Coykendall 
and  to  P.  Vausickle.  In  ISlfi  to  Jacob  Rosenkrans,  his  brother. 
In  1818  James  and  Sarah  Roy,  his  third  wife,  sold  to  Joseph 
Ciiandler,  in  \KU)  to  John  Roy,  and  18;U  to  Jane  Post.  From  the 
above  records  it  is  evident  that  his  second  wife  Mary  Loring  died 
between  1816-18.  The  time  of  Mary  Walling's  death  was  prob- 
ably soon  after  the  birth  of  Benjamin,  her  last  child,  1804.

The  codicil  dated  November  20,  1833,  is  signed  "James 
Rosecrons"  and  witnessed  by  W.  J.  Wilson,  Caleb  Pittsley  and 
Daniel  Wilson.  The  will  was  proved  at  Newton  before  Grant 
Fitch,  Surrogate,  June  15,  1836,  and  recorded  Book  C,  p.  182, 
He  was  a  member  of  The  Orange  Baptist  Church.  Minisink  Twp., 
Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.  His  children  by  Mary  Walling  were:  James, 
Phebe.  Amy  and  Benjamin.  By  Mary  Loring,  Daniel. 
129  John  D.  Rose^'kkans,  son  Capt.  Daniel  (59),  was  born 
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in  Wyomint?,  Pa.,  Oct.  n,  1700.  After  his  father's  capture  by 
the  Indians  in  "70  he  with  the  rest  of  the  family  returned  to  Sus- 
sex County  and  when  grown  to  manhood  near  the  State  line  he 
m.  Elizabeth  Whittaker,  born  1774.  and  as  informed  by  his 
daughter,  Mrs.  Amanda  Joslyn,  located  on  a  farm  in  Minisink 
Township,  Orange  I'ounty,  N.  Y.,  near  Westtown.  In  l^!l!)  he 
left  there  and  settled  on  a  farm  near  Batavia,  Genesee  County, 
where  he  died  January  lo,  ISal.  His  wife  died  September  14, 
1853.  His  children  were:  Catharine,  John  W.,  Daniel,  Jesse, 
Elizabeth  J.,  Amanda  and  James. 

130  JosiAH  RosEKi;.\Ns.  son  of  Captain  Daniel  i^i)).  was 
born  in  Wyoming  Valley,  1771.  Following  the  fortunes  and  the 
removals  of  his  mother  he  was  raised  mainly  in  Wantage,  Sussex 
County,  N.  J.,  but  with  the  majority  of  his  father's  family  mov- 
ed to  Delaware,  Co.,  Ohio.  Fiut  little  definite  knowledge  has 
been  gained  concerning  hin;  but  Mr.  C.  P.  Dwiniiell,  of  Potter, 
Delaware  Co.,  Ohio,  reported  IS'.),'!  that  .losiali  raised  a  family  of 
children  in  Oliio  among  whom  were  Ijorin,  Mortimer,  Catharine 
and  Hannah,  that  he  lived  in  Delaware  County,  but  went  to  Kal- 
amazoo County  where  he  died.

She  reports  that 
he  went  to  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  1Si)S,  jiurehased  a  farm  and  in 
connection  with  his  farming  practiced  medicine.  The  land  records 
of  Luzerne  County.  Pa.,  as  reported  by  Mr.  O.  J.  Harvey,  histor- 
ian of  the  Nesbitt  family,  show  that  Daniel  Rosecrants  purchas- 
ed of  D.  Stadford  for  $7l)()  170  acres  of  land  on  Horseshoe  Neck 
in  the  district  of  Tunkhannock  adjoining  lands  of  John  Rose- 
crants, March  1."),  18ii2,  and  the  Ohio  land  records  as  reported  by 
J.  P.  Wintermute,  of  Delaware,  show  that  he  purchased  land  in 
Kingston  twp.,  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  of  Joseph  Patrick,  June 
20,  1816.  The  tirst  record  may  be  at  the  State  capitol.  He  even- 
tually sold  the  farm  in   Delaware   County   and  moved  to  Licking 
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County,  where  he  died  1849,  his  wife  having  died  there  1840. 
Daniel  sold  land  to  Daniel  Rosacrans,  Jr.,  1825,  and  tea  Mr.  Aus- 
tin 1832.  The  farm  on  which  he  first  settled  was  afterward  owned 
hy  his  son  Crandall  and  on  that  farm  Crandall's  son.  General 
William  Stark  Rosecrans  was  born  l<s:i).  In  '34  the  farm  was 
purchast'd  by  John  Rosecrans,  son  of  Isaac  (13.")),  and  John's  son 
Samuel  L.  Rosecrans  owned  and  lived  on  it  in  March  IS'.i')  when  a 
letter  was  received  from  him.  lie  says  "  the  farm  owned  by  Dan- 
iel contained  92  acres.  I  have  no  deed  back  of  the  one  given  to 
my  father  in  1834."  Daniel  probably  sold  to  his  son  Crandall. 
who  lived  on  it  1819.  Daniel's  children  were:  Crandall,  Parme- 
nus,  Jacob,  Daniel,  James,  Judge  Marmaduke  P.,  Elizal>eth,  De- 
ziah,  Catharine  and  another  not  named,  who  probably  died 
young. 

132  Catiiarixe  Rosenkhans,  daughter  of  Captain  Daniel 
and  Catharine  Cole,  was  born  in  Wyoming  County,  Pa.,  about 
177.-).  She  was  brought  up  in  Wantage  twp.,  Sussex  County, 
N.  J.,  and  there  ni.  Paul  Stark  by  whom  she  had  eight  children. 
After  his  death  she  m.  Edward  Culver,  and  moved  to  Delaware 
County,  Ohio.  Her  children  by  her  tirst  husband  as  reported  by 
Mr.  C.  P.  Dwinnell,  of  Potter,  Ohio,  were:  Almond,  Nathaniel, 
George,  Sarah,  James,  Henry,  Paul  and  Phebe,  and  by  her  second 
husband.  Stephen  Culver.  She  lived  near  Sunbury,  Delaware 
County,  and  in  '93,  all  her  children  were  said  to  have  departed 
this  life  except  Stephen. 

133  Jacob  Roseckans^,  son  and  youngest  child  of  Capt. 
Daniel  (.'59),  was  bap.  at  Minisink  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  Sus- 
sex County,  N.  J.,  June  1,  1777.  This  was  soon  after  the  return 
of  his  parents  froni  Pennsylvania,  after  his  father's  capture,  1776. 
From  the  Sussex  land  records  and  from  Oliio  we  learn  that  Janob's 
wife  was  named  S^rah,  but  her  family  name  has  not  been  learned.'*' 
It  is  said  that  Jacob  had  a  second  wife  named  Rachel  Hogden, 
and  had  children  :  LaFayette,  Crandall,  Lucinda,  Josiah  and 
Stephen  :  that  Jacob  after  living  in  Delaware  County  removed  to 
Morrow  County  and  died  there.  Jacob  remained  in  Sussex  County 
longer  than  any  of  his  brothers  except  James,  and  was  one  of  the 
executors  of  his  mother's  estate  as  named  in  her  will.  He  pur- 
chased land  of  Martin  Ryerson  in  AVantage,  N.  J.,  1809,  and  of 
his  brother  James,  1816.  Jacob  and  Sarah  sold  land  to  Jacob  Van- 
sickle,  1816,  and  to  Stephen  Arnold,  Jr.,  Sept.  20,  1817.  This  seems 
to  have  been  his  last  sale  in  Sussex,  and  he  probably  went  to  Ohio 
soon  after,  being  the  last  of  the  family  to  go  there,  and  the  third 
Jacob  Rosecrans  known  in  Delaware  Co.,  Ohio.     Mrs.  Lily   E. 
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Toole,  of  Montana,  daughter  of  (len.  W.  S.  Rosecrans,  in  writing 
from  her  father's  ranch,  near  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  in  "1)4,  says  con- 
cerning tiie  family  in  Ohio  :  "My  father  remembers  his  Uncle 
Jake,  and  in  addition  recalls  two  middle  aged  men  when  he  was  a 
boy,  Jersey  Jake  and  Taylor  Jake,  the  latter  having  married  in 
the  Taylor  family."  Mr.  C.  P.  Dwinnell,  of  Delawa^re  Co.,  Ohio, 
in  a  letter,  ly,)."),  also  speaks  of  three  Jakes  who  formerly  lived  in 
that  county,  "little  Jake,  Taylor  Jake  and  Jersey  Jake,"  who 
were  thus  nicknamed  in  order  to  distinguish  them.  Little  Jake 
was  probably  tiie  son  of  Daniel  Rosecrans  and  Thankful  Wilcox; 
Taylor  Jake,  who  married  Poly  Taylor,  was  the  son  of  John  Rose- 
crans, and  Maria  Rosa,  and  Jersey  Jake,  recently  from  New  Jer- 
sey, was  the  son  of  Capt  Daniel  Rosencrants  and  Catharine,  of 
Revolutionaiy  days,  whose  adventures  and  experiences  in  '76  were 
strange  and  startling. 

JOHN  ROSECRANS  {X>-2)  and  JIaria  /.'o.vfthad  five  children. 

134  Abraham  Rosecrans,  son  of  John  ((>2K  was  born  in 
Orange  Co.,  N.  Y..  about  1771,  where  his  father  was  a  soldier  of 
the  Revolution.  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob,  John  and  Rebecca 
followed  in  the  footsteps  of  their  father  John.  They  accompanied 
him  to  Luzerne  Co.,  Pa.,  and  to  Delaware  Co.,  Ohio.  We  have  not 
the  date  of  Abraham's  purchase  in  Pennsylvania,  but  the  Wilkes- 
barre  records  show  thathesoldland  on  Horse  Shoe  Neck,  Putnam 
twp.,  Luzerne  County  (now  Wyoming)  to  James  Stark  for  *180, 
May  1,  18(»7.  About  the  year  180."),  Abraham,  while  living  in 
Pennsylvania,  m.  Susan  Patrick  and  as  reported  by  his  daughter 
Mrs.  Mahala  Winterbotham,  of  Michigan  City,  through  her  son- 
in-law,  Mr.  John  (I.  Mott,  he  moved  to  Ohio,  1811,  where  she  was 
born  the  same  year.  We  have  not  learned  the  Christian  name  of 
Susan  Patrick's  father,  but  in  1810,  Daniel  Rosecrans  (131)  pur- 
chased land  of  one  Joseph  Patrick,  in  Delaware  County,  who  was 
probably  her  father.  Abraham  purchased  in  Ohio  of  his  father, 
1812,  having  moved  there  as  before  stated  in  1811.  He  lived  there 
fortj'  years,  a  wilderness  life  at  first,  and  18.")1  removed  to  Illinois, 
locating  on  a  farm  near  Charleston,  Coles  County,  where  he  died 
1861.  His  children,  as  reported  by  Mr.  John  G.  Mott,  of  Michi- 
gan City,  were;  Calista,  Zerua,  Miranda,  Mahala,  Maria,  Eliza- 
beth, Almon,  Sojihronia,  Charles  and  Susan. 

135  Isaac  Rosecrans,  son  of  John  (62),  was  born  in  Orange 
Co.,  N.  Y'  ,  Jan.  22,  1782.  The  baptisms  of  his  father's  family 
have  not  been  found  in  the  church  records,  but  reports  from  his 
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descendants  in  tlie  West  liave  been  rec^eived  concerning  his  family 
and  especially  from  his  grandchildren,  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Cox, 
(609)  of  Elwood,  Neb.,  and  from  (t.  W.  White  (86-4),  of  Kansas. 
At  the  close  of  tlie  eighteenth  century,  as  before  stated,  lsaa<^ 
witli  his  father  and  his  brothers  went  to  Luzerne  Co.,  Pa.,  and 
about  the  year  ISOH  ni.  Mary  Taylor,  and  purchasing  land  there 
commenced  the  clearing  of  a  farm  and  the  rearing  of  a  family  and 
Isaac,  the  brother  of  Abraham,  raised  a  much  larger  one  than  did 
Isaac,  the  son  of  Abriham.  Isaac  had  three  wives  and  eigh- 
teen children  and  lived  in  the  several  states  of  New  York,  Penu 
sylvania,  Ohio  and  Illinois.  According  to  the  Luzerne  County 
records,  Isaac  on  June2o,  ISO*;,  in  company  with  his  brjtlier  John, 
Jr.,  purchased  of  .lohn  Arnold  300  acres  of  land  on  the  Susque- 
hanna, Putnam  twj).,  adjoining  lands  of  John  Rosecrants,  his 
father,  for  which  they  paid  $770  and  the  next  year,  July  7,  1807, 
Isaac  purchased  his  brother's  one-half  interest  for  $:]8."J.  But  his 
father  went  to  Ohio  and  purchased  land  in  Delaware  County  1810, 
being  tlie  first  of  the  name  to  purchase  in  thatcounty.  Isaac  was 
the  second.  l)uyiiig  there  1811  and  moving  the  following  year.  He 
purchased  of  Stanberry  &  Dayton,  March  1,  1811.  Mary  Taylor, 
his  first  wife,  was  boin  March  10,  1782,  and  died  in  Ohio  Nov.  20, 
1816,  leaving  nine  children.  In  1817  he  m.  Hulda  Agerd,  born 
March  18,  17'.»3.  She  died  1828,  It-aving  four  children.  In  1829 
he  m.  Lucy  Taylor  and  1834  or  ■:J7  left  Ohio  and  located  on  a  farm 
near  Ashton,  Ogle  Co.,  111.,  with  a  fannly  of  at  least  fifteen  chil- 
dren. Abraham  and  Isaac  kept  well  together  in  the  journey  of 
life  in  going  from  New  York  to  Pennsylvania,  to  Ohio  and  to  Illi- 
nois, in  which  State  he  was  buried.  Isaac  died  18.")2  on  a  farm 
three  miles  from  Ashton.  Almond  W.  Rosecrans  (709),  a  grand^ 
son  and  merchant  in  Ashton,  reported  1897,  that  the  Isaac  Rose- 
crans farm  was  then  owned  and  occupied  by  one  William  Hunt. 
His  children  by  his  first  wife  were  :  Diana,  Sallie,  Catharine,  John, 
Dorsin,  Mary  T.,  Hiram,  Rebecca  and  Isaac.  By  his  second  wife  : 
Crandall,  Lucy  Ann,  William  Champlin  and  Huldah  M.  By  his 
third  wnfe :  Newton,  Eliza  Ann,  Russell,  Benjamin  and  Philo. 
136  Jacob  Roskcuaxs,  son  of  John  iij'2),  was  born  in  Orange 

Co.,  N.  Y.,  about  1783,  and  married  1812.  In  1798,  with  his  father 
and  his  bretiiren  in  Pennsylvania  he  pui chased  260  acres  of  land 
in  Hanover  Division,  Luzerne  Count}',  which  he  claimed  1802,  it 
being  government  land.  Thence  he  went  to  Ohio,  but  of  the 
time  we  have  no  recoid.  Mrs.  Permelia  Stockwell  (386),  of  Sun- 
bury,  reported  something  concerning  him,  but  the  information 
received  is  very  scant.     The  name  of  his  first  wife  is  said  to  have 
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been  Hillman,  vvUo  had  a  son  George.  His  second  wife  was  Polly 
Taylor,  and  as  noticed  in  connection  with  Jacob  (138)  was  called 
Taylor  Jake.  His  children  by  his  second  wife  were  Chester,  John, 
Wesley,  Alpheus  Bigalow,  Jane,  Permelia.  born  1821  ;  Emily  and 
Sarah  Maria. 

137  John  Rosecrans,  son  of  John  (4!)),  was  born  in  Orange 
Connty,  N.  Y.,  1785;  purchased  3()0  acres  on  the  Susquehanna, 
Luzerne  Co.,  Penna.,  in  company  with  Isaac,  18(K),  and  sold  to  Isaac 
1807;  went  to  Delaware  Co.,  Ohio,  thence  to  Terre  Haute,  Indiana, 
about  1820  where  lie  died  leaving  two  children,  a  son  and  a  daugh- 
ter. Mr.  John  ().  Mott,  of  Michigan  City,  reports  that  Mrs. 
Maliala  Winterbothani  says  that  John  Rosecrans,  her  uncle,  went 
to  Terre  Haute  when  she  was  a  little  girl  and  died  there,  leaving 
two  children.  His  widow  married  again.  A  son  of  his  was  a 
soldier  in  tlie  war  between  the  States,  and  in  a  hospital  in 
Columbus,  Ohio,  where  he  was  visited  by  Mahala's  sister. 

138  Rebecca  Rosecrans,  daughter  of  John  (49),  married 
and  is  said  to  have  had  a  daughter  Elhn  and  a  son  Wll/iuin  llenr^f 
living  in  Elgin,  Illinois,  18!)4.

ISAAC  ROSENKRANS  (OO)  and  Folly  Brink  had  seven  chil- 
dren. 

139  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Isaac  Rosenkrans,  was  born  in 
Sandyston,  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  1810  ;  brought  uii  in  the  twp.  of 
Still\\atHr  and  married  Jacob  Staley.  They  located  on  a  farm 
three  miles  northwest  of  the  village  of  Stillwater,  where  she  died 
April,  1881,  her  husband  having  died  prior  to  that  date.  Her 
mother  spent  her  last  days  at  her  house,  and  died  there.  Her 
three  children  were :  ILnnj'fon  Staley,  who  married  Samantha 
Bale;  James  I/aHire//  Staley,  born  September  22,  183G,  and  mar- 
ried Elizabeth  Lanterman.  a  school  teacher,  Dec.  24,  1874.  She 
was  a  daughter  of  Abram  Lanterman,  of  Blairstown,  born  at 
Blairstown,  and  sister  of  Albert  Lanterman,  of  Mandan,  North 
Dakota.  James  Hartwell  farmed  the  homestead  farm  for  several 
years,  and  went  to  Fisher,  Minn  ,  1879,  where  he  kei)t  a  meat 
market,  and  died  December  22,  1891.  His  remains  were  accom- 
panied by  Albert  Lanterman  and  buried  at  Blairstown,  N.  J.  In 
1897,  Elizabeth,  his  widow,  was  with  her  mother  at  Hillsboro. 
North  Dakota,  but  at  the  present  writing  is  at  Blairstown,  N.  J. 
Catharine  Ziwa/me  Staley,  third  child,  died  unmarried. 
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140  LuciNUA  RosENKRANS,  daughter  of  Isaac,  was  born  1812 
and  died  younp:. 

141  Garkett  Rosenkrans,  son  of  Isaac  (66),  was  born  in 
Sandyston.  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  June  8,  1813.  He  m.  in  Stillwater 
April  4,  1835,  Mary  Ann  Hendersliot.  He  purchased  of  the  heirs 
the  homestead  farm  after  his  father's  death,  on  which  he  lived 
till  after  his  wife's  death,  but  is  now  (Jan.  1900)  living  among  his 
children,  being  eighty-seven  years  of  age  and  nearly  blind.  His 
children  were:  Isaac,  Jacob  II.,  Joseiih  II.,  Bison  S.,  Edgar,  H. 
Ophelia,  Jessie  11.  and  Catharine. 

142  •  Lydia  Rose.vkrans,  daughter  of  Isaac  (66),  was  born 
181;")  and  m.  Joseph  Ilarker.  who  moved  to  Iowa  soon  after  mar- 
riage, settling  on  a  farm  near  Muscatine.  Tiieir  children  are  said 
to  be :  Theodore,  Edward,  Jn/ie,  who  m.  Tliomas  Parker,  and 
jl/«ry,  who  m.  a  Mr.  Smith.  Some  of  the  family  it  is  said  have 
gone  further  west. 

143  Scsan  Rosenkrans,  born  iS17  m.  Jacob  Predmore,  a 
farmer,  who  lived  near  Swartswood,  Stillwater  twp.  N.  J.  Her 
children  were  :  Jacob  Predmore,  died,  1874,  Susan,  died  1890. 
Their  son  Garrett  m.  Agnes  Cummins  and  lives  in  Newton,  N. 
J.  Aiinetf,  the  second  child  of  Susan,  was  born  July  6,  1840, 
m.  Joseph  Hendersbot,  born  1839,  who  lived  on  Mill  Street,  New- 
ton, and  died  1894.  He  was  a  public  crier  and  dealer  in  real  es- 
tate. Her  children  were  :  Lillian  who  m.  Joseph  McDanolds,  mer- 
chant at  Rockaway,  N.  J  ,  Martha,  who  m.  Theodore  Dennis,  a 
lawyer  at  Hamburg,  N.  J.,  and  R/na,  who  m.  A.  B.  Ungei",  a 
clothier.  Frank  Predmore,  son  of  Susan,  m.  Emma  Staley  and 
lives  in  Newark — has  a  son  Harry.  Arnnnda  Predmore,  daughter 
of  Susan  m.  Oliver  Ayers,  a  farmer  who  went  to  Muscatine,  Iowa, 
had  children  :  Ida  and  Grace. 

144  Lucy  H.  Rosenkuans,  daugliter  of  Isaac  (66),  was  born 
in  Sandy.ston  Twp.,  N.  J,,  July  27,  1843,  m.  John  Johnson,  a 
farmer,  who  settled  on  a  farm  at  Marksboro,  Warren  County,  N. 
J.  He  sul)sequently  kept  store  at  Andover  where  he  died.  Mrs. 
Lucy  D.  Johnson  has  one  son  Uohert  Johnson,  born  June  2,  1845, 
m.  February  22,  1871,  Marcella  YanHorn  born  March  31,  1847, 
and  is  a  lawyer  living  in  Newton,  N.  J.  Robert  has  a  daughter 
Lucy  Johnson  born  October  3,  1873.  She  and  her  mother  are 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Newton  and  of  the  choir. 
She  is  cashier  in  a  Newton  store. 

145  Catharine  Rosexkrans  born  1821,  was  a  school  teacher 
and  m.  Andrew  Grover.  of  Romeo.  Mich.,  and  there  died  June  27, 
1853.     Andrew  Grover  was  born  in  Sussex  Co.,  New  Jersey,  son 
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of  John  (Tiover,  of  Stillwater  t\v[).,  and  ])iother  of  Elizabeth  (fro- 
ver,  wife  of  .rei)tha  Wintermiite,  of  Wiiitermiite,  N.  J.,  father  of 
Mary  Catharine  Wintermiite,  second  wife  of  the  comi)iler  of  this 
work.  After  Catharine's  death  Andrew  Urover  in.  Miss  M.  Con- 
dit,  sister  of  Rev.  T.  B.  Condit,  of  Stillwater,  N.  J.  He  died  at 
Romeo  abont  1880  and  his  widow  still  resides  there.

At  the  age  of 
2'.i  lie  accompanied  liis  parents  to  Steuben  County,  N.  Y., 
and  18:57  to  Illinois,  on  a  farm  near  Elgin.  He  m.  Feby.  22,  1888, 
Maria  Tngersoll  and  followed  farming  ten  miles  from  Elgin  where 
he  died  November  -Ji),  18!):i.  As  reportetl  by  his  sister,  Mrs.  Jen- 
nie R.  Hawes,  of  Elgin,  his  children  were:  Euphemia,  Maria  L., 
Sarah  Ann,  Samuel,  Deboral  Jane,  Horace  E.,  Mary  Eliza  and 
Garrett  E. 

147  Fkaziki;  1'(>sknk::.\.ns,  son  of  Asa,  was  born  in  Sussex 
Co.,  N.  J.,  March  '28,  18i:!,  l)eing  twenty-four  years  of  age  when 
his  father  located  on  a  farm  near  Elgin,  111.,  18:{7.  A  short  time 
after  that  he  returned  to  Sussex  on  a  visit  among  relatives,  when 
the  writer,  then  a  small  boy,  saw  him  at  his  father's  house.  Af- 
ter his  return  to  III.,  the  sad  news  came  to  us  that  he  was  drown- 
ed in  a  river.  His  sister,  Mrs.  Jennie  R.  Hawes,  reports  the 
circumstance  of  his  diowning  as  follows:  "that  while  bathing 
in  the  river  with  others  he  lost  his  life  in  saving  that  of  his  broth- 
er (xarrett.  He  was  the  only  one  of  the  company  who  could  swim 
and  when  Garrett  went  into  a  deep  hole  in  the  river  Frazier  swan: 
to  him,  brouglit  him  to  solid  bottom  and  then  disappeared.  In 
the  dusk  and  confusion  it  was  not  noticed  that  Frazier  was  gone 
foi  some  time.

Dr.   Halsev  Rosenkr.^ns, 
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Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  Sept.  14,  ISIS.  lie  went  with  his  parents  to 
Stenben  Co..  N.  Y.,  and  to  Elgin,  III,  1S37.  His  biography  is 
given  by  his  sister,  Mrs.  Jennie  R.  Ilawes  as  follows:  "Brother 
Halsey,  the  fourth  child  in  my  father's  family,  born  Sept.  14, 
1818,  in  Xew  Jersey,  was  a  very  successful  physician  and  surgeon. 
He  practiced  for  many  years  in  Texas,  was  there  when  the  war 
began  ;  was  a  stanch  Union  man,  and  so  free  to  express  his  devo- 
tion to  the  stars  and  stripes  that  he  was  forced  to  leave  the  State. 
He  went  to  New  Orleans,  which  was  then  in  the  hands  of  the 
Union  forces,  and  was  appointed  surgeon  for  hospital  duty,  in 
which  capacity  he  continued  to  serve  until  the  close  of  the  war. 
Subsequently  he  returned  to  Texas  and  resumed  practice  in  the 
same  community  where  he  had  previously  lived.  He  was  a  very 
successful  yellow  fever  jihysician.  He  passed  through  several 
epidemics  of  that  dread  disease  and  never  lost  bat  two  cases.  Dr. 
Rosenkrans  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Miss  Eliza 
Hale,  by  whom  he  had  three  children.  Mrs.  Rosenkrans  died  in 
New  Orleans,  in  1S()'A.  The  T)r.  was  again  married  in  1«7H,  to 
Miss  Cynthia  E.  Bowen.  Dr.  Rosenkrans  was  an  able  writer, 
contributing  many  articles  of  merit  to  tiie  medical  journals,  and 
other  publications.  While  on  a  visit  to  one  of  his  daughters,  who 
resided  in  Texas,  he  lost  his  life  in  the  terrible  storm  which  swept 
over  Indiandla,  Texas,  carrying  death  to  so  many,  the  evening  of 
August  20,  1886."

l.")**  Garrett  Rosenkrans,  son   of  Asa  (68),  was  Iwrn   in 

Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  April  1,  1820.  He  went  with  his  parents  to 
Illinois  1837,  and  subsequently  lived  in  the  city  of  Elgin.  He 
remained  unmarried  and  died  Sept.  10,  1890.  He  was  one  of 
Elgin's  most  useful  and  representative  men.  The  following  is  a 
part  of  his  obituary  copied  from  the  public  press  of  Elgin  :  "By 
the  death  of  Garrett  Rosenkrans  Elgin  loses  another  of  its  land- 
marks. Coming  here  with  his  parents  in  1837,  he  has  ever  since 
been  closely  identified  with  our  town  and  city.  The  deceased 
was  one  of  the  best  known  citizens  of  Elgin.  Forty  years  ago  he 
was  an  active  member  of  the  Young  Men's  Association,  an  organi- 
zation that  did  much  to  educate  and  uplift  by  various  means. 
The  association  carried  on  a  library  and  had  lecture  courses, 
bringing  to  us  such  celebrities  as  Horace  Greeley,  Wendell  Phil- 
lips, Edward  Everett,  James  Russell  Lowell,  Bayard  Taylor,  and 
others.  Mr.  Rosenkrans  was  for  many  years  city  surveyor  and 
town  af^sessor,  only  giving  up  when  health  failed.  He  always 
took  an  active  part  in  affairs.     He  was  a  stanch   Republican,  and 
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a  close  observer  of  political  matters.     Iti  local  measures  he  was  ever 
watchful.     He  was  a  man  of  the    highest    intejiritv  and  excellent

judgment.     He  was  a  director   in   the   Home   National   Bank  for 
many  years.     His  history  is   closely  connected  with  the   growth 
and  prosperity  of  our  city.     The  community  feels  his  loss  deeply, 
and  sympathizes  with  his  altlicted  relatives."

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raphy  is  herewith  given  as  copied  from  "  The  Biographical  His- 
tory of  Kane  County,"  in  which  his  picture  also  appears  from 
the"  cut  of  which  it  is  reproduced  in  this  book:  "Moses  W. 
Hawes  was  born  September  2,  1814,  in  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  receiv- 
ing his  early  education  in  that  city.  Later  he  went  to  Baltimore 
where  he  learned  civil  engineering  and  in  1837  was  sent  from  that 
city  to  the  Province  of  Consception,  Chili,  South  America,  to 
erect  and  put  into  operation  the  second  flouring  mill  in  that  coun- 
try. He  was  chosen  from  among  one  hundred  applicants  for  the 
position.  In  Chili  Mr.  Hawes  became  a  very  prominent  man  and 
was  for  many  years  in  the  employ  of  the  government.  B^ing  a 
first-class  engineer  he  took  large  contracts  for  building  bridges, 
docks,  etc.  While  residing  in  Cliili  he  married  a  Spanish  lady 
by  whom  he  had  six  children,  only  one  of  whom  is  now  living- 
Mrs.  Besno^elo  Bambach,  of  Tami,  Chili,  S.  A.  Having  lost  his 
wife  and  being  out  of  health.  Mr.  Hawes  went  in  1859  to  China 
and  circnmnavigating  the  globe  came  to  the  United  States.  He 
wasm.  February  12,  18G(),  to  Miss  Jennie  R.  Rosenkrans,  daugh- 
ter of  Asa  and  Jane  (Cole)  Rosenkrans.  August  1,  1860,  Mr.  and 
Mrs  Hawes  sailed  for  Chili,  where  they  remained  until  the  au- 
tumn of  1867,  when  they  returned  to  the  United  States.  Mr. 
Hawes  engaged  in  the  lumber  ousiuess  in  Mendota,  111.,  but  his 
health  again  failing  he  sold  out  and  they  went  to  Europe  in  1873. 
In  1877  Mr.  Hawes,  was  called  home  to  serve  as  President  of  the 
Home  National  Bank  of  Elgin,  which  position  he  resigned  in  1879. 
He  died  in  Elgin  Nov.  22,  1894.  Self  reliance,  conscientiousness, 
integrity  were  the  strong  points  in  Mr.  Hawes'  character.  A  man 
to  be  depended  upon  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  Mrs.  Jennie  R. 
Hawes  is  interested  in  the  history  of  the  Rosenkrans  family  and 
has  aided  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  work  by  furnishing  near- 
ly all  the  information  received  concerning  the  family  and  de- 
scendants of  her  father  Asa.  Mrs.  A.  E.  White  (196),  of  Savona, 
N.  Y.,  reports  that  Mrs.  Hawes  is  a  devoted  Christian  and  a  lead- 
er in  many  forms  of  Christian  work.  To  such  the  Lord  says  :  "Be 
thou  faithful  unto  death  and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of  life."

On  the 
reception  of  a  letter  of  inquiry  1893,  directed  to  his  father,  whom 
I  once  met  at  Hohokus,  William  Dayton  called  on  the  writer  and 
gave  the  records  of  the  family  and  also  an  account  of  the  titled 
Rosencrantz  family,  of  Norway,  as  related  in  sources  of  family 
information.  Having  been  a  military  student  in  Maryland,  and  a 
witness  of  the  battles  of  the  Franco-Prussian  war,  1870-71,  under 
the  protection  of  Marshal  McMahon.  of  France,  he  there  became 
acquainted  with  two  sons  of  a  Baron  de  Rosencrantz,  of  Norway, 
one  being  a  captain  and  the  other  a  lieutenant  in  the  French 
army,  who  gave  him  some  of  the  family  history  of  Danish  origin. 
He  gave  an  account  also  of  the  Noble  Family  in  Denmark,  and  of  the 
untitled  family  in  Germany,  which  was  said  to  be  influential,  he 
having  visited  Europe  in  the  interest  of  the  Cotton  Manufacturing 
Co..  of  Hohokus,  of  whose  business  he  was  manager.  Wil- 
liam Dayton  m.  April  24,  1878,  Mary  ('aroline  Warner,  of  Water- 
bury,  Conn.,  and  occupied  the  Hermitage,  purchased  by  his 
grandfather,  Dr.  RoseGrant,  1804,  and  subsequently  occupied  by 
his  father.

Bessie  Grove  Tyler,  of  Richmond,  Va..  The  writer  had  the 
pleasure  of  calling  on  him  and  his  family  at  Hohokus,  Dec,  1899, 
where  he  also  met  Mrs.  Lavenia  M.  Rosencrantz,  wife  of  his 
his  brother  John,  and  his  sister  Elizabeth.  Since  1893,  the  Stock 
Company  owning  the  cotton  factory  at  Hohokus,  have  moved 
their  business  to  Paducah,  Kan.,  and  the  factory  building  has 
been  put  to  other  use.  W.  D.  Rosencrantz  is  still  engaged  in 
manufacturing  cotton  goods.  Besides  furnishing  documentary 
accounts  of  his  grandfather.  Dr.  Elijah,  and  of  his  uncle.  Dr. 
John  Rosencrantz,  he  has  furnished  printed  lists  of  the  ancestors 
of  his  mother  as  given  in  connection  with  his  father's  name.  The 
Dayton  family  have  a  complete  authentic  record  running  back  to 
an  ancestor  in  England,  born  1305,  and  through  the  Livingston 
family  connected  with  the  Royal  family  of  England,  a  printed 
record  running  back  through  other  Royal  families  to  the  Kings  of 
Jerusalem  and  through  them  and  the  Patriarchs  to  Adam.

AVilliam,  was  born  in  Wheeler,  Steuben  Co,,  N.  Y.,  July  -il),  ]826. 

He  was  evidently 
named  for  his  ma- 
ternal grandfather, 
a  synopsis  of  whose 
life  he  lias  given,  as 
found  in  connection 
witli  his  father's 
name.  At  fourteen 
years  of  age  he  in-, 
forms  me,  he  atten- 
ded the  Danville 
.\cademy,  and  at 
nineteen  entered  the 
Grand  River  Colle- 
giate Institute,  at 
Austinsbu*-g,  Ohio, 
but  was  obliged  to 
relintjuish  his  stud-, 
ies  before  gradua- 
ting on  account  of 
defective  ej'es  in- 
herited from  his 
mother.  In  1848  he 
went  to  Colunibus, 
Wis.,  where  his  un-. 
cle,  the  Rev.  Cyrus 
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Egbert  Rosenkrans  officiated  as  i>a.stor  and  located  on  some  (lov- 
ernment  land  at  Portland,  Dodge  Countj',  near  Columbus.  He 
there  built  liiniself  a  log  cabin,  and  Criisoe  like,  lived  alone 
for  awhile,  opening  up  a  farm  and  also  teaching  school.  While 
thus  engaged  he  became  acquainted  with  Miss  Emily  Stratton. 
Believing  in  the  Bible  precept,  that  "It  is  not  good  that  man 
should  he  alone,"  the  truth  of  which  in  his  own  expt^rieiice 
had  been  forcibly  impressed  upon  him,  he  m.  April  185'.i  Emily 
Stratton,  of  Columbus.  She  was  born  August  7,  1834,  at  New 
Haven,  Oswego  Co.,  N.  Y  ,  and  accompanied  her  parents  to  Colum- 
bus, 1840.  As  a  pioneer  settler  with  his  newly  acquired  "help 
meet,"  in  his  substantial  log  cai)in,  surrounded  i>y  the  prairie  and 
lakes  and  woodlands  of  the  great  west  undoubtedly  enjoyed  an 
Eden  of  bliss,  and  "was  not  disobedient  to  the  Heavenly"  injunc- 
tion to  multiply  and  replenish  the  earth.  But  farming  was  un- 
suited  to  his  literary  tastes,  and  he  abandoned  it  selling  his  land 
and  opening  a  book  store  in  Columbus,  where  he  studied  law  and 
practiced  at  the  bar.  He  was  also  active  in  church  work,  and 
elected  Superintendent  of  the  Sabbath  School,  over  which  his 
uncle  was  pastor. 

In  18(30  he  was  elected  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Schools 
of  Columbia  County,  and  served  three  terms  of  two  years  each, 
laboring  earnestly  for  the  improvement  of  the  schools.  He  pur- 
chased an  interest  in  "The  Columbus  Transcrii)t,"  but  left  there 
at  the  close  of  the  Civil  W;ir,  and  went  to  Hamilton,  Caldwell  Co., 
Mo.,  where  his  wife  died  Dec.  •21.  1870.  Rev.  David  VV.  was  there 
called  to  preach  as  a  home  missionary  in  some  of  the  destitute 
Congregational  churches,  and  eventually  sent  as  a  missionary  to 
Northern  Minnesota.  Oct.  fi,  1871,  he  m.  Mrs.  Sarah  Alice  Ken- 
dall, of  Columbus,  Wis.,  widow  of  Freeman  Kendall  and  daugh- 
ter of  Rev.  Jonathan  Trumbull,  formerly  of  Hebron,  N.  Y.  He 
was  ordained  to  the  full  ministry  at  Indianapolis,  Minn.,  1871,  and 
remained  there  six  years,  doing  missionary  work  in  which  he 
travelled  extensively.  In  1877,  he  went  to  the  Presbytery  of 
Omaha,  and  has  since  then  labored  in  Northern  Nebraska,  being 
now  at  Dorsey,  Holt  County. 

He  has  lived  an  active  life  and  is  now  growing  old.  havino- 
reached  three  score  years  and  thirteen.  He  says  in  a  letter:  "I 
have  built  for  myself  seven  houses,  and  had  lawful  residence  in 
six  different  states."  May  his  last  state  be  the  Heavenly,  and 
his  filial  dwelling  place  the  Father's  house  of  many  mansions. 
Rev.  D.  W.  is  the  only  fully  ordained  minister  of  the  gospel 
known  in  the  Rosenkrans  family  at  the  present  time,  though  his 
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nephew,  C.  E,  R.  (4H8),  is  now  preaching,  and  preparing  for  ordi- 
nation.    Rev.  T).  W.  R.    is   The   fifth   ordained   minister   in    this 


Mrs  Sarah  Alice  Rosenkrans- 
country  of  the  Rosenitrans  name  as  far  as  known.  The  first  was 
Rev.  Abraham  Rosecrantz.  a  German,  who.  while  preaching  at 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  17AS,  m.  at  Kingston  Mary  Herchheimer,  and  set- 
tied  near  Schenectady,  wlie-re  he  preached  dnring  the  Revolution. 
The  second  was  Rev.  Elijah  RoseGrant,  M.  D.  (44),  of  New  Jer- 
sey, ordained  1704.  Tlie  third  ordained  minister  was  Rev.  Cyrns 
Egbert  Rosenkrans  (88),  and  the  fourth  was  his  brother  Rev.  Jos- 
eph (89).  Rev.  David  W..  of  Dorsey,  has  kindly  assisted  the 
writer  in  furnisliing  family  information  concerning  many  members 
of  the  family  in  western  New  York,  and  the  far  AVest  He  mani- 
fests an  interest  in  the  history  of  the  family  as  well  as  in  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  tlie  entire  race,  for  which  the  best  portion  of 
his  life's  labor  has  been  given.  Though  past  the  allotted  age  of 
man,  he  still  continues  to  preach  the  gospel  and  to  labor  in  the 
cause  of  Christianity.     Surely  if  "a  cup  of  cold  water  given  in  the 
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name  of  a  disciple  shall  not  lose  its  reward,"  the  aged  and  faith- 
ful minister  of  Christ,  whose  life  has  been  spent  in  his  service, 
will  find  treasures  laid  up  in  Heaven  far  beyond  the  wealth  of 
earth.  May  this  be  his  portion.  Rev.  David  W.'s  children  are  : 
Prinias,  Vincent  Vergn,  Zea,  Mary  Emma,  Zella  Vertine  and 
Morna  Priscilla  by  his  tir^t  wife,  and  David  Lynn  by  his  second  wife.

born  in  Wheeler  tvvp.,  Steuben  County,  N.  Y..  August  Ki,  1828. 
He  is  the  only  member  of  William's  family  seen  by  the  writer 
till  quite  recently.  We  met  him  18r)4  at  the  house  of  his  Uncle 
Aaron  Rosenkrans,  in  Hanimondsi)ort.  N.  Y.,  where  we  were 
entertained  by  our  mutual  fiiend  and  cousin,  Ann  Eliza  Rosen- 
krans, now  Mrs.  White.  Sometime  subsequent  to  that  event  he 
seems  to  have  Joined  the  throng  of  his  relatives  of  Steuben  County, 
going  to  Wisconsin,  ami  other  states  of  the  west  as  we  learn  that 
he  m.  at  Dalcotii.  Wis.,  Hannah  Elizabeth  Printice  ISoO  and  lived 
at  Pewaukee  for  several  years,  and  subse(iuently  at  Dakota.  It 
is  reported  that  he  has  traveled  in  Kansas  and  California,  and  has 
been  a  farmer,  and  public  speaker.  In  1886  William  J.  m.  his 
second  vvife,  Mrs.  Clara  Thonuis,  of  Dnrsey,  Neb.,  where  he  is 
now  living.

Minneapolis,  where  he  followed  the  early  occupation  of  "the  Car- 
penters  son"  till  l.Sl>2  when  he  moved  to  Bayfield,  still  pursuing 
the  occupation  of  contractor  and  builder.

Dec.  1(»,  1834,  was  an  invalid  for  many  years  and  died  1874. 

186  Delia  Rosexkkans,  daughter  of  William,  was  born  at 
Waverly,  N.  Y..  Jan.  15,  1837.  She  m.  June  17,  1860,  L.  G. 
Croswell,  a  farmnr,  born  May  20,  1835  She  and  her  husband 
went  to  Columbus.  Wis.,  1801  and  1886  went  further  westward  and 
settled  on  a  ranch  at  LeMour.  N.  D.,  where  Delia  died  Sept.  14, 
1890.  L.  G.  Croswell  was  still  living  there  Nov.  "93  and  reported 
by  letter  concerning  his  family.  They  had  seven  children.  Irene 
Croswell,  was  born  Nov.  7,  1864.  Emily  was  born  Jan  27,  1868, 
Omer,  Nov.  21,  1870,  and  died  young.  Delia  Rose  was  born  July 
10,  1874,  Teddie  was  born  April  25,  1877,  died  in  infancy,  Lois  was 
born  March  8,  1879,  and  Sybil  Inez,  March  8,  1881.  Ireiie  Cros- 
well, the  eldest  daugliter,  m.  1896  David  McLoud.  They  lived  on 
a  ranch  at  Oakes.

187  Dr.  Edward  M.  Rosenkrans,  son  of  William,  was 
born  at  Wayland.  N.  Y.,  May  13.  1839.  He  went  to  Columbus, 
Wis.,  where  his  brother  David  W.,  was  living  when  quite  young 
and  attended  school  there.  At  the  age  of  nineteen  began  teach- 
ing, and  taught  for  two  years,  at  Bluff  Academy,  Russelville, 
Ind.  Near  the  close  of  his  teaching  he  began  the  study  of  medi- 
cine with  Dr.  L  Clark,  of  Russelville,  and  under  his  instructions 
continued  his  studies  till '63.     June  14,  1863,  he  m.  Sarah  Amanda 
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Gaj',  of  Sprintrwater,  Livingston  Co.,  N.  Y.  After  marriage,  tlie 
Dr.  faTmed  one  year,  but  not  tinding  the  occupation  agreeable,  he 
abandoned  it,  and  18G.")  went  to  Union  City,  Mich.,  and  opened  an 
office  for  the  practice  of  dentistry.  He  practiced  there  till  18157, 
when  he  went  to  Ann  Arbor  University  to  complete  his  medical 
course.  He  afterward  attended  the  Detroit  Medical  College, 
where  he  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  1869.  He  began  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  at  Augusta,  K:ilamazoo  Co.,  Mich.,  in  "fi!)  and 
remained  there  till  1874,  when  he  located  at  Milwaukee.  He  prac- 
ticed medicine  in  Milwaukee  till  1802  when  he  retired  from  his 
practice  and  went  to  Chicago,  111.,  having  labored  as  a  physician 
for  twenty-three  years  in  a  profession  perhaps  the  most  exacting 
as  to  time  and  labor  and  responsibility,  of  all  the  professions.  In 
]8'.»7  he  moved  from  Ellis  Avenue,  where  he  had  been  living,  to 
i;U  Clarke  Avenue,  Austin,  a  suburb  of  Chicago,  where  he  had 
built  himself  a  residence  and  still  lives. 

Dr.  E.  M.  is  a  num  of  wide  experience  and  extensive  travel, 
in  this  countiyand  in  Europe.  July  S,  18'.)l),  Dr.  E  M.  Rosen- 
krans,  of  Chicago,  accompanied  by  his  cousin.  Dr.  James  H. 
Rosenkrans,  of  Hoooken,  N  J.,  called  on  the  writer  and  remained 
with  his  faiuily  till  the  next  day.  The  Dr.  is  calculated  to  make 
friends  wherever  he  goes.  He  is  a  good  conversationalist  and 
enlivens  his  conversation  with  interesting  recitals  of  his  experi- 
ence and  observations  in  his  travels  at  home  and  abroad. 

He  gave  an  interesting  account  of  his  visit,  in  company  with 
his  wife  and  others,  to  Mount  \esuvius.  From  Najjles  they 
went  by  a  i)rivate  conveyance  and  enjoyed  the  view  of  the  Bay 
and  adjacent  country  so  noted  for  its  grandeur.  They  ascended 
the  Mountain  by  carriage  as  far  as  possible  and  reached  the  crater 
on  foot,  and  there  beheld  one  of  Earth's  most  mysterious  wonders. 
In  appixjaching  the  crater's  mouth  which  he  said  was  then  about 
600  feet  in  diameter— it  being  changeable— they  passed  over  and 
around  fissures  in  tlie  earth,  whence  ascended  great  heat,  and 
tread  upon  stones  and  cinders  scorching  hot.  The  ground  trem- 
bled and  quaked  and  mighty  rumblings  were  heard  in  the  earth 
beneath.  Some  distance  below  the  crater's  mouth  was  closed,  bat 
red  with  inward  heat,  and  every  four  minutes  regularly,  there  was 
an  upheaval  at  the  center  of  the  volcano's  month  throwing  into 
the  air  hundreds  of  feet  high,  fire  and  cinders  and  fragments  of 
stone.  To  avoid  them  in  their  fall  they  kept  on  the  windward  side 
of  the  crater.  A  native  for  a  reward  descended  the  side  of  the 
crater's  mouth,  and  brought  up  a  sample  of  emery,  which  at  times 
is  thrown  out  in  great  quantities  and  is  transported  by  car  loads 
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to  distant  parts  of  the  world.  The  Mountain  side  down  which 
the  lava  has  Hown  presents  a  scene  of  barrenness  and  desolation. 
At  a  hotel  or  public  iilace  near  by,  where  a  book  is  kept  for  visi- 
tors to  record  their  names  and  their  impressions  of  the  burning 
Mountain,  the  Dr.  wrote,  "I  have  looked  into  the  mouth  of  Hell." 
This  was  undoubtedly  a  literal  fact  as  Hell,  according  to  Scrip- 
ture, is  in  the  earth  beneath,  and  Vesuvius  is  an  outlet.  Dr.  E. 
M.  Rosenkrans  left  us  on  the  evening  train,  July  4,  to  meet  his 
wife  at  Buffalo,  on  her  journey  from  Central  New  York  to  their 
home  in  Chicago,  the  metropolis  of  the  west.     He  has  no  children. 

188  Edwin  Rosenktiaxs,  son  of  William  (85),  was  a  twin 
brother  of  Dr.  Edwaid  M.,  born  in  Steuben  Co  ,  N.  Y.,  May  13, 
1889  He  taught  school  in  Indiana  and  VVi.-consin,  and  when  the 
war  of  the  Rebellion  began,  enlisted  at  (xreen  Castle,  in  an  Indiana 
regiment  for  100  day's  service.  After  his  return  from  the  war 
he  m.  Louisa  Gay,  sister  of  his  twin  brother's  wife,  and  engaged  in 
farming,  and  raising  horses  at  Shebause,  III.  He  died  of  heart 
disease,  at  Benton,  Franklin  Co.,  Ill,  April  20,  1897.  His  children 
are:   William  II.,  Edwin  J.,  Stella  and  Ella,  twins,  and  Eda. 

189  Dr.  Francis  Eugene,  son  of  William  Rosenkrans  (^^), 
was  born  at  Way  land,  N.  Y.,  April  '25,  1841.  The  following  is 
his  autobiography  :  '  2'22  Widdicomb  Building,  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.,  Oct.  28,  1899.  Francis  Eugene  Rosenkrans  was  born  at 
Wayland,  N.  Y.,  on  April  2."),  1841.  (Parents  were  William  and 
Priscilla  Rosenkrans)  worked  on  the  farm  till  war  broke  out  in 
Maj^  18(jI,  and  volunteered  in  the  three  months'  service,  was  taken 
sii^k  with  typhoid  fever,  in  August  following  and  was  sick  six 
weeks  in  Baltimore  Hospital.  As  soon  as  able  to  be  moved  his 
brother  Edward  took  him  home  in  October.  After  a  few  weeks 
went  to  Indiana,  wh^re  he  taught  school  from  (i  to  9  months  in 
the  year  until  February,  1805,  when  there  was  a  fresh  call  for 
troops,  and  he  volunteered  again,  this  time  in  the  llth  Ind.,  Vol. 
Inf..  and  served  as  Ordinance  Sergeant  till  the  close  of  the  war, 
and  was  discharged  July  2S,  "O,"),  went  back  to  Indiana  and  taught 
school  again  part  of  the  time  going  to  college,  and  studying  medi- 
cine, and  linally  graduating  in  February  28,  '75,  at  the  Cin.

inn  Omer  L.   Rosexkrans  son  of  William  (8.5),  was  born  in 

Wayland,  N.  Y.,  April  10,  1848.  He  went  to  Milwaukee  1809  and 
eventually  engaged  in  the  jewelry  business,  which  he  still  fol- 
lows. He  m.  Mary  R.  Winn,  of  Buffalo  drove.  Til.,  and  lives  at 
Oconomowoc,  thirty  miles  distant  from  Milwaukee.  He  is  re- 
ported as  one  of  the  substantial  Ijusiness  men  of  the  city,  doing 
business  under  the  tirm  name  of  '"O.  L.  Rosenkrans  and  Thatcher 
Co.,"  selling  "fine  diamonds,  watches  and  jewelry,  129  Wisconsin 
Street."  He  modestly  refrains  from  saying  much  about  himself 
and  his  business,  but  is  said  to  have  an  extensive  trade.  He  has 
manifested  an  interest  in  the  family  history  and  furnished  the 
names  and  addresses  of  many  members  of  the  family  in  dift'erent 
parts  of  the  country.  He  sent  the  photograph  copy  of  the  letter 
and  receipt  mentioned  in  connection  wirh  Jacob  Rosenkrans  (88), 
and  the  bill  of  sale  received  by  his  grandfather  Levi  (4.')).  He 
reported  also  the  tradition  (4)  of  his  father  concerning  the  Swedish 
Professor  in  Holland,  and  his  son  as  our  lirst  American  ancestor. 
The  tradition  was  given  to  correct  the  writer's  report  founded  on 
the  church  records  that  our  first  American  ancestor  came  from 
Bergen,  Norway,  and  that  as  learned  from  the  land  records  Alex- 
ander Rosenkrans,  the  father  of  Col.  John,  was  not  the  emigrant, 
but  his  son,  born  in  Ulster  Co.,  etc.  In  a  letter  dated  Milwaukee, 
Dec.  25,  1898,  he  says :  "I  fear  that  much  of  your  information 
being  only  traced,  especiallj'  of  our  early  ancestors,  can  still  be 
corrected.  My  father's  tradition  of  our  first  Ameiican  ancestor 
makes  him  a  man  of  Holhind  birth,  but  of  Swedish  jjnrenfage, 
and  that  his  Swedish  parent  was  a  very  celebrated  Swedish  Mili- 
tary Engineer  officer,  sent  by  the  King  of  Sweden  as  Military 
Instructor  to  Maurice,  son  of  William,  Prince  of  Orange,  then  ruler 
of  the  Netherlands,  and  under  the  teacliings  and  with  the  help 
of  our  ancestor.  Prince  Maurice  became  the  greatest  militarj^  engi- 
neer of  his  time.  This  happened  between  1558  and  1570.  I  give 
it  from  memory,  see  Motley's  history  of  Holland."  Omer  L.  still 
clings  to  his  father's  tradition,  in  contradiction  to  my  report  and 
conclusions,  drawn  from  the  European  letters  and  the  church  and 
land  records  regarding  the  family  in  P'urope,  and  the  early  mem- 
bers in  this  country,  as  given  in  the  prospectus,  sent  out  in  Octo- 
ber, 1899. 

In  reply  to  it  Nov.  2,  '99,  he   says  :   "  Dear   Sir  :~Your  kind 
lavor  of  Oct.  21,  received,  but  it  found  me  very  busy,  and  I  shall 
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be  from  now  until  the  end  of  the  year.  I  do  not  agree  with  you 
in  many  things  in  rehition  to  the  family  history',  but;  as  I  said  I 
have  been  so  busy,  I  have  not  the  time  now  to  mention  facts,  but 
history's  are  largely  claimed  to  suit  the  belief  of  the  historian, 
still  I  would  like  a  copy  of  the  book  on  account  of  its  having  per- 
sonal records  of  many  members  of  the  family,"  etc.  I  will  liere 
repeat  the  fact  that  since  Omer  L.  referred  me  to  Motley  in  '93  in 
proof  of  the  tradition,  I  have  read  thoroughly  all  of  Motley's  works 
to  be  found  on  the  "Dutch  Republic,"  the  "United  Netherlands" 
and  "The  Life  of  Barneveldt,"  but  have  failed  to  find  the  mention 
of  a  Swedish  instructor  or  the  Rosenkrans  name  inall  his  works. 
DeAmises  on  "Holland  and  its  People,"'  speaks  of  Maurice's 
studies  at  the  Leyden  University,  and  names  some  of  the  Pro- 
fessors there  from  F^rance  and  Holland,  but  mentions  none  from 
Sweden.  Omer  L.  lives  at  Oconomowoc,  Wis.,  and  has  children; 
Mary  Louisa.  Madge,  Omer  L.,  Jr.  and  Elizabetli  Rnth, 

191  Selim  (tkaxt  RosKXKitAXs,  son  of  William  (S.")),  was 
born  at  Way  land.  N.  Y.,  October  in,  1846.  No  communication 
has  been  received  from  him,  but  report  says  his  wife's  name  was 
Margaret  V,  White,  He  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  of 
Chicago,  and  said  to  have  been  a  heavy  speculator  at  times.

192  CyrI'S  Egbert  Rosexkrans,  son  of  William  (8.5),  was 
born  at  Wayland,  N,  Y.,  May  f),  1849.  His  brother.  Rev,  David 
W.,  reports  that  he  engaged  in  teaching  school  while  young,  and 
subsequently  graduated  from  the  law  department  of  Michigan 
University,  at  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.  He  practiced  for  a  time  as  a 
lawyer  in  Steuben  Co.,  N.  Y.,  till  his  health  gave  way,  when  he 
went  to  the  Hot  Springs  of  Arkansas,  for  recuperation.  Failing 
to  receive  material  benefit  he  left  there  and  on  his  way  home  to 
Steuben  Co.,  N.  Y.,  he  died  at  the  home  of  his  brother  Edwin, 
at  Chebause,  111.,  Aug,  27,  1884.

The  following  is  his  auto- 
biography, written  in  December,  1899:  "My  father,  Aaron  Rosen- 
krans, was  married  to  my  mother,  Hannah  D.  Ager,  in  the  year 
1823,  and  soon  after,  moved  to  what  then  was  a  new  wildernes^s 
country  and  settled  on  the  north  side  of  Crooked,  now  Keuka 
Lake,  about  a  mile  from  the  lake  up  the  elope  some   hundred   of 
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fept  above  the  lake,  and  built  or  bought  a  log  house  with  one 
living   room   and   a   linter   in   the   rear   where   father  worked  at 

his  trade,  a  wagon 
nmker.  In  that  log 
house.  I  was  born 
April  24,  1S24  (a 
iiieniorable  occasion 
to  me).  My  earli- 
est recollection  was 
of  mother  keeping 
the  sugar  box  under 
the  bed  and  my 
ciawling  under  and 
hnlping  myself  to 
sugar.  In  two  or 
three  years  my  par- 
ents moved  to  llam- 
moiidsport,  a  town 
standingat  tiiehead 
of  the  lake,  being 
connected  by  the 
Lakes  Crooked, 
Seneca  and  Cayuga, 
and  canal  to  the 
Erie  ;  thence  to  Al- 
bany. *  *  * 
After  moving  to 
Hanimondsport  my 
Selim  b.  rosenkrans  father    engaged    in 

several  kinds  of  business:  the  wagon  building,  a  saw  mill  and  a 
boat  for  the  canal.  At  about  sixteen  years  of  age,  I  went  at 
diiving  on  the  canal  with  a  remarkable  result  as  to  my  health. 
From  being  a  weak  and  puny  boy  I  became  a  comjiaratively 
robust,  healthy  man,  and  as  a  result  now  at  near  7(i  years  of  age, 
at  the  date  of  this  writing,  outliving  most  of  my  contemporaries, 
and  being  now  the  oldest  living  descendant  of  Levi,  son  of  Col. 
John  Rosenkrans.  After  boating  until  I  became  of  age,  went  to 
school  and  worked  in  the  shop  with  my  father,  then  went  in 
partnership  with  father,  and  carried  on  for  thirteen  years  quite  an 
extensive  wagon  and  carriage  business,  employing  a  good  deal  of 
the  time  from  fifteen  to  twenty  hands  ;  also  had  farm  at  twenty- 
seven  years  of  age.  June  3,  1856,  m.  Charlotte,  youngest  child  of 
Albertus   and   Janette   Larrowe,   they  having  a   large   family  of 
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seven  sons  and  live  daughters,  all  of  whom  were  living  when  we 
were  married.  The  family  were  one  of  the  oldest  settlers  in 
Steuben  County,  and  they  and  their  connection  by  marriage,  etc., 
embraced  a  large  circle  of  the  first  families  of  the  county. 

In  the  fall  of  IS.")."),  moved  and  spent  the  winter  in  Northern 
Illinois,  and  March,  lcS,"j(;,  in  company  witli  his  wife  moved  to 
Webster  City,  Iowa,  where  he  went  into  jjartnership  with  C.  Fen- 
ton,  buying  a  half  interest  in  a  st'^ani  saw  mill,  some  lumber  land, 
town  lots,  etc.,  taking  charge  of  the  mill  for  the  first  year.  Dur- 
ing this  year  in  ■Iun^',  he  attended  as  delegate  the  first  Republi- 
can convention  ever  held  in  Iowa,  where  the  party  was  organizf^d 
in  that  Congressional  District,  embracing  the  whole  northern  part 
of  the  State  ;  also  attended  as  delegate  the  Republican  county 
convention  held  in  the  county  then  embracing  Webster  and  Hun- 
tingdon, and  a  part  of  Humboldt  ;  was  nominated  and  elected 
Clerk  of  said  county  ;  delivered  the  first  Fourth  of  July  address 
in  Webster  Citj" ;  read  the  Episcopal  burial  service  at  the  first 
funeral  in  Webster  tlity,  in  June,  1S.")(),  as  there  was  no  clergyman 
there  then,  and  delivered  the  Fourth  of  July  addres«,  July  4, 
1857.  Was  elected  clerk  of  the  first  Agricultural  Society  of  Ham- 
ilton County  ;  also  of  the  first  Old  Settlers  organization  of  Hamil- 
ton and  Wright  cot>nties,  Was  elected  President  of  the  first 
building  association,  building  a  town  hall  for  all  public  purposes, 
courts,  etc.,  with  jiost  office  and  three  stores  underneath.  AVas 
electt^d  representative  for  Hamilton  and  Story  counties  for  the 
session  of  1859,  and  also  War  session,  IStil  ;  was  appointed  draft- 
ing commissioner  by  Governor  Kirkwood  for  Hamilton  and  Wright 
counties ;  was  elected  Mayor  and  afterwards  member  of  City 
Council  of  Webster  City. 

Was  one  of  seven  members  who  re-organized  the  Congrega- 
tional church,  and  was  clerk  for  several  years,  associated  with  Wal- 
ter C.  Wilson  and  J.  M.  Funk  in  building  the  Crooked  Creek  Rail- 
road. Webster  City  voting  $32,000  to  aid  the  enterprise;  organ- 
ized the  company  that  built  the  second  post  office,  together  with 
two  stores  under  office  ;  also  the  grand  central  hotel  ;  also  built 
quite  a  number  of  business  and  private  houses  ;  also  what  was 
known  as  Rosenkrans  Park,  which  for  a  number  of  years  was  a 
great  attraction  to  Webster  City,  having  four  flowing  wells  of 
mineral  water,  etc.  At  the  annual  gathering  June  4,  there  were 
usually  from  n.OOO  to  5,000  people  in  attendance  with  speakers  of 
State  reputation,  such  as  Gov.  Bois,  Congressman  Doliver,  John 
F.  Buncomb  and  others.  My  first  wife  died  Sunday,  Dec.  15, 
1888.     I  was  married   to  Mary  S,  R.,  July  13,  1891  ;  still    living. 
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Mary  S.  Rosenkrans  was  born  in  the  town  of  Caton,  Cayuga  Co., 
N.  Y.,  May  3,  1842.  Her  father,  D.  C.  Steadman.  behjnged  to  an 
old  and  respected  family  of  that  county.  His  iirst  wife,  Mary's 
mother,  dying  when  she  was  quite  young,  he  married  again  and 
moved  to  Rochester,  Minn.,  wheie  he  died.  After  his  death  his 
wife  married  a  Mr.  Hollenbeck,  and  at  the  breaking  out  of  the 
Civil  War,  went  to  the  army  with  her  hust)and,  he  being  sutler. 
At  the  great  battle  of  Winchester,  she  the  next  morning  went 
over  the  battle  field  among  the  dead  and  dying.  Alter  the  war 
they  moved  to  Western  Pennsylvania,  and  upon  his  death,  she 
with  her  two  sons,  Clarence  and  Fred  S.,  moved  to  ('hicago,  then 
with  Uncle  Samuel  Steadman  to  Webster  City,  Iowa.  Clarence  is 
living  ;  Fred  was  drowned  near  Omaha.  She  and  her  uncle  were 
in  business  for  several  years  in  AVebster  City,  where  we  became 
acquainted  and  were  married  July  13,  1891,  at  her  uncle's  near 
Forest  City,  Iowa."  Selim  B.  Rosenkrans  had  no  children.  He 
seems  to  have  been  an  athlete  in  his  younger  days,  and  Webster 
City's  champion  in  winning  for  her  the  honor  of  having  the  county 
seat. 

From  a  newspaper  clipping  received  from  Webster  City,  it  ap- 
pears that  there  was  a  great  rivalry  between  that  city  and  another 
village  as  to  which  was  to  become  the  county  seat  for  the  new 
county,  when,  at  a  public  gathering  to  decide  the  question,  it 
was  proposed  by  some  one  that  it  be  decided  by  a  single  fall  at 
back  hold  in  a  wrestle  by  champions  chosen  from  each  side.  They 
were  chosen,  Selim  B,  being  the  chami)ion  for  Webster  City,  and 
won  the  county  seat  by  throwing  his  competitor  squarely  on  his. 
back.  Selim  B.  and  wife  are  at  present  living  at  Perry,  Iowa, 
with  Mrs.  R.'s  son  Clarence  who  keeps  hotel  at  that  place.  The 
following  is  the  beginning  of  a  poem  read  at  one  of  the  annual 
park  gatherings  mentioned  above,  June  4,  1887  ; 


"Rosenkrans,  Rosenkrans,  a  funny  old  name  ;

born  at  Hanimondsport,  N.  Y.,  June  14,  1830.  Reared  as  she  was 
in  the  romantic  village  of  Hammondsport.  surrounded  by  the 
diversitiMl  scenery  of  the  vallej^  the  heights  of  Bully  hill,  the 
neighboring  glen  and  the  Crooked  Lake,  she  seems  to  have  imbibed 
or  inherited  a  romantic  disposition  and  to  revel  in  poetry..  She 
possessed  "the  pen  of  a  ready  writer''  while  in  her  t^^ens,  and  subse- 
quent years  have  by  no  means  lessened  her  accomplishment.  Her 
thoughts  and  expressions  abound  with  poetic  sentiments  borrowed 
and  original.  One  of  her  recent  productions,  publicly  read  by  an- 
other in  her  own  village,  was  on  the  death  of  Miss  Prances  E.  Wil- 
lard,  late  President  of  the  W.  C.  T.  I'.,  and  another  brief  one,  of 
merit,  "Lines  contributed  by  Selim  and  Eliza  on  the  death  of  their 
parents,"  may  be  found  in  her  father's  biography  (86)_.

"Mrs.  Harriet  G.  R.    Wright,   w)io  was  elected  (Representa- 
tive) for  Arapahoe  County,   has   been   a  resident  of  Denver  for 

nearly    twenty    years.       With 
!'<  Iier  husband  and  three  grown 

sons,  she  occupies  a  pretty 
home  that  is  the  center  of  a 
jileasant  social  life.  Mrs. 
W'jight  is  the  descendant  of 
I  wo  old  Colonial  families.  Her 
father,  the  Rev.  Cyrus  E. 
Rosenkrans,  a  Presbyterian 
clergyman,  was  an  abolitionisT. 
and  one  of  the  first  advocates 
of  advanced  education  for  wo- 
men. He  was  one  of  the  foun- 
ders of  Heloit  College,  and  af- 
terwards started  the  Woman's 
College  in  Columbus,  Wis., 
serving  as  its  President  for 
numy  years.  Mrs.  Wright  was 
graduated  from  Rockford  Col-

port of  many  Democrats  and  Republicans  who  were  anxious  to 
see  a  woman  of  her  rare  qualifications  put  into  a  high  place.  Mrs. 
Wright  has  a  keen,  logical  mind,  which  is  supposed  to  be  a  pos- 
session rare  among  womankind.  A  quickness  in  repartee  and  an 
adroitness  in  exposing  the  weak  i)oints  in  an  adversary's  speech, 
have  made  her  a  foe  to  be  feared  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  In 
the  recent  fall  campaign,  this  versatile  little  woman  was  vice 
chairman  of  the  People's  Party  Arapahoe  County  Central  Com- 
mittee.

He  received  his  elementary  education  in  the  i)ublic  school 
of  this  small  county  town.  With  his  mother  he  studied  Latin 
and  imbibed  a  love  for  culture.  He  was  frugally  brought  up, 
and  early  learnt  self-reliance.  His  mother  died  when  he  was 
seventeen  years  of  age,  and  after  that  was  entirely  dependent  o7i 
his  own  exertions.  He  got  a  position  in  a  flouring  mill  in  his 
native  town,  where  he  remained  two  and  one-half  year.s.  Leaving 
the  mill  in  October,  1877,  where  he  had  learnt  business  habits  he 
went  to  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  determined  to  get  an  education.  He 
remained  in  Ann  Arbor  live  years  supporting  himself,  not  being 
absent  or  late  a  day  except  in  the  winter  of  1879  and  1880,  when 
he  taught  school  in  Caseville,  Michigan,  for  four  months.  Grad- 
uating from  the  Ann  Arbor  High  School  in  1880.  he  at  once  entered 
the  medical  depiartment  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  where  he 
renuiined  two  years.

The  next  year  he  moved  to  Hoboken,  where  lie  lias  been 
very  snccessful.  In  the  spring  of  1886  he  injured  his  knee.  The 
knee  became  so  bad  tliat  in  a  few  months  it  was  necessary  to  reset 
the  knee  joint,  which  was  done  by  Dr.  Frederick  Lange,  of  New 
York  City.  In  the  spring  of  1891  he  began  assisting  Dr.  Lange, 
and  this  training  for  nearly  live  yeai's  with  a  man  of  Dr.  Lange's 
experience  and  world  wide  fame  started  the  successful  career  of 
our  modest  and  humble  James  Hankinson  Rosenkrans."  Dr. 
Rosenkrans,  it  is  said,  has  performed  some  very  difficult  surgical 
operations  seldom  attempted  outside  of  a  hospital,  and  with  suc- 
cess. He  also  has  a  private  hospital  for  patients  in  surgery.  Two 
children  have  been  born  to  him;  Egbert  August  Roj^enkrans, 
October  7,  1887,  and  May  Ernesta  Rosenkrans,  May  8,  1892.  His 
residence  is  826  Hudson  Street,  Hoboken,  N.  J.

THE  MYSTERIOUS  DEATH  OF  MR. 
KRANS,  AT  LANSING."

"On  Saturday  morning  of  last  week,  Mrs.  H.  H.  Rosenkrans 
left  the  home  of  her  son.  Cashier  W.  A.  Rosenki-ans,  in  this  city, 
after  a  short  visit  to  return  to  her  home  in  Lansing.     She  reached 
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the  latter  city  at  10 :  40  and  not  findint;-  her  husband  at  the  train 
she  took  a  car  to  North  Lansing  and  walked  home  after  calling  at 
the  post  office,  where  her  Imsliand  had  arranged  to  meet  lier,  if 
he  did  not  come  to  the  train.  Upon  reaching  her  home,  slie 
found  tlie  door  locked  and  a  number  of  letters  in  the  small  box. 
She  went  to  a  side  door  and  found  the  key  in  the  lock  on  the  out- 
side. She  opened  the  door  and  stepped  into  the  dining  room, 
followed  by  their  daughter,  who  had  accompanied  her.  By  this 
time  she  was  thoroughly  alarmed  and  in  an  instant  more  the 
awful  truth  was  revealed  to  her.  Tiie  door  of  the  pantry  was 
opened  and  looking  in  she  saw  her  husband's  body  lying  on  the 
floor,  his  head  thrown  far  back.  When  she  stooped  to  lift  him 
she  saw  that  his  face  was  blackened  and  his  body  rigid  in  death. 
He  was  a  large,  powerful  man  and,  of  course,  she  could  not  lift 
him.  She  then  left  the  house,  told  the  neighbors  what  she  had 
found  and  went  to  the  telephone  office  to  send  for  her  son,  W.  A. 
Rosenkrans,  who  is  cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  this 
city.  Coroner  Butts  was  notified  and  arrived  at  the  house  about 
1:2  :  :jo  o'clock.  The  time  and  precise  nrinupr  of  Mr.  Rosenkrans' 
death  will  piobablj' always  remain  a  mystery.  If  seems  probable 
that  his  death  was  caused  by  heart  disease.  Tliere  was  a  book 
which  he  had  been  reading  lying  open  on  a  tabic  in  the  sitting 
room.  No  marks  of  violeTice  were  found  on  him  or  about  the 
house.  He  was  seen  by  a  neighbor  to  go  to  the  well  aftei' a  jiail 
of  water  about  four  o'clock  Tue.sday  afternoon  and  as  tiip  pail  was 
still  full,  Wednesday's  morning  mail  in  the  box  and  he  was  dress- 
ed, it  is  supposed  his  death  ocurred  sometime  Tuesday  night. 
The  condition  of  the  body  indicated  that  he  had  been  dead  over 
two  days.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rosenkrans  moved  to  Lansing  from  a 
farm  about  three  weeks  ago.  They  intended  to  make  their  home 
there  in  the  future.  The  deceased  was  fifty-seven  years  old.  He 
leaves  a  wife,  one  son  and  thi-ee  daughters.  He  was  a  man  of  ex- 
emplary habits  and  well  to-do.  The  remains  were  taken  to  By- 
ron, this  county,  where  the  funeral  was  held  on  Monday  under 
the  auspices  of  Fenton  Gommandery,  Knights  Templar,  of  which 
he  was  a  member,  assisted  by  Corn  una  Gommandery  and  the  Ma- 
sonic order  of  Byron."  His  son  William  A  ,  in  a  letter  received, 
speaks  of  him  as  follows  :  "We  had  one  of  the  best  of  fathers, 
kind,  indulgent  and  loving,  and  it  seems  very  hard  indeed  to  bear 
his  loss.  Father  was  a  man  of  the  best  of  principles  and  having 
an  implicit  trust  in  his  Saviour,  has  found  rest  ere  this."  After 
her  husband's  death  in  Fvansing,  Mrs.  H.  H.  Rosenkrans  moved 
hack  to  Bvron,  where  her  husband  owned   a   home   and  where  he 
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was  buried.  In  January,  189S,  a  letter  was  received  from  her 
givinjij  information  of  tlie  family  and  another  recently.  The  chil- 
dren of  Henry  H.  were:  William  A.  and  Minnie  A.  by  his  first 
wife  and  bj'  his  second  :  Verena  V  ,  Addie  L   and  Grace  G. 

ELIJAH    ROSENKRANS  (97),  and  A^^^u-y   TJildine  had   one 
child. 

231  Ei.i.iAii  RosENKRA.Ns,  soH  of  Eh'jah  ('.t7),  was  born  on  a 
farm  near  Wayland,  Steuben  Co  ,  N.  Y.,  January  2i>,  1832,  a  few 
months  subsequent  to  his  father's  death,  He  accompanied  his 
mother  to  Michigan  after  her  second  marriage,  1835,  where  he  m. 
September  13,  ]8(i(),  Eleanora  Simpson,  and  as  informed  by  Mrs. 
H.  H.  Rosenkians,  of  Byron,  Mich.  Elijah  went  still  farther 
west,  and  settled  at  Fall  City,  Neb.,  where  he  was  supposed  to  be 
still  living.

While  young  he  was  with  the  writer  in  Scranton,  Pa.,  a  part  of  the 
time  as  foreman  in  conducting  the  bottling  busines-.  When  not 
in  Scranton  he  assisted  his  brother  Edgar  L.,  in  the  milling  btisiness 
at  Monistown.  Jan.  4,  18cS3,  while  in  Scranton,  he  m.  Flora  De- 
Graw,  of  Scranton,  born  in  Wyoming  Co.,  Pa..  March  24,  1864. 
Anson  II.  moved  to  Morristown  soon  after  lutirriage  and  engaged  in 
the  hack  liusiness,  keei)iiig  conveyances  to  meet  the  trains  at  the 
depot  and  to  convey  patrons  about  the  city  in  shopping,  viewing  the

In  the  s])ring  of  1847.  his  uncle  sold 
his  store  to  his  brother  William,  and  the  writer  continued  with 
him  until  his  death  the  same  year.  He  then  in  company  with  his 
grandfather,  John  Layton,  Esq.,  purchased  the  store  goods  and 
conducted  a  mercantile  business  till  the  spring  of  1849,  when  they 
were  obliged  to  relinquish  the  business  on  account  of  the  posses- 
sion of  the  store  property  being  demanded  by  the  owner.     During 
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1S4f)  he  attended  school  at  Deckeitown  Academy  six  months, 
and  on  account  of  its  discontinuance,  tinisheil  tiie  year's  attend- 
ance at  the  Mount  Retirement  Seminary  in  Wantage.  The  writer 
loves  study,  and  as  lie  ])aid  his  own  schooling,  aiiplied  his  time 
well  to  his  studies,  which  during  the  year  consisted  of  Arith- 
metic, Parsing  in  Milton,  Algebra.  Geometrv,  Surveying,  Philos- 
ophy and  Chemistry.  During  the  year  18.50  I  was  employed  by 
Clark  &  .ludson.  Commission  Merchi^nts  of  New  York  to  receive 
farmer's  produce  at  Port  Jervis  and  forward  to  them  in  the  city 
and  in  a  short  time  was  taken  in  the  store  as  bookkeeper  at  183 
Reade  Street.  Dec,  18.")(),  my  father  died,  and  I  reruriied  home  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  iiut  soon  engaged  for  the  following  year 
■with  another  commission  fijm  of  that  city,  Bevans  &  Blizzaid, 
and  continued  at  Port  Jervis,  clerking  in  the  meantime  in  the 
store  of  A^anFleet  &  Godfrey.  Near  the  close  of  the  a  ear  the 
writer  was  compelled  to  leUiiii  liome  for  a  time,  and  there,  like 
Simon  Peter's  wife,  "lay  sick  of  a  fever."  During  this  time,  my 
employei.s  relinquished  the  business.  I  then  took  the  Peter's 
Valley  district  school,  where  most  of  my  school  days  had  been 
spent,  being  the  first  native  teaclier  there,  and  taiigiit  two  winters, 
then,  at  Centerville,  now  called  Layion.  During  the  year  1852, 
the  writer  in  company  with  Sylvester  Layton,  attended  a  great 
political  gathering  at  Niagaia  Falls,  in  the  interest  of  Gen.  Scott 
as  a  Presidential  candidate,  late  fiou)  the  Mexican  War.  and  there 
heard  the  great  editor  Greeley  make  a  political  si)eech.  The  fol- 
lowing morning  the  writer  cn^ssed  the  suspension  bridge  into  Can- 
ada, then  a  curiosity  in  this  countiy,  and  took  bieakfast  at  a 
hotel  in  the  dominion  of  Queen  Victoria.  On  my  way  home, 
visited  relatives  in  Steuben  County  in  Hammondsport  and,  in 
company  with  others,  chaperoned  by  Miss  Ann  Eliza  Rosenkrans, 
of  Hammondsi>ort,  now  Mrs.  White  (IDO),  visited  the  neighboring 
glen  and  glided  upon  the  lake.  While  at  Centerville,  engaged  in 
the  metcantile  business,  the  writer  served  for  three  years  as  town 
Superintendent  of  I^nblic  Schools,  prior  to  the  appointment  of  a 
County  Superintendent.  In  18(;;>  in  company  with  my  brother, 
A.  P.,  purchased  the  store  goods  and  went  into  the  tnercantile 
business  at  the  Layton  store.  In  18.")4,  I  was  m,  to  Charlotte 
Tuttle,  of  Tuttle's  corner,  born  May  Ki,  1883,  daughter  of  Benjamin 
Tuttle,  from  Orange  Co.,  N,  Y..  who  m.  Lucy  Smith,  of  Wantage, 
His  likeness  and  biography  are  to  be  found  in  Everett  &  Peck's 
History  of  Sussex  County.  In  1855  purchased  my  brother's  inter- 
est in  the  store  and  two  years  later  was  again  obliged  to  give 
possession  of  the  store  property  and  to  sell  the  goods  at  a  sacrifice.

THE  ROSENKRANS  FAMILY. 


During  18.57,   with   my   little   family   of   wife   and   one   cliild,    I 
moved  to  New  York  City,  landing  at  the  old  Chamberlain  Hotel, 


Allen  Rosenkrans.     (Krom  an  old  picture,  1853  ) 

on  West  Street,  the  evening  the  Crystal  Palace  was  l)urned.  In 
company  with  my  brother-in-law,  ,Iohn  .lackson,  and  Jack  of  all 
trades,  fitted  np  an  ambrotype  gallery  on  (rrand  Street,  andabont 
18.")9  opened  a  grocery  store  on  the  East  Corner  of  Broadway  and 
IWd  Street.  The  building  which  I  occupied  in  part  was  newly 
bnilt  and  owned  by  one  Mr.  Codling,  who  collected  his  rent 
quarterly  in  advance  through  an  agent  named  Lawrence,  and 
failed  to  pay  his  humble  tenant  his  last  grocery  l)ill.  When  the 
writer  lived  in  New  York,  lS.-)(i,  there  were  but  few  dwellings 
above  30th  Street,  and  they  mainly  Irish  shanties  around  which 
goats  could  be  seen  grazing,  and  climbing  the  i-ocks  which 
abounded  there.  The  Battery  was  yet  standing  at  Castle  Garden, 
and  contained  the  principal  hall  of  the  city  for  large  public 
gatherings,  and  there  Jenny  Lind  sang  after  her  arrival  one  Sun- 
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day  morning  1850,  when  Gennin,  the  hatter,  became   famous   and 
added  to  his  fortune  by  purchasing  the  first  seat  for  the  concert

at  an  enormous  premium.  In  1857  there  were  but  few  buildings 
above  the  Crystal  Palace  grounds  at  49th  Street,  except  on  the 
main  road  to  Harlem,  then  a  small  suburb  of  the  city.  The  tallest 
building  in  the  city  was  Stewart's  sugar  refinery  on  Greenwich 
Street,  ten  stories  high.  Now  the  Park  building,  opposite  the 
post  office,  is  thirtj^-two  stories  high,  and  others  near  it  are  so 
high  that  they  are  called  sky  scrapers,  probably  twice  as  high 
as  Nimrod,  the  mighty  hunter  and  the  first  king  purposed  to 
build  his  tower  for  a  protection  against  the  floods.  The  store 
property  mentioned  on  Broadway  and  35nd  Street,  in  I860,  was 
valued  at  $3(),()0(»,  and  is  now  worth  $200,000.  In  the  fall  of  1861 
the  writer  exchanged  his  store  business  in  New  York  for  a  coun- 
try store  at  Newport,  near  Pine  Island,  N.  Y.,  and  in  the  spring 
of  1862,  came  to  Newton  and  engaged  in  the  clothing  business  ; 
sold  out  at  the  close  of  the  war,  and  for  the  second  time  entered 
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into  the  mercantile  business   in  company  witl]    his   brother  A.  P, 
In   18(J8   sold   to   brother   Lorenzo   D.  and   purchased  lot  No.  12, 
Lackawanna  Avenue,   Scrantnn,    Penna.,    and   there   engaged   in 
the  bottling  business.     In  ISdli,   the  building  and  contents  occu- 
pied and  owned  by  the  writer  were  consumed  by  tire  in  the  night, 
when  his  wife,  long  an  invalid  and  blind  from  the  effects  of   pain 
in  the  head,  was  carried   from   a   bed   of   sickness  to   escape   fire 
for   the   second   time,    the   first   having  been  in  New  York.  18(i(), 
when  her  second  child  was  but  three   days   old.     In    1870   I   pur- 
chased a  farm  of  forty  acres   on    the   Delaware,  in  Sussex  Co.,  N. 
J.,  six  miles  below  Port  Jervi*,  and   moved  there   on    account    of 
my  wife's  ill  health,  but  she  died  March  11.  1870,  and  was  buried 
in  Newton  cemetery      March  "io,  1871.  was  m.  to  Mary  Catharine 
Wintermute,  born  in  Stillwater  township  Nov.  18,  1840,  daughter 
of  Jeptha  A.,  son  of  Peter,  son  of  Georgt^,  son  of  George  Winter- 
mute,  the  emigrant,  born  in  (rermany  1711  ;  came  io  Philadelphia 
17H(i,  m.  Margaret  Elizabeth   I'urnhart.  \T.ii),  died  and  was  buried 
in  Stillwater  cemetery  178:^.  where  his  grave  stone   still    presents 
the  foregoing  items  concerning  him.     Having   kept    the   business 
going  in  Scranton  through  the  foreman,  who  was  made  a  partner 
when  I  moved  to  New  Jersey,  and  having  erected  a  new  building 
on  the  ruins  of  the    former   one,  returned   to   Scranton   1872.  and 
continued  the  business  there  till  1884,  dealing  some  in  real  estate. 
In  1871J  my  partner  died,  when  the  business  again  came  fully  into 
my  possession.     In  IBS.")  our  daughter  Minnie  died  in  Scranton,  on 
Vine  Street,  and  was  buried  at  Newton,  N.  J.,  where    we    moved 
Nov.  4th  of  the  same  year  ;  purchased  about  six  and  one-half  acres 
on  High  Street,  in    the  suburb  of  Newton  ;  erected  buildings  and 
moved  there  in  Octolier,  ISSd.     My  jjiesent  occupation  is  mainly 
growing   berries,   while    my  sons    have    been    going   to   school,  or 
engaged  in  other  occupations.     We  are  members   of   the   Presby- 
terian church,  but  not  a  sectarian  or  confined  to  a  ciiurch   creed, 
believing  that  the  Bible  teaches  more  truths  than  is  contained  in 
either  one  or  aU  the  creeds.     I  believe  in  the  Divine  inspiration  of 
the  Scriptures,  and  of  all    the   books   of  the  Bible   (King   James 
A'ersion) :  in  the  literal  as  well  as  figurative  interpretation  of  the 
Scriptures,  as  having  a  douhle  //learuKt/  and  applicatiun,  teinjioraJ  and 
sjAritual,  teaching  what  their  words  declare.     Am  a  Republican  in 
politics,  though  not  a  politician,  and  have  been  such  since  the  days 
of  Lincoln,  firmly  believing  in  the  McKinley  foreign  policy  of  ex- 
pansion and  control  of  the  Phillippine  Islands,  believing  that  the 
Spanish  war,  giving  us  possession  of  those  islands,  was  clearly  Prov- 
idential, for  the  temporal  and  Spiritual  icelfare  of  the  inlanders  and 
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for  the  good  of  the  mwW,  and  that  it  is  our  duty  as  an  enlightened, 
rich  and  powerful  jieople,  to  govern  and  Christianize  and  enlighten 
them  till  they  are  capable  of  governing  themselves.  I  am  in  favor 
also  of  'Rmpet-ance  and  all  moral  reforms,  realizing  the  fact  that 
God  is  now  doing  an  especial  work  among  the  nations  in  prepar- 
ing them  and  the  world  for  the  reception  of  the  Gospel  and  the 
Kingdom  of  Christ,  and  that  it  is  our  duty,  as  far  as  possible  to 
co-operate  with  Him  in  this  work  by  educating.  Christianizing 
and  civilizing  the  opiiressed  islanders  entrusted  to  our  care. 

According  to  pr<>j>/ien/  and  the  s!ffns  of  the  times,  we  are 
apparently  in  the  last  of  the  "seventy  weeks  (of  seven  years) 
determined  upon  DanipFs  people"  regarding  their  restoration, 
beginning  in  181).") ;  during  which  period  great  events  were  to  take 
place,  including  the  destruction  of  the  Mohammedan  persecuting 
power  of  "1290  days"  and  near  the  close  of  this  period  we  look  for 
the  more  lileral  smiting  of  "the  Image  upon  his  feer  by  the 
'•Stone,"  thus  destroying  the  five  kingdoms  which  the  "great 
/;«r?(/(;"  represents  ;  after  which  the  Stone  is  to  become  a  ''great 
■moautain  and  ",/?//  the  whvk  earths  These  kingdoms  are  to 
"become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  of  His  Christ." 

The  writer's  life  has  been  somewhat  eventful  in  things  seen 
and  "things  not  seen,'"  he  having  been  Providentially  led  hither 
and  thither  like  the  Israelites  in  tiie  wilderness,  sometimes  "into 
green  jiastures  and  l)eside  the  still  waters"  and  then  encountering 
ginut  obstacles  in  the  way  of  progress,  drinking  of  the  bitter  tvaters 
of  family  affliction  and  disai)})ointment  and  sorrow. 

But  the  writer  is  well  a^-suied  that  all  these  are  for  our  spirit- 
ual good,  "working  out"  lor  tho^e  who  trust  in  the  Lord  "afar 
exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory."  The  inspired  Job  said 
in  the  midst  of  his  afflictions,  "Shall  we  receive  good  at  the  hand 
of  God  and  shall  we  not  receive  evil?"  Job's  afflictions  were  not 
for  the  sake  of  pleasing  the  Devil,  who  was  permitted  to  afflict 
him,  nor  in  punishment  for  his  sins,  for  he  was  a  servant  of  the 
Lord,  there  being  "none  like  him  in  the  earth,  a  perfect  and 
ujiright  man,  one  that  feared  God  and  eschewed  evil,"  but  for  the 
pur|>ose  of  giving  to  the  world  'iov  imitation  an  example  of  patiently 
enduiing  suffering,  and  of  faithfulness  and  trust  in  God  under 
afflictions,  which  would  result  in  eternal  blessings  to  him. 

The  inspired  Psalmist  says  "Blessed  is  the  man  whom  the 
Lord  chasteneth."  He  chasteneth  not  for  his  pleasure,  but  "for 
our  piofit  that  we  may  partake  of  His  holiness."     It  is  well  said, 

"Judge  not  the  Lord  by  feeble  sense, 
But  trust  Him  for  his  grace  ; 
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Beliind  a  fron^ning  Providence, 
He  hides  a  smiling  face." 

Since  marriage  in  18.")-t  the  writer  has  lived  in  lln-re  diiJerent 
states  and  at  seven  separate  yxt^rwds-  liaving  moved  from  one  state  to 
another  six  times — has  owned  thirteen  different  properties  in  the 
three  states  and  moved  tireuti/-(nie  times. 

I  have  suffered  painfnl  aiHictions  intermittently  since  child- 
hood, my  first  wife  was  afflicted  thirteen  years,  suffering  pain  which 
brought  blindness  and  eventually  ended  in  death  ;  and  my  second 
wife  is  now  suffering  the  pains  of  a  malady  of  three  years  duration 
which  is  constantly  growing  more  malignant  and  threatening. 
With  Jacob  I  might  say  "Few  and  evil  have  the  days  of  the  vears 
of  my  life  been"— yet  my  life  has  been  comparaiively  happy, 
with  more  pleasure  than  pain,  more  joy  than  sorrow,  never  despon- 
dent but  erer  hojxfiil i\x\i\\\\i\\\\iU\\  for  the  blessings  enjoyed,  having 
faith  in  God  and  his  inomises  for  the  future,  knowing  that  "He 
doeth  all  things  well."  and  "looking  for  a  city  which  hath  fnnn- 
datiimK,  whose  Builder  and  Maker  is  God."  My  children  by  my 
lirst  wife  are  Carrie  and  Lucy  T.  Hy  my  second  wife  Allen  E., 
Layton  W.,  Minnie  (departed)  and  Luke  1). 

24(1  Emii.y  Roskxkh.vns,    daughter   of  Nicholas    (102),   was 

born  in  Walpack,  N.  J.,  May  HI,  J,s:{-j,  and  died  July.'),  l.s;J4. 
She  like  her  sister  Caroline,  was  buried  at  the  Shappanack  bury- 
ing ground,  near  the  Delaware. 

247  LoKKNZo  D.  Rosen Ki;.\Ns,  young'^st  child   of   IS'ichoIas 

(102)  by  his  first  wife,  was  born  in  the  newly  erected  dwelling  of 
his  father  in  "Walpack,  N.  J.,  October  17,  1834.  He  was  sixteen 
years  of  age  when  his  father  died,  and  as  the  farm  was  sold  and 
the  family  scattered  and  yet  unmarried,  he  was  left  without  a 
home  like  the  rest  of  us  till  one  was  established  by  himself. 
After  leaving  the  district  school  he  went  to  Mt.  Retirement  Semi- 
nary, in  Wantage,  kept  by  Prof.  Stiles,  and  afterward  taught 
school  at  Tuttle's  schoolhouse  in  Sandyston.  He  clerked  in  a 
store  and  then  conducted  a  store  in  Waljnick,  and  subsequently 
bought  the  store  property  at  Centreville,  remaining  there  several 
years.  About  1860  he  m.  Amelia  Retalic,  a  school  teacher, 
daughter  of  John  Retalic,  of  Pike  Co.,  Pa.  In  18()()  he  purchased 
a  property  on  S]n-ing  Street,  and  kept  store  there,  which  he 
enlarged  in  18(38  by  the  purchase  of  the  store  and  store  property 
adjoining  occupied  by  the  writer  and  his  brother.  On  a  part  of 
that  property  now  stands  the  Rosenkrans  building  occupied  by 
M.  P.  Tully  and  the  Newton  Club.     L.  D.  Rosenkrans  purcha,sed 
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several  real  estates  in  Newton,  on  which  he  erected  buildings  and 
thus  improved  the  town.  He  erected  a  dwelling  for  hinisell  on 
Madison  Street,  where  he  started  a  lively  stable  in  connection 
with  his  stole,  and  wiiich  he  finally  located  near  Spring  Street, 
now  kept  by  his  .son  Kiaiik  II.  Roseiikrans.  Among  the  dwellings 
Duilt  by  him  is  tlie  one  <tu  Ilalste-ul  Street,  where  his  family  now 
reside,  and  anothei- just  below  the  post  office,  still  owned  by  the 
family.  He  and  liis  wife  were  both  meml>ers  of  tlie  Presbyterian 
church.  He  died  (Jctolter  18,  18S4.  His  children  are:  Frank  H., 
Charles  Irving,  dei)artetl,  and  M.  Victor. 

248  Hkniiy  Oscar  Roskxkraxs,  son  of-  Nicholas   (102),  by 

his  third  wife  Mary  Smith,  was  born  on  the  Wal[)ack  farm,  Sus- 
sex Co.,  N.  J.,  Jan.  IS,  1847,  being  but  three  years  of  age  at  his 
father's  death.  He  was  brought  uj)  by  his  mother  on  the  Smith 
farm  in  Sandystoii,  where  she  was  raised.  On  leaving  school  at 
an  early  age,  Henry  Oscar  lived  for  some  time  with  his  l)rother 
Lorenzo  I).,  assisting  liim  in  the  store,  but  while  young  engaged 
in  the  bottling  business  in  Port  Jervis,  whi(^h  he  eventually  sold 
out  and  went  to  Eiinira,  N.  Y.,  rheii  to  Owego,  and  linally  to  Jer- 
sey City,  where  he  conducted  the  bottling  business,  which  he 
exchanged  for  the  Erie  Coal  j'ard.  He  there  conducted  the  coal 
business  with  success  for  seveial  years,  but  on  account  of  the 
failing  health  of  his  wife  injuriously  affected  by  the  sea  breeze, 
he  ivturned  to  Port  Jervis,  and  entered  into  the  coal  and  lumber 
business  iu  comi)any  with  a  Mr.  Conrad.  While  living  in  Port 
Jervis  the  first  time,  Henry  Oscar  was  m.  December  16,  1868,  to 
Fannie  Starkweather,  born  in  Waymart,  Pa.,  May  24,  1849.  He 
eventually  withdrew  from  the  lirm  at  Port  Jervis  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  some  buildings  in  Jersey  City,  and  afterwards 
purchased  and  opened  another  coal  and  lumber  yard  in  Port  Jer- 
vis, which  he  recentlj'  sold  but  still  conducts  the  business  there. 
His  wife  was  long  an  invalid  and  died  at  Port  Jervis,  1899.  His 
daughter,  Mrs.  Nettie  Thorpe,  and  husband  occupy  his  house  and 
he  lives  with  them.  The  following  is  a  part  of  the  obituary  of 
his  wife,  which  appeared  in  the  Port  Jervis  Gazette,  edited  by  Mr.

H.  O.  Rosenkrans,  died  at  4  o'clock,  this  morning  at  her  home, 
No.  l.")4  East  Main  street,  from  bronchial  asthma  and  other  com- 
]Jications  from  which  she  had  been  a  sufferer  for  the  past  five 
years.  Mrs.  Rosenkrans  was  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Charles  L.  Starkweather  and  was  born  at  Waymart,  Pa.,  on  the 
24tli  of  May,  1849,  Queen  Victoria's  birthday,  and,  consequently, 
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was  50  years  of  a,2:e  on  the  '24th  of  the  present  month.  Her  ])eo- 
pie  removed  to  Port  Jervis  during  Miss  Fannie' s  girlhood  days 
and  lier  education  was  con;pleted  in  tlie  }iul)]ic  schools  of  Port 
Jervis.  Following  her  marriage  to  Mr.  J^usenkrans,  December 
16th,  180S,  they  removed  to  Jersey  City  wliere  her  husband  was 
engaged  in  an  extensive  coal  and  lumber  business.  The  sea  air 
proving  injurious  to  Mrs.  Rosenkrans'  health  they  removed  to 
Port  Jervis  in  the  elegant  and  luxurious  home  on  east  Main 
street  that  her  fond  husband  had  prepared  for  her  reception. 

In  earl  J' girlhood  Mrs.  Rosenkrans  developed  a  fervent  Chris- 
tian spirit  and  was  always  much  interestnd  in  church  woik  and 
acts  of  charity  and  in  the  year  ISCiO,  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev. 
T.  J.  B.  House,  she  united  witii  the  Baptist  church  of  this  village. 

Mrs.  Rosenkrans  was  the  possessor  of  a  ciieerful,  happy, 
loving  sj)irit.  Slie  was  a  devoted  wife  and  mother  ;  enjoyed  social 
life  and  was  never  hai)pier  than  wlieii  surrounded  by  friends  for 
whom  she  was  endeavoring  to  make  life  hapiiier. 

Mrs.  Rosenkrans  leaves  in  her  immediate  family  her  husband, 
Henry  Oscar  Rosenkrans,  and  two  daughters.  Florence,  Mrs. 
Lawrence  Walters,  Wilke.sbarre,  l*a.:  and  Nettie  M.,  Mrs.  R. 
Grant  Thorpe,  Port  Jervis." 

24'.)  MvitoN  S.  Rosenki:a\s.  son  of  Nirholas  ( 1(»2).  was  born 

in  Walpack,  Sussex  Co.,  N.  .1..  February  '27,  IS,')!,  two  months 
subsequent  to  his  father's  death.  When  his  l)rother  Oscar  went 
into  the  bottling  business,  in  Port  Jervis,  about  KSCiT  he  went  and 
assisted  him,  and  also  in  Ehnira,  Owego  and  Jersey  City.  He 
was  ra.  November  1,  1S71,  to  Alice  Marvin,  of  Port  Jervis,  N.  Y., 
born  September  Id.  IS.Vi.  He  engaged  in  the  l)oot  and  shoe  busi-. 
ness  in  Jersey  City,  but  leaving  it  was  subsequently  bt)okkee|ier 
in  that  cit}',  and  still  later  way-master  for  the  New  York  &  Erie 
R.  R.  Co.,  in  New  York.  His  health  is  not  good  and  he  is  unable 
at  present  to  do  much  labor.     He  has  one  son  :  Hariy  Howard. 

AVERT  ROSENKRANS  iln:i)  and  Mary  Smith  had  four 
children,  and  by  Mary  Bu,ss  lie  iiad  nine  cliildreii. 

2.-)0  Ben.tamix  Rosenkraxs,    son  of  Avert  (l(i:iii,  was  born 

in  Walpack,  N.  J.,  December  2:{,  182:1  He  was  brought  up  to 
farming,  and  m.  Mary  Ann  Smith,  daughter  of  Philip  J.  Smith, 
of  Walpack.  Some  time  after  the  death  of  his  father-in-law, 
Benjamin  purchased  the  Smith  farm,  near  Flatbrookvilie,  it  being 
a  part  of  the  l,21i)  acre  tract  purchased  in  part  by  his  ancestor, 
Nicholas  Schoonhoven,  1725,     Benjamin   was   an   ambitiouSj  pru-

Emma  R.  Casterlin,  of 
Mt.  Salem,  N.  J.,  born  Dec.  27,  1844  Her  father  was  Thomas  I. 
Casterlin  and  her  mother  I.  Heater,  of  Beemarville.  They  live  at 
Brinktown,  Lackawanna  Co  ,  Penna.,  and  have  seven  children  : 
Minnie  B.,  Levi  T.,  Ilattie  I.,  Carrie.  Jesse  H.,  Harvey  S.  and 
Kate. 

270  Malleky  Rosenkrans,  son  of   Levi   and   Rebecca  and 

fourteenth  child,  was  born  in  Lackawanna  Co.,  Pa..  March  26, 
1848.  While  yet  single  he  went  west  and  at  last  account  was  said 
to  be  married  and  living  in  St.  Paul,  Minn, 

ABRAM  ROSENKRANS  (100)   and   Zydia   Henry  had   five 
children,  and  by  El'izobeth  Bennett  he  had  six  children. 

277  Henry  Rosenkrans,  son  of  Abram  (106),  was  born  in 
Walpack,  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  March  26,  1829.  His  parents  re- 
moved to  Luzerne  Co.,  in  1839,  but  he  remained  in  Sussex  and 
lived  with  his  grandfather,  Benjamin  Rosenkruns.  till  the  age  of 
eighteen,  when  he  joined  his  parents  in  Pennsylvania  in  1847. 
Nov.  14,  1852,  he  m.  Martha  Hart,  of  Pittston,  born  April  17, 
1835.  He  was  a  carjienter  and  in  1853  went  to  Pawpaw,  111., 
where  his  father  and  lelalives  had  gone.

30,  18,')8.  Mrs.  Martha  Litts  afterward  married  Rev.  W.  C.  Run- 
yon,  a  farmer.  She  is  a  church  member  and  lived  at  Pawpaw. 
She  visited  the  writer  in  Scranton,  1885,  among  other  relatives 
there  and  has  ''ommunicated  recently.  She  had  one  son  by  her 
first  husband,  named  Alton  Litts.  born  Nov.  22,  18.")3,  and" died 
Oct.  2,  1865.  She  has  also  a  daughter  by  her  second  husband, 
Lydia  Runyon,  born  Jan.  3,  1864,  who  married  Jan.  31,  1885,  Jo- 
seph Baker,  a  painter  at  Pawpaw,  111. 

280  Andrew  H.  Rosexkraxs,  son  of  Abram  (106),  was  born 

in  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  March  10,  1835.  He  was  four  years  of  age 
when  his  father  moved  to  Pennsylvania  and  twenty  when  he 
moved  to  Illinois.  Andrew  H.  married  Oct.  15,  1863,  Lydia  Mit- 
ten, of  Pawpaw.  He  has  been  a  farmer  who  has  succeeded  well 
and  become  an  extensive  farmer  and  breeder  of  stock.     In  1865  he 
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began  to  purchase  land,  beginning  with  eighty  acres,  and  added 
to  his  possessions  till  he  now  owns  646  acres,  being  more  than  a 
mile  square,  including  a  lot  in  Pawpaw  for  a  home,  on  which  he 
has  recently  built  and  now  lives.  His  land  is  divided  into  three 
farms,  one  of  which  contains  a  driving  course  for  the  training  of 
horses.  His  land  is  prairie,  very  productive  and  easy  of  cultiva- 
tion, paying  well  for  the  time  and  labor  in  producing  crops.  It 
is  reported  that  the  purchasing  price  of  his  lands  exceeds  $30,000.

He  accom- 
panied his  lather  to  Pennsylvania  and  still  later  to  Illinois,  and 
was  there  married,  186,"),  to  Cynthia  Town,  of  Shabona.  Like 
others  of  the  family,  he  proceeded  on  westward,  till  he  reached 
Floyd  Co.,  Iowa,  and  there  settled  on  a  farm  near  Marble  Rock, 
where  he  still  live-'.  His  children  are  :  Forest  and  Guy,  the  latter, 
being  departed. 

282  Prisc'Illa  C.  Rosexkkvns,  daughter  of  Abram  (106), 
by  his  last  wife,  was  born  in  Lackawanna  County,  Penn.,  Jan.  3, 
1840.  She  was  married  July  4,  18,'i7,  to  Isaac  Harding,  and  lived 
at  Pawpaw,  where  she  died  Sept.  18,  1858,  leaving  one  son,  Clark 
R.  Harding. 

283  Mary  Jane  Rosexkraxs,  daughter  of  Abram  (106), 
was  born  in  Lackawanna  County,  Penna.,  Feb.  28,  1842,  and  m. 
Jacob  Miller.  They  moved  to  Marble  Rock,  Iowa,  where  Mary 
Jane  died  leaving  four  children — Anna,  Amy,  Jennie  and  Franc. 
Anna  Miller,  born  Nov.  17,  1863,  married  Henry  Smith,  a  farmer 
near  Marble  Rock  ;  Amy  Miller,  married  P.  Jordon,  and  lives  at 
Clinton,  Iowa  ;  Jennie  married  Lew  Schrader,  a  farmer  near  Marble 
Rock  and  has  several  children.  Franc  Miller  married  Alexander

284  Nicholas  Rosenkrans,  son  of  Abram  (106),  named 
after  the  writer's  father,  was  born  in  Lackawanna  County,  Penn., 
Dec.  9,  1843.  The  following  is  his  autobiography  received  by 
letter  from  Marble  Rock,  dated  June  22,  1897:  "My  name  in  fuU 
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is  Nicholas  Rosenkrans.  I  am  first  son  of  Abram  Rosenkrans 
and  Elizabeth  Rosenkrans.

We  have  never  had  any  children.  Wishing  you  abundance  of 
success  with  your  genealogy,  and  that  I  may  some  day  have  the 
pleasure  of  visiting  you,  I  remain  very  respectfully,  N.  Rosen- 
krans."    (Come  on,  Nicholas). 

285  Elijah  A.  Rosenkiians,  son  of  Abram  (106),  was  born 
in  Lackawanna  Co.,  Penna.,  Jan.  6,  1846.  Living  at  Marble 
Rock,  la.,  he  married  Franc  Bissel,  born  July  16,  18.")3.  His  wife, 
said  to  have  been  a  good  musician,  died  Nov,  2,  1886.  Elijah  A. 
was  the  first  of  the  fanuly  to  engage  in  the  mercantile  business  at 
Marble  Rock,  in  company  with  John  Durland,  during  the  sixties, 
in  the  old  town  of  Aureola.  His  father  Abram  eventually  bought 
Durland's  interest  in  the  store  and  under  the  firm  name  of  Elijah 
A.  Rosenkrans  &  Co.,  the  business  was  conducted  till  Abram's 
death,  1889.  Elijah  A.  then  carried  ou  the  business  as  adminis- 
trator till  his  own  death,  October  17,  1891.  His  son  Harry  B. 
Rosenkrans  then  succeeded  them  in  the  mercantile  business. 
Elijah  A's.  children  were  Bertha,  Grace  and  Harry  B. 

286  Lester  W.  Rosenkuaxs,  son  of  Abran;  (106).  was  born 
in  Penn,  Jan.  19,  1850.  While  living  at  Marble  Rock  he  married 
Dec.  31,  1874,  Mary  Z.  Cheadle,  born  April  18,  18.")4.  She  died 
without  issue  Feb.  19,  1877.  June  16,  1878,  Lester  W.  m.  Sarah 
L.  Blaoe,  born  April  1,  1858.  He  was  a  farmer  till  twenty-two 
years  of  age  and  in  1872  commenced  clerking  in  the  store  for 
his  father  and  brother  and  also  learned  the  jewehy  business. 
When  he  reported,  June  1897,  he  was  working  at  his  trade  and 
also  conducting  a  small  grocery  store.  He  had  a  home  in  the 
town  of  Marble  Rock  and  a  farm  of  84  acres  one  mile  away.  He 
had  two  children  by  his  second  wife,  Archie  B,  and  Floyd  A., 
xhe  former  having  died  1883.

She  was  then  83  years  of  age  and  well  preserved  in 
mind  and  body  and  a  letter  from  her  daughter  in  1898,  said  she 
was  still  living.  Recent  rei)orts  from  the  family  say  that  she 
died  Dec.  7,  1898,  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Joseph  Cas- 
terlin,  at  Orange,  Lackawanna  Co.,  Pa.,  at  the  advanced  age  of 
89  years.

He  had  tive  children,  two  of  whom 
were  still  living  at  the  time  of  receiving  the  report.  1894,  Dr.

330  Daniel  Rosenkrans,  son  of  John  D.  (129),  was  born 
in  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.,  May  2,  1801,  m.  Pauline  Berry,  was  a  farm- 
er and  died  March  28,  1873.

331  Jesse  Rosenkrans,  son  of  John  D.  (129),  was  born  in 
Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.,  near  Westtown,  Aug.  29,  1803.  While  living 
in  GenesseCo.,  near  Batavia,  m.  Betsy  Hart  and  in  1823  settled 
in  the  town  of  Candor.  A  letter  of  inquiry  addressed  to 
him  at  that  place  1893  received  the  following  reply  from  his  adopted 
daughter,  Miss  Lucy  Adams,  of  Elmira,  N.  Y,  "My  Dear  Sir  ; 
Mr.  Jesse  Rosenkrans  died  one  year  ago  last  April  and  as  I  can- 
not answer  all  the  questions,  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  sending 
your  letter  to  a  younger  sister,  Mrs.  Samuel  Joslyn,  who  I  am 
positive  will  gladly  give  you  any  items  of  information  possible." 
Mrs.  Joslyn  answered  a  letter  of  inquiry  and  has  given  most  of  the 
information  received  concerning  the  family  of  her  father.  Re- 
ceived at  the  same  time  a  slip  from  a  newspaper  concerning  Jesse's 
death,  which  reads  as  follows  :  "Jesse  Rosecrance,  one  of  the

Mrs.  Fish  was  still  living  at  Daws, 
1894,  and  in  connection  with  her  sister,  Miss  Amanda  Joslyn,  of 
Batavia,  reported  by  letter  concerning  her  father  and  her  grand- 
father, Capt.  Daniel,  and  also  her  own  family.  Her  children,  of 
whom  two  had  died,  were  Charles,  Eli,  Elizabeth  and  Louise. 

333  Amaxda  Rosenkkans,  daughter  of  John  D.  (129),  was 
born  in  Oiange  Co.,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  12,  1814,  and  at  Batavia,  N.  Y., 
m,  Samuel  B.  Joslyn,  a  gunsmith  of  that  i)lace.  As  stated  else- 
where, she  has  furnished  most  of  the  information  concerning  the 
descendants  of  her  father,  John  D.  Rosenkrans.  In  a  letter,  Aug. 
3,  1893,  111  Bank  street,  Batavia,  she  says  that  she  was  only  four 
years  of  age  when  her  father  went  from  Orange  County  to  Bata- 
via ;  that  she  and  her  husband  lived  for  a  time  at  Young>town, 
where  her  uncle  Daniel  (131),  of  Ohio,  once  visited  them.  Sle 
said  also  that  her  cousin  Lorin,  frotu  Ohio,  son  of  Josiah,  once 
visited  them  at  her  father's  house,  while  on  his  route  to  New 
Jersey.

He  was  brought  up  on  his 
father's  farm  in  Kingston  twp.,  Delaware  Co.,  Ohio,  where  his 
father  settled  about  1808.  Report  says  that  Crandall  was  a  Cap- 
tain in  the  War  of  1812,  and  was  in  Gen.  Harrison's  Brigade, 
though  he  was  but  twenty  years  of  age  when  the  war  closed. 
About  1818  Crandall  m.  Jemima  Hopkins,  daughter  ot  Timothy 
Hopkins  and  Phebe  Nesbitt,  his  wife.  Fragmentary  reports 
concerning  Crandall  sa\"  that  he  owned  and  lived  on  the  farm 
formerly  owned  bj"  his  father,  and  that  Gen.  William  Stark, 
his  son.  was  born  on  the  farm,  1810:  that  about  1823,  Crandall 
went  to  Houier,  Licking  Co.,  Ohio,  where  he  kept  store.  The 
Delaware  County  record  shows  that  Crandall  sold  real  estate  to 
Daniel,  Jr.,  in  1831,  but  we  have  no  description  of  the  property.

Judge  M.  P.  Rose- 
crans' name  was  given  to  the  writer  by  Omer  L.  Rosenkrans,  of 
Milwaukee,  1893,  and  through  correspondence  with   the  Judge  I 
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first  discovered  the  connection   existing   between   Captain  Daniel 
and  Gen.  Wm,  Stark  Rosecrans,  the  name  and  family  of  the  for.

mer  having  been  found  recorded  at  Newton,  N.  J.,  in  the  will 
of  Capt.  Daniel's  widow  Catharine  i^yi.  Judge  M,  P.,  according 
to  reports  was  a  man  of  strict  integrity  and  was  unanimously 
elected  Treasurer  of  Clear  Lake,  for  twenty-one  years  in  succes- 
sion and  to  the  end  of  his  active  life,  lie  was  very  zealous  for 
the  good  character  and  fair  name  of  the  Rosenkrans  family  in 
which  he  felt  a  pride.  In  a  letter  of  June  o,  1893,  he  says:  '"Our 
family  as  far  as  I  know  have  not  been  noted  as  very  bad  ciimi- 
nals  and  this  makes  me  proud  of  them  for  a  good  name  is  better 
than  riches.  When  I  find  a  relative  that  behaves  himself  and 
tries  to  be  a  man  I  will  never  go  back  on  him,  whether  he  wears 
rags  or  is  bespangled  with  diamonds."

can  and  in  true  Rosecrans  style.  I  will  try  to  make  your  visit 
a  pleasant  one."

botham was  held  at  11  o'clock  this  afternoon  (Feb  10,  189.")),  from

There  was  a  large  number  of  personal  friends  of  Mr.  Winter- 
botham and  the  family  present,  and  also  about  twenty  members 
of  the  G.  A.  R.,  in  whom  the  deceased  had  at  alltimes  manifested 
a  deep  interest.  After  the  services  the  remains  were  silently  con- 
veyed to  Greenwood  Cemetery  where  they  were  tenderly  laid  to 
rest.

573  Tuessa  R.  Rosexkraxs,  youngest  child  of  Seeley  A  , 
was  born  March  17,  1872.  In  April,  1898,  she  was  unmarried  and 
living  in  Scranton,  where  she  reported  these  items  concerning  her 
lather's  family. 

J.  WILLIAM  ROSEN KRANS   (267)  and   Jane  Smith   have 
three  children. 

574  Andrew  J.  Rosexkrax-s,  son  of  J.  W.  (267),  was  born 
near  Edgewood,  Iowa,  Oct.  5,  1858.  At  the  age  of  twentj-one  he 
accompanied  his  father  to  Dakota  where  he  located  a  faim  of 
government  land.  Dec.  25,  1883,  he  m.  Erniina  Phillips,  of 
Brush  Creek,  Iowa,  and  died  there  Sept.  20,  1892.  The  following 
is  his  obituary  copied  from  the  public  press  of  Brush  Creek : 
"  Died  at  his  home  in  this  city  Sept.  20,  1892,  after  an  illness  of 
one  week  of  pneumonia,   Andrew  J.  Rosenkrans,  aged  33  years. 
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11  months  and  15  days.  The  deceased  was  a  son  of  J.  W.  Rosen- 
krans,  of  this  ciry  ;  was  born  at  Edgewood,  Iowa,  Oct.  5,  1858, 
where  he  lived  until  187;),  when  he  went  to  Daliota  and  toolc  up  a 
homestead  on  government  lands,  wliich  lie  improved  with  the  in- 
tention of  making  it  his  future  home.  Dec.  25,  1883,  he  m.  Miss 
Ermina  Phillips,  of  this  place,  and  their  home  was  on  the  Dako- 
ta homestead  until  ihe  fall  of  188S,  when  they  moved  to  this  place, 
building  for  themselves  a  comfortable  home.  He  was  an  honest, 
industrious,  highly  respected  citiz-n  and  a  devoted  Chii^tian. 
having  been  a  member  of  the  United  Brethren  Church  for  seventeen 
years.  From  the  first  hour  of  his  sickness  he  realized  that  death 
was  near  and  through  the  long  week  of  sulfering  uttered  no  word 
of  complaint,  only  expressing  a  desire  to  depart  and  be  at  rest. 
The  funeral  took  place  from  the  U.  B.  church  of  which  he  was 
still  a  consistent  member,  where  a  large  concourse  of  friends  and 
relatives  wer- gathered  to  pay  their  last  respects.  The  service 
was  conducti-d  by  Rev.  R.  D.  McCormick,  of  Fayette,  Iowa.

COWBOY   (ROUGH    RIDER)    SOD    SHANTY,    AND   A   CY- 
CLONE ON  THE  DAKOTA  PRAIRIE. 

576  Bp:x.tamix  Roskxkraxs.  son  of  J.  "W.  (267).  was  born 
near  Edgewood,  Iowa,  July  16,  1866.  The  following  is  liis  story 
of  his  experiences  as  a  cow  boy  herding  cattle  while  living  in  a 
sod  shanty  on  the  prairie.  He  says  in  letter  Feb.,  1900  :  '"I  was  born 
in  a  small  frame  house  near  Edgewood,  la.,  July  16,  1866.  In 
March,  1882,  at  fifteen  years  of  age,  I  started  for  South  Dakota 
Territory,  where  my  brother  Andrew  J.,  lived,  thirty-five  miles 
northwest  of  Howard.  I  leached  Howaid,  the  end  of  the  rail- 
road, April  1st,  stopped  there  three  or  lour  days,  and  then  started 
out  across  the  wild  prairie  to  go  to  my  brother's,  who  was  holding 
down  one  of  Uncle  Sam's  claims.  I  traveled  all  day  and  only 
accomplished  fifteen  miles,  the  longest  fifteen  miles  I  ever  trav- 
eled in  my  life.  Did  not  see  a  house  er  shanty  all  day  nor  any 
one  to  speak  to.  There  was  only  one  house  in  the  thirty-five 
mile--,  a  big  house  cilled  Miner  Center,  where  I  stopped  all  night, 
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starlinp:  out  the  iioxt  mornino;  to  iinish  iny  'onrney  of  twenty 
miles.  Tliere  were  lots  of  lakes  and  small  streams  to  go  round 
or  across,  and  I  journeyed  on  and  on,  till  I  had  travelled  nearly 
fifteen  miles,  when  I  could  see  some  object  away  in  the  distance 
ahead  of  me,  and  knew  it  must  be  a  liouse,  or  a  shanty,  as  there 
was  no  timber  in  that  country,  not  even  a  tree  to  be  seen,  nothing 
but  the  wild  prairie,  and  occasionally  a  covered  wagon  going  in 
some  direction.  You  could  see  a  wagon  for  miles  away,  for  the 
land  was  level. 

I  traveled  on  and  on  till  pretty  near  sundown  before  I  ariived 
at  my  brother's  shanty.  It  was  laid  up  of  sod,  size  14x10  feet, 
and  12  feet  higli.  There  I  made  my  home  that  summer  and  win- 
ter, and  we  had  [iretty  cold  weather,  and  hard  work  to  keep 
warm,  for  we  had  to  barn  iiay.  We  would  go  out  and  bring  in 
an  ariiiliil  oC  hay,  and  then  sit  down  by  the  stove  and  twist  it  and 
put  it  in  the  stove.  I  called  rhata  pretty  tough  way  to  keep  from 
freezing  to  death.  Tiiat  is  lifn  in  the  far  west.  In  the  spring  of 
1883,  May  lOlh,  I  started  to  herding  cattle  on  the  jilains,  and  that 
proved  to  be  a  big  task,  as  I  had  to  ride  bucken  ponies  and 
stand  the  storms  and  all  kinds  of  weather.  A  cow  boy's  life  is  a 
rough  life,  and  a  hard  life  to  live,  but  I  got  along  first-rate  till 
August  22,  when  about  half  jiast  two  in  tlie  afternoon  a  cyclone 
struck  the  herd  killing  (33  cattle  and  six  ponies.  It  rolled  them 
and  tumbled  them  about  half  a  mile,  leaving  them  on  the  Jim 
River  Valley  mangled  in  pieces.  Well,  there  is  no  use  of  talking 
— a  cyclone  is  a  hard  thing  to  be  in.  It  was  one  big  black  cloud 
in  the  shape  of  a  funnel,  and  it  reached  from  the  Heavens  to  the 
earth,  and  went  round  and  round  like  an  auger  boring  into  wood, 
and  taking  everything  in  its  channel. 

1  lived  in  South  Dakota  as  a  Rough  Rider  and  a  hunter  for 
eleven  years,  and  then  leturnnd  to  my  o'd  home  in  Iowa,  where  I 
still  remain.  But  I  have  traveled  all  o\er'  Iowa,  or'  very  near'  it, 
with  a  team  camping  oirt  in  a  tent,  fishing  and  hiinling,  and  enjoy- 
ing life  as  besi  I  can.  Last  December-,  Saturday,  IGth,  1899,  I 
was  married  to  Miss  Maud  Carrier',  in  Edgewood,  Judge  Wood- 
ridge  tying  the  knot,  and  I  am  now  settled  down  in  the  dorrble 
harness  living  four  and  one  half  miles  north  of  Edgewood  in  a 
smill  fi'ame  house  on  twenty  aci-es  of  land." 

Benjamin's  oicture  is  in  the  family  group  (2(57),  page  197. 
After  further'  inquiry  as  to  where  he  was  during  the  cyclone,  how 
h?.  cau^'it;  aal  c  ire  I  for  his  cit,t:le,  etc.,  th^  f  >llo'.vin:.;  infiirmit:ii)n 
was  received  by  letter,  dated  March  10,  1900.  Tie  says:  "  [  was 
four  and  a  half  miles  north  of  a  little  town  called  Forestburg,  and 
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Benjamin  Rosenkrans'  Sod  Shanty  and  Ox  Team. 
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abont  one  mile  west  of  the  Jim  River  when  I  first  saw  the  cyclone. 
Seeing  I  could  not  control  my  herd,  put  spurs  to  my  pony  and 
rode  to  the  bluff  of  tlie  river,  where  I  dismounted  from  my  pony 
and  ran  down  the  bluff.  About  half  way  down  there  was  a  small 
bunch  of  water  willows,  two  to  three  feet  high,  and  I  hung  on  to 
them,  being  out  of  the  main  channel  a  little  hanging  on  with  both 
hands  with  my  feet  in  the  air,  and  I  guess  they  Hew  around  like 
a  wind  mill,  for  it  tore  my  vest  off  me,  and  some  parts  of  my 
other  clothes.  Well  I  cannot  tell  you  how  I  felt,  and  hardly 
how  I  looked,  but  I  guess  I  looked  and  felt  something  like  a 
picked  chicken,  but  I  was  thankful  that  I  was  alive.  The  cattle 
were  not  exactly  wild  cattle  nor  milch  cows.  They  were  raised 
and  never  handled,  nor  caught,  nor  touched  till  two  or  three 
years  old.  and  sometimes  older.  Lots  of  the  old  stock  were  Texan 
brea,  their  horns  being  from  four  to  six  feet  across  them  from  tip 
to  tip  and  lassoing  was  the  only  way  we  could  catch  them.  We 
would  tie  one  end  of  the  rope  to  the  horn  of  the  saddle,  and  pick 
out  the  one  wanted,  separating  it  from  the  others,  lasso  and  run 
it  down  and  then  hopple  so  it  couldn't  run." 

He  further  says  March  19,  1900  :  "The  cattle  are  not  caught 
and  hoppled  except:  those  to  be  broken,  which  have  the  yoke 
placed  upon  their  necks,  and  by  much  whipping  and  slashing, 
they  are  broken  and  learnt  to  plow,  and  do  team  work."  He  says 
he  would  hitch  his  cattle  to  a  top  buggy  and  drive  to  Howard, 
thirty-live  miles  distant,  one  day  and  back  the  next.  Regarding 
the  care  of  liis  herd,  he  says  he  would  drive  them  home  at  night, 
and  put  them  in  an  enclosure  of  several  acres  called  a  kraal,  sur- 
rounded by  a  wire  fence  six  feet  high,  with  about  ten  or  twelve 
strands  of  wire.  This  he  .-ays  would  hold  them  except  in  a  stam- 
pede when  nothing  would  stop  them,  and  they  would  run  over 
and  kill  each  other,  running  for  miles.  The  cows  and  heifers  he 
would  sell  in  large  quantities,  sometimes  tilling  a  car  or  two  in 
which  case  he  would  drive  them  into  the  stock  yard  at  the  rail- 
road station,  and  then  rush  them  into  the  cars.  The  pony,  which 
he  rode  to  .lim  River,  during  the  cyclone,  he  says  was  killed  and 
"nearly  twisted  to  pieces "  The  one  picture  here  presented, 
shows  his  shanty  on  his  claim  partly  sided  np  with  sods,  and  his 
beautiful  white  team  of  'attle,  with  which  he  drew  the  lumber  for 
his  shanty  from  Howard,  himself  standing  with  whip  in  hand. 
The  other  picture  is  that  of  the  cyclone  described  above,  taken  at 
Howard  when  it  was  twenty  two  miles  distant,  and  is  said  to  have 
been  moving  in  a  south  eastern  direction  remaining  in  sight 
two  hours  killing  several  persons  and  destroying  all  property  in 
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its  course.  It  is  claimed  by  the  artist  in  Howarcl,  who  took  the 
picture,  that  it  is  the  only  one  ever  taken  of  a  cyclone.  This 
shanty,  Benjamin  says,  was  his  home  for  several  years, 
around  which  he  herded  cattle.  And  he  often  thought  of  the 
verses  on  the  back  of  the  picture,  part  of  which  read  as  follows : 

"THE  LITTLE  SOD  SHANTY  ON  THE  CLAIM." 

"I  am  looking  rather  seedy  now  while  holding  down  my  claim, 
And  my  victuals  are  not  always  served  the  best, 

And  the  mice  play  slyly  round  me  as  I  lay  me  down  to  sleep 
In  my  little  sod  "shanty"  on  the  claim. 

Yet  I  rather  like  the  novelty  of  living  in  this  way 

Though  my  bill  of  fare  is  always  rather  tame. 
But  I'm  happy  as  a  clam  on  the  land  of  Uncle  Sam, 

In  my  little  old  sod  "shanty"  on  the  claim. 


The  hinges  are  of  leather  and  the  windows  have  no  glass, 
While  the  roof,  it  lets  the  howling  blizzard  in, 

And  I  hear  the  hungry  coyote  as  he  sneaks  up  thro'  the  grass. 
Round  my  little  old  sod  shanty  on  the  claim. 


But  when  I  left  my  eastern  home,  so  happy  and  so  gay, 

To  try  to  win  my  way  to  wealth  and  fame, 
I  little  thought  I'd  come  down  to  burning  twisted  hay, 

In  my  little  old  sod  "shanty"  on  the  claim. 

I  wish  that  some  kind  hearted  Miss  would  pity  on  me  take. 

And  extricate  me  from  the  mess  I'm  in, 
The  angel— how  I'd  bless  her  if  thus  her  home  she'd  make, 

In  my  littly  old  sod  "shanty"  on  the  claim. 

And  when  we'd  made  our  fortunes  on  these  prairies  of  the  West, 

Just  as  happy  as  two  bed  bugs  we'd  remain, 
And  we'd  forget  our  trials  and  our  troubles  as  we  rest 

Iq  our  little  old  sod  "shanty"  on  the  plain." 
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577  Hezekiah  Rosenkraks,  son  of  Benjamin,  was  born  in 
Lackawanna  Co.,  Pa.,  Sept.  23,  18.35,  and  raised  near  Edgewood, 
Iowa.  He  m.  Dec.  2.5,  1873,  Eliza  A.  Miller,  of  Iowa,  and  in  1893 
moved  to  the  state  of  Washington,  where  his  wife's  people  then 
lived.  He  returned  to  Elgewood,  in  the  fall  of  '95  and  at  the 
time  of  receiving  a  report  March  1898,  was  keeping  a  hotel  at 
Edgewood.  lie  has  had  five  cliildren,  two  boys  and  two  girls  who 
died  in  infancy,  and  a  son  Benjamin  Diiane  born  March  21,  1889,. 
still  living. 

578  PiiiLENA  Rebecca  Rosexkra^js,  daughter  of  Benjamin 
(268),  was  born  near  Edgewood,    Iowa,    September  5,    1857.     She 


Mrs  Phii.ena  R  (Rosenkrans)  Woodridge. 
was  named  for  Philena  Bevans  (105)  and  her  grandmother,  Rebec- 
ca Rosenkrans  (101).  She  was  m.  Dec.  19,  187^:,  to  Hartley  M. 
Elliot,  a  farmer,  and  in  May,  1881.  moved  with  her  husband  west- 
ward in  Iowa,  to  Wright  Co.,  settling  on  the  prairie,  where  they 
lived  awhile  in  a  tent,  which  blew  over  in  a  night  storm,  and  sub- 
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seqnently  in  a  shanty,  where  two  of  her  children  were  born, 
where  her  husband  died,  and  she  like  Naonia  was  left  a  widow 
with  two  children  in  a  strange  land. 


Tknt  on  the  Western  Wild  Prairie  of  Mr    and  Mrs-  II.  M.  Elliot 
AUTHOR'S  ADDRESS  TO  THE  READER. 

Before  proceeding  further  in  life's  journey,  or  reading  the 
story  of  Philena  Rebecca's  tent  life  on  the  prairie,  once  inhabited 
by  buffaloes  and  wild  Indians,  let  us  pause  beside  the  tent  and  in 
the  light  of  Revelation  take  a  glance  at  "the  Heaven  and  the 
earth  created  in  the  beginning,"  and  at  mankind  vpmi  the  earth. 
Let  us  consider  hinnnn  life,  the  conditions  that  r/orern  us,  ihe  object 
of  our  w)?i/?i_/7  here,  our  duttts  and  recjyonfihiUties  and  privileges; 
whenc".  we  c.ime  and  irhitJicr  our  footsteps  are  tending. 

This  planet  called  earth,  though  ffrcnt  to  us  and  conscious,  is 
but  a  mere  speck  in  creation,  smaller  than  the  twinkling  star  in 
the  milky  way,  less  in  comparison  with  "the  whole  creation" 
than  a  grain  of  sand  upon  the  sea  shore  compared  with  the  earth. 
The  eartli  with  her  circling  satellite  revolves  around  the  Sun, 
whose  central  sun  is  Alcyon  of  the  Plaides,  and  whose  infinite 
central  Sun  of  "Light"  and  "Fire"  and  "Love"  and  Wisdom  and 
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Power,  "nplioklint?  nil  thing?,"  '-in  whom  we  live  and  move  and 
have  our  being,"  is  God. 

The  discovery  of  th*^  earth's  revolution  was  a  great,  surprise 
to  the  world,  and  another  siir[)rise  awaits  the  discovery  of  its 
fl/:<j;n»f/ at  the  north,  called  '-the  empty  place,"  the  birthplace  of 
the  Aurora  Eorealis,  around  which  revolves  the  Magnetic  Pole, 
and  to  which  leads  the  "Path  whicli  no  fowl  knoweth,  and  which 
the  vulture's  eye  liuth  not  seen." 

But  '  cold  Cometh  out  of  the  nortii''  and  "who  can  stand 
before  His  cold  ?"  Who  will  be  able  to  reach  the  North  Pole  and 
make  this  discovery  ?  God  "set  His  eoinpass  on  the  face  of  the 
deptli"  but,  revolving  around  the  Pole,  this  compass,  or  Magnetic 
Pole,  once  believed  to  be  at  the  North  Pole,  has  now  reached  one 
of  the  Arctic  I-^lands. 

The  opening  near  the  Pole  or  "narrow  way"  to  the  earth's 
centre  is  not  a  volcano  nor  a  passage  way  to  a  place  of  li<juidjire, 
bnt  of  atmosphere  and  life  and  motion. 

The  "everlasting  fire"  ism  the  o.trth,  but  not  at  its  center. 
These  facts  regarding  the  earth's  revolution  and  its  opening  at  the 
north,  are  both  referred  to  in  one  single  pa.ssage  of  Scripture  and 
elsewheri-  in  the  Bible. 

The  earth  being  the  oldest  planet  "created  in  the  beginning," 
before  the  "two  great  lights"  and  "the  star.*,"  before  "the  morn- 
ing stars  sang  together,"  wns  Ji>\st  inhabited,  but  has  been  Ire- 
quently  submerged  and  reinhabited,  the  land  covered  with  water 
"and  darkness  upon  the  face  of  thedeep"'  causing  death  and  des- 
olation and  decay,  forming  earth's  ancient  dee[)  deposits,  and  the 
several  stratas  above,  burying  the  mysterious  luins  in  Central 
America,  and  elsewhere,  and  covering  the  homes  of  the  Mound 
Builders 

The  earth's  surface  is  a  great  revolving  .stage,  presenting 
many  and  varied  acts  and  scenes,  with  long  drops  of  the 
curtain  or  intervals  between.  Here  have  been  presented 
during  the  remote  jMimeval  periods  of  the  past,  the  rise  and  fall 
of  former  human  races,  the  dawning  of  new  creations,  their  noon 
times  and  their  nights  of  darkness  and  chaos  and  decav, 
and  finally  the  dawning  of  the  present  dispensation,  when 
"God  said  let  there  be  light,  and  there  was  light,"  when  he 
"divded  the  waters,  which  were  under  the  firmament  from  the 
waters  which  were  above  the  liimament"  and  "divided  a  water 
coarse  for  the  overflowing  of  waters,"  which  occasionally  over- 
flow in  great  torrents,  and  are  lere  called  clotuZ  Inimtsy 

On  ibis  stage  of  human  life  are  seen  coming  and   going  the 
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myriad  members  of  tlip  linmnii  race,  coming  np  from  a  lower 
condition  of  life — "from  ht^neatlr"  —  stopping  here  for  a  season  to 
gain  iiKlividiKi///}/,  ,y_)ir/fi((il  ilcceluptnc/d  and  ndeiiipthin  from  the 
falK  and  then  through  the  death  of  th^  body  passing  onward  and 
upward  to  higher  and  iiappinr  conditions  of  ^iplnt  life  in  the 
"Father's  honse  of  many  mansions,"  prepared  for  the  redeemed  of 
the  Lord,  the  Divine  Saviout  of  the  world. 

But  how  luniierom  and  iiow  sad  are  the  failnrcfi  here,  of  those 
who  refuse  to  heed  the  Saviour's  call  to  come  unto  Ilini  for  redemp- 
tion and  "eternal  life,"  wlio,  hired  by  the  temptations  and  Imsi- 
ness  and  pleasures  of  the  world  continue  in  the  l)road  road  vvhich 
leads  to  "everlasting  destruction  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord 
and  from  the  glory  of  his  power,""  'i)ecause  straight  is  the  gate 
and  narrow  is  the  way,  which  leadeth  unto  life,  and  few  there  be 
who  find  if,  while  wide  is  the  gate  and  broad  is  the  way  that  lead- 
eth to  destruction  and  many  go  in  therent.""  It  is  written  that 
"many  are  called  but  few  are  chosen."  ()nly  the  redeemed  oi  the 
Lord  are  chosen  at  ''the  Judgment  seat  of  Christ." 

On  this  stage  of  human  existance  have  been  enacted  great 
and  startling  events,  individual  and  Mational — the  fall  in  Eden, 
the  murder  of  Abel,  the  coming  of  the  tlood,  the  assassination  of 
Caesar,  of  William  the  Silent,  of  Lincoln  and  of  Garfield,  the 
beheading  of  .lohn  the  J5aptist,  of  John  of  Barneveldt,  of  Mary 
Queen  of  Scots,  and  of  Lady  .lane  (iray.  On  this  stage  took 
place  tlie  translation  of  Eaocli.  of  M-lchisedek.  and  of  Elijah,  the 
birth  and  baptism  of  Jesus,  his  transfiguration  and  crucilixion, 
his  resurrection  and  ascension. 

Here  sailed  the  war  ships  of  the  early  Carthagenians  and 
Romans,  the  Spanish  Armada  and  the  British  fleets,  the  provi- 
dentially protected  squadron  of  Dewey  at  Manila,  and  the  equally 
favored  Flying  Squadrcm  of  Sampson  at  Santiago. 

Here  marched  the  arnnes  of  Xerxes,  and  Alexandi4«r  and 
Julius  Caesar,  of  Hannibal  and  Genghis  Kahn,  of  Bajazet  and 
Tamerlane,  of  the  Saracens  and  Crasaders,  of  Najwleon  and 
"Wellington,  and  Washington  and  Grant.  On  this  stage  have 
been  fought  many  important  battles  among  which  have  been  the 
battles  of  Jericho,  of  the  Mulberry  Trees  and  of  the  Broken 
Pitchers,  of  Marathon  and  Syracuse  and  Hastings,  of  Waterloo 
and  Saratoga  and  Santiago,  and  here  have  been  presented  also 
the  peaceful  social  scenes  of  the  Queen  of  Sheba  on  her  way  to 
visit  King  Solomon,  Cleopatra  in  her  barge  going  to  meet  Mark 
Antony,  Rebecca  on  camel's  back  journeying  to  meet  her  God- 
given  but  unseen  bridegroom  and  Phileaa  Rebecca  with  her   hus- 
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band  sitting  in  her  tent. 

Of  the  seventeen  hundred  million  human  beings  on  the  earth, 
aJl  come  under  three  classes  or  conditions,  temporarily,  which, 
to  a  great  extent  govern  their  social  standing  here,  and  to  some 
extent  their  spiritual  condition  hereafter.  These  are  the  rich,  the 
poor  and  the  middle  class  or  condition,  the  latter  in  the  light  of 
Scripture  being  the  best,  while  that  of  the  wealthy  the  one  most 
coveted,  is  the  7U'h<it  daiHjei-ous  to  the  soul.  Riches  bring  additional 
cares  and  vexations  and  troubles,  and  also  greater  responsibilities. 
"To  whom  much  is  given  of  him  shall  much  be  required,"  Riches 
also  tend  to  a  Pharisaical  spirit  of  seliishness  and  self  conceit  and 
satisfaction,  rendering  it  "hard  for  the  rich  man  to  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  Hf^aven."  Poverty  is  an  impediment  to  the  exercise 
of  benevolence,  to  self  culture  and  to  spiritual  progress.  The 
Wise  man  well  said  "Give  me  neither  poverty  nor  riches."  But 
poverty,  unlike  riches  tends  to  meehness  and  humility  and  Heavenly 
trust,  which  are  ffood  for  the  soi/L  These  and  the  hardships  which 
the  i)Oor  suffer  render  their  condition  as  a  class,  better  spiritually 
than  that  of  the  rich. 

The  common  effects  of  wealth  and  poverty  on  the  future 
condition  of  men  are  represented  in  the  parable  of  Dives  and 
Lazarus,  the  Rich  man  and  the  Beggar,  as  given  by  the  Saviour. 
The  Rich  man  who  'dressed  in  purple  and  tjne  linen  and  fared 
sumptuously  every  day,"  having  been  selfish  and  sinful,  leaving 
the  helpless  and  attiicted  to  lie  uncared  for  at  his  gate,  was  "tor- 
mented" in  the  other  world,  while  Lazarus,  who  suffered  afflic- 
tions here  and  evidently  trusted  in  the  Lord,  \vas  cared  for  by  the 
Angels,  and  "comforted"  in  spirit  life.  Another  case  presented 
of  selfishness  and  sin  and  accountability  as  an  unfaithful  steward 
in  the  use  of  the  riches  which  God  had  entrusted  to  his  care,  was 
that  of  the  lich  man  whose  barns  wnre  filled,  and  who  was  about 
to  pull  them  down  and  haild  (jreatrr  in  order  that  he  might  "there 
bestow  all  hU  fruits  and  his  goods,"  and  say  to  his  soul  "thou  hast 
muc/t  fjoods  laid  up  for  many  years,  take  thine  ease,  eat,  dtink  and 
be  merry."  "But  God  said  unto  him  thou  fool,  this  night  thy 
boul  shall  be  required  of  thee  then  whose  shall  those  things  be 
which  tiiou  has  j)rovided  ?"  And  it  is  added  ".w  is  he  that  laj'eth 
up  treasure  for  himself  i\x\(\  is  not  rich  toirard  God.'" 

Well  might  th'»  Saviour  sav,  "Lay  not  up  lor  yourselves 
treasures  on  earth"  but  "in  Heaven."  To  become  rich  toward 
God  and  to  lay  up  treasures  in  Heaven  is  to  love  and  serve  the 
Lord,  to  be  a  co-laborer  with  Christ  in  doing  good  and  in  extend- 
ing His  kingdom  among  men, 
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The  journey  of  tlie  Israelites  in  tlie  Wilderness  is  a  true  rep- 
resentation of  human  life  in  general,  as  to  Providential  leadings 
and  troubles  and  afflictions.  While  prosperous  and  happj^  most 
of  the  time,  they  encountered  dangers  and  difficulties  and  hard- 
ships on  their  way.  suffering  from  hunger  and  thirst,  opposed  by 
enemies,  and  afflicted  by  fiery  serpents  in  their  path,  with 
l)lagues  and  bitter  waters,  yet  God  was  leading  them  all  the 
while  and  was  ever  ready  to  aid  them  when  they  called  upon  His 
name.  He  gave  them  (]uail  and  manna  fntm  Heaven  to  relieve 
their  hunger,  water  from  the  rock  to  quench  their  thirst,  victory 
over  their  enemies,  and  relief  from  the  serpent's  sting  by  a  mere 
look  at  tlie  cross,  raised  up  for  their  benefit  and  for  ours.  All 
their  weary  wanderings  and  hardships  and  attlictions  were 
brought  upon  them  for  tiieir  future  good  as  Moses  informed  them 
before  his  death.  He  said  unto  tiiem,  "The  Ivord  thy  God  led 
thee  forty  years  in  the  wilderness  that  he  uiiglit  inimble  and  prove 
thee  to  (/(' ///('('  </<Hi(J  (it  the  Jaltcr  e/i<l.'"  And  so  oxr  hardships  and 
]iains  and  sulfeiings  of  whatever  kind  are  brought  upon  us  for  our 
future  good.  "Our  light  atiiictions  which  are  but  for  a  moment 
work  out  for  us  a  far  exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory." 
Those  "arrayed  in  white  robes"  ab>utthe  Throne  "are  they  which 
came  out  of  t/rcal  trihulKtion  and  have  washed  their  robes  and 
made  them  white  in  the  hlood  of  the  Lamh.''  The  poor  are  more 
benefitted  than  the  ricli,  because  they  suffer  more.  Let  the  poor 
then  be  comforted  in  the  hopes  of  the  hereafter,  and  be  thankful 
that  thesalvaiionof  Christ  is  offered  ''without  money  and  without 
price."  Let  the  rich  and  the  prosperous  business  man  learn  wis- 
dom from  the  lessons  of  Scripture  and  be  "rich  toward  God"' 
using  a  portion  of  the  wealth  and  tlic  im-ans  which  God  giveth 
them,  for  the  benefit  of  others  as  well  as  themselves,  that  they 
maj'  ju'ove  to  them  a  Ues^htij  and  not  a  cui-.sc  Let  us  (///  love  and 
serve  the  Lonl  for  what  He  has  suffered  and  sacrificed  for  our  sal- 
vation, bearing  our  afflictions  with  ])atience  and  Heavenly  trust, 
seeking  first  the  kingdom  of  God  ami  His  righteousness,"  realiz- 
ing that  according  to  promise  all  things  needful  will  be  added 
unto  us. 

As  the  tent  was  the  primit've  abode  of  man  for  the  beginning 
of  life  here,  so  Christ's  "church"  the  House  of  the  Lord,  is  the 
final  home  on  earth  of  the  I'edeemed  of  the  Lord,  into  which  the 
"Good  Shepherd"  gathers  His  fiock  prei)aratory  to  their  departure 
from  earth  to  Heaven.  It  is  His  "Holy  Temple"  where  He  meets 
His  people  to  own  and  to  bless  them,  giving  unto  them  "Eternal 
life"  and  "The  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light."     The  Christiaa 
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Church  or  kingdom  on  earth  is  the  beginning  of  the  "Kingdom  of 
Heaven"  above,  into  which  Christ's  followers  are  translated  at 
death.     Like  the  devoted  Psalmist  we  should  be   '''glad''    for  an

invitation  to  "  go  into  the  house  of  the  Lord''  and  should  thank- 
fully accept  it,  for  it  is  the  "House  of  God  and  the  gate  of 
Heaven." 

A  serious  error  exists  in  the  minds  of  many  nominal  Chris- 
tians in  these  later  times,  of  "departing  from  the  faith,"  who 
believe  that  the  conditions  offered  do  not  require  them  to  become 
members  of  the  Christian  fold  and  to  acknowledge  Christ  before 
the  world.  The  Saviour's  teachings  are  explicit  on  this  point, 
plainly  showing  the  necessity  of  coming  unto  Him  in  order  to  be 
saved  and  confessing  Him  before  men.  He  says,  "H  any  man 
will  come  unto  Me  let  him  take  up  his  cross  and  follow  Me." 
"He  that  taketh  not  up  his  cross  and  foJloweth  Me  is  not  worthy 
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of  Me."  Whoever  refuses  therefore  to  confess  Christ  and  to 
come  into  the  Church  fold,  on  account  of  pride  or  shame,  has  not 
taken  up  the  cross  required  of  him,  however  good  or  believing 
or  prayerful  in  secref  he  maybe.  Christ  says:  "Whosoever  is 
ashamed  of  Me  and  My  words,  of  Him  shall  the  Son  of  Man  be 
ashamed  when  He  shall  come  in  His  own  glory  and  of  the 
Father's  and  of  the  Holy  AngeBs."  It  is  truly  written  that 
''With  the  heart  man  believeth  unto  righteousness,  and  with  the 
mouth  confession  is  made  unto  salvation." 

Repentence,  Faith  and  Confession  are  all  e.^isivtfia/s  to  salva- 
tion. It  is  said  :  "  Helieve  on  tht^  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou 
shalt  be  saved,"  but  faith  or  belief,  to  be  effcchml  must  be  a  living 
faith,  which  leads  to  repentance  and  bajitistn.  "Faith  without 
works  is  fAv?'7."  When  it  was  said  to  the  Fliillipiau  jailer.  "  be- 
lieve on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou  slialt  be  saved.""  it  im- 
plied baptism  and  confession,  and  he  sliowed  his  faith  and  made 
confession  by  being  "  ba]>tized  he  and  all  his,  straightway." 
When  on  the  day  of  Pentecost  the  people  asked  what  they  should 
do  to  be  saved,  Peter  said  unto  them  :  ''Repent  and  be  haptized 
every  one  of  you,  in  the  name  of  Je>iux  Chrint  for  the  remission  of 
sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  Holy  Ghost,""  and  three  thousand 
wert^  baptized.  Becoming  an  open  follower  of  Ciirist  by  re{)en- 
ance  and  baptism  was  the  oidy  condition  of  salvation  offered  in 
the  beginning  of  the  Christian  chuich,  and  it  is  the  snme  to-day. 
"He  that  believeth  and  is  baptiz^^d  shall  be  saved,  and  he  that 
believeth  not  shall  be  condemned."  Christ  humlJed  himself  to 
be  baptized  as  an  example  to  others,  and  requires  that  his  follow- 
ers shall  be  baptized  in  order  to  become  members  of  the  Christian 
fold.  Jesus  says  :  "  Whosover  shall  confes  Me  before  men, 
him  will  I  confess  also  before  My  Father,  which  is  in  Heaven,  but 
whosoever  shall  deny  Me  before  men,  him  will  I  also  deny  before 
M}'  Father  which  is  in  Heaven." 

Before  His  crucitixion  the  Saviour  instituted  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per, and  commanded  his  followers  to  take  of  Tlis  bnjken  body  and 
shed  blood  in  remembrancp  of  Him  till  He  should  come.  Do  you. 
Dear  Reader,  do  this  as  a  follower  of  Christ  y  as  a  member  of  the 
Christian  church  ?  If  so,  it  is  well,  but  if  you  do  not  thus  show 
your  love  and  loyalty  to  Clirist  and  confess  Him  before  men,  can 
you  expect  Him  to  confess  you  before  His  Father  in  the  Day  of 
Judgment  ?  Be  loise  in  fime.  for  "  What  shall  it  profit  a  man  if 
he  shall  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose  his  own  soul?"  Let  us 
seek  the  Saviour  while  he  may  be  found,  repent  of  our  sins,  and 
become  members  of  the  Christian   church — sheep  of  the    "Good 
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Shepherd"  who  leadeth  his  flock  ''beside  the  still  waters,  who 
restoreth  the  soul,"  then  "Surely  goodness  and  mercy  shall  follow 
us  all  the  days  of  our  life,  and  we  will  dwell  in  the  home  of  thz 
Lord  forever. ''"' 


Bat  let  us  return  to  the  story  of  Philena  Rebecca's  tent  life 
on  the  prairie,  as  given  by  her  mother  and  by  herself,  showing 
what  the  2)ioneers  of  onr  country  in  the  early  days  and  on  the 
prairie  have  been  willing  to  sacrifice  and  endure  for  the  sake  of 
securing  homes  for  themselves  and  their  families.  Her  mother 
in  a  letter  of  March,  181)8,  says:  "Philena  Rebecca  Rosenkrans, 
daughter  of  Benjamin,  lived  with  her  parents  until  she  was  twenty- 
one.  Dec.  19,  1878,  she  married  Hartley  M.  Elliot.  May  17, 
1881,  they  moved  to  Wright  Co.,  Iowa.  They  landed  on  the 
prairie  and  pitched  a  little  tent,  having  a  wagon  cover  for  their 
bed.  They  had  some  very  hard  times,  but  were  only  driven  in  a 
neighbor's  house  one  night  by  a  storm,  which  blew  the  tent  over, 
but  no  damage  was  done.  That  summer  they  built  a  shanty  and 
about  the  4th  of  July  moved  in  it.     Then  it  was  more  like  home. 

They  had  two   children  born 
to   them   in  Wright  County.

*■     "Dear  Relative  :"-I  will  now 
try  and  answer  your  welcome 
letter  and  give  you  some  his- 
tory of  myself.     I  have  gone 
through  so  much  hardship  in

mv  life  it  is  hard   to   tell  it,         * 
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started  for  Wright  Co.,  17th  of  May,  issi.  We  went  with  horse 
teams,  and  covered  wagons  and  slept  in  our  wagon,  and  drove  on 
straight  tlirongh.  Took  two  pigs  in  a  box,  tied  on  tlie  back  of 
our  wagon,  and  a   box   of   chickens,  and   when   night   came   we 

camped  ont.  turned  our  pigs 
and  cliickens  loose  and  let 
them  have  a  iiin,  and  when 
dark  came,  caught  them, 
Tuilked  our  cows,  fed  the 
calves,  then  strained  the  rest 
of  the  milk  in  a  big  dish  pan 
and  in  the  morning  we  had 
all  the  cream  we  wanted.  If 
we  were  near  a  house  we  gave 
it  to  the  people,  if  not,  threw 
what  we  could  not  use  away. 
One  night  we  cami)ed  where 
you  could  look  as  far  as  your 
eyes  would  let  yon  and  all 
we  could  see  was  one  little 
house,  and  two  little  straight 
maple  trees,  they  had  set  for 
CLARENCE  II  hr.L.oT.  BoRN  ON  PR  A .  RiE,  sliadeintiiue.  Inthemoru- 
lowA.  ing  we  saw,  as  we  supposed, 

a  big  cloud  lising,  and  to  our  surprise  it  was  a  herd  of  cattle. 
We  had  an  oil  stove  to  cook  on,  on  the  road,  and  also  used  the 
oil  stove  all  summer.  We  landed  the  last  of  May  near  Wall 
Luke,  Wright  Co..  at  John  McKinnis'  where  we  pitclied  our  tent 
and  with  our  wagon  cover  for  our  l)ed,  we  had  our  home.  It 
looked  like  a  lonesome  home  to  me,  and  so  it  was.  I  would  have 
died  with  loneliness  had  it  not  been  for  the  kindness  of  Mrs. 
McKinnis. 

About  the  4th  of  July  we  got  a  little  shanty  built  14x16  feet 
then  it  was  better.  It  was  ship  lapped  inside  and  out.  It  was 
quite  cozy.  We  could  shut  the  snakes  and  frogs  out  then.  The 
grass  there  was  so  full  of  garter  snakes  and  frogs,  you  could  not 
go  a  rod  from  the  house  without  running  on  tliem.  Now  I  will 
tell  you  how  I  made  butter:  I  had  a  tub  by  the  well  and  tall  cans, 
strained  the  milk  in  the  cans,  pumped  water  in  the  tub,  covered 
the  tub,  and  put  blankets  over  the  cans  for  shades,  rais<^d  the 
cream  and  churned  it  out  doors,  then  put  it  in  a  dugout  to  keep 
it  cool.  I  got  the  highest  price  for  my  butter.  I  must  tell  you 
the  expression  mj' father  made  when  he   heard   of   it:     "She   can 
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make  butter  on  a  log."  The  wind  always  blew  there,  and  we 
had  some  very  hard  storms.  We  never  got  injured  our- 
selves, but  had  a  horse  killed  by  lightning.  My  hutland  did 
breaking  for  a  living  the  first  summer,  but  we  never  went  hungry. 
We  took  about  one  hundred  quarts  of  canned  fruit  with  us. 
There  wasn't  any  fruit  to  speak  of  in  VV  right  Co.,  at  that  time." 

Two  years  after  Mrs.  Elliot's  return  to  Edgewood  she  was 
married  April  7,  1880,  to  Francis  Irvin  AVoodridge,  a  farmer. 
Their  children  are  :  Benjamin  Irvin,  born  January  24,  1888  ; 
Louie  Arthur,  born  June  29,  1889,  and  Pearl  Edna  Woodridge, 
born  Feb.  20,  1892.  Mr.  Woodridge  is  a  mason  and  carpenter  as 
well  as  a  farmer,  and  as  reported  by  Mrs.  Woodridge  in  the  fall 
of  1898,  was  engaged  in  building  themselves  a  new  house  on  a 
small  farm,  which  they  own  near  Eilgewood,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Elliot  were  both  members  of  the  "  United  Brethren  Community," 
or  church,  and  were  immersed  at  the  same  time.  Mr.  Wood- 
ridge, her  present  husband,  is  also  a  member  of  that  church, 
though  the  church  services  of  that  denomination,  it  is  said,  have 
been  discontinued  in  Edgewood  since  the  establishment  of  the  M. 
E.  church  there.  The  likenesses  of  the  two  children  of  Philena 
Rebecca,  born  on  the  i)rairie  are  herewith  presented  in  sl-dch 
drawing  from  very  small  i)ictures,

gineer corps.  In  1.S47  he  took  charge  of  the  works  of  fortifying 
New  Port  Harboi-,  and  finished  the  task  in  five  years.  He  was 
justly  regarded  as  one  of 
the  most  brilliant  men  in 
the  service,  and  when  in 
ISoH  his  failing  health  de- 
termined him  to  retire,  the 
Secretary  of  War,  Jeffer- 
son Davis,  endeavored  to 
dissuade  him.  But  over- 
wt)ik  had  broken  him  down 
and  his  resignation  was 
reluciantly  accepted  in 
April,  fsr)4,  and  Lieutenant 
Rosecrans  returned  to  Cin- 
cinnati.

Then  came  the  outbreak  of 
the  Rebellion  and  the  fall 
of  Fort  Sumjiter,  and  Mr.

already  before  the  public  in  part,  in  many  publications,  we  will 
not  atteuipt  to  reproduce  it  here  in  full.  He  resigned  his  com- 
mission in  the  army  March  27,  1867,  and  was  afterwards  Minister 
to  Mexico,  served  one  term  as  a  Congressman  from  California,  and 
as  the  first  Register  of  the  Treasury  under  Pres.  Cleveland.  He 
was  a  zealous  Catholic,  converted  while  at  West  Point,  1837—42, 
and  was  the  means  of  the  conversion  of  all  his  brothers,  and  of 
his  mother  also.

The  next  intelligence  received  from  there 
was  an  obituary  taken  from  the  Dexter  Sentind,  of  April  29,  1898, 
which  is  as  follows:  ''A  mantle  of  sadness  seemed  to  overshadow 
our  town  when  it  was  known  that  Mrs,  O.  K.  Bales  could  not 
recover  from  her  illness,  and  the  suppressed  sigh,  the  hushed, 
eager  inquiry  only  indicated  the  sympathy  felt  for  this  family  by 
the  community.  Mrs.  Bales  had  been  sick  for  about  two  weeks 
with  pneumonia  and  everything  within  human  power  was  done 
to  restore  her  to  health,  but  all  was  of  no  avail,  and  she  passed

1,  18.V).  and  was  married  to  O.  K.  Bales  at  Victor,  la.,  Oct.  81, 
1872,  and  they  have  resided  at  Dexter  since  1890.  Mrs.  Bales 
united  witli  the  Methodist  Episcoiial  Church  in  ISOS,  and  trans- 
ferred her  membership  to  the  church  of  this  place  and  remained 
a  consistent  member  until  her  death.  She  was  one  of  the  charter 
members  of  the  Eva  Ann  Rebekali  Lodge,  and  the  first  sister 
charter  member  that  death  has  taken  from  the  Lodge.  Mrs.  Bales 
was  an  ideal  wife  and  mother,  and  her  whole  life  was  affection- 
ately devoted  to  the  interest  of  her  husband  and  children.  No 
sacrifice  was  too  hard  for  their  comfort,  the  interests  of  her  home 
being  to  her  above  everything  else,  and  unle-ss  her  family  was  fully 
provided  for  no  attraction  would  take  her  from  home.  What  was 
for  their  good  was  her  desire,  and  what  would  advance  the  wel- 
fare of  her  loved  ones  was  her  happiness.  Tiie  funeral  services 
were  held  at  her  residence  Monday  afternoon  attended  by  a  large 
number  of  friends  and  conducted  by, her  pastor,  Rev.  C.  L.Bax- 
ter, whose  i-em;uks  were  lielpCul  and  encouraging.  The  interment 
was  made  in  tlie  Dexter  Cemetery.  The  large  number  of  floral 
ofTerings  were  very  beautiful.  Beside  the  sorrowing  husband  five 
children  are  left  to  mourn  the  loss  of  their  best  earthly  friend.

We  expect  to  go 
back  to  Neb.  soon.  The  climate  here  is  mild.  We  don't  have 
any  snow  but  rain  instead.  The  flowers  are  in  bloom  nearly  the 
year  around,  while  the  cedars  and  pine  trees  are  quite  pleas- 
ant. You  can  hear  the  frogs  and  crickets  singing  every  month  in 
the  year.  I  have  been  in  the  sawmill  business  for  the  past  two 
years.  Aberdeen  is  in  Monroe  Co.  It  is  a  city  of  7,000  popu- 
lation. There  are  six  white  churches  in  Aberdeen  and  four  color- 
ed churches.  As  tor  schools  they  are  hard  to  beat.  In  Aberdeen 
there  are  two  large  white  school  buildings  and  one  colored  school. 
No,  the  colored  people  do  not  go  to  the  same  church  or  school. 
They  are  not  allowed  at  the  white  church  or  school.  We  attend 
the  Presbyterian  church.  The  minister's  name  is  Q.  F.  Ash- 
more."  James  E,  reported  nothing  as  to  having  children,  and 
directed  that  hereafter  he  should  be  addressed  at  Elwood,  Neb.

Rosecrans.  was  born  in  Delaware  Co.,  Ohio,  in  1827  (1830).  His 
father,  who.se  given  name  I  never  learned,  moved  from  there  to 
111.  sometime  in  the  thirti'-s.  Father  left  111.,  in  company  with 
his  half  brother,  Leroy  S  Taylor,  in  1847,  and  went  to  Cal.  during 
the  gold  excitement  there.  He  remained  there  I  think  ihiee  or 
four  years  and  came  to  New  Mexico,  locating  at  Mesilla,  on  the 
Rio  Grande,  where  he  married  iny  mother,  Sara  Augustina,  Gar- 
cia, a  native  of  Chihuahua.  Mexico.  There  were  nine  children 
born,  named  as  follows:  Matthew  Russell,  Charles  P.,  Alvin  S., 
Adoli>h,  Caroline,  William  Henry,  Adelaide,  Lncy  and  Fred, 
Father  died  at  Silver  City,  N.  M.,  on  the  21st  of  June,  1883,  Of 
my  mother's  relatives  T  did  not  know  any  except  my  grand- 
mother, who  has  been  dead  four  or  five  years.

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am  engaged  here  as  bookkeeper  for  several  cattle  companies.  My 
brothers  follow  mining  principally.  In  a  later  communication 
from  him  dated  (iila,  N.  M.,  Aug.  In,  1S97,  he  says: 

"Dear  Sir  and  Relative  :  I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of 
your  favor  of  the  27th  ulto.,  and  must  express  my  thanks  to  you 
for  the  valuable  information  given  therein.  I  certainly  have  ac- 
quired more  of  my  father's  family  history  from  you  than  front 
any  other  source.

"Dear  Sir: —  I  have  your  kind  letter  of  the  4th  inst.  before 
me,  which  was  forwarded  from  Cliff,  N.  M.,  my  former  post-office 
address.  I  left  there  about  one  year  ago.  I  received  your  letter 
which  you  state  T  did  not  answer,  which  is  true.  Shortly  after 
I  received  it,  and  before  I  could  answer  it,  I  was  caught  in  a  Hood, 
which  washed  away  my  house,  also  the  store  and  office  of  my  for- 
mer employer-i.  The  tloocl  cime  down  about  three  a.  m.  one  mile 
wide,  and  six  leet  deep,  and  caught  me  in  bed.  I  was  fortunate 
enough  to  get  in  a  tree  where  I  stayed  until  daylight,  when  the 
high  water  had  subsided.

'•Church  History,"  and  still  more  pleased  if  you  can  give  me  the 
name  of  niy  father's  greatgrandfather,  the  husband  of  Catharine, 
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I  enclose  answers  to  your  questions,  but  am  sorry  my  husband  is 
not  here  for  me  to  give  you  particulars  about  him  and  his  family. 
(Received  afterwards.)  My  father  sends  you  his  regards  and  con- 
gratulations on  having  taken  in  hand  a  work  so  fit  to  be  done."

He  is  named  for  his  father,  and  Toole 
grandmother,  who  was  Lucinda  (Shepperd)  Porter,  born  in  Shelby 
County,  Ky.  Her  father  was  Tiansportation  Master  in  the  army 
in  the  war  of  1812,  and  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  the  river  Raisin. 
My  husband's  father.  Judge  Edwin  Toole,  lives  with  us,  and  is 
now  in  iiis  nintieth  year,  having  all  his  faculties  and  enjoying  as 
a  rule  good  healtli.  When  I  was  in  Washington,  before  my  mar- 
riage, one  afternoon  at  a  large  reception,  a  prominent  woman  who 
had  just  been  talking  to  tlie  Danisli  Minister,  came  to  where  I 
was  standing  with  my  father,  (ren.  Rosecrans,  and  said:  'The 
Danish  Minister  just  asked  me  the  name  of  that  man,  (indicating 
my  father)  with  the  striking  profile.

The  newspapers  told  you 
of  my  father's  death,  but  none  of  them  stated  the  immediate  cause 
of  it.  We  lost  our  oldest  boy.  Rosecrans,  named  for  pai)a,  on  the 
20th  of  February.  He  died  from  croup  in  SanPrancisco.  My 
father  was  devoted  to  the  child,  and  was  expecting  a  visit  from 
him.  They  told  him  the  little  fellow  was  ill  and  took  three  days 
to  prepare  him  for  the  worst,  but  when  the  blow  really  came  it 
was  more  than  he  could  bear.  He  remained  perfectly  rigid  for 
eleven  ruiuutes,  and  they  thought  he  was  paralyzed.  Then  mak- 
ing a])parently  a  heroic  effort  to  coiitixil  himself,  he  rallied  and 
even  spoke  several  times  of  the  child.  The  next  day,  however, 
there  was  a  complete  physical,  and  for  the  first  time,  mental  col- 
lapse. He  did  not  appear  to  recognize  any  one  and  he  remained  in 
that  condition  about  a  fortnight,  though  he  was  eutirely  conscious 
before  his  death  and  his  end  was  very  peaceful.  There  are  three  of 
us  left,  my  brother  Carl  Frederick,  my  sister,  Anita  and  myself."

927  Clyde  Erle  Rosecrans,  son  of  Frank  Walker  (883), 
was  born  in  Syracuse,  111..  May  27,  1890. 

928  Clifford  Calvin  Rosecrans,  son  of  Frank  Walker, 
lS83),  was  born  in  Syracuse,  III.,  Feb.  14,  1899.  His  father  says, 
"  he  is  our  Valentine,"  and  he  is  also  the  end  of  the  genealogical 
list  being  the  last  born  of  ihelast  parents  of  the  Eight^Generation, 
descended  from  Dirk  (9),  the  las^t  of  the  sons  of  Harmon  Hendrick 
Rosenkrans  (1).  As  he  is  a  "Valentine" — one  precious  to  the 
hearts  of  his  parents,  so  may  we  each  one  of  us,  by  our  love  and 
devotion  to  the  Saviour,  be  precious  in  the  sight  of  "Our  Ft^ther 
which  is  in  Heaven," 


MEMBERS  AND  FAMILIES  OP  THE  ROSENKRANS  NAME, 
WHOSE  EARLY  ANCESTRY  IS  UNKNOWN. 

As  previously  stated  the  foregoin.i^  genealogy  of  "The  Rosen- 
krans  Family,"  in  this  country,  includes  only  those  known  to  be 
descendants  of  Harmon  Il^udrlck  Rosenkrans,  (l)of  Ulster  Co., 
N.  Y.,  while  from  the  writer's  own  knowledge  and  from  corres- 
pondence, it  is  found  that  there  are  many  of  the  Rosenkrans  name 
in  Eastern  New  York  and  elsewhere,  whose  early  ancestors  are 
unknown,  and  who  are  prol)ahly  descendants  of  Harmon  Hendrick, 
wliile  the  ancestors  of  some  are  more  recently  from  Holland  or 
Germany 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  may  desire  to  look  up  their  early 
ancestors  and  find  their  own  connection  with  the  main  branch  of 
the  family  whose  genealogy  is  herewith  given,  we  will  name  some 
of  the  early  members  of  the  family  mentioned  in  the  genealogy, 
who  disai)peared  from  the  church  records  on  the  route  of  the 
settlement  west  of  Kingston,  and  who  probably  went  North  East- 
ward in  New  York,  whose  descendants  have  become  quite  numer- 
ous and  whose  genealogy  has  not  been  searched  out. 

Of  the  children  of  Harmon  Hendrick  Rosenkrans  (1 ).  who 
disappeared  from  the  records  were  Harmanus  or  Harmon,  and 
Sarah,  the  latter  having  gone  to  Albany  Co.,  and  made  a  will 
dated  June  17,  1720,  which  is  recorded  at  Albany,  as  found  in 
"Calendar  of  Wills."  Harmon  probably  went  there  also.  Two 
other  daughters  after  marriage  disappeared  also  with  their  fami- 
lies— Anna  who  married  Humphrey  Davenport,  and  Christiana, 
who  married  Cornelius  Kertright,  whose  children  are  mentioned 
in  Sarah's  will. 

Of  the  grandchildren  of  Harmon  Hendrick  Rosenkrans  (1\ 
who  disappeared  from  Ulster  Co.,  were  Helnnah,  daughter  of 
Alexander  Rosenkrans  (2),  and  Apollonia,  William,  Herman, 
Hendrick,  John,  Alexander  and  Isaac,  children  of  Hendrick  Ros- 
enkrans (7),  who  probably  went  to  tlie  Albany  settlement.  From 
Sussex  Co.,  disappeared  Harmon  Hendrick' s  grandson  Harmen 
(12\  son  of  Alexander  (2\  with  his  family  of  four  children,  Alex^ 
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ander,  Catharine,  Anna  and  Joseph.  These  probably  went  west 
ward  in  New  York  or  to  Wisconsin.  Of  Harmon  Hendrick's 
great  grandchildren  who  left  Sussex,  and  whose  descendants  are 
not  known  at  the  present  time  were  Capt.  Jacob  (38),  Alexander 
(41),  and  Charick  D.  W.  (43),  some  of  their  children  being  last 
heard  of  in  Ohio  and  Wisconsin. 

Families  known  by  the  writer  when  young  whose  connection 
with  the  main  branch  of  the  family  has  not  been  found,  are  those 
of  John  I.  Rosenkraus,  ot  Walpack,  and  of  Francis  McGee,  of 
Sandyston  twp.,  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J. 

John  I.  Rosenkrans,  married  Catharine  YanCampen,  daught- 
er of  Abram  YaiiCauipen,  whose  wife  was  Orianna  Rosenki-ans 
(40),  thus  being  connected  by  marriage  and  perhaps  by  descent. 
An  authentic  report  says  that  he  came  from  Rochester  township, 
Ulster  Co.,  N.  Y.,  the  early  abode  of  the  family  and  had  a  broth- 
er Harmon,  a  tailor  living  there,  who  married  a  sister  to  Henry 
DeWitt,  Jr.,  of  Kingston,  who  purchased  of  the  VanCampens  the 
Rosenkrans  homestead  at  Shappanack,  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  John 
I.  Rosenkrans  had  sons,  A.  Y.  C,  and  Theodore  F.,  and  .several 
daughters.  "A.  V.  C."  or  Abram  YanCampen  Rosenkrans, 
was  a  school  teacher  and  a  farmer  and  later  in  life  a  hotel  keeper. 
He  m.  Belinda  Myres,  daughter  of  Jacob  Myres,  of  Walpack 
Centre,  N.  J.,  who  lived  in  the  old  stone  dwelling  there.  A.  Y.  C. 
had  sons,  Jacob  H.  and  Abram  Y.  C,  also  daughters.  Belinda, 
Harriet  and  Ellen.  He  moved  from  Sussex  to  Wayne  Co.,  Penna., 
and  thence  to  Clearfield  Co.,  Pa.,  where  he  died,  1879,  his  wife 
dying  there  1882.  His  son,  Jacob  H.,  was  a  railroader  on  the 
gravity  road  in  Wayne  Co.,  Pa.,  and  a  soldier  in  the  war  of  the 
Rebellion. 

He  m.  a  Miss  Watrous,  in  Wayne  Co.,  and  moved  to  Pen- 
field,  in  Clearfield  Co.,  Pa.,  where  he  was  engaged  in  the  coal 
business,  and  died  Sept.  16,  1898.  His  children  were:  Allen  H., 
Frank,  Friend.  Roy,  Ella,  who  m.  Dr.  E.  C.  Lewis,  and  Clara, 
who  m.  T.  S.  Lewis,  of  Oakmont,  Pa.  Allen  H.,  (namesake)  son 
of  Jacob  H.,  has  been  school  teacher,  newspaper  correspondent, 
editor,  and  church  worker,  and  is  now  engaged  in  writing  the 
history  of  Yerona  township,  including  Penfield.  Abram  Y.  C. 
Rosenkrans,  son  of  A.  Y.  C,  grew  up,  but  died  single.  Belinda, 
daughter  of  A.  Y.  C.  Rosenkrans,  m.  Ralph  Potter,  in  Wayne 
Co.,  who  was  a  hotel  keeper  at  Ariel,  (No.  19)  went  to  Clearfield 
Co.,  and  eventually  to  111.,  where  he  died,  leaving  one  son. 

Theodore  F.  Rosenkrans,  son  of  John  I  ,  was  a  carpenter,  m. 
Jane  Ayers,  and  secondly  a  Howell,  widow  of  Allen   Wyker,  and 
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lived  near  Beemerville,  N.  J.,  where  she  died  about    1895,  leaving 
a  family. 

Francis  McUee  Rosenkran.s,  of  Sandyston,  already  mentioned 
whose  early  ancestors  are  unknown,  had  sons,  Benjamin,  a  shoe- 
maker, in  Sandyston,  David,  a  carpenter,  and  Samuel,  a  seafaring 
man,  whose  life  was  mostly  spent  in  whale  iishing.  David  Ros- 
enkrans,  son  of  Francis  McGee,  had  sons  :  Jasper,  John  and  Evi, 
and  had  daughters  also.  Phebe  Rosenkrans,  daughter  of  Francis 
McGee.  m.  William  Layton,  son  of  John  Layton,  Esq.,  and  brother 
to  the  writer's  mother,  whose  sons  were:  Darius,  John  Jr.,  Syl- 
vester, Francis,  Stewart,  William  and  Thomas.  Their  daughters 
were  :  Lydia,  Eunice,  Sarah,  Christian  and  Phebe. 

MEMBERS    OF   THE    ROSENKRANS   FAMILY  UNKNOAVX 
IN  EASTERN  N.  Y.  STATE  AND  ELSEWHERE. 

William  Rosenkranz,  of  IIS  Seventh  street,  N.  Y.,  (mention- 
ed in  the  history  of  tiie  family  in  (lermany),  who  came  from  (xer- 
niany,  wrote  me  Fel).  20,  ISDj,  as  follows:  "Three  years  ago  we 
met  an  old  man  of  seventy-live  years  of  age  in  Judge  Hilton's 
place  (New  York)  emjjloyed  to  clean  silvei',  every  fourteen  days, 
with  the  name  Rosenkranz.  His  Hrst  name  was  John,  whose 
grandfather  had  emigrated  to  this  country  over  Holland,  in  1740. 
He  was  quite  a  rich  man.  living  up  town."  He  further  says : 
"Sometime  ago  I  found  in  the  history  of  Saratoga  Co.,  the  name 
Rosenkranz.  Tliey  must  have  been  there  a  very  early  time  be- 
cause they  were  fighting  with  the  Indians.  This  family  is  yet 
residing  in  Half  Moon,  a  station  between  Albany  and  Saratoga." 

As  Half  Moon  was  the  name  of  the  vessel  in  wliich  Ilendrick 
Hudson  came  when  he  discovered  Manhattan  Island,  and  the 
river  Hudson,  it  is  probable  that  the  early  Hollanders  of  the 
Albany  settlement,  named  this  flxJ/  Jfoon  after  the  name  of  the 
vessel,  and  the  Rosenkranses  may  have  gone  there  from  the  Kings- 
ton settlement.  As  the  account  of  this  John  Rosenkranz's  grand- 
father coming  from  Holland  in  1740  may  have  been  only  tradi- 
tionary it  is  probable  that  he  was  a  descendant  of  Harmon  Hen- 
drick  (1). 

Another  family  whose  early  ancestry  is  unknown,  is  reported 
by  Warren  I.  Rosecrans,  oi  Erin,  Chemung  Co.,  N.  Y.,  in  March, 
1897.  He  says  :  "I  was  born  in  IS-V),  in  the  town  of  Erin,  the  son 
of  Norman,  born  in  1831,  the  son  of  Warren,  whose  father  was 
James.  James  had  a  brother  Frederick,  drowned  in  the  river 
near  Albany.     James  or  Jimmy  went  from  the  town   of   Wester^ 
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low,  Albany  Co.,  to  Chemung,  about  1820.  His  wife  was  Huldah 
Winston,  daughter  of  Isaac  Winston.  His  children  were  :  War- 
ren, Harvej'  and  Alonvol,  besides  six  daughters.  Harvey  in  1897 
was  eighty-four  years  old,  living  in  the  town  of  Cattin,  four 
miles  from  Havanna.  His  father  James  went  from  Chemung  Co., 
to  Wisconsin.  Warren  I.  has  communicated  recently  from  Park, 
Chemung  Co.,  N.Y.,  giving  many  family  names,  but  his  connec- 
tion with  the  family  of  Harmon  Hendrick  has  not  been  found. 

The  following  letter  from  Thomas  Rosekrans,  of  Kingston, 
dated  Feb.  4,  1897,  gives  some  idea  of  the  Rosenkrans  families  of 
Eastern  New  York,  many  of  whom  are  probably  de- 
scendants of  Harmon  Hendrick  ( 1 ).  He  says  :  "  Dear  Sir  :  Last 
night  I  received  a  letter  you  sent  to  my  son,  John  S.  Rosekrans, 
of  Gardner,  N.  Y.,  Ulster  Co.,  requesting  me  to  answer  for  him. 
There  were  two  sons  and  four  girls  in  my  father's  family.  I  am 
oldest  of  the  sons  ;  was  born  in  Schodack,  Rensselaer  Co.,  N.  Y. 
My  brother,  14  years  younger,  died  about  a  month  ago,  in  Bath- 
on-the-Hudson,  Rensselaer  Co.,  N.  Y.  My  father  was  born  in 
1800,  in  Albany  Co.,  in  town  of  Guilderland,  about  eight  miles 
west  of  Albany  city,  and  was  married  there.  He  died  in  1852. 
His  name  was  James  T.  Rosekrans.  His  father's  name  was 
Thomas  Rosekrans.  Do  not  know  where  he  was  born,  but 
think  in  Guiderland,  same  place  of  my  father,  but  have  heard  fa- 
ther say  he  was  a  descendant  of  the  Rosekrans  family  of  Pough- 
keepsie,  Dutchess  Co  ,  N.  Y. 

My  father  was  youngest  of  his  family.  I  recollect  his  broth- 
ers and  sisters,  John,  Henry,  Jackson,  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  Ann  and 
I  think  another  brother  or  two,  all  then  living  in  Albany,  or 
Rensselaer  Co..  N.  Y.  There  are  several  families  of  the  name  of 
Rosekrans  about  here  and  Poughkeepsie,  l)ut  I  know  notiiing  of 
iheir  records  or  genealog.y.  I  am  father  of  four  sons  and  one 
daughter  ;  am  sixty-seven  years  okl.  If  I  can  be  of  any  further 
service  write  me,  as  I  am  pretty  well  acquainted  in  Ulster,  Dutch- 
ess, Green,  Albany  and  Rensselaer,  in  this  state,  and  know  of  Ro- 
sekranses  in  all  the  above  counties."  Signed,  Thomas  Rosekrans, 
119  Main  St ,  Kingston,  N.  Y.  His  son  John  S  ,  whom  I  first  ad- 
dressed, is  a  merchant  at  Gardner,  N.  Y.  A  letter  recently  di- 
rected to  his  father  has  received  no  answer. 

Another  member  of  the  unknown  family  is  Harmon  D.  Ros- 
enkrans, of  Bradford,  Steuben  CJo.,  N.  Y.,  who  in  189G  and  in 
June  '98  reported  as  follows:  "My  father's  name  was  Peter,  and 
my  grandfather's  was  John.  My  grandfather  moved  from  Orange 
Co.,  to  Cayuga  Co.,  N.  Y.  town  of  Owaseo,  when  my    father   was 
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quite  young.  I  think  they  were  l)oth  born  in  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y. 
In  1780  my  grandfather  married  Magdalena  Brink.  His  children 
were :  William,  l)orn  1784,  John,  1788,  Zachariah,  171)0,  Peter, 
1704,  Mary,  ]7'.)6,  Rachel,  18(»(»,  Jacob,  18();j.  My  fatber  Peter 
married  in  1816  Temp-irance  Diimond,  of  Fayette,  Seneca  Co.,  N, 
Y.,  and  had  the  following  children  :  ]?etsy,  born  1818,  Lany,  IS-JO, 
Harmon  1).,  1822,  Jac(J>.  182:),  Nelson,  18;5i»."  Harmon  1).  says  : 
I  had  two  children,  Josephine,  born  18."i5,  (xeorge  W.,  183U. 

Anotlier  branch  of  the  Roseiikians  family,  of  eastern  New 
York  claiming  a  connection  with  Gen.  William  Stark  Rosecrans, 
but  whose  relationship  we  have  not  been  able  to  find,  is  that  des- 
cended from  Warren  Rosecrans,  of  Fishkill,  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y. 
as  reported  in  1808  by  Miss  L.  Eleanor  S.  Campbell,  a  descendant 
on  her  maternal  side,  then  living  with  her  grandmother  at  Ports- 
mouth, Va.,  and  more  recently,  with  her  parents  in  New  York 
City.  Her  father  is  Richard  Robertson  Campbell,  whose  father 
was  a  merchant  of  Montreal,  Canada,  born  in  Edenberg,  Scotland. 
Warren  Rosecrans,  of  Fishkill,  1793,  m.  Phebe  Ilaflf,  and  had 
children  :  Hannah,  Eliz:i,  Maria,  Sarah,  Ann,  Catharine,  Susan 
and  Abraham  I).  Rosecrans,  the  latter  having  married  a  woman 
whose  christian  name  was  Almira.  He  was  Postmaster  in  Albany, 
where  he  died.  Some  years  ago  a  newspaper  was  sent  to  me 
speaking  of  the  death  of  Almira  Rosecrans,  of  Albany,  apparently 
without  children,  after  which  there  weie  no  less  than  three  claim- 
ants to  her  property,  who  made  application  to  become  adminis- 
trators. Maria  Rosecrans,  daughter  of  Warren,  m.  James  Had- 
den,  of  New  York,  whose  son  Warren  Rosecrans  Hadden  has  a 
son  of  the  same  name  living  in  New  York  said  to  be  "one  of  the 
first  organists  and  choir  masters  in  the  Metropolis." 

Sarah  Rosecrans  m.  Peter  Demare-^t,  of  New  York,  Susan  m. 
Peter  Bogart,  a  stone  mason,  who  she  says  built  the  Astor  House 
on  Broadway,  N.  Y.  Hannah  Eliza  Rosenkrans  m.  William 
Jackson,  born  in  Philadeljihia.  1804.  and  settled  in  Virginia. 
Their  children  were  :  Jane  Eliza,  Ann  Cordelia  and  Murray.  Ann 
Cordelia  Jackson  m.  Edward  Hurst,  of  Portsmouth,  Ya.,  and  had 
children  :  Mary  Eliza,  Annie  France.s,  Robert  LeRoy  and  Wil- 
liam Edward.  Annie  Frances  Hurst  m.  Richard  R.  Campbell, 
now  living  in  N.  Y.,  and  is  the  mother  of  Miss  L.  Eleanor  Stew, 
art  Campbell,  the  correspondent  above  mentioned.  The  other 
children  are  :  Annie  Bertha,  Carrie  Frances,  George  Walter,  Clin- 
ton Mather.  Arthur  Allan,  and  Edna  Selina. 

Still  another  branch  of  the  family,  whose  early  ancestry  is 
unknown,  but   is  proltably   descended  from  Harmon  Hendrick,  is 
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reported  by  Dr.  T.  Simeon  Kosengrant,  of  Batesville,  Ohio,  the 
son  of  George  L..  whose  father  was  Simeon  Rosengrant,  who  went 
to  Ohio  from  the  east,  the  Doctor  thinlvs  from  Sussex  Co.,  N. 
J.  He  says  that  Simeon  Rosengrant  m.  Sydney  Lodor,  March  18, 
1818,  daughter  of  .lames  and  Rebecca  Loder.  Simeon  was  born 
in  ITiX;,  and  his  wife  in  17:J7.  The  Dr.  says  that  Simeon  Rase- 
grant  had  changed  his  name  in  some  manner  and  was  related  to 
the  Shoemakers. 

Dr.  Simeon  Rosenkrans,  of  Sussex  Co.,  N.  J.,  married  a 
Shoemaker  and  was  aiiparentiy  the  begiiiningof  the  name  Simeon 
in  tlie  family  and  it  seems  evident  therefore  that  this  family  that 
went  to  Oliio  must  liave  been  acquainted  with  and  perhaps  re- 
lated to  Dr  Simeon  Rosenkrans.  As  further  evidence  of  this 
there  were  Lodors  living  in  Sussex  county  at  that  time  and  Dr. 
Elijah  RoseGrant,  with  whom  they  were  probably  connected,  is 
the  only  one  known  beside  this  Simeon  whose  surname  was  made 
to  end  with  Grant.  Not  having  found  any  connection  of  this 
Simeon  witli  Dr.  Simeon's  family,  our  opinion  is  that  he  is  a  ae- 
scendant  of  Jacob  or  Alexander,  or  Charick  D.  W.,  mentioned 
above,   who  went  to  the  west  at  an  early  day. 

Another  family  in  Eastern  New  York  has  been  recently 
found  as  reported  by  Rev.  James  H.  R  jsecrans,  whose  name  and 
address  were  given  me  by  Allen  H.  Rosenki'ans,  of  Penfield,  Pa. 
In  reply  to  a  letter  of  inquiry,  dated  at  Breakabeen,  N.  Y.,  1899, 
he  says  :  "Dear  Sir:— Reached  this  place  yesterday,  found  your 
circular  and  letter.  My  grandfather,  Henry  Rjsekrans,  came 
to  Schoharie  C ).  from  near  Albany.  I  believe  he  said  he  had  live 
or  six  brothers  scattered  in  dilTerent  portions  of  the  United 
States  or  else  his  father  had  those  brothers,  I  do  not  remember 
exactly.  They  came  from  Holland  formerly  as  I  understand  it, 
to  this  country.  Henry  Rosekrans  had  six  children  that  I  re- 
member, three  boys,  Henry  Rosekrans.  Jr.,  Frederick  and 
Holmes,  and  three  girls.  I  do  not  remember  all  of  the  girls 
names.  Henry  Rosekrans,  Jr.,  had  several  children  :  Fred- 
erick Rosekrans  several  and  Holmes  Rosekrans,  M.  D.,  my 
father,  had  six  boys  and  one  girl  by  his  last  marriage  and  a 
daughter  by  his  first  marriage.  Henry,  Frederick  and  Holmes 
and  the  three  sisters,  as  well  as  grandfather  are  dead.  My  grand- 
father lived  in  the  town  of  Wiight.  Henry  R.  Jr.,  lived  and  died 
on  grandfather's  home  place,  the  farm.  His  widow  and  one  son 
live  there  now.  Their  address  is  Gallupville,  N.  Y''.  Y^ou  can 
address  Mr.  Ed.  Rosekrans  there. 

Frederick    Rosekrans' s  children   are   scattered   so   I   cannot 
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give  their  names  or  address.  My  father  practiced  medicine  and 
died  at  Berne,  Albany  Co.,  where  I  was  born.  His  children  are: 
Jacob  H.,  Albert  G.,  George  F.  now  dead,  James  H.,  Thomas  J., 
Washington  B.,  and  Sopliia  Elizabeth,  now  Mrs.  Setzer,  of  North 
Blenheim,  N.  Y.  Jacob  H.  Rosekrans  lives  in  Breakabeen,  N. 
Y.  Albert  G.  lives  in  Pultonham,  N.  Y.  I  am  making  this  my 
home  for  the  present,  Breakabeen,  N.  Y.  Thomas  J.  lives  in 
North  Blenheim,  N.  Y.  Washington  B.  lives  in  Breakabeen,  N. 
Y.  Jacob  H.,  is  a  miller,  Albert  is  a  merchant,  Thomas  a  shoe- 
maker, Washington  a  farmer,  and  I,  James  H.,  a  minister  of  the 
Gospel. 

I  was  educated  at  Baxter's  University  of  Music,  Friendship, 
N.  Y  Am  the  author  of  twenty  or  more  music  books  My  min- 
isterial labors  have  been  contined  principally  to  the  west  and 
south,  and  were  chiefly  evangelistic  and  missionary.  1  am  a  min- 
ister of  the  church  of  Christ  or  Christian  church,  a  churuii  wiiose 
membersliip  numbers  nearly  one  million,  two  hundred  thousand. 
Had  1  tliH  time  T  might  have  gone  the  rounds  and  picked  up  a 
better  or  more  thorough  family  record  but  as  1  am  asthmatic  I 
dare  n  )t attempt  it  during  winter  weatiier.  I  would  have  been 
pleased  to  have  ferreted  out  our  ancesters,  to  have  had  a  connected 
link  of  the  families,  but  it  will  be  impossible  now.  *  *  * 
You  surely  have  been  persistent  in  j'our  hunt  for  the  family  and 
when  I  feel  better  able  to  purchase  a  book,  I  think  I'll  get  it.  I 
am  now  fifty-five  years  of  age.  Early  in  my  professional  life  I 
changed  one  letter  in  the  name  and  write  it  Rosecrans.  Several 
of  my  relatives  have  done  so  as  well.  When  I  was  in  California 
I  met  Gen.  Rosecrans's  daughter,  a  nun  in  a  convent  at  Santa 
Rosa.  She  said  T  favored  her  father's  family.  They  were  Rom- 
an Catholics.  I  hope  this  will  not  worry  your  ]»atience.  May 
happiness  be  yours,  and  success  crown  your  efforts.  Yours  in 
the  one  hope,  James  H.  Rosecrans." 

MEMBERS  OF  THE  FAMILY  FROM  GERMANY. 

Joseph  B.  Rosecrantz,  of  Sparta,  Wis.,  mentioned  in  "'For- 
mation and  Orthography  of  Names,"  reports  the  family  of  his 
greatgrandfather,  Rev.  Abraham  Rosecrantz,  who  he  says  came 
from  Germany  before  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  for  a  long  time 
preached  in  that  portion  of  German  Plats,  N.  Y.,  called  the  Mo- 
hawk Valley,  near  Schenectady.  He  had  sons  :  Abram,  George, 
Joseph  and  Nicholas,  and  some  daughters.  His  son  George  Ro- 
secrantz m.  Ann  Snell,  and  had  children:  Giuta,  Margaret, 
Sally,    Nancy   and   Abram  G.,    born  1804.     Abram  G.  m.  Nancy

Bell,  and  had  one  son  Joseph  B.,  our  worthy  correspoud'int,  and 
a  daughter.  Joseph  B.  was  born  in  the  town  of  Little  F"'alls.  Her- 
kimer Co.,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  If),  182."),  ni.  Ada  A.  J<»hnson,  18.^4,  and 
settled  in  Wisconsin  1884,  having  sons  George  VV.,  Frank  B.,  aud 
Claude  M.  Abrani,  Joseph  and  Nicholas,  sons  of  Rev.  Abraham 
Rosecrantz,  apparently  remained  in  New  York,  and  prol)ably 
have  descendants  living  in  that  vicinity.  Joseph  B.  did  not 
know  the  name  of  Rev.  Abraham's  wife.  We  have  learned  from 
the  church  records  that  he  as  a  clergyman  at  Albany,  was  m.  at 
Kingston  May  1(3,  H.xS,  to  Mary  Herchheimer,  probably  a  Ger- 
man woman.  They  must  have  settled,  as  reported  by  Joseph 
B.,  at  Schenectady,  some  time  after  their  marriage. 

Besides  Wm.  Roseiikranz,  of  N.  Y.,  above  mentioned,  vvhocame 
from  the  county  of  Duneldorf  Province  of  VVestiihalia,  Germany, 
on  the  Rhine,  whose  father  and  grand  father  and  great-grand- 
father, were  school  teachers  in  Westplialia,  there  are  other  Ger- 
mans in  New  York  City  with  wiiom  the  writer  has  corresi»anded. 
One  of  these  in  189.5  was  Oscar  Rosenkranz,  (then  living  with 
his  mother),  whose  full  name  was  the  patriotic  one  of  George 
Washington  Oscar  Rosenkranz.  He  was  shipping  clerk  with 
Armstrong  Brothers,  large  cork  dealers  of  the  city.  His  grand- 
father was  Rev.  Joahim  Daniel  Rosenkranz,  born  in  Loitz,  Ponie- 
rania,  Germany.  His  father  was  ll'^rman  Otto  Christian  Rosen 
kranz,  who  came  from  Germany  1801,  was  two  years  a  soldier  in 
the  war  of  the  Rebellion,  and  died  without  a  pension,  May  12,  1892. 
The  Rosenkrans  name  is  found  also  among  the  Jews  (so  call- 
ed,) of  New  York  but  apparently  of  German  descent.  Morris 
Rosenkranz,  of  19(»  Henry  Street,  in  1895  answered  a  letter  of  in- 
quiry in  Russian  Hebrew,  and  afterwards  in  English.  Regard- 
ing his  family  and  liow  the  name  originated  among  the  Jews,  he 
said  :  ''Dear  Sir  :— I  received  yonrs  of  the  3rd  iiist.,  by  which  I 
learned  you  were  not  able  to  make  out  my  writing.  I  will  there- 
fore give  you  the  desired  information  in  English.  My  great-grand- 
father's name  was  Elias  Rosenkranz,  that  of  my  grandfather  was 
Abraham  Rosenkranz,  and  my  father's  name  is  Saknion  Rosen- 
kranz. He  is  at  present  eighty-four  years  old.  He  says  that  his 
grandfather  was  a  Christian,  and  was  a  native  of  Germany,  He 
was  converted  to  the  Jewish  religion  and  emigrated  to  Russia, 
Rosenkranz  is  indeed  a  purely  German  name  meaning  garland  of 
roses.  And  it  must  be  in  Germany  where  that  name  originated, 
Since  ten  years  our  whole  family  is  in  this  country,  and  outside 
of  our  family,  I  know  nobody  of  that  name,  neither  here  nor  in 
Russia." 
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It  seems  from  the  above  report  that  the  Rosenkranz  name 
was  introduced  among  the  Russian  Jews  by  this  Elias  Rosen- 
kranz from  German}',  and  that  all  the  Jews,  so  called,  of  the 
Rosenkranz  name  in  New  York,  are  descended  from  him. 

If  once  a  Christian,  as  reported,  Elias  made  a  mistake,  and  a 
sacrifice  when  he  left  Christianity,  and  cast  his  lot  among  the 
persecuted  Jews,  adopting  for  himself  and  descendants  their  re- 
ligion and  language  and  misfortunes,  though  they  were  once  the 
chosen  people  of  God,  through  whom  the  Messiah  was  promised 
and  given. 

When  the  Jews  rejected  and  crucified  Christ,  and  "All  the 
I^eople  said  His  blood  be  on  us  and  on  our  children,"  they  little 
imagined  the  result  would  be  their  National  destruction  and  1900 
years  of  banishment  and  persecution,  yet  such  was  the  penalty 
of  their  doings,  but  "a  remnant"  were  saved. 

Jesus  "came  to  Ilis  own  and  His  own  received  Him  not,  but 
as  many  as  received  Him  to  them  gave  He  power  to  become  the 
sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  His  name,  which  were 
born  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of 
man,  but  of  God."
